v^  June  B,         ^.N  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  CBOMPTON  RAILROAD 
— '■ COMPANY. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Benedict  Lapham,  Stephen  Harris,  Am- 
asa  Sprague,  Howard  Richmond,  Frank  E.  Richmond, 
and  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 
the  Crompton  Railroad  Company,  and  by  that  name 
shall  be,  and  are,  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers. 
privileges  and  immunities  which  are  or  may  be  neces- 
hary  to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  and  objects  of  this 
act  as  hereinafter  set  forth ;  and  the  said  corporation 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  locate,  lay 
out,  construct,  and  finally  complete  a  railroad  com- 
mencing at  a  point  on  the  Fontiac  Branch  railroad  at 
or  near  the  village  of  Pontiac,  in  the  town  of  Warwick, 
thence  running  southwesterly  to  or  near  to  the  village 
of  Natick,  in  said  town  of  Warwick ;  thence  running 
southwesterly  to  or  near  to  the  village  of  River  Point, 
in  said  town  of  Warwick,  to  a  connection  with  the  New 
Tork  and  New  England  railroad,  or  Hartford,  Provi- 
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dence  and  Kshkill  railroad,  and  the  Pawtuiet  Valley  gj^p««»» 
railroad ;  tfaenoe  running  southerl  j  to  the  village  of 
Arctic,  in  said  town  of  Warwick ;  thence  running 
HHitherly  to  the  vill^e  of  CentreTille,  in  said  town  of 
Warwick,  to  a  connection  with  the  New  Tork  and 
New  England  railroad,  or  the  Hartford,  Providence 
and  Fiahkill  railroad ;  thence  running  southerly  to  the 
Tillage  of  Grompton,  in  said  town  of  Warwick ;  thence 
running  northweeterly  to  the  village  of  Quidnick, 
in  the  town  of  C3oventry,  to  a  connection  with  the 
New  York  and  New  England  railroad,  or  the  Provi- 
deooe,  Hartford  and  Fishkill  railroad ;  thence  running 
■oatiiwesterly  to  the  villages  of  Anthony  and  Wash- 
bgton,  to  a  connection  with  the  New  York  and  New 
Enjgland  railroad,  or  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill 
railroad,  and  for  this  purpose  said  corporation  are 
hereby  authorized  to  lay  out  their  road,  not  exceeding 
six  rods  wide  the  whole  length,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
catting  embankments,  and  obtaining  stone  and  gravel, 
and  of  making  tracks  to  and  from  their  depots  and 
car-houses  may  take  as  much  more  land  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  security  and  construction  and 
use  of  said  road :  Provided,  that  all  damages  which 
may  be  occasioned  to  any  person,  company  or  corpora- 
tion, by  taking  such  land  or  materials  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  for  by  said  corporation  in  the 
Duumer  hereinafter  provided ;  and  said  corporation ' 
may  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  upon  the  line  of 
said  road,  and  such  materials,  cars,  engines,  and  ot}ier 
things  as  may  be  necessary  for  depots  for  the  use  of 
said  road,  and  for  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods 
and  mercshandise. 

Sic  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  two  thousand  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
eadi.  The  immediate  government  and  direction  of 
the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  vested  in  five  di- 
rectors, who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  members  of  the 
owporation  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed,  and 
■hall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others 
shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified  to  take  their  places 
as  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  shall  elect  one  of  their 
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^mptonR-R.  q^^  membeM  as  preaident  of  the  board,  who  shall  be 
also  president  of  the  corporation,  and  the  said  directors 
shall  have  authority  to  choose  a  clerk,  who  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithfal  discharge  of  his  duty,  and  a 
treasurer,  who  shall  give  bonds  to  the  corporation  with 
security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  directors  for  the 
faithful  dischai^  of  his  trust 

Src.  3.  The  president  and  directors  for  the  time 
being  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  by  them- 
selves or  their  agents,  to  exercise  all  the  powers  herein 
granted  to  the  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  locating, 
constructing  and  completing  said  railroad,  and  all  such 
other  powers  and  authority  for  the  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  not  heretofore  granted, 
as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  grant ;  to  purchase  and  hold  lands,  ma- 
terials and  other  necessary  things  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation  for  the  use  of  said  road,  and  so  far  as  may 
be  necessary  therefor  to  make  such  equal  assessments 
from  time  to  time,  on  all  the  shares  in  said  corpora- 
tion as  they  may  deem  expedient  and  necessary  in  the 
progress  and  execution  of  the  work,  and  direct  the 
same  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  and 
the  treasurer  shall  give  notice  of  all  such  assessments; 
and  in  case  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  as- 
sessments for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  notice 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  the  directors  may 
order  the  treasurer  to  sell  such  share  or  shares  at  pub- 
lic auction,  after  giving  not  less  than  twelve  days' 
notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  city 
of  Providence,  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  the  same  to 
be  transferred  to  the  purchaser,  and  such  delinquent 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  the  overplus,  if  his 
share  or  shares  sell  for  more  than  the  assessment  due, 
with  the  interest  and  costs  of  sale,  and  if  said  share  or 
shares  do  not  sell  for  a  sulficient  amount  to  pay  said 
assessments,  then  and  in  such  case  the  corporation 
shall  have  a  legal  claim  against  said  delinquent  stock- 
holder for  the  amount  due ;  Provided,  however,  that 
no  assessments  shall  be  laid  upon  any  shares  in  said 
corporation  of  a  greater  amount  in  the  whole  than 
one  hundred  dollars  on  each  share. 
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Sec.  4.    The  said  cnrporation  are  hereby  authorized  ^ 
to  establish  rates  of  fare  and  rates  of  freight  from  time 
to  time  by  the  directors  of  said  corporation,  and  shall 
Irom  year  to  year  make  a  report  of  their  acts  and  do- 
ings to  the  general  assembly. 

8ec.  5.  WheneTer  said  corporation  shall  have  located 
their  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  they  may  make  report 
thereof  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  then  next  to  be 
holden  within  and  for  the  county  within  which  said 
location  is  made,  or  may  file  the  report  of  such  location 
with  the  clerk  of  said  court  as  is  by  general  law  pro- 
Tided ;  wherein  they  shall  particularly  describe  the  bear- 
ings of  the  intended  route  or  any  section  thereof  so  locat- 
ed, and  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  land  throngh 
which  the  same  may  pass  so  far  as  they  can  be  ascer- 
tained, which  report  so  made  shall  be  placed  on  the  files 
of  said  court,  and  notice  given  thereof  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  land  therein  embraced,  if  known,  in  such 
manner  as  the  court  shall  direct,  at  the  expense  of  said 
corporation,  and  the  court  shall  thereupon  appoint 
three  discreet  and  disinterested  persons  of  this  state 
(vacancies,  if  any  happen,  to  be  filled  by  the  court,)  to 
estimate  all  damages  which  any  person  or  persons 
whose  lands  are  described  as  mentioned  in  said  report 
shall  BDstain  in  case  such  railroad  or  any  appurten- 
ance thereof  be  constructed  thereon ;  and  the  said  com- 
missioners, before  they  proceed  to  execute  their  duties, 
shall  be  sworn  to  a  faithful  and  impartial  discharge 
thereof,  and  they  shall  give  reasonable  notice  in  such 
manner  as  said  court  shall  direct,  to  all  persons  inter- 
ested to  file  their  olaims,  if  any  they  have,  which  have 
Dot  been  released  to  said  corporation,  with  some  one  of 
Baid  commissioners,  or  with  the  clerk  of  said  court, 
within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  said  notice;  at  the 
end  of  the  term  allowed  for  filing  sach  claims  for  dam- 
ages, the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them  (having 
previously  given  notice  to  all  parties  interested  of  the 
time  and  extent  of  the  route  to  be  examined,  by  pub- 
lishing in  one  or  more  of  the  news|>apers  published  in 
the  dty  of  Providence,  an  advertisement  thereof,  for 
three  weeks  snooessively,  at  least,)  shall  meet  on  the 
pmnises  so  intended  to  be  used  hy  said  corporation  for 
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oS°°*'°°^''  the  purpose  aforesaid  and  after  hearing  the  parties  in- 
terested shall  estimate  all  such  damages  as  they  shall 
think  any  person  shall  sustain  by  the  oonstruction  of 
said  railroad  through  his  land ;  and  the  oomnussioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  make  return  of  their  do- 
ings as  soon  as  may  be,  to  said  court  of  oommon  pleas, 
and  the  said  oourt  shall  thereupon  order  said  report,  or 
the  substonoe  thereof,  to  be  forthwith  published  in  one 
of  the  newspapers  printed  in  said  Providence,  three 
weeks  successively,  at  the  expense  of  said  corporation ; 
and  if  said  oorporation,  or  any  person  interested,  shall 
be  dissatisfied  with  the  estimate  of  said  commissioners, 
application  may  be  made  by  such  dissatisfied  party  at 
the  next  term  of  said  oourt  of  oommon  pleas,  after  the 
return  of  such  report  and  after  its  publication  as 
aforesaid,  for  a  jury  to  hear  and  finally  determine 
upon  the  amount  of  damages  to  be  assessed  in  the  case 
complained  of,  which  said  application  shall  be  heard 
and  tried  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  by  a  jury  in 
the  same  manner  that  appeals  are  heard  in  said  court. 
And  if  the  party  injured  in  his  or  her  estate,  apply 
for  such  jury  and  fail  to  obtain  such  increase  of 
damages,  such  party  shall  be  liable  for  all  legal 
costs  arising  after  the  entry  of  such  application  for 
a  jury,  and  such  court  shall  enter  judgment  and 
issue  execution  accordingly;  and  if  such  corporation 
apply  for  a  jury  and  fail  to  obtain  a  diminution 
of  damages,  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  liable  for 
costs,  and  said  court  shall  enter  judgment  and  issue 
execution  for  the  same ;  and  if  within  ten  days  after 
any  damages  shall  hare  been  finally  assessed  in  manner 
aforesaid  by  said  commissioners,  or  such  jury,  such- 
person  in  whose  favor  any  such  damages  shall  have 
been  assessed  may  have  an  action  of  debt  against  said 
oorporation  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same  to  re- 
cover such  damages  and  execution  from  whatever  court 
the  same  issue  for  damages  assessed  as  aforesaid  and 
costs,  shall  be  in  common  form,  and  may  be  levied  on 
the  goods,  estate  and  lands  of  said  corporation,  and  the 
report  of  said  commissioners,  when  accepted  and  re- 
corded, and  not  appealed  from  in  manner  aforesaid,  or 
the  verdict  of  a  jury  returned  and  recorded,  shall  for- 
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ever  be  a  bar  to  any  other  action  commenoed  for  dam-  ^"^p 
ages  against  said  corporation  on  account  of  the  injury  ~ 
for  which  such  damages  were  awarded,  other  than  is 
herein  provided;  and  said  commissioners  shall  in  all 
cases  be  allowed  three  dollars  a  day  for  their  services : 
Provided,  that  nothing  herein  coDtained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  said  corporation  from  commencing 
the  coDBtruction  of  their  said  railroad,  or  constructing 
the  same  on  the  land  of  any  person,  or  from  taking  or 
using  the  land  or  materials  of  any  person  necessary 
for  the  construction  or  security  of  their  t<aid  railroad, 
under  this  act  before  the  damages  for  taking  or  using 
said  land  and  materials  shall  have  been  estimated  or 
assessed  by  the  oommissioners  or  a  jury,  and  in  case  of 
such  taking  and  using  before  the  estimates  and  assess- 
ments of  damages  thereof,  the  damages  shall  be  assessed 
by  the  oommissioners  or  a  jury,  and  like  proceedings 
had  with  the  same  effect  as  if  said  estimate  and  assess- 
ment had  been  made  before  the  taking  and  using  of  said 
land  or  materials. 

Sbc.  6.  The  commissioners  appointed  to  estimate  or 
assess  damages,  shall,  upon  request  in  writing  of  any 
person  whose  land  or  materials  may  be  reported  as 
located  for  the  uses  of  said  railroad,  require  said  cor- 
poration to  give  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
commissioners  for  the  payment  of  all  such  damages  as 
shall  be  finally  awarded  by  said  commissioners  or  a 
jury,  for  the  land  or  materials  of  the  person  so  reported 
as  located  as  aforesaid,  and  for  all  costs  which  may  be 
by  him  recovered  against  said  corporation,  and  all  rights 
and  authority  of  said  corporation  to  enter  upon  and 
use  such  laud  or  materials,  except  for  making  surveys, 
shall  thereupon  be  suspended  until  said  corporation 
shall  give  such  security. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  lands  or  other  property  or  estate 
of  any  infant  or  person  non  compos  mentis,  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  the 
guardian  of  such  infant  or  person  non  compos  mentis, 
mAj  under  direction  of  the  court  of  probate,  re- 
lease all  damt^es  in  relation  to  the  land  or  estate  to  be 
taken  and  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  as  they  might  do 
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oranpwBRB.  jf  ^)^q  game  were  holden  by  them  in  their  own  right 
respectively. 

^EC.  8.  If  the  said  railroad  in  the  course  thereof, 
shall  oross  any  private  way,  said  oorporation  shall  so 
ooQstruct  said  railroad  as  not  to  obstruct  the  safe  and 
conTenieot  use  of  said  private  way ;  and  if  said  rail- 
road shall,  in  the  course  thereof,  cross  any  other  rail- 
road, canal,  turnpike,  highway  or  bridge,  the  said 
railroad  hereby  authorized  to  be  built,  Bhall  be  so  con- 
structed as  not  to  impede  or  obstruct  the  safe  and  con- 
venient use  of  such  other  railroad,  canal,  turnpike, 
highway  or  bridge,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  chapt^^  139  and  145  of  the  General  Statutes,  and 
of  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition 
thereto. 

Sbc.  9.  Said  oorporation,  after  having  located  or 
reported  as  located,  or  taken  and  used  land  or  materials 
for  the  uses  of  their  said  railroad,  shall  have  power,  if 
they  shall  find  it  expedient,  and  before  any  assessment 
or  assessments  be  ordered  or  made  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 3,  to  alter  the  location  and  vary  the  direction  of 
their  said  railroad,  and  make  a  new  location  of  the 
same,  in  whole  or  in  part  thereof,  in  which  case  report 
shall  be  made  and  damages  for  land  and  materials  taken 
as  located  and  proposed  to  be  taken  for  the  use  of  said 
railroad,  shall  be  estimated  and  assessed,  or  may  be  re- 
leased, or  said  land  or  materials  may  be  purchased,  and 
like  proceedings  in  all  respects  had  with  like  effect  as 
if  said  railroad,  or  the  portion  thereof  located  anew, 
had  not  before  been  located :  Provided,  howerer,  that 
the  time  allowed  by  this  act  for  completing  their  said 
railroad  shall  not  be  extended  in  consequence  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  Said  railroad,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  constructed,  shall  be  managed  and  protected  in 
all  respects  according  to  the  the  general  laws  of  this 
state. 

Sec.  II.  If  the  location  of  said  railroad  shall  not 
have  been  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  conrt  of  com- 
mon pleas  for  the  county  within  which  the  land  pro- 
posed to  be  taken  for  the  use  of  said  railroad  is  situated, 
previous  to  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1883,  and 
the  final  completion  of  said  railroad  previous  to  the 
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first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1886,  this  act  shall  be  void  g^""^""-^ 
and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  12.  The  annual  and  all  other  meetings  of  said 
corporation,  shall  be  called  and  notified  in  such  man- 
ner, and  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  plaoe  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation, 
and  until  the  first  annual  meeting  under  this  act, 
Benedict  Lapham,  Stephen  Harris,  Frank  E.  Kich- 
mood,  Amasa  Sprague,  and  Howard  Bichmond,  shall 
be  directors  of  said  corporation,  with  power  to  fill 
Tacancies  in  their  number,  and  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  if  they  shall  see  proper,  at  any  time  pre- 
rioos  to  said  annual  meeting.

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of  said 
eompany  from  time  to  time  to  borrow  such  sum  or 
sams  of  money  upon  the  bonds  of  said  corporation, 
not  exceeding  the  paid  up  capital  stock  thereof,  as  they 
■hall  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  their  railrcwd.  and  erection  of  work- 
shops, and  other  necessary  buildings,  and  for  such  term 
or  terms  of  credit  as  they  may  find  convenient,  and  to 
secure  the  payment  of  said  bonds  by  a  mortgage  or 
morfgs^es  in  trust  or  otherwise  of  the  franchise  or 
fraodiises,  railroad,  railroad  equipments,  or  any  prop- 
erty or  estate,  real  or  personal,  which  said  railroad 
company  may  have  or  possess  at  the  time  of  executing 
any  such  mortgage  or  which  it  may  at  any  time  there- 
after acquire. 

Seo.  15.  In  the  erection  of  any  bridge,  to  be  built 
over  the  road-bed  of  this  corporation,  a  distance  of  at 
least  eighteen  feet  shall  be  made  between  the  top  of 
the  rail  to  the  lower  portion  of  the  bridge. 

Sk.  16.  This  act  shall  take  efi'ect  on  and  after  its 
pusage.

It  is  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Aaaemhly  aa  follows : 

Sectiqn  1.  Frank  E.  Eichmond,  Walter  Richmond 
and  Howard  BiohmoDd,  their  asaociates  and  Buccessors, 
are  Iiereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the 
"Richmond  Land  Company,"  for  the  parpose  of  ac- 
quiring, holding,  managing,  improving,  leasing  and 
selling  real  estate ;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  du- 
ties and  liabilities  set  forth  in  chapter  1^9  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  and  of  any  act  in  amendment  thereof  or 
in  addition  thereto. 

tiEC.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
he  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall 
be  divided  into  twenty-four  hundred  shares  (jf  one 
hundred  dollars  each.  No  stockholder  shall  sell  his 
stock  or  any  portion  thereof  without  previously  offer- 
ing to  sell  said  stock  to  the  corporation  at  the  loweet 
price  for  which  he  shall  be  willing  to  sell  the  same, 
and  such  offer  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  presi- 
dent or  treasurer  of  the  corporation  at  least  ton  days 
previous  to  any  sale  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  stock  or  shares  of  every  stockholder 
shall  be  pledged  and  liable  to  tlie  corporation  for  all 
debts  and  demands  due  and  owing  from  such  stock- 
holder to  the  corporation,  and  whether  overdue  or  due 
at  a  day  future,  and  whether  arising  from  installments

Section  1.  Henry  Lippitt,  Charles  V.  Chapin, 
Aaron  B.  McCrillis,  Henry  L.  Aldricli,  Thomas  A. 
Doyle,  and  Jacob  Morgan,  their  associates  and  assigns, 
are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Rhode  Island  Transportation 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  building,  purchasing, 
chartering,  acquiring,  maintaining  and  holding  steam- 
ships, steamboats,  propellers,  and  other  vessels,  and  of 
using,  running,  and  navigating  the  same  fur  hire  or 
otherwise  as  they  may  determine,  in  the  carrying  and 
transportation  of  passengers,  freight,  mails,  and  for 
such  other  purposes  for  which  steamships,  steamboats, 
propellers,  and  other  vessels  may  be  lawfully  employed 
as  they  may  think  proper,  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  made  able  and  capable  in  law,  to  have, 
purchase,  possess  and  enjoy  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  such  other  property  as  the  company  may 
deem  advantageous,  to  enable  them  to  run  such  steam- 
ships, steamboats,  propellers,  or  other  vessels,  from  any 
place  or  places  in  this  state,  to  any  other  place  in  this

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  PROVIDENCE,  WEBSTER 
AND  SPRINGFIELD  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows : 

Pkction  1.  William  Tinkham,  Albert  L.  Sayles, 
Horace  A.  Eimball,  James  O.  Inman,  John  L.  Koss, 
Henry  Lippitt,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns, 
are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  the 
Providence,  "Webster  and  Springfield  Railroad  Com- 
pany ;  and  shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the 
powers,  privileges  and  immunities  which  are  or  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  and  objects 
of  this  act  as  hereinafter  set  forth ;  and  the  said  cor- 
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pOTation  are  hereby  authorized  to  locate,  lay  out,  con-  JJ5*g^^'. 
struct,  and  finally  complete  a  railroad  commencing  in  ""-^j. 
or  near  the  viUage  of  Pascoag,  or  at  such  point  on  the 
railroad  of  the  ProTidenoe  and  Springfield  Railroad 
Company,  qb  may  be  i^reed  upon  by  said  compauiefl. 
or  either  of  them,  and  from  thence  to  the  line  of  the 
state  of  Massachusetts,  or  to  the  line  of  the  state  of 
Connecticut,  either  or  both,  at  auch  point  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable,  with  power  to  build  lateral  branches 
to  said  railroad,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient.  And  for  this  purpose  said  corpo- 
tation  is  authorized  to  lay  out  its  road,  not  ex- 
ceeding six  rods  wide  through  the  whole  length; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  embankments,  and  ob- 
taining stone  and  gravel,  and  of  making  tracks  to  and 
from  their  depots  and  car -houses,  may  take  as  much 
more  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  security 
and  construction  and  use  of  said  road :  Provided,  that 
all  damages  which  may  be  occasioned  to  any  person, 
company  or  corporation,  by  taking  of  such  land  or  mate- 
riflls  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  for  by  said 
corporation  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided;  and 
Baid  corporation  may  purchase  and  hold  such  real  estate 
upon  the  tine  of  said  road,  and  such  materials,  cars, 
engines,  and  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  de- 
pots, for  the  use  of  said  road,  and  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  persons,  goods  and  merchandise. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
consist  of  not  more  than  ten  thousand  shares,  the 
number  of  which  may  be  determined  from  time  to 
time  by  the  directors  of  said  corporation,  and  no  as- 
sessment shall  be  laid  thereon  of  a  greater  amount 
in  the  whole,  than  one  hundred  dollars  on  each  share ; 
said  shares  shall  be  deemed  personal  estate,  and  may 
be  transferred  in  writing  in  such  manner  and  in  such 
books,  or  the  conveyance  or  transfer  shall  be  recorded 
in  such  books  as  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  shall 
direct;  and  the  immediate  government  and  direction  of 
the  afTairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  vested  in  not  less 
than  five  directors,  who  shall  be  choeen  by  the  mem- 
bos  of  said  corporation,  at  such  time,  place  and  man- 
ner, and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  such  term  as  the 
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2d8iJi^w  by-lawH  of  said  corporation  shall  direct,  and  until 
H^R.  co; others  shall  be  duly  elected  in  their  places,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  own 
number  as  president  of  the  board,  who  shall  also  be 
president  of  the  corporation ;  and  they  shall  have  au- 
thority to  choose  a  clerk  and  a  treasurer,  who  shall 
give  bond  to  the  corporation  with  sureties  satisfactory 
to  the  directors  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  trust, 
and  such  other  agents  and  officers  as  the  by-laws  of 
said  corporation  shall  direct. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  and  all  other  meetings  of  the 
members  of  said  corporation  shall  be  called  and  no-

ested to  file  their  claims,  if  any  they  have,  which  have 
not  been  released  to  said  corporation,  with  some  one  of 
said  oommissioners,  or  with  the  clerk  of  said  court,  ' 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice.  At 
the  end  of  the  term  allowed  for  filing  such  claims  for 
damages,  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
having  previously  given  notice  to  all  parties  interested 
of  the  time  and  extent  of  the  route  to  be  examined. 
by  publishing  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed 
in  the  city  of  Providence,  an  advertisement  thereof  in 
three  successive  papers  at  least,  shall  meet  on  the 
premises,  so  intendal  to  be  used  by  said  corporation, 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  after  hearing  the  parties 
interested  shall  estimate  all  such  damages  as  they  shall 
think  any  persons  shall  sustain  by  the  construction  of 
said  railroad  through  his  land.

And  if  within  ten  days  after  any 
damages  shall  hare  been  finally  assessed,  in  manner 
aforesaid,  said  corporation  shall  not  pay  or  cause  to  be 
paid  such  damages  if  any  so  assessed  in  manner  afore- 
said by  said  commtssioners  or  such  jury,  such  person 
in  whose  favor  any  such  damages  slutU  have  been 
assessed  may  have  an  action  of  debt  against  said  corpo- 
ration in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same  to  recover 
BBch  damages ;  and  execution  from  whatever  court  the 
same  may  issue,  for  damages  assessed  as  aforesaid,  and 
costs,  shall  be  in  common  form  and  may  be  levied  upon 
the  goods,  estate  and  lands  of  said  corporation ;  and  the 
report  of  said  commissioners,  when  accepted  and  re- 
corded and  not  appealed  from  in  manner  aforesaid,  or 
the  verdict  of  a  jury  returned  and  recorded,  shall  for- 
ever be  a  bar  to  any  other  action  commenced  for  dam- 
ages against  said  corporation  on  account  of  the  injury 
for  which  such  damages  were  awarded,  other  than  is 
herein  provided ;  and  said  commissioners  in  all  cases 
shall  be  allowed  three  dollars  a  day  for  their  services : 
Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
iXHutraed  to  prevent  said  corporation  from  commenc- 
ing the  construction  of  their  railroad,  or  constructing 
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i^g  weM«  f)je  same  on  the  land  of  any  person,  or  from  taking  or 
li-R-vo-  using  the  land  or  materials  of  any  person  for  the 
construction  or  seoarity  of  said  railroad  under  their 
said  charter,  before  the  damages  for  taking  and  using 
said  land  and  materials  shall  have  been  estimated  or 
assessed  bj  the  commissioners  or  a  jury ;  and  in  case  of 
such  taking  and  using  before  the  estimate  or  assess- 
ment of  damages,  the  damage  shall  be  assessed  by  the 
commissioners  or  a  jury,  and  like  proceedings  had  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  said  estimate  or  aHsessment  bad 
been  made  before  the  taking  and  using  of  said  land  or 
materials. 

Sec.  8.  The  commissioners  appointed  to  estimate  or 
assess  damages  shall,  upon  request  in  writing  of  any 
person  whose  land  or  materials  may  be  reported  as 
located  for  the  use  of  said  railroad,  require  said  oor- 
poration  to  give  security  to  the  satisfaction  of  said

Sec.  9.  Said  corporation,  after  having  located  or 
reported  as  located,  or  taken  and  used  land  or  mat^ala 
for  the  uses  of  their  said  railroad,  shall  have  power,  if 
they  shall  find  it  expedient,  to  alter  the  location  and 
vary  the  direction  of  their  said  railroad  in  any  portion 
of  the  general  route  or  of  the  lateral  branches  of  said 
railroad  contemplated  by  their  charter,  and  to  make  a 
new  location  of  the  same  in  whole  or  in  part ;  in  which 
case  report  shall  be  made  and  damages  for  land  or 
materials  taken  or  located  and  proposed  to  be  taken  for 
the  use  of  said  railroad  shall  be  estimated  or  assessed, 
and  like  proceedings  in  all  respects  had  with  like  effect 
as  if  said  railroad  or  the  portion  thereof  located  anew 
had  not  before  been  located :  Provided,  however,  that

Sec.  10.  In  case  of  any  suoh  new  location,  the  said 
GtHrporation  may,  in  their  report  thereof,  state  what 
portion  of  their  former  location  has  berai  abandoned ; 
specifying  the  person  or  persons  whose  land  or  mater- 
ials in  whole  or  any  part  have  been  abandoned  in  oon- 
seqaeoce  of  such  new  location ;  and  if  tbe  land  or 
materials  of  any  person  before  reported  as  located  shall 
not  bare  been  taken  and  used,  all  proceedings  for  the 
estimate  or  Assessment  of  damages  in  favor  of  auch 
persons  shall  stop;  said  corporation  first  paying  to 
erery  such  person  whose  land  or  materials  located  shall 
have  been  abandoned  as  aforesaid,  his  coat  and  reason- 
able expenses,  if  any  incurred,  in  prosecuting  fordam- 
ages  up  to  tbe  time  of  suoh  abandonment,  said  cost  and 
expenses  to  be  taxed  by  the  court  to  whom  tbe  new 
location  is  reported.

Sec.  1 1.  When  the  lands  or  other  property  or  estate 
of  any  married  woman,  infant  or  person  non  oompos 
mentis,  shall  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said 
railroad,  the  husband  uf  such  married  woman  and  the 
guardians  of  such  infants  or  persons,  non  oompos 
mentis,  may  release  all  damages  in  relation  to  the 
lands  or  estates  to  be  taken  and  appropriated  as  afore- 
said as  they  might  do  if  the  same  were  holden  by  them 
in  their  own  rights  respectively :  Provided,  the  same 
be  done  with  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  court  of 
probate  of  the  town  where  the  land  or  estates  lie. 

Sec.  12.  If  the  said  railroad  in  the  course  thereof

road,  public  highway  or  other  way  to  be  changed  or 
altered  so  that  said  railroad  may  be  made  on  the  best 
site  of  ground  for  that  purpose ;  and  for  such  changes 
and  for  turnouts  and  depots  and  other  uses  necessary 
to  the  proper  construction,  accommodation  and  opera- 
tion of  said  railroad  they  may  take  such  other  lands  on 
the  line  of  their  railroad,  as  may  be  required  therefor :

In  all  prooeadings  whether  in  lav  or 
equity,  in  which  said  coloration  shall  be  a  party,  the 
leaving  an  attested  copy  of  the  writ,  summons  or 
other  process,  with  any  director  of  said  corporation  re- 
siding in  this  state,  or  with  the  treasurer  or  agent  of

Sbc.  15.  The  Providence,  Webster  and  Springfield 
Bailroad  Company  are  hereby  authorized  to  unite 
with  a  railroad  company  which  may  be  empowered 
by  the  legislature  of  any  other  state  or  states  to 
continue  said  railroad;  and  when  the  two  companies 
shall  be  so  united  the  stockholders  of  one  company 
shall  become  stockholders  in  the  other  company ; 
and  the  companies  shall  constitute  one  corporation 
by  such  name  as  the  united  corporation  may  adopt.

The  said  company  shall  keep  separate  ac- 
oountB  of  their  expenditures  in  the  state  of  Ehode 
Island  and  in  other  states  respectively ;  and  commis- 
sioners shall  be  appointed,  one  by  the  governor  of  each 
of  said  states,  to  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one

Sec.  23.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  the  general  assembly  from 
making  such  regulations  relating  to  the  tolls,  manage- 
meot  and  operation  of  railroads. as  may  seem  to  them 
proper. 

Sec.  24.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas-

SOTATOBS  AND  EBPBESENTATIVES  : 

By  the  sad  and,  to  human,  judgment,  untimely  death 
of  the  Honorable  Ambn^e  E.  Bumside  on  the  13th  of 
September  inst.,  a  vacancy  has  happened  in  the  rep- 
resentation of  this  state  in  the  senate  of  the  United 
States.  I  have  deemed  it  so  important  that  this  va- 
cancy should  be  filled  by  the  general  assembly  as  soon 
as  practicable,  that  acting  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
Tiaions  of  section  7  of  article  VII  of  the  coiwtitution 
of  the  state,  I  have  issued  my  proclamation  convening 
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you  at  this  time,  in  order  that  an  election  may  be  had 
to  fill  the  above-named  racancy  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  law. 

So  profound  were  the  admiration  and  affection  of  the 
people  of  the  state  for  the  memory  of  General  Burn- 
side,  that,  in  compliance  with  what  seemed  the  general 
desire,  I  took  the  necessary  steps  toward  making  the 
obsequies  of  the  deceased  senator  as  expressive  as  pos- 
sible of  the  esteem  in  which  he  was  held.  At  my  re- 
quest, a  committee,  composed  in  part  of  members  of 
the  general  assembly,  made  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments. To  their  skilful  labors  and  the  hearty  coope- 
ration of  all  upon  whom  rested  any  share  of  duty  on 
the  occasion,  we  are  indebted  for  the  success  of  the  ap- 
propriate and  impressive  memorial  services  of  the  16th 
mst.  A  considerable  expense  was  necessarily  incurred, 
and  some  provision  should  be  made  at  this  session  for 
the  payment  of  the  accounts. 

While  the  people  of  the  state  were  mourning  the 
loss  of  this  honored  son,  and  before  the  emblems  of 
mourning  for  him  were  removed  from  the  state  houae. 
we  were  visited  with  another  sore  affliction  in  the  death 
of  the  chief  magistrate  of  the  nation.  After  eleven 
weeks  of  intense  suffering,  borne  with  a  patience  and 
fortitude  that  have  awakened  the  sympathy  and  admi- 
ration of  the  civilized  world,  President  Garfield  at  last 
fell  a  victim  to  the  fate  which  the  assassin's  bullet  in- 
tended. 

The  proclamation  convening  the  present  session  was 
issued  while  the  late  president  was  yet  alive,  and  of 
course  the  sad  events  of  the  past  week  and  the  observ- 
ance to-day  of  the  final  obsequies  could  not  have  been 
anticipated.  I  have  by  proclamation  requested  an  ap- 
propriate recognition  this  day  of  the  respect  felt  by  the 
people  of  the  state  for  the  departed  president,  and  I 
believe  that  the  arrangements  made  for  an  unostenta- 
tious memorial  service  on  the  rising  of  the  two  houses, 
in  whicfi  the  state  may  be  represented  by  its  l^islative 
and  other  departments,  will  meet  with  your  approval.

CHAPTER  901. 

AS  ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  TOWN  OP  BRISTOL  TO  ERECT  Pwe^ 
4  MONUMENT  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  THE  LATE  GENERAL   ^^'- 
AMBROSE    E.    BURNSIDE,    AND    OF    THE    SOLDIERS    AND 
BAILORS  BELONGING  TO  SAID  TOWN,   WHO  LOST  THEIR 
LIVES  DURING  THB  LATE  WAR. 

It  M  enacted  by  the  General  Ataembly  as  follows  : 

SGcnoN  1.  The  town  of  Bristol  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  monument  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  General  Ambrose  E.  Bumside,  of 
Bristol,  and  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  belonging  to 
said  town,  who  lost  their  lives  during  the  late  war. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


AS  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  CAROLINA  FREE  BAPTIST  ru«a  o< 
CHURCH,  IN  THE  TOWN  OP  CHAHLESTOWN.  y*'" 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows  .- 

Sectign  1.  Charles  E.  Crandall,  John  F.  Kenyon, 
Franklin  B.  Brown,  Albert  G.  Martin,  Horace  Bab- 
cock,  Bion  H.  Crandall,  their  associates  and  successors, 
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are  hereby  made  a  oorporatiou  -  by  the  name  of  the

guished president  and  of  their  sense  of  the  great 
national  loss  by  his  decease. 

It  is  therefore  Resolved,  (the  senate  concurring 
herein,)  That  in  the  life  and  character  of  the  late 
President  Garfield  we  recognize  a  specimen  of  the 
highest  type  of  the  American  citizen  whose  qualities 
were  developed  in  apparent  unfavorable  surroundings 
and  illumined  his  way  onward  in  life  from  the  log- 
cabin  of  the  pioneer  to  the  presidential  mansion,  his 
spotless  integrity,  bis  great  enei^y,  his  fortitude,  his 
broad  and  clear  mental  vision,  his  dauntless  courage, 
his  untiring  industry,  great  nlodesty  and  learning, 
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with  his  unwavering  belief  in  the  truths  of  chriatian- 
i^  which  enlightened  and  were  illustrated  in  his  life, 
won  the  affectionate  regard,  and  commanded  the  re- 
spect of  the  people  of  Rhode  Island,  and  in  his  death 
we  recognize  the  loss  to  the  nation  of  one  of  its  purest 
patriots  and  ablest  statesmen.

world.

To  Ike  Honorable    General  Assembly  of   the    State   of  Rhode 
hland: 

The  joint  select  committee,  appointed  at  the  January  SesBion, 
A.  D.  1881,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Seekonk  River 
CommiBsion,  with  instructions  to  report  tliereon  at  tlie  May  Session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  respectfully  report : 

That  immediately  after  their  appointment  they  organized,  and 
ifter  dne  notice,  proceeded  to  give  public  heanngs  to  all  parties  in 
interest.  The  hearings  were  largely  attended,  and  much  interest 
WM  manifested.  Mr.  J,  Herbert  Shedd  and  tlie  Hon,  Jonathan 
Chace,  of  the  Commission,  severally  explained  in  a  clear  and  ex- 
hiugtive  manner,  the  plan  proposed  and  the  great  lienefits  that 
would,  in  their  judgment,  result  from  the  adoption  tliereof,  an- 
wering  fully  all  questions  propounded  by  parties  in  interest,  and 
manifesting  a  most  thorough  knowledge  of  tlie  entire  subject  mat- 
ter, even  to  the  minutest  detail. 

Mr.  Joseph  P.  Cotton,  also  of  the  Commission,  was  present  and  as- 
sisted in  the  explanation  and  answered  such  questions  as  were  pro- 
ponnded  to  liim  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.  And  it  may  not 
be  improper  in  this  connection  to  stat*  that  your  committee  appre- 
citte  very  highly  the  great  diligence  and  superior  skill  of  the  Com- 
migsion,  in  the  performance  of  the  work  assigned  them. 
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The  principal  parties  in  interest  who  appeared  before  your  com- 
mittee were  the  city  of  Providence,  the  town  of  Kaat  Provideuce, 
the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company  and  the  town  of 
Pawtucket. 

All  of  these  parties  were  substantially  in  accord  as  to  the  neces- 
sity of  removing  the  serious  obstructions  to  navigation  which  exist 
in  the  Seekonk  River,  in  connection  with  the  structure  known  as 
"  Washington  Bridge,"  which  obstructions  are  fully  described  and 
the  effects  thereof  carefully  explained  by  the  Commissioners  in 
their  report.  (See  "  Obstructions,"  pages  5  to  10  inclusive,  of 
report.) 

From  the  facts  which  have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  your  com- 
mittee during  the  hearings,  and  from  a  personal  examination  of 
the  premises,  we  are  fully  convinced  that  neither  the  State,  nor  the 
municipalities  most  directly  interested,  can  afford  to  allow  this 
great  incubus  upon  their  commercial  prosperity  to  continue  to  exist 
for  a  single  day  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  a 
praper  remedy  tlierefor.  And  further,  that  to  allow  it  longer  to 
exist  is  to  do  a  positive  injustice  to  a  large  portion  of  the  people  of 
the  State  by  depriving  tliem  of  their  natural  rights  in  this  river. 

The  people  of  Pawtucket  and  vicinity,  in  particular,  as  well  as 
mariners  having  occasion  to  navigate  the  river,  have  great  reason 
t4i  complain  on  account  of  the  well  nigh  fatal  obstructions  to  tJie 
navigation  of  said  river,  which  exist  in  connection  witli  said  bridge. 
And  so  sei-ious  are  the  difficulties  that  a  tax  of  from  10  to  25  cents 
per  ton  on  all  merchandise  which  passes  up  said  river  Is  necessarily 
added  to  the  coat  thereof  by  reason  of  siud  olwtructions,  which  tax 
the  consumci's  of  said  merchandise  have  to  pay  in  the  enhanced 
price  thereof.  It  also  appears  that  the  shipping  interests  of  Paw- 
tucket are  very  seriously  prejudiced  and  greatly  injured  thereby ; 
that  the  natural  rights  of  the  people  are  infringed  and  the  commer- 
cial proa{>erity  of  the  entire  town,  (now  tJie  second  in  the  State)  to- 
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gether  with  the  Ticinitj  to  the  northward  therefrom,  is  greatly  hin- 
dered and  impaired  on  account  thereof. 

That  the  varied  and  important  business  interests  of  this  com- 
munity are  entitled  to  npeedy  relief  from  such  a  burden  no  one 
denies. 

And  that  these  obstructions  to  navigation  constitute  a  pnUic  nui- 
sance, which  it  ia  the  dutf'  of  the  State  to  promptly  remove,  Hiere 
can  be  uo  doubt. 

It  appeared  also  at  the  hearings,  (and  this  fact  is  made  promi- 
nent in  the  report  of  the  Commission)  that  on  account  of  the  ob- 
structions referred  to, "  a  loss  of  about  16  per  cent,  of  the  full 
scouring  effect  upon  the  channel,"  (resulting  from  the  ebb  and  flow 
of  the  tide,)  is  caused. 

Tour  committee  agree  fully  with  all  that  is  stated  in  said  report 
concerning  the  necessity  for  the  removal  of  said  obstructions  and 
tlie  construction  of  a  new  bridge,  and  believe  that  the  importance 
of  the  matter  under  consideration  to  the  commercial  interests  of 
the  8tate,  and  especially  to  the  northern  part  thereof,  can  hardly  be 
OTerestimated.  But  while  all  substantially  agree  in  these  matters, 
all  of  the  parties  named,  except  the  last,  opposed  with  a  good  deal 
of  earnestness  the  particular  plan  and  location  of  the  bridge  recom- 
mended by  the  Commission ;  and  all  of  them,  without  exception, 
opposed  the  plan  of  assessment  for  tlie  cost  thereof  submitted  with 
the  report. 

The  principal  groimda  of  the  opposition  to  the  plan  submitted 
bj  the  Commission  were,  first,  on  account  of  the  great  expense 
which  would  )te  incurred  in  carrying  it  out ;  second,  on  account  of 
the  location,  as  not  being  the  most  convenient,  and  as  injuriously 
affecting  a  large  amount  of  property  both  in  Providence  and  in  East 
Providence,  and  third,  on  account  of  the  style  of  tlie  bridge  in  that 
it  was  to  Vte  a  double-deck  structure  to  be  used  both  for  railway  and 
highway  travel.  Without  attempting  ourselves  to  criticize  the  very 
able  report  and  plan  of  the  Commiasiou,  or  to  pass  any  judgment 
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thei-eon  as  to  the  nierita  thereof,  your  committee  feel  that  it  would 
be  unwiae  to  adopt  a  plan  which  is  strenuously  opposed  by  all  the 
parties  in  interest,  so  long  as  the  opposition  express  their  willing- 
ness to  unite  in  a  different  plan  to  accomplish  practically  the  sajne 
objects.  And  while  it  is  doubtless  within  the  power  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  compel  the  parties  in  intei'est  to  construct  such  a 
bridge  as  it  shall  determine  is  proper,  yet  we  do  not  think  that 
there  is  sufficient  occasion  for  the  arbitrary  exercise  of  this  sover- 
eign power  in  thia  case,  unless  it  shall  appear  tliat  said  parties  will 
not  voluntarily  unite  upon  a  plan  of  their  own  which  shall  practi- 
cally accomplish  the  same  objects,  as  aforesaid. 

Your  committee  therefore  do  not  recommend  the  plan  submitted 
by  the  Commission. 

By  adopting  a  technical  construction  of  the  resolution  under 
which  we  were  appointed  we  could  very  properly  end  our  report 
here.  But  on  account  of  the  importance  and  urgency  of  the  matter 
under  consideration  we  do  not  feel  warranted  in  so  doing. 

During  the  hearings  anotlier  plan  for  a  bridge  was  proposed  by 
parties  in  interest,  and  at  a  location  only  a  short  distance  above 
that  recommended  by  the  Commission.  According  to  this  plan  a 
bridge  is  to  be  built  across  the  river  starting  from  a  point  opposite 
the  foot  of  Front  street  in  Providence,  and  terminating  at  a  point 
opposite  the  foot  of  Warren  avenue  in  East  Providence.  This 
location  scema  to  be  satisfactory  to  all  parties  in  interest  so  far  as 
the  same  have  been  heard  thereon.  This  plan,  however,  is  not 
fully  matured,  and  your  committee  had  not  tlie  time  in  the  brief 
space  allowed  them,  neither  bad  they  any  authority  to  develop  or 
perfect  the  same.  They  believe,  however,  from  the  limited  knowl- 
edge which  tliey  have  of  said  locatioti,  tliat  it  is  a  favorable  one, 
and  that  a  bridge  can  be  built  at  that  ))oint  which  will  conserve 
the  interests  of  all  concerned.  In  order  that  this  much-needed 
public  improvement  may  be  forwarded,  and  this  newly-proposed 
plan,  which  seems  feasible,  may  be  matui-ed  and  put  in  proper  form 
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for  action  b;  the  General  Assembly,  your  committee  recommend 
that  they  be  continued,  with  authority  to  make  auch  further  in- 
TestigBtions  as  they  ahall  deem  necessary  in  connection  with  said 
last  named  plan,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  next  January  session. 
They  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  accompanying 
resolution. 

fiHofwd,  Tbat  the  Joint  Select  CommitUte  on  the  report  of  Beekonk  River 
Commission  be  and  they  are  hereby  coDtinued,  with  inalructiong  to  prepare  and 
Ttport  a  plan  for  a  bridge  across  the  Beekonk  river,  starting  from  a  point  at  or 
Dear  the  foot  of  Pront  street  in  the  city  of  Providence  and  terminating  at  a 
pfriot  tx  or  near  the  foot  of  Warren  avenue  in  Bast  Providence.  And  for  this 
purpose  said  committee  may  employ  such  engineering  skill  and  such  other 
tsaisunce  ta  they  may  deem  necessary  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  Said  com- 
millee  ahall  also  report  a  plan  for  the  equitable  aaaewment  of  the  cost  of  Hid 
bridge.    Tbey  tiail  make  their  report  to  the  next  January  session.

I  Sectioh  1.  The  sum  of  five  handred  dollars  is  here- 
by aonaallj  appropriated  to  the  Rhode  Island  School  of 
DesigD. 

I  Sec.  2.  The  above  aum  shall  be  paid  by  the  general 
treasurer  upon  the  orders  of  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion, who  are  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  visit 
and  examine  said  school  at  their  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  The  directors  of  the  above  named  School  of 
Design  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  state  board 
of  education  in  manner  and  form  prescribed  by  said 
board  of  education. 

Sec.  4,  The  state  board  of  education  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  elect  two  of  their  nntn- 
ber,  who,  by  virtue  of  said  election,  shall  be  members 
of  the  bc^rd  of  directors  of  said  School  of  Design. 

Seo.  5.  AU  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 


CHAPTER  317. 

AN  ACT  IN  AMENDMENT  OF  SECTION  5  OF  CHAPTER  882  OF 
THE  PUBLIC  STATUTES.  "OF  THE  ACTION  AGAINST  TEN- 
ANTS AND  OF  NOTICE  TO  QUIT."

The  immediate  government  and  direction  of  the 
i&irs  of  the  said  company  shall  be  vested  in  five  direc- 
tors, who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  members  df  the  cor-

If  the  said  railroad  in  the  course  thereof 
shall  cross  any  private  way  said  corporation  shall  so 
conslmct  said  rtiilroad  as  not  to  obstruct  the  safe  and 
convenient  use  of  said  private  way,  and  if  said  railroad 
shall  not  be  so  constructed  the  party  aggrieved  shall 
he  entitled  to  his  action  oa  the  case  in  any  court  proper 
to  try  the  same  and  shall  recover  his  reasonable  dam- 
ages fur  said  injury.  And  if  said  railroad  shall  in  the 
coarse  thereof  cross  any  other  railroad,  canal,  turnpike, 
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highway  or  bridge,  the  said  railroad  hereby  aathorized 
-  to  be  built  shall  be  so  constracted  as  not  to  impede  or 
obstruct  the  safe  and  convenient  use  of  such  other  rail- 
road, canal,  turnpike,  highway  or  bridge,  and  to  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  158  of  the  Public 
Statutes.  And  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  raise  or  lower  such  bridge,  turnpike  or  highway,  or

Said  corporation,  after  having  located  or 
reported  as  located,  or  taken  and  used  lands  or  mate- 
rials for  the  nses  of  their  said  railroad,  shall  have  power, 
if  they  shall  find  it  expedient,  to  alter  the  location  and 
vary  the  direction  of  their  said  railroad  and  make  a  new

chachuge  bridge,  then  easterly  with  Maschachuge  river 
to  the  cove,  then  northerly,  following  the  shore  of  said 
cove  and  salt  water  in  its  windings  to  the  point  in  the 
town  of  Warwick  on  the  west  side  of  Greenwich  bay 
where  the  south  line  of  the  cross  road  running  westerly 
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from  the  north  east  coroer  of  the  farm  formerly  of  Silas

Whereas,  By  chapter  311  of  the  Public  Laws  passed

On  tlic  15tli  of  January,  inat.,  the  General  Treasurer  paid  to  tlie 
Commiaaionora  of  Sinking  Funds,  as  required  by  law,  $100,000. 
Since  that  time  the  commissionera  have  sold  $200,000  of  4  per 
cent.  United  States  bonda,  and  with  tlie  proceeds  of  the  sale, 
togetlier  with  the  cash  on  hand  awaiting  investment,  purchased 
$402,000  of  Rhode  Island  State  bonds  due  September  let,  1882, 
and  a  $1,000  State  bond  due  April  Ist,  1883,  leaving  the  outstand- 
ing bonds  of  the  State  at  this  time  $2,118,500.  The  market  valve 
of  the  securities  now  held  by  the  Gommissionere  of  Sinking  Funds, 
including  cash  on  hand,  is  about  $723,122,  a  aum  nearly  sufficient 
to  meet  the  outstanding  bonds  due  in  1882  and  1883.

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Reference  was  made  in  m;  last  annual  message  to  the  relalnon 
of  our  system  of  education  to  the  principal  industries  of  our  peo- 
ple. A  year's  furtlier  observation  and  reflection  have  but  served 
to  impress  upon  my  mind  the  conviction,  that  the  future  prosper- 
ity of  this  Stat«  is  largely  connected  with  the  kind  of  education  to 
be  ^ven  to  the  present  generation  of  children,  and  their  immedi- 
ate successors.  The  development  of  our  manufacturing  and  me- 
clianical  iudustries  will  furnish  the  main  employment  for  our 
people.  To  fit  our  youth  for  the  greatest  success  in  these  pursuits, 
they  should  receive  a  preparation  wliich  is  now  beyond  their  reach 
through  any  of  the  ordinary  channels  of  education.  Not  only 
should  good,  elementary  instruction  be  provided,  but  our  schooh 
should  be  put  upon  the  work  of  cultivating  the  eye  and  trainii^ 
the  hand.  To  aid  in  this  work,  our  children  should  be  taught  the 
elementary  principles  of  physics  and  mechanics,  those  powers  and 
factors  with  which  they  are  to  be  intimately  connected  for  the 
greater  part  of  their  lives. 

An  important  help  to  this  work  of  securing  a  broader  and,  at 
the  same  time,  a  more  productive  education  of  the  people,  will  un- 
doubtedly be  the  free  public  library.  Already  has  it  established  a 
very  strong  claim  to  public  esteem  in  tliis  direction,  and  the  indi- 
cations are  very  favorable  of  a  steady  growth  in  that  line.  This 
is  true,  not  only  of  the  large  and  thoroughly  established  libraries 
of  other  States,  but  it  is  equally  so  of  the  small  and  more  recently 
founded  libraries  of  this  State,  and  I  am  confident  that  the  pro- 
vision of  our  law,  wherel)y  aid  is  granted  to  tliese  libraries,  is  both 
wise  and  beneficent. 

Anotlier  agency  closely  connected  with  this  work,  is  tlie  evening 
school,  when  properly  conducted.  It  reaches  a  class  of  our  peo- 
ple, that  otherwise  must  remain  in  total,  or  comparative,  ignorance, 
and  yet  a  class  which  is  almost  exclusively  connected  with  our  man- 
ufacturing establisliments.  It  would  seem  that  the  time  had  come 
for  some  permanent  provision  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
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these  schoola,  instead  of  their  being  dependent  upon  a  yearly  reso- 
lution. I  would  therefore  si^^est  that  they  be  committed  by  law 
to  the  care  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  that  a  spe- 
cific sum  be  annually  appropriated  to  their  support. 

The  figures  in  the  Bummary  above  given,  call  for  no  Bpeotal  com- 
ment unless  it  be  as  to  the  number  of  schools  where  the  atitendance  is 
less  than  twenty.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  class  of  schools  conati- 
tntea  nearly  one-fiftli  of  the  whole  number.  Of  these,  one-fourth 
have  an  attendance  of  less  than  ten.  It  is  apparent  that  here  must 
be,  in  many  cases,  an  unnecessary  waste  of  the  public  money ;  and 
with  the  constantly  Increasing  tendency  of  the  population  to  leave 
the  rural  sections  and  gather  in  the  town  and  city,  it  is  clear  that 
the  number  of  these  small  schools  will  increase,  instead  of  decrease. 
It  would  therefore  seem  that  provision  should  be  made,  whereby 
ttiese  cases  could  be  provided  for,  in  such  a  way  that  neither  the 
rights  of  the  children  shall  be  inf  nnged  upon,  nor  the  public  money 
unnecessarily  expt 


BTATB   NO&MAL  SCHOOL. 

While  we  foster  every  other  reasonable  means  of  improving  onr 
pablic  schools,  it  should  be  our  especial  care  to  secure  for  them 
teachers  of  the  requisite  ability,  training  and  culture.  It  has  long 
l>een  conceded  in  our  own  State,  and  in  other  States  foremost  in 
promoting  the  efficiency  of  their  public  schools,  that  their  success 
depends  mainly  upon  the  intelligence,  the  skill,  the  enthusiasm, 
ud  tlie  moral  force,  of  the  teachers.  It  is  also  conceded  that  no 
State  can  reasonably  expect  to  supply  its  schools  with  skilled  teach- 
ers, unless  it  provides  for  their  training  in  a  good  normal  school. 
Oar  own  school  under  instructors  selected  because  of  their  espo- 
ciil  fitness  for  the  duties  assigned  them,  in  a  building  admirably 
adapted  to  its  purpose,  centrally  located,  and  readily  accessible 
from  the  greater  part  of  the  State,  is  st«adily,  through  its  gradu- 
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ates,  disseminating  the  latest  methods  of  instruction,  and  awak* 
ening  new  interest  in  our  common  schools ;  and  what  is  even  of 
greater  value,  many  of  these  graduates  bring  to  their  schools  that 
enthasiasm  and  moral  force,  which  has,  I  believe,  characterized 
their  professional  truning. 

This  school  is  the  heart  of  our  common  school  system.  What 
is  well  done  here  in  the  fitting  of  teachers  must  sooner  or  later 
tell  upon  the  welfare  of  the  schools  in  every  part  of  the  State. 
While  the  people  of  the  ^tate  Bhare  the  good  results  of  the  Normal 
School,  the;  should  contribute  to  its  greater  efficiency  by  facilitating 
in  every  reasonable  way,  the  attendance  of  those  from  every  section 
of  the  State  who  show  an  aptitude  for  teaching. 

During  the  last  year,  the  Normal  School  has  well  maintained 
the  high  reputation  it  has  gained  in  oar  own  and  in  other  States. 
For  a  detailed  account  of  the  improvements  which  have  been  made 
in  the  building,  and  for  the  specific  work  of  the  school,  during  the 
year,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  tlie  Boards  of  Trustees  and  Ex- 
aminers, and  also  to  ttie  reports  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Schools  and  of  the  Principal. 

THE  PERHANENT  BCHOOL  FUND. 

I  deem  it  proper  ^^in  to  call  your  attention  to  the  mode  of  in- 
vestments of  our  Permanent  School  Fund,  referring  you  to  my 
former  message  for  details  as  to  the  legislation  on  this  subject 
Furtlier  reflection  strengthens  my  conviction  of  the  importance  of 
changing  those  investments  as  soon  as  it  can  advantageously  be 
done.  Although  the  national  banks  in  which  the  fund  is  invested 
are  beyond  tlie  control  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  State  is,  nev- 
ertheless, liable  to  assessments  to  the  extent  of  the  par  value  of  its 
stock.  Wliile  I  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  the  national 
banking  system  as  a  mode  of  doing  the  business  for  whicli  it  was 
cstablislied,  I  believe,  for  reasons  I  have  heretofore  given,  ttiat  the 
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school  fund  should,  if  possible,  be  placed  beyond  the  risks  attend- 
ing its  preseut  form  of  investment. 


THE    MILITIA. 


I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  saj  that  the  militia  still  maintains 
that  state  of  efficiency  for  which  I  gave  it  credit  in  my  last  annaa! 
message.  In  my  opinion,  the  great  improvement  which  has  taken 
place  in  our  military  force  during  the  past  three  years  has  proved 
tbe  wisdom  of  the  General  Assembly  which  enacted  onr  present 
militia  law,  and  it  only  needs  further  experience  under  the  present 
system,  with  a  continuance  of  the  efforts  which  have  been  so  heartily 
pat  forth  by  both  officers  and  men,  to  produce  a  still  greater  degree 
of  efficiency.  The  expenses  of  the  past  year  have  been  kept  within 
the  appropriation,  and,  I  believe,  that  the  State  has  received  its  full 
value  for  every  dollar  expended  for  military  affairs. 

During  the  year  I  have,  pursuant  to  the  recommendation  of  a 
commission  appointed  according  to  law,  disbanded  two  companies 
of  the  3d  Battalion  of  Infantry.  The  two  companies  left  in  that 
battalion,  were  transferred  to  the  Ist  Battalion,  and  the  field  and 
staff  officers  thus  rendered  supernumerary  were  honorably  dis- 
charged. 

Upon  my  application  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  an  officer  of  the 
tJnited  States  Army  was  detailed  to  inspect  the  annual  encamp- 
ment of  the  brigade  of  Rhode  Island  Militia.  His  report — a 
eopy  of  which  was  furnished  from  the  War  Department — speaks 
in  high  terms  of  the  general  efficiency  of  our  militia,  at  the  same 
time  pointing  out  some  defects  wliich  should  be  remedied.  I  be- 
lieve the  practice  of  annual  inspections  by  an  officer  of  the  regular 
wmy  to  be  of  great  value  to  our  troops,  and  trust  that  it  may  be- 
coDw  an  established  custom. 

At  my  request  the  Quart«rma8ter-General  has  recently  made  an 
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estimate  of  the  value  of  the  military  property  belon^ng  to  the 
State.    This,  exclusive  of  armories,  amounts  to  tl04,535. 

For  further  details  of  interest,  I  refer  you  to  the  annual  reports 
of  the  Adjutant-Oeneral  and  Quartermaster-General,  which  will  be 
transmitted  in  print.  The  Adjutant-General  makes  a  Buggestion 
worthy  of  your  consideration,  in  reference  to  allowing  re-enlist 
ments  for  a  shorter  term  than  three  years. 

Owing  to  his  removal  from  the  State,  Gen.  C.  H.  Baraey,  on  the 
first  of  January,  inst.,  resigned  the  olSce  of  Adjutant-General, 
which  he  has  held  since  Marcli,  t878.  I  appointed  the  Assistant 
Adjutant-General,  Col.  William  W.  Douglas,  to  fill  the  vacancy, 
until  action  tliereon  shall  be  taken  by  your  honorable  body.  Bj 
the  resignation  of  Gen.  Barney,  the  State  has  lost  a  valuable  ofHccr, 
who  has  discharged  the  important  and  responsible  duties  of  his 
position  in  a  manner  entirely  to  my  satisfaction  and  with  credit  to 
the  militia  of  the  State. 

THE    YORKTOWN    CENTENNIAL. 

Accompanied  by  gentlemen  representing  the  civil  and  military 
departments  of  the  State,  I  attended,  in  October  last,  tlie  centennial 
celebration  of  tlie  surrender  of  Comwallis  at  Torktown.  Com- 
panies D  and  F,  of  tlie  2d  Battalion  of  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Col.  B.  B.  Martin,  with  tlie  American  Band,  acted  aa 
escort.  The  equipment,  appearance,  conduct  and  drill  of  this  de- 
tachment, both  en  route,  and  wliile  at  Yorktown,  were  such  as  to 
merit  my  hearty  commendation,  and  to  receive  most  flattering 
notice  from  military  men,  and  officials  of  other  States. 

The  bills  approved  by  me  and  paid  by  the  General  Treasurer 
from  the  appropriation  made  for  a  proper  representation  of  this 
State  at  the  Yorktown  Centennial,  amount  to  $4,706.25.  The 
amount  of  each  bill  will  be  given  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
State  Auditor. 
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The  State  Commissioner,  Gen.  Horatio  Rogers,  vho  rendered 
very  efficient  service  as  the  representative  of  tliis  State  in  the 
Centennial  CommisBion,  has  submitted  to  me  a  detailed  report, 
which  I  shall  take  great  pleasure  in  laying  hefore  you. 

RAILROADS. 

Col.  Henry  Staples,  of  Barrington,  who  has  held  the  office  of 
Railroad  Commissioner  for  many  years,  was  re-appointed  in  De- 
cember last. 

He  informs  me  that  the  returns  for  the  past  year  show  a  decided 
increase  in  the  volume  of  business  of  the  railroad  corporations, 
both  from  passenger  and  freight,  thereby  materially  increasing  their 
gross  receipts.  At  the  same  time,  the  returns  show  such  a  decided 
increase  in  expenses,  as  to  actually  make  the  net  earnings  less  than 
those  of  the  previous  year.  The  reason  for  this  will  be  given  by 
faim  in  his  annual  report. 

During  the  year  there  lias  been  an  uiiusually  large  number  of 
accidents,  of  which  nineteen  resulted  fatally.  Such  a  large  pro- 
portion of  these  accidents  was  caused  at  grade  crossings  that  it 
becomes  a  very  proper  subject  of  inquiry  whether  additional  legis- 
lation is  not  needed  either  to  reduce  the  number  of  grade  crossings 
or  to  make  tJiem  more  safe. 

The  report  of  the  Railroad  Commissioner  will  give  the  usual  full 
details  of  all  matters  of  interest  in  relation  to  his  department. 

The  improvement  of  the  terminal  facilities  of  the  railroads  cen- 
tering in  the  city  of  Providence,  is  a  subject  which  has  recently 
attracted  much  attention,  and  it  is  probable  that  at  no  distant  day 
Bome  well  considered  action  in  this  direction  will  he  taken.  This 
is  a  matter  in  which  the  people  of  the  State  have  a  large  interest 
and  it  has  occurred  to  me  whether  it  would  not  be  desirable  that  a 
commission  of  three  persons  sliould  be  appointed,  who  should  be 
vested  with  needful  powers  to  look  out  for  and  protect  the  interests 
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of  the  people  at  large  in  this  matter.  The  duties  now  imposed  by 
law  oil  the  Railroad  CommiBBiouer,  might,  with  enlai^ed  powers 
and  responsibilities,  be  assigned  to  such  a  board.  Rightly  consti- 
tuted and  vested  with  proper  authority,  it  might  be  of  mncb  seirioe 
in  view  of  the  frequent  complaints  of  discrimination  in  rateB  of 
freight,  and  to  prevent  those  accidents,  which  it  seems  might,  under 
proper  superrigion,  be  avoided.  If  such  a  board  of  railroad  com- 
missioners  sliould  be  created,  I  suggest  that  its  members  be  allowed 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  each  day's  actual  service,  and  be 
debarred  from  accepting  passes  except  when  actually  engaged  in 
the  discharge  of  their  official  duties. 

HABBOR   COHHISSION.   . 

Tlie  improvement  of  Providence  River  and  Karragansett  Bay, 
carried  on  by  the  United  States  Government,  under  direction  of 
the  Engineer  Department,  was  resumed  for  the  season  on  March 
9,  1881,  and  has  been  continued  with  very  satisfactory  results. 
The  special  work  now  proceeding  was  estimated  by  the  Harbor 
Commissioners  to  cost  $500,000,  and  appropriations  have  been 
steadily  made  by  Congress,  as  required  for  its  continuance. 
Ocean-going  steamers  of  the  heavy  class  may  now  come  into  tlie 
inner  harbor  of  Providence,  but  local  dredging  is  required  to  enable 
them  to  reacli  and  lie  at  its  wharves. 

The  serious  artificial  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  Seckouk 
River,  and  to  the  natural  tidal  flow  in  that  extensive  basin,  for 
which  the  State  was  primarily  responsible,  still  exist.  Some  action 
should  be  promptly  taken  by  tlie  General  Assembly  toward  remedy- 
ing the  injustice  to  which  tlie  people  of  the  northern  portion  of  the 
State  have  been  subjected  for  so  many  years,  in  being  required  to 
pay  the  increased  cost  imposed  upon  all  articles  reaching  that  sec- 
tion by  water  transportation. 
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A.  harbor  line  from  Field's  Point  to  Rock  Island,  including  Paw- 
tnxet  Gove,  as  prepared  and  recommended  by  the  Harbor  Gommia- 
uoaers,  was  approved  by  the  Senate,  April  28,  1881,  and  my 
aj^roval  was  given  to  it  on  the  same  day. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Gommissioners  by  riparian 
owners  for  the  establishment  of  a  harbor  line  on  the  west  Bide  of 
Seekonk  River,  above  B«d  Bridge. 

Damping  grounds  for  dredged  material  have  been  designated, 
and  application  for  others  have  been  refused.  The  need  for  reg- 
ulating this  matter  is  constantly  apparent. 

A  number  of  licenses  for  the  construction  of  wharves  and  other 
stmetures  in  or  over  public  tide  waters  have  been  issued  by  the 
Commissioners,  and  will  be  fully  set  forth  in  their  report. 

The  need  of  attention  to  prevent  unantliorized  encroachments 
and  obstructions  continues  to  be  almost  constant,  and  serious  injury 
would  inevitably  result  to  the  harbors  or  channels  if  a  relaxation  of 
care  should  occur. 

In  March  of  last  year,  a  schooner,  drawing  twelve  feet  of  water, 
struck  upon  a  rock  hitherto  unknown,  and  situated  aboat  four 
hundred  yards  from  Half- Way  Rock,  in  a  direction  almut  thirty-four 
d^rees  east  of  north.  A  buoy  has  been  placed  over  the  rock  by 
the  Ligbthouae  Department. 

Complaints  have  been  made  to  the  Gommissioners,  both  by 
owners  of  vessels  and  by  those  who  travel  over  the  bridge,  that 
tlie  draw  of  Stone  Bridge,  connecting  the  towns  of  Portsmouth 
ud  Tiverton,  is  operated  in  a  way  to  incommode  public  travel. 
Some  action  should  be  taken  to  regulate  the  opening  and  closing 
iif  tliis  draw,  and  a  general  law  applicable  to  all  draw-bridges 
MiQs  desirable. 

The  Gommissioners  are  paid  a  per  diem  compensation  for  actual 
>  vice.*  The  increasing  duties  of  the  position,  and  the  varying 
*  1  intricate  character  of  the  service  make  it  almost  impossible  for 
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t^em  to  keep  a  per  diem  account  of  the  time  they  are  emi^oyed 
uolesB  they  are  deemed  to  be  constaatly  on  duty.  It  wonld  therefore 
seem  desirable  that  an  onuual  salary  be  established  iintead  of  the 
present  mode  of  compensation. 

SAVINGS  BANKS. 

Tlie  deposits  in  the  89  Savings  Banks  of  the  State,  on  the  21st 
of  November,  1881,  amounted  to  *46, 771, 723.43,  and  the  number 
of  depositors  was  102,991.  Tlie  increase  in  the  amount  of  deposits 
for  the  year  is  $2,016,097.84,  and  in  the  number  of  depositors  5,309. 
If  we  add  to  the  amount  of  deposits  in  the  Savings  Banks  the 
amount  of  deposits  iu  the  R.  I.  Hospital  Trust  Co.,  on  participation 
account,  $3,647,065.10,  and  add  the  number  of  depositors  (1283) 
in  tliat  institution,  making  such  deposits,  we  have  in  the  State  de- 
posits to  the  amount  of  $50,418,788.53,  and  depositors  to  the 
number  of  104,274.  The  number  of  depositors  in  our  Savings 
Banks  was  never  as  large  as  now. 

Of  the  increased  number  of  depositors  4107  are  depositors  of 
sums  not  exceeding  $500.  This  fact  and  the  large  increase  in  the 
aggregate  of  deposits  show  the  confidence  of  the  people  in  these 
institutions.  It  illustrates  also  the  increased  demand  for  labor  and 
the  general  business  prosperity  of  the  State,  when  a  number  rep- 
resenting more  than  one-third  of  our  entire  population  are  deposi- 
tors in  the  Savings  Banks.  For  a  statement  of  each  of  the  Sav- 
ings Banks  in  detail,  and  the  standing  of  the  State  Banks  of 
discount,  you  are  referred  to  the  reports  made  to  the  State  Auditor. 

STATE    VALDATION. 

The  frequent  complaints  of  the  inequality  of  our  State  valuation, 
as  established  in  1874,  justify,  as  it  seems  to  me,  an  inquiry  on 
your  part  as  io  whether  the  time  has  not  arrived  when  a  new  valu- 
ation of  the  taxable  property  of  the  several  cities  and  towns  should 
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be  made.  There  are  towns  in  the  State  vhoae  valuations  have  un- 
doabtedly  increased  since  1874,  and  there  may  be  towns  in  which 
the  valnatioQS  have  since  tlieti  diminished. 

Whether,  in  the  cases  complained  of,  any  substantial  relief  can 
be  given,  I  am  unable  to  say.  It  might,  however,  be  in  the  power 
of  a  discreet  commission  to  set  at  rest  many  of  these  complainte. 
Such  a  commiseioQ,  if  appointed,  would  have  the  opportunity  and 
might  very  properly  be  instructed  to  examine  into  the  modes 
adopted  for  reaching  property  liable  to  taxation  in  the  several 
towns,  and  to  report  whether  any  legislation  is  needed  to  reach 
anch  property  as  it  is  claimed  now  escapes  taxation. 


THE  STATE  INSTITUTIONS  IN   CBANSTON. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  eonstrncting  the  new  Reform 
School  has  largely  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  State 
GharitieB  and  Corrections,  and  but  little  has  been  done  at  the 
other  institutions  beyond  the  usual  routine  of  labor. 

The  average  nam))ers,  except  in  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  have 
not  varied  materially  from  those  of  the  previous  year.  In  the  Asy- 
lum the  increase  has  been  marked ;  namely,  from  245,  January  1, 
1881,  to  281,  January  1, 1882 ;  and  this  increase  has  been  entirely 
of  the  class  supported  by  the  State,  the  number  of  tliose  whose 
board  is  paid  by  the  towns,  or  by  relatives  or  guardians,  having 
Eomevhat  decreased. 

The  total  number  of  dependents  and  criminals,  of  the  several 
classes,  in  the  State  Institutions,  including  the  Reform  School  in 
Providence,  on  January  1, 1882,  was  1077. 

The  money  drawn  from  the  treasury  for  the  support  of  these 
persons,  that  is  for  all  the  current  expenses  of  the  Board  of  State 
Charities  and  Corrections,  (exclusive  of  the  construction  of  the 
new  Beform  School,)  was  $122,324.45,  and  the  amount  collected 
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and  paid  into  the  treasury  by  tJie  Board  $64,296.89,  making  tlie 
net  sum  paid  from  the  treasury  $58,028.06,  out  of  an  appropria- 
tiou  of  $75,000.00,  in  addition  to  their  receipts,  made  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  inetitutions  at  the  January  Session,  1881. 

These  payments  for  and  receipts  from  the  Board  of  State  Chari- 
ties and  Corrections  embrace  tiie  payment  of  $82,794.89  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Reform  School  in  Providence  (including  the 
sum  of  $5000.00  paid  to  the  city  for  rent  of  the  estate)  and  the 
receipt  from  the  school  of  $11,778.38,  the  difference,  that  is  the 
net  sum  paid  from  the  treasury,  being  $21,016.51. 

On  the  first  of  June  a  change  waa  made  in  the  management  of 
the  Reform  School,  the  former  superintendent  retiring  and  Mr. 
Frajik  M.  Howe,  who  for  several  years  previously  had  very  success- 
fully conducted  the  large  State  Reform  School  of  Michigan  on  the 
open  system,  succeeding  him.  Under  Mr.  Hoove's  management  a 
larger  degree  of  liberty  has  been  given  to  the  boys,  and  with  much 
success,  not  an  escape,  or  attempt  to  escape,  having  occurred  since 
he  came  to  the  school.  The  number  of  children  in  the  institution 
has  largely  increased  siuce  the  first  of  June  last.  On  that  date 
there  were  131  boys  and  17  girls;  on  January  16,  1882,  there 
were  178  boys  and  21  girls. 

So  large  and  rapid  an  increase  is  to  me  almost  unaccountable. 
It  suggests  an  important  inquiry  whether  we  are  not  at  fault  in 
the  facility  with  which  children  are  conmiitted  to  this  institution, 
and  whether  in  many  cases  the  terms  of  commitment  are  not  too 
long.  In  some  instances,  minors  guilty  of  no  crime  are  sentenced 
to  terms  exceeding  those  of  prafessional  law  breakers.  The  youth 
of  sixteen,  who  commits  a  crime,  is  virtually  imprisoned  for  a 
longer  term  than  the  adult  of  twenty-one  for  the  same  offence. 
Surely  ttoys  at  seventeen  years  of  age  are  old  enough  to  be  set  at 
work  for  their  own  living  instead  of  being  provided  for  by  the 
State,  and  may  very  properly  be  held  accountable  as  other  citizens 
are  for  the  coramissioo  of  crime. 
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The  new  school  for  girls  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  about 
$21,000,  and  except  that  it  is  not  furnished,  might  be  occupied  at 
BDy  time.  A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  inmates 
of  the  workhouse  and  the  farm  teams,  upon  the  grounds  and  roads 
around  the  building,  during  the  autumn  and  early  winter.  It  is 
contemplated  to  remove  the  girls  to  tlie  new  building  the  coming 
summer. 

At  the  scliool  for  boys,  four  buildings  are  in  process  of  construc- 
tion. Tlie  largest  of  these  will  contain  the  workshops,  a  chapel, 
diuing-room,  kitchen  and  laundry ;  the  others  are  a  residence  for 
tlie  superintendent,  and  two  homes.  Whether  these  accommoda- 
tions will  be  sufficient  for  the  largely  increased  number  at  present 
in  the  school,  is  yet  to  be  determined. 

In  May,  1880,  an  appropriation  of  |25,000.00  was  made  for  the 
new  Reform  School  building.  Of  this,  the  sum  of  $5,492.49  was 
drawn  ia  1880,  leaving  a  balance  January  1, 1881,  of  $19,507.61. 
To  this  was  added  at  the  January  Session,  1881,  a  further  sum  of 
850,000.00.  During  1881,  the  payments  from  these  appropriations 
amounted  to  $57,804.57,  which,  added  to  the  $5,492.49  paid  in  1880, 
make  a  total  of  payments  to  January  1, 1882,  of  $63,297.06.  The 
balance  at  that  date  wa^  $11,702.94. 

Tlie  Board  have  not  yet  made  an  estimate  of  the  sum  which  will 
be  required  to  complete  and  furnish  the  entire  institution,  but 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost  will  probably  exceed  the  sum  of 
1100,000.00,  the  estimated  cost  a  year  ago. 

The  Board  consider  the  results  of  the  farming  the  past  season 
to  have  been  very  successful,  perhaps  the  most  successful  since  the 
civilization  of  the  institutions.  Sales  have  been  made  amounting 
in  value  to  nearly  $8,000.00,  of  the  surplus  of  some  of  the  kinds  of 
vegetables  raised,  and  the  list  of  farm  products  for  the  year  will 
diow  a  value  of  not  far  from  $15,000.00.  In  additiop  'to  this  the 
warden  of  the  prison  reports  over  $1000.00  in  value  of  garden 
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vegetables  cultivated  by  the  short  term  labor  of  the  jful.  The 
farm  has  furnished  the  teams  for  moving  the  stone  aud  other  ma- 
terials for  the  new  Reform  School. 


THE  OLD   PRISON   ESTATE. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  made  in  m;  last  message,  that  tliie 
property  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  suitable  committee,  with  full 
power  to  sell  the  same,  or  that  authority  be  given  to  the  Board  of 
State  Charities  and  Corrections  to  sell  the  property  witli  the  ap- 
proval of  a  committeo  of  the  General  Assembly. 

On  the  12th  of  November  last,  I  received  information  from  tlie 
Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections,  who  arc  the  custodians 
of  this  estate,  that  on  the  preceding  day,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  City  Property,  of  the  City  Council  of  Providence, 
had  verbally  notified  the  tenants  occupying  portions  of  the  estate 
to  pay  rent  to  the  city  or  to  remove  from  the  premises,  the  city, 
as  he  said,  claiming  to  own  the  property. 

I  at  once  advised  the  Board  to  instruct  the  tenants  to  take  no 
steps  in  the  matter,  assuring  them  tliat  the  State  would  protect 
their  interests  if  any  further  proceedings  were  attempted.  This 
course,  I  learned,  the  Board  had  already  taken. 

Upon  inquiiy  it  was  learned  further  that  tlie  action  was  based 
upon  an  interpretation  by  the  Committee  on  City  Property  of  the 
deed  by  whicli  the  Cove  Lands  (so  called)  were  couveyed  by  the 
State  to  the  city,  in  1870,  pursuant  to  legislation  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  that  year.  Tlie  resolution  of  the  Assembly  and  the 
deed  in  describing  tliese  lands  have  this  clause : 

"  The  Cove  Lauds,  (so  called,)  in  said  city,  being  the  lands  now 
or  heretofore  flowed  by  tide-water  above  Weybosset  bridge."  It  is 
also  claimed  tliat  the  prison  lot,  or  a  portion  thereof,  was  a  long 
time  ago  flowed  by  tide-water. 
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This  conveyance  was  made  four  years  before  authority  was  given 
b;  the  General  Assembly  to  constract  a  new  prison.  It  would  be 
anreaaonal)le  to  suppose  that  the  State  liad  any  intention  of  con- 
veying away  its  then  only  Stat«  prison,  or  that  the  city  had  any 
idea  that  it  was  purchasing  the  property. 

A  portion  of  the  prison  lot  was  bought  of  the  city  in  1835.  By 
the  conditions  of  the  deed  the  purchase  was  voidable,  if  before  a 
certain  date,  in  18S9,  a  prison  had  not  l>een  erected  npon  the  lot ; 
but  the  deed  contains  no  covenant  by  which  the  State  was  i>ound  to 
maintain  a  prison  forever  upon  the  land. 

No  official  notice,  however,  has  been  given  by  the  city  to  any 
member  of  the  State  government,  so  far  as  I  have  learned,  of  any 
intention  to  make  claim  to  the  prison  estate  or  any  portion  thereof. 

STATB  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

I  commend  to  your  serious  attention  the  propriety  of  establish- 
iog  a  State  industrial  school  for  the  proper  care  and  training  of 
pauper  and  vagrant  children  who,  by  no  fault  of  tlieir  own,  are 
often  at  tender  age  cast  upon  the  public  for  support  and  education. 
There  is  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  many  that  such  children  should 
iLot  be  sent  to  the  Reform  School  or  the  almshouse,  but  to  some  in- 
dustrial school,  which  shall  be  entirely  separate  from  all  pauper  or 
penal  iufluences,  and  where  such  children  may  be  trained  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  most  likely  to  save  the  State  from  all  expense 
(or  tlieir  future  support,  and  from  all  responsibility  for  their  conduct 
""hen  they  arrive  at  maturity. 

UQOOR    LEGISLATION. 

The  constant  presence  of  the  evils  of  intemperance,  admitted  by 
>I1,  makes  it  our  duty  to  inquire  whether  the  laws  we  now  have  are 
uiequate   for  their  suppression.     Crime,  pauperism  and  insanity, 
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the  result  of  drunkenness,  if  not  on  the  increase,  are  of  sufficientlj 
alarming  proportiooa  to  demand,  iu  bclialf  of  the  best  interests  of 
the  mate,  such  legislation  as  will  tend  most  effectually  to  prevent 
the  expense  and  misery  thereby  caused.  On  reason  aud  principle 
I  lielicve  in  laws  which  will  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  except  for  necessary  mechanical  and  medicinal  purposes. 
At  the  same  time,  laws  to  be  eETeotually  enforced  must  have  the 
moral  aud  hearty  support  of  the  people.  If  in  your  wisdom  yon 
deem  the  present  law  the  most  effective  means  of  suppressing  in- 
temperance, I  trust  that  all  its  restrictive  measures  will  be  vigor- 
ously enforced,  and  that  all  officers  charged  with  their  execution 
will  be  held  to  a  strict  accountability. 

In  those  towns  and  cities  where  the  freemen  approve  the  grant 
ing  of  licensee,  I  believe  that  among  the  worst  features  of  the 
system  as  now  practised  are  those  places  of  resort  which,  kept 
opcu  till  a  late  hour  of  the  night,  encourage  the  wasteful  expendi- 
ture of  the  earnings  of  those  who  can  ill  spare  the  amount  from 
the  necessary  support  of  their  families,  and  from  which  these 
crazed  victims  of  a  debased  appetite  often  go  forth  to  commit 
crimes  against  society,  or  to  make  wretched  their  homes  and  fami- 
lies. If  more  effective  regulations  for  the  early  closing  of  tliis 
class  of  places  could  be  ^opted  and  enforced,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  some  of  the  evils  arising  from  the  sale  of  intoxitatiug  liquors 
might  be  mitigated. 

I  am  informed  that  numerous  petitions  for  prohibitory  legislation 
will  be  presented  to  you  during  the  present  session.  Representing 
as  they  do  a  large  share  of  the  moral  sentiment  of  the  community, 
these  petitioners  are  entitled  to  have  their  views  seriously  considered 
by  you.  I  believe  that  any  law  passed  by  you  which  shall  be  in  the 
line  of  prohibition,  will  meet  the  views  and  receive  the  approval  of 
a  large  and  intelligent  class  of  the  men  and  women  of  the  State. 
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THE   STATE    BOARD    OP    HEALTH. 


The  prescribed  work  of  the  Board  has  been  actively  prosecuted 
during  tlie  year.  I  am  informed  that  the  returns  of  vital  statistics 
made  to  the  Board  have  been  more  complete  and  reliable  than  ever 
liefore  in  this  State. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  increased  prevalence  of 
malarial  fevers  in  different  localities,  an  account  of  which  will  be 
given  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Board. 

The  attention  of  local  boards  of  health  in  the  several  towns  was 
ui^ntly  called,  early  in  the  year,  to  measures  needed  to  promote 
public  health  and  prevent  disease,  and  especially  to  the  necessity  of 
a.  compliance  with  the  laws  in  relation  to  vaccination.  These  meas- 
ures have  been  satisfactorily  attended  to  in  a  lai^e  proportion  of 
the  towns,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  view  of  their  importance  they 
will  be  universally  ottserved. 

The  Board  have  been  successful  In  their  efforts  to  detect  and 
suppress  the  disease  known  as  glanders,  thereby  preventing  the  in- 
fection of  hundreds  of  valuable  animals  and  large  pecuniary  loss. 

The  increasing  correspondence  with  the  Board  on  the  part  of  our 
citizens,  and  the  interest  manifested  by  many  of  the  public  school 
teachers  in  sanitary  questions,  is  evidence  of  public  interest  in  this 
important  subject. 

The  dependence  of  the  future  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  State 
upon  the  best  condition  of  the  public  health  is  so  obvious,  that  no 
needful  measures  to  secure  that  end  should  be  neglected. 

WOMAN   SUFFRAGE. 

The  right  of  women  to  the  elective  franchise,  has  become  a 
question  of  too  wide-spread  interest  to  be  ignored,  or  to  be  treated 
eicept  with  the  most  respectful  attention.    It  has  secured  the 
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appointment  of  a  committee  in  the  United  States  Senate ;  it  has 
been  widely  diBcussed  in  many  of  the  State  l^islatures ;  it  ib  re- 
commended by  governors,  and  supported  by  enlightened  statesmen. 
It  has  been  presented  in  the  form  of  petition  to  our  General  As- 
sembly for  many  successive  years.  I  have  no  doubt  that  wheo 
the  petitions  now  pending  come  up  for  consideration,  the  subject 
will  be  judged  solely  on  its  merits,  as  a  question  of  justice  and  of 
right. 

COMMISSIONERS   OF    INLAND    FISHERIES. 

By  the  extending  of  the  close-time  law  to  all  the  waters  of  the 
State,  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  have  found  their 
labors  lat^ely  inci-eased,  and  owing  also  to  the  increased  number 
of  heart  nets,  have  been  obliged  to  appoint  a  lai^r  number  of  as- 
sistants. 

The  number  of  traps,  so  called,  located  at  Seaconnet  Point,  south 
end  of  tlie  island  of  Rhode  Island,  and  in  vicinity  of  Wateh  Hill, 
was  twenty. 

The  heart  nets  in  Narragansett  Bay  numbered  forty-one,  an  iu- 
ciMsase  over  the  number  of  the  previous  year.  A  portion  of  these 
were  maintained  by  parties  not  residing  in  this  State.  A  full  state- 
ment of  facts  with  names  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioners. I  am  informed  that  the  owners  of  these  traps  and 
heart  nets  showed  a  proper  disposition  to  observe  the  law,  and 
there  liave  been  no  arrests  made  the  past  year.  The  value  and  im- 
portance of  our  fisheries  are  beginning  to  be  realized  by  tlie  com- 
munity. 

During  the  past  year  Rvc  hundred  thousand  yomig  shad,  sent 
to  tliis  State,  were  placed  in  our  waters.  A  consignment  of  one 
thousand  German  carp  were  also  received  and  distributed  to  appii* 
cants  who  had  suitable  facilities  for  their  keeping  and  culture. 
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THE   NARRA6ANSBTT  INDIANS. 


The  Commissioners  filed  a  report  of  their  doings  and  a  plat  of 
the  purchased  lauds,  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in 
Washington  County,  in  February,  1881.  Final  action  thereon  was 
taken  at  the  August  Term  of  the  Court,  the  report  and  plat  being 
confirmed  and  established. 

The  number  of  claims  allowed  was  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
four,  and  to  each  claimant  was  awarded  the  sum  of  J15.43.  The 
money  was  paid  them  on  the  13th  end  15th  of  September  last. 

It  is  the  design  of  the  Commissioners,  in  April  or  May  uezt,  to 
sell  the  lands  at  public  auction.  The  Commissioners  feel  that  the 
"Indian  question"  will  soon  be  settled  in  a  way  creditable  to  the 
State  and  satisfactory  to  the  tribe. 

STATE    BENEPICIAttlEB. 

From  personal  obsen'ation  I  am  able  to  say  that  most  of  our 
^tate  beneficiaries  are  making  satisfactory  progress.  At  the  Per- 
kins Institution  for  the  Blind  we  have  eleven,  the  same  number  as 
last  year;  at  the  American  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  at 
Hartford,  we  have  three,  a  reduction  of  three;  at  tlie  Massachu- 
setts School  for  Idiotic  and  Feeble-Minded  Youth,  four,  an  increase 
of  one;  at  the  State  school  for  the  deaf,  Providence,  twenty-four, 
an  increase  of  two. 

An  additional  appropriation  will  be  required  for  these  bene- 
ficiaries, the  number  of  which  has  increased  rapidly  within  a  few 
years  past.  The  State  school  for  the  deaf,  in  Providence,  was 
opcucd  in  April,  1877,  witli  five  pupils.  The  principal,  Mr. 
Homer,  reports  that  in  the  State  there  are  some  sixty-five  youtli 
who  should  receive  the  special  iustruction  which  his  school  aims  to 
give.    In  their  annual  report  the  Board  of  Education  will  recom- 
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mend  that  this  school  be  placed  on  a  permanent  basis.  In  such 
caae  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  State  to  make  what  appropriatiou 
may  be  necessary  for  the  education  of  this  unfortunate  class.  The 
duty  of  aiding  them  to  secure  the  means  of  self  support  and  to 
become  useful  members  of  society  is  a  plain  one,  and,  viewing  the 
scliool  as  a  means  towards  this  end,  I  cordially  approve  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

THE    FRENCH    VISITORS. 

As  directed  by  the  resolutions  of  the  last  May  Session,  I  extend- 
ed, in  behalf  of  the  State,  to  the  representatives  of  the  Republic 
of  France,  who  were  to  participate  iu  the  Yorktown  celebratiou,  an 
invitation  to  visit  the  State  and  accept  its  hospitalities.  The  invi- 
tation was  accepted,  and  the  able  committee  appointed  to  assist  iu 
entertaining  these  distinguislied  visitors  discharged  their  delicate 
and  responsible  duty  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.  Our  guests 
expressed  themselves  as  much  gratified  with  their  reception  and 
visit.  Full  details  from  the  gentlemen  having  the  matter  in  charge 
will  undoubtedly  be  laid  before  you  during  the  present  session. 

RECORDS  OP  STATE  PBOPGBTT, 


There  are  times  when  it  becomes  important  t»  examine  the  title 
to  real  estate  owned  by  the  State.  In  such  cases  it  sometimes 
happens  that  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  find  the  title  deeds ; 
and  that  wlien  found  they  are  in  the  custody  of  different  persons. 
In  my  judgment  all  deeds  of  State  property  should  be  in  the  hands 
of  one  officer,  the  General  Treasurer  for  instance,  and  I  suggest 
also  for  your  consideration  whether  some  action  should  not  be 
taken,  where  the  State  has  no  deed  of  any  particular  piece  of  its 
property,  to  secure  copies,  if  possible,  from  the  town  records,  such 
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copies  to  be  placed  on  lile  or  recorded  in  the  same  office,  and 
whether  some  record  should  not  be  there  kept  in  which  shall  be 
entered  a  description  of  the  land  and  of  the  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, if  any,  thereon. 

BE7ISI0M  OF  THE  LAWS. 

The  work  of  revising  the  laws,  which  has  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  present  Gieneral  Assembly  and  its  immediate  predecessor, 
has  been  completed,  and  the  volume  of  statutes  printed  and  widely 
distributed.  The  execution  of  the  work  is,  in  my  judgment, 
creditable  to  all  who  have  been  concerned  in  its  preparation.  The 
book,  designated  as  the  "  Public  Statutes  ",  embodies  all  the  public 
laws  up  to  the  present  time,  and  will  go  into  operation  to-morrow, 
the  first  day  of  February. 


Gentlemen: — The  people  of  the  State,  whose  representatives  we 
are.  have  the  right  to  demand  of  us  a  strict  attention  to  the  res- 
ponsible duties  with  which  we  are  charged.  With  the  revision  of 
the  laws  so  recently  completed,  and  in  view  of  our  duty  to  exercise 
strict  economy  in  our  appropriations,  it  seems  to  me  especially 
incumbent  on  xis  to  make  this  session  short. 

With  gratitude  to  Divine  Providence  that  we  are  enabled  to 
return  to  our  legislative  duties  with  unbroken  ranks,  let  us  invoke 
&  continuance  of  the  Divine  blessing  in  our  efforts  to  promote  the 
welfare  and  guard  the  honor  of  the  State.

Trust  Company,  designating  Monday,  November  21,  1881,  as  the 
dile  for  which  statements  of  the  condition  of  the  various  institutions 
Bboold  be  rendered  to  this  department,  as  required  by  Chapter  141  of 
the  General  Statutes,  and  Chapters  427  and  618  of  the  Public  Laws. 
The  number  of  State  Banka  transacting  business  on  said  date  was 
IhiMeen,  eleven  being  located  in  Providence  and  two  in  Newport. 
The  Rhode  fsland  Union  Bank,  of  Newport,  with  a  capital  at  the 
date  of  its  last  annual  statement  of  $173,700.00,  ceased  operations  as 
a  State  Bank  on  August  30,  1881,  thus  making  the  actual  decrease  in 
capita!  of  the  State  Banks  tl94,850.0O  during  the  year,  the  diminu- 
tion Dotcd  in  the  summary  on  page  22  having  reference  only  to  the 
banks  at  present  transacting  business.  A  summary  of  their  resources 
ami  habilitica  is  given  on  page  22,  a  description  of  stocks  on  page  23, 
and  a  description  of  stocks  held  as  collateral  security  for  loans  on 
liage24. 

Thirtj-seven  Institutions  for  Savings  rendered  sworn  statements  of 
condition.  Three  of  these  institutions,  viz :  Franklin  Savings  Bank, 
Pawtncket;  Pawtuoket  Institution  for  Savings,  Pawtueket ;  Provi- 
dence County  Savings  Bank,  Pawtncket,  having  each  made  a  division 
nf  their  resources  into  quick  assets  and  reserved  assets,  in  accordance

ber  of  each  year,  which  day  shall,  od  some  suheequent  day,  be  desl^ated  by  the 
state  auditor. 

Bec.  2.  The  state  auditor  shall  give  notice  of  the  day  designated  to  Ibe 
cashiers  of  the  several  banks  and  the  treasurers  of  the  several  inalitutioos  for 
savings,  and  each  hank  aud  each  iuBtitution  for  savings  Bhall,  within  teo  dap 
after  the  notice  aforesaid,  make  return  of  Its  situation  on  the  day  so  deaignaled, 
aa  hereinafter  prescribed.

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REPORT. 


To  Ihe  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Rhode  Island,  at' 
Iheir  January  Session,  A.  D.  18S^: 

The  Railrond  Commissioner  takes  great  pleasure  in  Bubmittiog  the 
following  report: 

The  general  volume  of  business  of  the  year  shows  a  marked  increase 
both  in  the  nambor  of  passengers  and  amount  of  freight  transported, 
jet  while  the  total  receipts  are  inci-eased  very  materially,  their  total 
eipenses  are  increased  to  a  still  larger  amount,  making  their  net 
earaings  even  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  This  very  peculiar 
rtsalt  is  explained  in  detail  iu  the  financial  summary. 

Many  prominent  persons  speak  of  the  condition  of  railroads  in  our 
country  as  yet  in  its  infancy,  yet  when  atatiaticB  show  us  there  were, 
in  1879,  over  86,000  miles  of  track,  we  must  admit  the  infant  has 
already  attuned  a  very  visible  growth. 

Dnring  the  past  year  very  many  new  roads  have  been  projected,  and 
I  doubt  not  but  what  the  coming  year  will  show  a  fnrther  decided 
increase  of  mileage  of  tracks.  ImprovemeDbs  in  matters  connected 
with  railroads  have  fully  kept  pace  with  the  improvements  in  the  aar- 
nmudings,  commencing  at  the  track,  but  a  few  years  aince,  when  the 
ends  of  the  rails  were  all  fastened  in  chairs,  plainly  marking  by  the 
noise,  when  travelling,  the  precise  location  of  each  end,  the  same 
being  now  so  connected,  making  almost  an  endless  rail,  and  noiseless; 
and  from  this,  80  trifling  in  itself,  but  so  important,  we  go  over  the 
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ro&d-bcde,  examine  the  stations  and  the  cars,  with  all  their  modem 
improvementa,  and  we  wonder  if  it  is  possible  that  the  next  twenty 
years  can  possibly  show  sach  proportional  improvements  again. 

An  experiment  is  about  being  practically  tested  in  the  West,  the 
snccess  of  which  ie  watched  with  the  closest  interest.  It  is  to  apply 
electricity  as  the  motive  power  for  railroad  use,  and  if  this  should  prove 
practical,  it  must  be  a  new  starting  point,  and  all  mast  commence 
again,  and  then  proceed  with  this  previously  unknown  agent. 

There  has  been  quite  an  interest  shown  lately,  in  Connecticut,  to 
commence  operations,  in  secnriag  stockholders  nnder  the  charter 
granted  some  time  since  to  the  Ponagansett  Railroad  Company,  with 
a  view  to  very  promptly  commencing  bnilding  it,  A  meeting  is 
called  there  for  next  month,  and  when  another  report  is  called  for  I 
hope  this  corporation  will  be  included,  because  by  it  an  important 
part  of  our  State  will  then  receive  the  railroad  facilities  necessary  to 
develop  it.

The  Fall  River,  Warren  and  Providence  have  increased  their  bnsi- 
neas  $2,902.77,  decreasing  their  expenses  $2,602.27,  and  increasing 
their  profits  $5,504.54. 

The  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  being  for  ten  months,  cannot 
make  a  just  comparison. 

The  New  York  and  New  England  have  increased  their  business 
$481,427.83,  requiring  to  do  it  an  increase  in  expenses  of  $455,771-59, 
and  resulting  in  reducing  their  profit  $112,724.63. 
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The  P&wtaxet  Va]ley  increased  their  business  tl,617.34,  requiring 
an  increase  in  expenses  of  11,576.91,  resulting  in  an  increase  of  their 
profits  of  tUO.43. 

The  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts  haye  increased  their  bnsiuees 
t31,097.38,  at  an  increased  expense  of  only  t91.60,  and  increasing 
their  profits  131,005.78. 

The  Mosbassnck  Valley  increased  their  business  t4,369.1?,  requir- 
ing an  increase  in  expenses  of  $3,589.60,  and  with  an  increase  of  their 
profiUof  *7r9.87. 

The  TJnion  have  increased  their  business  146,070.75,  requiring  an 
increase  of  expenses  of  $60,003.62,  and  resulting  in  a  reduction  of 
profits  of  $13,933.87.  And  the  total  result  shows  an  increase  in 
bnginess  of  $1,052,621.91,  requiring,  however,  an  increase  of  expenses 
Co  accomplish  it  of  $1,058,038.42,  and  at  the  same  time  showing  a 
reduction  in  profits  of  $124,145.80. 

Were  this  same  result  attained  iu  ordinary  business  we  should  at 
once  stop  all  attempts  at  increase,  because  the  increase  is  only  attained 
at  a  corresponding  increase  in  expenses.  This  position  and  results  of 
oar  nilroad  business  needs  an  explanation,  and  one  can  very  easily  be 
given. 

Unlike  ordinary  bnsiuess,  what  is  charged  to  expenses  during  the 
cDrrent  year,  does  not  belong  to  that  year  alone,  but  many  extraordi- 
nary expenses,  charged  off  as  they  should  be.  may  perhaps  be  for 
many  years  to  come.  Railroad  work  can  never  be  said  to  be  finished. 
When  a  new  road  is  completed,  and  accepted  as  thoroughly  and  satis- 
factorily built,  repairs  of  some  kinds  immediately  commence.  Some 
portions  of  the  road  bed  being  in  low,  swampy  land,  commences  to 
settle,  and  raising  is  i-equircd,  other  parts  have  been  filled  in,  and  this 
filling  sinks  after  many  storms,  some  ties  are  found  defective,  some 
nils  with  bad  places,  and  all  need  repairs.  When  the  road  bed,  bridges 
mi  rolling  stock,  are  all  in  a  condition  to  be  perfectly  satisfactory  to 
the  Superintendent,  if  he  is  alive  to  his  work,  he  commences  at  once 
looking  for  an  extension  of  bis  road,  or  for  double  tracks.  These  are 
>11  made  in  time,  tmd  the  expenditures  of  each  year  are  included  in 
the  current  expenses.

KAILROAD  COMUISelONER'S  REPOKT.  SI 

The  pTOTideDCe  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company  having  adopted 
a  aev  and  novel  method  of  protecting  grade  crossings,  I  addressed  a 
note  to  the  Saperintendent  asking  for  a  detailed  esplanation  of  the 
plan,  and  its  method  of  working,  and  received  the  following  reply: 

Providbnce,  R.  1,  December  80,  1881. 
BtRST  Staples,  Esq.,  JRailroad  Commimowr,  R.  I. 

DsAB  Sir:— Agreeable  to  your  request,  would  Btate  that  Sept.  ?th.  1881, 1  con- 
tncted  with  the  Union  Switch  and  Signal  Compiuiy  of  Pittsburg.  Fa.,  to  equip 
ibe  "1st  DiviKion"  of  our  road  between  Frovideuce  and  "Boston  Switch," 
TJth  their  coDslant  circuit  and  rail  sjstem  of  electric  slguals;  the  only  bjs- 
tem  known  to  the  writer  where  the  uormal  coDdition  of  the  signals  iodicate 
duger,  and  any  failure  of  the  apparfttus  or  interruption  of  the  wires  results  in 
producing  this  signal. 

The  agencj  by  which  the  signal  is  placed  at  "  clear  "  should  be,  and  remains 
active  during  the  ezisteuce  of  such  Edgnal. 

The  apparatus  employed  is  perfectly  free  from  atmospheric  influences. 

Il  is  capable  of  hand  as  well  as  electrical  manipulation. 

Before  describing  the  system  developed  by  the  Union  Electric  Switch  and  Sig- 
nil  Company,  we  will  refer  briefly  to  electric  signalling  in  general. 

There  tie  now  two  distinct  general  systems  of  Automatic  Electric  Signalling 
recognized;  the  Wire  system,  in  which  a  line  wire  forms  the  main  circuit,  and 
Ibe  R(ul  system  herein  described,  in  which  the  main  circuit  consists  of  a  long 
section  of  rails. 

Wire  systems  are  unreliable,  even  when  doing  all  that  is  claimed  for  them.  In 
Uk  best  wire  systems  of  automatic  signals  extant  the  operation  is  substantially 
is  tollows:  When  the  signal  section  is  reached  by  a  moving  train,  the  first  wheel 
ID  Ihe  train  (that  Is,  the  flrst  wheel  of  the  locomoUve  truck)  closes  an  electric 
circuit,  and  thereby  brings  a  danger  or  block  signal  into  view  by  the  direct  action 
of  magnetism.  The  signal  remains  at  danger  until  the  locomotive  has  run  say  a 
mile  beyond,  or  to  the  end  of  the  signal  section,  when  as  before,  the  first  wheel 
ot  the  locomotive  truck  operates  an  instrument  completing  another  circuit  which 
releasee  the  ugnal  in  the  rear  causing  it  to  show  safety  or  oil  clear  for  a  following 
train.  This  removal  of  the  signal  invariably  takes  place  before  the  train  has 
piSMd  o9  the  signal  section  which  the  signal  Is  intended  to  protect;  that  is,  it 
tikes  place  when  the  flrat  wheel  of  the  locomotive  reaches  the  circuit  instrument, 
ilthougl]  the  rear  portion  of  the  train  may  be  on  the  section  by  having  broken 
loose  or  through  being  detained  for  cause  just  at  that  point. 

It  will  be  readily  understood  that  tf  a  train  or  locomotive  baclis  In  upon  a  sec- 
titm  from  the  opposite  end  from  that  usually  entered  upon,  the  section  Is  blocked, 
while  the  dgnal  which  is  at  the  entrance  of  the  section  shows  aJi  dear.  Also  if  a 
trtiD  entera  upon  the  section  from  a  siding  after  another  train  (or  engine  alone) 
hss  passed  off  the  section,  the  track  is  blocked,  while  the  signal,  being  unaffected. 
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Hbowi  all  clear,  another  taite  algnal.  It  will  also  be  readilj  understood  tlut  theK 
signals  are  not  aflected  by  tbe  entire  destruction  of  the  track  and  road-bed.  Thej 
will  indicate  safety,  though  tbe  track  may  be  broken  bj  wash-out  or  otheiviK. 
Signals,  bells  and  other  appliances  wbiclt  are  controlled  bj  an  open  circuit.  rt« 
unreliable  for  manj  reasons  well  uaderBtood  by  modern  electrlciaas.  In  jmDg 
an  open  circuit  the  electrical  cuireol  is  only  called  into  action  when  the  work 
must  be  done,  with  no  aasuraoce  that  it  will  perform  the  work,  or  even  prodoce 
a  current  of  electricity. 

For  instance,  a  locomolire  or  car-wheel  passing  over  the  lever  or  "  circuit 
closer  "  should  complete  a  circuit  of  electricity,  whicli,  passing  through  tbe  mig- 
net  of  the  signal,  causes  the  signal  to  move  to  danger;  but,  suppose  through 
defect  or  injury  to  batteries,  wire  connections  or  the  circuit  closer  itself,  there 
should  be  DO  electricity  generated,  in  that  case  the  signal  or  bell  would  aol 
operate. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  in  order  that  a  signal  may  meet  tbe  requirements  of 
railroad  travel,  the  signal  must  remain  under  control  of  the  train,  and  every  piir 
of  wheels  in  tbe  train,  throughout  every  inch  of  the  section  travelled  by  ibe 
train.  To  accomplish  this  result  it  is  necessary  that  the  rails  abouid  be  used  lo 
conduct  the  eleclric  current. 

The  Constant  Circuit  Rail  System,  in  my  opinion,  is  superior  to  all  other  sys- 
tems in  the  following  respects: 

1st.  There  is  no  other  system  by  which  a  signal  can  be  successfully  operated 
through  a  long  section  of  rails;  consequently, 

2d.  There  is  no  other  which  will  show  the  presence  of  a  portloD  of  the  Inda 
oa  the  signal  section  when  a  part  of  the  train,  having  broken  loose,  has  passed 
beyond  the  section. 

3d.  It  is  the  only  system  which  will  show  the  danger  dgnal  when  a  train  has 
entered  within  the  block  section  from  a  side  track  or  from  tbe  opposite  end  from 
that  uauaiiy  entered  upon. 

4th.  It  la  Che  only  system  in  which  a  broken  or  tom-up  rail  will  sliow  tiie 
danger  signal. 

&lb.  Any  tampering  with  or  derangement  of  tbe  mechanism  or  batteiy  in  tbe 
block  system  will  show  the  danger  signal,  so  tliat  any  error,  from  any  cause,  nlll 
be  in  favor  of  safety.  It  is  impossible  to  show  "  safety  "  when  the  danger  existe 
which  the  signal  is  designed  to  avert. 

8th,  It  is  the  only  system  in  which  obstructions,  caused  by  placing  rails  acres 
.  the  track,  will  show  the  danger  signal. 

7th.  Switches  can  be  so  arranged,  that  they  must  not  only  be  closed,  but 
locked,  or  tbe  signal  will  show  "danger." 

This  system  embodies  automatic  block  signals,  switch  and  drawbridge  ^gnal). 
interlocking  signals,  road  crossing  signals,  station  approach  signals,  yard  signals 
junction  signals,  broken  and  torn-up  rail  detectors,  hand  key  signals,  repeaters, 
and  all  the  various  signals  required  in  railway  service. 

It  aSords  a  more  perfect  protection  than  is  possible  with  the  English  block 
system  controlled  from  stations;  as  every  part  of  tbe  track,  dangerous  sidiogi 
and  crossings,  are  protected,  not  by  human  agency,  but  by  one  which  onnot  err 
on  the  side  of  danger. 
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The  roftd  ia  divided  into  sections,  long  or  Bhort,  accotdiag  to  the  crookedness 
and  Ibe  number  of  switclies  to  protect.  On  each  section  of  road  is  erected  an 
Iron  post  sixteen  feet  high  on  tbe  top  of  wlilch  is  placed  a  revolving  disk,  one 
^de  punted  while  indicating  safoty ,  the  oQiet  aide  painted  red  indicating  danger. 
A,t  night  a  lamp  of  same  colors  as  above  is  attached,  the  signals  ore  connected 
irilh  the  rails  by  wires,  and  each  switch  in  the  section  is  conoected  with  the  au- 
tomatic signal  bj  a  r^  circuit. 

When  an  engine,  tndo  or  bond-car  enters  upon  b  section  it  sets  a  signal  io  Us 
rear  which  remains  at  danger  until  it  has  passed  on  to  the  next  seclion,  when 
entering  the  second  section  a  second  signal  is  set  at  danger,  but  the  first  signal 
da«s  not  return  to  safety  until  the  train  has  passed  from  200  to  SOO  feet  on  Io 
ttie  second  section,  for  the  reason  that  each  section  is  over-lapped  that  distance, 
consequently  there  are  two  signals  set  against  any  train  following;  this  system 
continuing  through  all  the  sections  of  the  "  1st  Division." 

It  there  i*  a  train  In  the  section,  a  hand  car,  a  switch  open,  a  rail  out  or  broken , 
1  car  on  a  ^de  track  that  does  not  clear  the  main  track,  or  a  piece  of  iron  laid 
■cross  the  rails;  under  all  these  conditions  the  signal  will  remain  at  danger.  A 
train  may  break  in  two  while  upon  a  section,  it  still  holds  the  signal  at  danger 
uDiil  removed  from  the  section.  This  is  done  by  using  at  all  times  the  rails  to 
conduct  the  electric  current. 

When  the  switches  are  moved  for  trains  to  cross  over  from  one  track  to  the 
other  the  movement  of  the  switch  seta  the  signal  at  danger  in  both  directions  and 
DD  both  tracks,  thereby  protecting  the  train.  In  case  of  accident  or  when  trains 
ve  liBcked  up  or  run  in  tile  wrong  direction,  they  will  throw  the  signals  at  dan- 
ger in  advance  of  them. 

Each  load  crossing  where  gates  and  flagmen  are  maintained  night  and  day  a 
Mnall  l>ell  Is  placed  in  the  gate  tender's  house  which  is  connected  by  wires  with 
the  track ;  when  a  train  approaches  in  either  direction  within  1,500  feet  of  said 
crossing  the  bell  rings  and  continaes  to  do  so  until  the  rear  end  of  train  has 
passed  over  the  croning. 

In  case  two  trains  are  coming,  one  in  each  direction  and  either  train  has  passed 
the  crossing  bat  not  l>oth,  the  bells  will  still  continue  to  ring,  thus  avoiding  the 
liability  of  a  mistake  Of  the  gateman  not  seeing  or  hearing  the  approaching  train. 

The  «gnals  are  also  arranged  so  as  to  notify  the  passengers  at  a  station  that  a 
iT^n  is  approaching  and  indicates  from  which  direction  It  is  coming. 

We  have  also  contracted  for  abont  ten  miles  of  signals  In  HaHsachusetts  on  the 
id  Division,  three  miles  at  Qulnsigamond,  three  milee  at  Uxbridge  and  four  miles 
StWaterford;  also  guarding  ali  the  road  crossings  at  grade  from  Worcester  to 
Bsmlet  with  tiells  twelve  Inches  In  diameter;  these  bells  also  commence  ringing 
wlien  a  train  is  within  1,500  feet  of  the  crossing  and  continue  ringing  until  train 
hu  passed  over  the  crossing. 

Hoping  I  have  made  the  statement  clear  so  you  will  understand  it,  I  remain,

P.  S.— The  balance  of  road  crossings  in  Rhode  Island  not  provided  with  bells, 
will  be  fitted  with  them  as  soon  as  the  Iran  rails  now  in  tracks  are  replaced  with 
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At  the  last  May  Session  fonr  new  charters  were  granted  for  nilroad 
corporatioDs,  viz. :  Apponang  Bailroad  Company,  Crompton  Railroad 
Company,  Providence,  Webster  and  Springfield  Bailroad  Compuj. 
Rhode  Island  Western  Bailroad  Company,  and  the  old  charter 
of  the  Nairagansett  Valley  Bailroad  Company  was  reTived  uid  I 
amended.  With  the  eiceptiou  of  the  first  one  named,  nothing 
has  been  done  as  yet  toward  making  an  actual  commencement  of 
either,  bnt  the  friends  of  each  report  they  hope  soon  to  take  the 
initiatory  steps.  The  charter  for  the  Apponaag  Bailroad  Compuiy 
was  granted  for  a  road  starting  at  some  point  near  Apponang  station, 
thence  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  connecting  with  the  Rhode  Island 
Central  Railroad,  at  or  near  Oakland  Beach.  Work  has  been  com- 
menced on  the  easterly  part  of  this  route,  and  95-100  of  a  mile  of 
track  laid,  completed  and  used  extensirely  the  past  season,  and  by  it 
railroad  commnnication  can  now  be  made,  commencing  in  Providencf, 
over  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad,  in  part,  then 
over  the  Rhode  Island  Bailroad  throngh  Oakland  Beach  to  finttoD- 
woods.  On  the  part  completed  is  a  very  substantial  wooden  bridge, 
built  on  forty  feet  piles  driven  down  about  thirty  feet,  with  a  good 
draw  in  it,  besides  a  very  convenient  and  safe  walkway  its  entire 
length.  The  remaining  portion  of  the  contemplated  road  shoald  be 
pushed  throngh  to  Apponang  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  when  com- 
pleted it  will  enable  the  New  York.  Providence  and  Boston  Hailroad 
Company  to  cater  for  its  patrons  of  Kent  and  Washington  conntiee 
for  summer  parties  at  Oakland  Beach,  thereby  saving  about  twentj 
miles  of  travelling.  The  railroad  facilities  in  this  locality  have  msde 
a  marked  increase  in  the  settlement  there,  and  its  fntnro  prospecte 
are  very  bright.  The  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railrosd 
Company  has  also  bought  the  undivided  half  part  of  the  bridge  tt 
Oakland  Beach,  being  the  part  formerly  owned  by  the  Oakland  Beach 
Association,  said  bridge  now  being  owned  by  the  Bhode  Island  Cen- 
tral and  Apponang  Railroad  Companies.  As  soon  as  this  Apponang 
road  is  completed  I  would  recommend  that  it,  and  the  Rhode  Island 
Central  be  consolidated  into  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston 
Railroad  Company,  as  they  are  in  fact  branches  of  it. 
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IHPBOTED    TEBHIITAL    FACILITIES    IN    PBOTlDElfCE. 

Daring  the  year  BnggeBtions  for  alteration  and  changes  have  been 
made  almost  without  number,  and  Bevoral  very  elaborate  plans  have 
been  presented,  none  of  which,  however,  seem  to  me  to  secnre  the  end 
desired. 

I  presume  it  will  be  readily  conceded  that  by  far  the  larger  proportion 
of  freight  from  the  west  comes  here  over  the  Providence  and  Worcester 
road,  and  the  ioBtsnces  are  by  no  means  rare  when  the  consigueeH  of 
freight  reasonably  find  fault  for  the  unwarranted  delay  in  its  receipt. 
I  am  convinced  that  this  corporation  promptly  acts  in  this  matter  to 
tbe  beet  of  it«  ability,  and  although  freight  is  detained,  while  in 
transit,  and  while  in  their  possession,  their  facilities  so  cramp  them 
that  these  delays  are  unavoidable. 

To  seek  then  for  a  remedy  to  guard  against  this  delay,  and  to  give 
onr  merchants  their  freight  aa  promptly  aa  poseible,  we  should  strike 
■t  the  root  of  the  case,  and  endeavor  not  to  make  improvements 
■imply  for  the  present,  bnt  to  make  them  on  such  a  basis  that  they 
will  meet  the  demands  for  a  long  oft  future. 

Some  suggest  as  the  cure  for  all  these  evils,  and  I  think  very  rashly, 
that  the  present  station  on  Exchange  Place  be  abandoned,  and  a  new 
one  erected  near  the  site  of  the  old  prison,  and  that  the  cove  be  filled 
op,  and  used  exclnsively  for  railroad  purposes. 

The  citizens  of  Providence,  uay  all  the  citizens  of  our  State,  have 
so  long  enjoyed  tbe  great  convenience  of  the  present  location  that  it 
seems  to  me  they  do  not  appreciate  what  they  have.  It  is  reported 
that  the  city  of  Philadelphia  has  recently  completed  a  similar  conven- 
ient station  at  a  cost  of  upwards  of  four  millions  of  dollars,  and  a 
Enropean  city  has  also  completed  one  at  au  expense  of  nearly  ten 
millions  of  dollars,  while  we,  already  having  one  at  comparatively  no 
cost,  are  earnestly  devising  means  to  get  rid  of  it.  For  convenience, 
onr  station  is  not  excelled  by  any  station  in  our  land.  To  build  an 
aoion  passenger  station  on  the  site  proposed,  the  advocates  of  it  say, 
it  is  only  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  additional  walk  from  the  present  loca- 
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tioD.  Now  this  ten  or  fifteen  minateg  walk  might  be  well  enongb, 
should  the  weather  and  walking  always  be  farorable,  but  when  other- 
wise, it  must  at  all  times  materially  add  to  the  cost  of  travelling  b; 
hack  hire  and  express  charges,  and  therefore  at  the  same  time  places 
an  obstacle  against  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  Providence.  It  ma; 
be  said,  that  horse  cars  would  obviate  all  these,  but  changes  from 
steam  cars  to  horse  cars,  with  children  and  packages  are  not  nanally 
considered  as  desirable. 

To  make  the  improTements  and  alterations  actually  demanded  at 
this  time,  I  think  there  are  tbree  things  to  be  kept  prominent,  and  I 
name  them  in  the  order  in  which  I  think  they  should  be  considered. 

Firat.    Additional  safety  for  life  and  limb. 

Second.     Improved  facilities  for  freight,  and 

Third.     Better  accommodations  and  conveniences  for  passengers. 

Various  good  Bng^;eBtions  could  easily  be  made  by  favoring  the 
two  latter,  at  the  expense  of  the  first  First  then,  the  safety  of  life 
and  limb.  The  grade  crossing  at  Sabin  street  and  othei-s  on  CoTe 
street,  and  at  Oaspee  street  and  others  in  that  neighborhood,  have 
already  been  the  cause  of  a  sufficient  number  of  accidents,  to  compel 
us  to  adopt  some  plan  that  will  dispense  with  all  of  them.  Thej 
can  be  obviated  by  a  compromise  between  the  railroad  companies  and 
the  city  of  Providence.  The  road  bed  of  the  railroads  must  be  low- 
ered partially,  and  the  driveways  raised  the  rest,  so  as  to  allow  bridges 
to  be  bnilt  over  the  tracks  at  every  crossing,  thereby  affording  a  safe 
place  at  all  times. 

Second,  improved  terminal  facilities  for  freight.  The  Providence 
and  Worcester,  the  Boston  and  Providence,  and  the  New  York  and 
New  England  (if  the  proposed  plan  of  the  latter  is  to  be  carried  out) 
should  each  have  their  own  donble  tracks,  and  not  tracks  used  in  com- 
mon among  themselves.  And  each  of  them  should  be  allowed  to  tun- 
nel such  portion  of  the  high  land  in  the  northerly  part  of  Providence, 
perhaps  between  Smith  and  Martin  streets,  at  such  a  point  as  will 
enable  them  to  get  the  proper  curves,  landing  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  location  of  the  old  prison,  on  what  is  known  as  the  Gove  Lands, 
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irhere  each  corporation  can  bnild  such  freight  stations  as  their  busi- 
neas  requires.  The  other  companies  already  having  their  freight  sta- 
tions near  this  locality,  it  will  bring  all  the  freight  stations  near 
together,  where  there  is  ample  room  for  all,  and  at  the  same  time 
accesaible  and  convenient  for  bnsiness  purposes.  It  may  be  found 
that  inatead  of  tnniielliiig,  a  branch  track  could  be  laid  on  the  surface 
of  the  ground,  commencing  say  a  mile  or  ao  up  the  road,  and  landing 
at  the  place  I  suggest,  at  a  less  expense  than  tunnelling,  but  it  is  very 
immaterial  which  is  adopted,  provided  the  end  is  the  same.  This 
keeps  all  freight  care  away  from  the  passenger  station,  and  through 
freight  would  be  very  easily  handled. 

Third,  for  better  accommodations  and  conveniences  for  passengers, 
grant  to  these  corporations  say  one  hundred  or  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  of  the  southerly  portion  of  the  present  cove,  and  oa  it  build  an 
addition  to  the  present  station  equal  to  one-third,  or  one-half  of  the 
present  length  of  the  entire  station.  Let  this  new  part  be  used  ex- 
clusively for  throngh  trains,  and  the  room  will  be  ample.  In  the 
centre  of  the  present  building,  make  a  driveway  say  fifty  feet  or  more 
in  width  through  this  present  building,  to  the  proposed  new  part. 
This  will  give  safe  access  at  all  times  for  travelling  on  the  through 
trains,  and  I  wonld  suggest  a  substantial  wall  on  each  side  of  the  pro- 
posed driveway.  Have  all  the  trains  coming  in  on  the  west  side,  come 
Dp  to  the  weet  side  of  the  driveway,  and  all  the  trains  coming  in  on 
the  east  side,  come  op  to  the  east  side  of  the  driveway,  and  as  all  are 
fronting  on  Exchange  Place,  with  all  the  through  trains  removed,  the 
room  will  be  ample  for  all  for  many  years  to  come.  Bnild  an  addition 
OD  the  easterly  end  of  the  present  station  to  the  first  bridge,  or  fur- 
ther if  required,  so  as  to  block  up  the  present  driveway  there,  and 
also  build  on  the  west  end  to  Sabin  street,  if  required,  in  order  to 
ifford  a  covering  for  the  long  trains  daily  arriving  there.  This  pro- 
tides  for  every  railroad  company  having  a  terminus  in  Providence  ex- 
cept the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  road,  and  they  should  at 
once  carry  out  the  plan  proposed  several  years  ago,  of  extending  their 
tracks,  crossing  the  Seekouk  river  and  coming  into  this  station  on  the 
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tracks  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  road.  I  believe  that  although 
the  mileage  wonld  be  increased,  the  rnnning  time  would  be  materi&U; 
reduced  from  vhat  is  now  required,  starting  from  Exchange  Place  md 
going  to  Bristol,  and  although  it  might  inToive  quite  an  expense  for 
them,  I  believe  should  they  do  it,  and  issue  bonds  for  the  whole  ex- 
pense, the  additional  travel  would  la  a  few  years  afford  a  way  for  the 
payment  of  the  bonds. 

Theee  snggestions,  if  carried  out,  leaves  the  present  cove  untonclied 
with  the  exception  of  a  small  piece  off  of  the  extreme  soathem  end, 
and  as  the  principal  dangerous  grade  crossings  are  abolished,  the  sur- 
rounding walks  can  be  beaiiti6ed  and  easily  made  attractive. 

To  guard  against  the  water  in  this  cove  basin  being  sometimee 
nearly  out,  thereby  exposing  to  the  sense  of  sight  and  smell  things 
unpleasant  for  each,  I  think  it  can  be  easily  overcome  by  building  a 
dam  across  it  near  Crawford  street  bridge,  so  building  it  that  the  t«p 
of  it  would  be  about  the  height  of  half  a  tide.  This  would  at  all 
times  secnre  suflQcient  water  in  the  cove,  and  nearly  the  whole  of  it 
wonld  be  changed  each  tide. 

A  case  involving  very  important  points,  has,  during  the  past  year 
been  decided  in  Georgia.  Inasmuch  as  it  undoubtedly  establishes  i 
precedent  for  the  future  I  refer  to  it  here. 

The  case  was  brouglit  by  one  of  the  large  stockholders  of  one  of  the 
railroad  corporations  of  that  State,  against  the  Railroad  Commission- 
ers of  the  State,  and  was  tried  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  tor 
the  southern  district  of  Georgia. 

The  constitution  of  the  State  of  Georgia  states  "the  power  anil 
authority  of  regulating  railroad  freight,  and  passenger  tariffs,  pre- 
venting unjust  discrimination,  and  requiring  reasonable  and  just  rates 
of  freight  and  passenger  tariffs,  are  hereby  conferred  on  the  Genera! 
Assembly,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pass  laws,  from  time  to  time,  to 
regulate  freight  and  passenger  tariffs,  to  prohibit  unjust  discrimina- 
tion on  the  various  railroads  of  the  State,  and  to  prohibit  said  roads 
from  charging  other  than  just  and  reasonable  rates,  and  to  enforce  the 
same  by  adequate  penalties," 
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The  Qeneral  Assembly  passed  an  act  that  if  any  railroad  corporation 
shaU  charge,  collect,  demaod  or  receive,  more  than  a  fair  and  reason- 
able rate,  &c.,  it  should  be  deemed  gailty  of  extortion.  They  also 
appointed  three  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  required  them  to  make 
for  each  railroad  corporation  a  schedule  of  just  and  reasonable  rates, 
allowing  said  commissioners  to  change  and  revise  said  schedules,  from 
time  to  time,  as  often  as  circnmstances  may  require,  also  providing 
that  if  any  railroad  corporation  shall  be  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the 
rales  and  regulations  prescribed  by  said  Commissioners,  they  shall  in- 
cur a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $1,000,  nor  more  than  (5,000,  for  each 
ofFeace. 

Under  this  act  the  Commissioners  proceeded  to  make  their  tariff 
ntee. 

The  plaintiff  alleged  in  bringing  bis  case,  that  the  tariff  as  arranged 
vonid  not  allow  the  payment  of  an;  dividend,  and  brought  m  many 
ingenions  points,  one  of  which  was,  that  although  the  constitntton  of 
the  State  did  plainly  bestow  certain  powers  on  the  Legislature,  it  did 
not  grant  the  Legislature  anthority  to  transfer  that  power.  All  the 
pointa  were  overruled,  and  the  case  was  decided  in  favor  of  the  Rail- 
road Commissionera.  The  judge  in  summing  up,  stated,  he  thought 
the  wonderful  difference  aa  stated  between  the  two  sides,  as  to  the 
earninga  based  upon  the  proposed  tariff,  was  an  honest  difference  be- 
tween them  of  judgment,  be  thongfat  it  best  to  try  a  practical  test  to 
decide  it. 

Although  many  of  the  points  were  decided,  based  upon  the  expressed 
terms  of  the  constitution  of  that  State,  the  points  remaining  are  of 
special  interest  to  us,  for  it  was  declared  by  the  court,  "  It  is  settled 
that  railroad  corporations  are  subject  to  legislative  control,  as  to  their 
nt«8  of  fare  and  freight,  unless  protect«d  by  their  charters,"  citing 
previous  decisions  in  the  United  States  Courts  on  the  point. 

I  refer  to  this  because  the  same  question  has  been  raised  among  us, 
and  it  has  been  suggested  by  some,  that  the  laws  of  our  State  should 
preecribe  a  aniformity  of  rates  both  for  passengers  and  for  freight, 
but  it  aeeme  to  me  that  an  examination  of  the  subject  would  at  once 
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docide,  that  sticb  a  course  woald  be  completely  impracticable.  In  the 
firet  place,  we  are  receivers  of  large  qnantitiea  of  cotton  from  the 
south,  and  of  cereaU  from  the  west,  and  the  etpense  for  freight  on 
these,  are  in  most  caeos  arranged  for,  by  the  shippers.  It  cornea  fre- 
quently over  a  number  of  roads,  and  one  person  is  appointed  to  rep- 
resent all,  and  is  anthorized  to  name  prices  binding  on  each,  sncb 
rates  being  termed,  pool  rates. 

In  cases  whore  there  are  competing  lines  the  special  rates  are  alwaye 
made  satisfactory  to  the  shipper,  and  in  the  absence  of  competition, 
the  rates  are  below  the  local  rates  charged  by  each  corporation.  If 
oar  railroad  companies  should  be  required  to  show  the  exact  propor- 
tion they  receive  of  these  pool  rates,  they  wonld  not,  of  course,  be 
equal  to  their  local  charges,  consequently  a  aoiformityof  rates  could 
not  be  complied  with.  If,  on  the  other  band,  our  laws  specified  bind- 
ing rates  on  each  of  our  railroad  corporations,  they  of  course  vonid 
collect  them,  which  would  necessarily  just  so  much  increase  the  cost 
of  these  articles  to  our  manufacturers,  and-  merchants,  which  in  tnm 
mnst  be  made  up  from  our  own  citizens,  especially  so,  if  the  freight 
was  flour  or  grain. 

Again,  in  establishing  uniform  rates  we  must  look  to  the  local  bnai- 
ness  of  some  of  our  own  small  corporations,  who,  now  charging  far 
in  eicess  for  what  others  charge  for  the  same  service,  cannot  scarcetj 
make  their  receipts  equal  their  current  expenses,  to  say  nothing  of 
paying  any  dividend  to  their  stockholders,  and  on  the  other  side, 
should  the  rates  established  be  such  as  to  allov  these  small  corpora- 
tions to  hold  their  own,  they  would  prove  excessive  and  nnjnst  in  the 
larger  corporations. 

The  laws  of  the  State  of  Georgia  relative  to  railroads  are  far  diffe^ 
ent,  I  think  from  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  and  the  power  civen 
to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  is  far  greater  than  that  given  by  any 
other  State.  The  rules  adopted  by  these  Commissioners,  are  full  and 
complete  in  all  its  details,  still  they  do  not  establish  a  uniform  rate  for 
either  passengers  or  freight,  but  different  rates  are  established  for  each 
corporation,  and  even  these  rates  may  be  revised  from  time  to  time. 
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The  action  of  this  Board  of  CommisBionerB  has  been  closely  watched 
JD  man;  other  States,  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the  State  of 
Nev  York,  has  deemed  this  action  bo  important,  and  the  resnlts  of  it 
so  fnllj  eatabllBhing  the  principles  which  they  have  so  long  been  de- 
lirons  of  obtaining  for  that  State,  that  their  Committee  on  Railroad 
Tnnaportation  have  republished  nearly  the  entire  report. 

It  seems  to  me  that  our  laws  should  compel  each  railroad  corpora- 
tion to  make  precisely  the  same  charges  to  all  for  the  same  carriage, 
and  a  severe  penalty  should  be  exacted  of  them  for  any  violation  of  H. 

Another  item  in  railroad  matters  has  attracted  the  attention,  aod 
received  the  endorsement  of  some  of  onr  citizens,  and  that  is  AN  an- 
nual TAX  ON  THE  RECEIPTS,  OR  EARNINGa  OF  THE  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANIES, for  the  benefit  of  the  State.  If  the  highest  courts  of  our 
land  inform  us,  that  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  have  power  to  fix 
rates  tor  passage  and  freight,  except  in  cases  where  their  charters  pro- 
fide  for  the  contrary,  thereby  completely  keeping  these  corpomtions 
nnder  the  power  that  ci-eated  them,  it  would  perhaps  be  readily  ad- 
mitted that  they  have  the  power  to  levy  a  tas  upon  their  receipts,  bnt 
let  na  see  the  operation  of  it. 

For  such  of  our  roads  as  have  each  of  their  terminals  in  onr  State, 
the  case  is  clear,  bnt  what  can  be  done  with  those  roads  extending  out 
of  onr  SUte? 

To  levy  a  tax  on  the  net  receipts  of  these  corporations,  would  be  in 
very  many  instances  upon  bnsiness  transacted  wholly  outside  onr 
Slate.  If  it  requires,  for  instance,  the  action  of  the  Legislatures  of 
Massachusetts  and  of  Rhode  Island  to  grant  charters  for  some  of 
these  corporations,  each  Legislature  granting  their  authority  only 
within  their  own  boundaries,  by  what  authority  can  MassachuBctts 
levy  a  tax  upon  business  transacted  this  aide  of  their  State  line,  or  by 
what  power  could  a  tax  he  levied  here  on  business  between  Worcester 
And  ifillbury,  or  between  Boston  and  Taunton?  Each  of  these  roads 
We  a  terminus  here,  and  neither  could  exist  unless  their  charters 
were  obtained  here. 

It  would  be  an  utter  impossibility  to  divide  these  receipts  and  ap- 
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portion  them,  because  in  Hassachnsetts  the  carriage  would  be  greater 
than  in  our  own  State,  but  oar  own  State  would  have  to  bear  all  the 
expenses  of  anloading,  and  perhaps  of  boosing,  in  additioD.  To 
ezompt  these  corporations  from  a  tax  simply  because  of  the  impoad- 
bility  of  adjusting  it  with  equity  to  all,  and  to  confine  and  apply  it  b> 
those  roads  within  our  State,  wonld  not  produce  an  income  commen- 
surate with  the  effort  to  obtain  it,  but  would  be  a  tax  on  a  portion  of 
our  citizens  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole,  and  on  a  busiDeBS  that  wonld 
not  bear  it. 

The  subject  of  Inteb-Couheros  is  another  matter  which  has 
received  mnch  attention  during  the  past  year,  and  rarions  have  beeo 
the  suggestions  made  in  refereaoe  to  it. 

The  wish  and  idea  seems  to  be  in  the  minds  of  some,  that  uniform 
rates  for  passengers  and  freight  should  be  made  for  our  whole  land, 
but  how  to  accomplish  it  seems  to  be  a  mystery. 

It  was  proposed  by  some  that  the  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the 
several  States  should  be  appointed  by  Congress  as  a  General  Board, 
and  empowered  to  act,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  a  serious  and  fatal  ob- 
jection to  it  would  be  that  neither  of  them  could  act  out  of  their  own 
State,  but  must  conform  to  the  laws  of  their  own  State,  which  are  bo 
at  variance  in  each  State  that  no  common  ground  on  important  mat- 
ters could  be  found,  and  also,  if  appointed  by  Congress  they  must 
necewaril;  be  United  States  officers,  thereby  becoming  incompetent  to 
hold  an  office  of  the  State  appointment,  consequently  could  not  act  in 
either  capacity.  If  they  could  act,  some  States  being  so  completely 
intertwined  with  railroad  tracks,  and  others  having  but  few,  what 
rat«B  would  be  remunerative  for  one  State,  would  undoubtedly  prove  a 
loss  in  another. 

Others  contend  that  the  great  panacea  for  all  railroad  troubles  would 
be  secured  by  having  the  United  States  goverameut  own,  manage  and 
control  each  railroad  in  our  land. 

It  seems  to  me  that  of  all  plans  suggested  this  has  the  most  objec- 
tions. When  the  employes  of  a  railroad  corporation  are  answerable 
only  to  Congress,  oar  citizens  could  not  expect  a  prompt  redress  for 
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the  many  wrongs  that  would  be  constantly  arising,  and  that  it  would 
place  under  the  control  of  our  general  government  too  mneh  power 
by  far.  To  imagine  that  to  the  boBt  of  office  holders  that  we  now 
hare  is  to  be  added  all  the  railroad  employes  of  our  land,  would 
almost  place  the  administration  that  granted  it,  in  power  for  life. 


No  report  can  be  finished  without  including  a  long  array  of  names 
of  persons  killed  and  injured  during  each  year. 

It  almost  seems  that  the  more  precautious  taken  to  prevent  accidents, 
thereby  reducing  materially  the  chances  of  them,  the  more  prompt, 
dariog  and  careless  some  of  our  people  are.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
a  large  proportion  of  these  accidents  occur  at  grade  crossings,  which 
cannot  be  a  matter  of  surprise  when  we  consider  the  unnsnally  large 
number  we  have  in  our  State,  and  with  the  remarkable  easy  facilities 
by  which  new  grade  crossing  can  be  made,  under  the  present  laws  of 
oor  Stat«,  and  it  must  be  expected,  that  all  future  railroad  reports, 
for  all  coming  time,  must  each  year  show  an  increased  number  of 
accidents.  The  following  is  the  record  of  the  past  year  of  those 
resulting  in  loss  of  life  or  in  serious  injury. 

Patrick  Lannoh,  an  employee  of  the  New  York  and  New 
England  Railroad  Company  was  killed  by  a  train  of  that  cor- 
poration April  7th,  near  Broadway  Bridge,  Providence.  He,  with 
others,  was  engaged  in  putting  in  ties.  The  train  was  coming  in,  a 
regular  train,  and  on  time,  about  1:33  P.  M.  The  men  were  all  seen 
by  the  engineer  when  some  distance  off,  and  all  were  in  a  safe  position, 
and  were  observed  ae  looking  towards  the  coming  train.  As  the  train 
approached,  this  man  stepped  forward  to  pick  up  some  tools,  was  hit 
and  instantly  killed.  The  bell  was  ringing  at  the  time,  and  had  been 
for  quite  a  distance  back.  The  carelesBness  of  the  man  was  the  sole 
cause  of  the  accident. 

Thosas  Eibrnan,  fatally  injured  April  8,  at  Sabin  Street  cross- 
ing. Providence,  by  a  train  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston 
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Railroad  Company.  This  man  came  up  Gove  Street,  and  intended  to 
cross  at  this  croBsiag.  The  gate  was  down  and  the  gate  tender 
halloed  to  him  to  "  hold  on,"  at  the  same  time  holding  np  his  bands 
to  farther  attract  his  attention,  but  the  man  persisted  in  going  for- 
ward, passing  through  the  narrow  gateway  (which  is  always  open  eren 
when  the  main  gate  is  closed)  on  to  the  track,  was  hit  by  the  pilot, 
thrown  down,  dragged  along,  and  finally  was  pulled  on  to  the  track  id 
time  to  be  ran  over  by  the  last  car,  and  was  frightfully  mangled. 
He  was  taken  promptly  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital,  where  he  died 
the  same  afternoon.  Ue  came  upon  the  track  eo  suddenly  that  the 
engineer  did  not  see  him.  The  train  had  just  started  from  the 
station,  and  then  the  fireman  commenced  ringing  the  bell,  which  was 
actually  ringing  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  The  accident  occurred 
about  12  minutes  of  7  A.  M.,  and  the  probabilities  are,  that  the  man's 
anxiety  to  get  at  his  work  in  time,  was  the  reason  why  he  did  not 
heed  the  notice  of  the  crossing  tender. 

Albebt  Youlden  was  reported  to  be  quite  seriously  injured 
April  19th,  in  attempting  to  step  from  the  front  platform  of  a  car  of 
the  Union  Railroad  Company,  on  Westminster  street.  He  was  carried 
to  the  bonse  of  a  relative,  and  I  addressed  a  note  to  him  there  and 
found  he  had  left  the  city.  I  then  wrote  him  again  according  to 
the  new  direction  given  me,  but  did  not  receive  any  reply. 

A  Mr.  Harley  was  reported  to  have  been  somewhat  injured  April 
20tb  by  falling  from  the  platform  of  a  car  of  the  Union  Railroad 
Company,  I  addressed  a  note  to  him  in  accordance  wilh  the  direc- 
tions found  in  the  directory,  but  did  not  receive  any  reply. 

Gbacie  H.  Kinney,  about  8  years  of  age,  in  attempting  to  cross 
the  track  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  May 
14th,  at  Valley  Falls,  had  a  most  wonderful  escape.  A  train  of  dump 
cars  was  being  backed,  when  she  wiis  hit  by  the  forward  car,  kuocked 
down  and  eighteen  cars  passed  over  her.  Tlie  train  was  stopped  before 
the  engine  reached  her,  and  she  was  taken  out  with  only  very  slight 
injuries.

John  McCobmick  was  severely  injured  Uaj  6th  io  attempting  to 
get  off  a  moving  freight  train  of  the  Boston  and  Providence  Railroad 
Company,  near  Smith  Street,  Providence.  Immediately  after  the 
accident  he  was  taken  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital.  I  did  not  find 
him  there  when  I  called,  and  owing  to  the  fact  of  several  of  the  same 
Dame  in  the  Providence  Directory,  none  of  which  proved  to  be  the 
right  one,  I  did  not  find  him  until  October,  when  his  own  story  was 
that  he  saw  the  moving  freight  train,  got  on  to  it,  rode  a  short  dis- 
tiDce,  and  in  attempting  to  get  o9,  stumbled  and  fell,  and  several 
cars  went  over  him.  When  he  arrived  at  the  hospital  his  right 
foot  was  found  hanging  simply  by  the  skin,  and  since  then,  when 
there  amputation  was  again  performed. 

Patbick  Collet,  an  employee  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester 
Railroad  Company  at  Millville,  was  instantly  killed  Uay  16th  at 
WoouBoeket.  A  freight  train,  going  at  ordinary  speed  by  this 
station,  when  he  ran  across  the  platform,  attempted  to  seize  hold 
ot  the  ladder  of  a  car,  failed,  made  a  second  attempt,  and  fell 
beneath  the  train.  It  was  stopped  as  soon  as  possible,  but  not  until 
qaite  a  number  of  cars  had  ran  over  him. 

Wilton  Fisher  was  killed  on  the  Rhode  Island  Central  Railroad 
May  30th,  between  Pawtuiet  River  and  Pawtuxet  Station.  lie  was 
Men  by  a  brakemaii  on  the  train  about  half  an  hour  before  tlie 
a^ident,  walking  between  tlie  rails,  towards  Pawtuxet.  As  the  train 
paesed  him  this  bi-akeman  asked  him  to  ride,  but  ho  reiilied  he  was  in 
a  horry.  This  train  was  then  slowly  backing  to  Auburn  Station,  and 
some  twelve  to  fifteen  minutes  later,  started  for  Pawtuxet.  The 
eiigiuoer  saw  him  and  gave  his  signal,  when  the  man  stepped  oft  the 
iraclf,  faciug  towards  the  engine,  and  remained  there  uutll  two  cars 
liad  passed.  He  then  approached  tlie  train  was  hit  by  the  third  car 
BQil  instantly  killed.  This  tniin  usually  runs  with  two  cars,  which 
Mr.  Fisher  undoubtedly  knew,  as  he  had  formerly  been  station  agent 
M  Pawtuxet,  and  waiting  safely  for  the  two  to  pass,  without  even 
«top[iing  to  look  to  see  if  there  were  any  more,  came  on  to  the  train 
and  was  killed. 
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A.  W.  BROWFf  was  injnred  Jane  17th,  ia  attempting  to  jump  from 
a  moving  traiu  of  the  Wood  River  Branch  Railroad  Company.  He 
had  asked  the  conductor  to  stop  at  an  iiDusual  place,  and  while  the 
train  was  slowing  down,  preparatory  to  the  stopping,  he  jumped  off. 
I  wrote  him,  and  he  replied  he  did  not  care  to  have  any  inveatigatioD. 
JoHy  DoxNOVAy  wus  killed  July  4th,  on  Grove  Street  crossing, 
hy  u  train  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Com- 
pany. It  was  the  Newport  express  train  coming  in,  at  about  8:30 
P.  M.  The  head  light  was  lighted,  the  aignal  had  been  given  for  the 
crossiug,  the  boll  had  been  ringing  for  some  time,  and  actually  was 
ringing  at  time  of  the  accident.  When  the  engineer  first  perceived 
the  man  he  stood  on  the  crossing  on  the  other  track  in  a  safe  place. 
When  the  train  was  within  abont  twenty  feet  of  the  crossing,  and 
running  at  a  sjwed  of  about  forty  miles  per  honr,  this  man  attempted 
to  rnn  across  the  track  directly  in  front  of  the  engine,  he  was  atmck 
by  the  breast  beam  flung  on  to  the  cylinder,  and  then  thrown  abont 
75  feet  on  to  the  other  track.  Before  this  train  could  stop  another 
train  passed  along  on  the  oilier  track,  he  was  rnn  over  by  it,  and  when 
picked  up  he  wus  dead.  All  the  pi-ecautions  wero  taken  by  the 
employees  to  avoid  the  accident,  and  the  carelessness  of  the  man  was 
the  sole  cause  of  it. 

Dr.  Georoe  Whipple  Portbr  was  very  seriously  injured  July 
12th  by  a  train  of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad 
Company,  near  the  station  in  Providence,  I  found  him  at  the  Bhode 
Island  Hospital  where  he  gave  me  the  following  version  of  the  acci- 
dent :  He  had  just  arrived  from  Boston,  and  intended  to  go  to  Cadj 
Station  ou  the  Rhode  Island  Centra)  Road,  at  about  9:40  A.  M.  He 
got  on  a  train,  and  seeing  another  train  on  the  next  track  starting,  and 
siccing  by  his  watch  that  it  was  starting  on  the  time  he  snpgwiiGd  tlie 
train  for  the  Rhode  Island  Central  Road  should  start,  and  feeling  verr 
confideut  in  his  own  mind,  that  two  trains  were  not  allowed  to  stsrt 
at  the  same  time,  he  ht  once  decided  he  was  on  the  wrong  train.  He 
then  left  this  tiain  and  got  on  to  the  other,  where  he  found  a  bmke- 
man  and  asked  him  which  was  the  traiu  for  Rocky  Point,  and  wae 
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informed  it  wsa  the  one  be  liad  just  left.  He  then  got  oft  of  that 
train,  and  thiDkiii);  the  other  one  waa  Dot  ranniiig  very  faet,  thoi]ght 
it  would  be  safer  for  him  to  get  on  one  of  the  forward  cars,  in  prefer- 
ence to  waiting  for  a  rear  car.  In  attempting  this,  he  was  injured, 
■od  the  result  of  the  accident  was  amputation  of  the  left  leg, 
about  the  junction  of  the  lower  and  middle  thirds.  After  hearing 
this  accouut  I  told  him  his  own  testimony  was  sufficient,  because  the 
law  laid  it  down  very  plainly,  that  any  person  attempting  to  get  on  or 
off  a  moTing  train  assumed  all  the  reaponaibilites  of  an  accident. 

JEiTHie  McLoDOHLiN  Was  injured  quite  seriously  July  20th,  while 
walking  on  the  track  near  Olneyville,  about  8  P.  M.  I  fonnd  her  at 
the  Rhode  Island' Hospital.  She  started  from  Olneyville,  walking  in 
the  middle  of  the  railroad  track,  intending  to  go  to  Park  Garden. 
She  saw  a  train  coming  towards  her,  and  got  off  the  track,  then  heard 
another  train  coming  and  thought  she  would  get  off  the  road.  In 
attempting  this  she  caught  her  foot  under  a  rail,  and  fell,  her  foot 
still  remaining  caught,  and  the  train  ran  over  it.  She  did  not  know 
which  direction  the  train  came  from,  and  none  of  the  railroad  em- 
ployees on  either  train  saw  her  until  after  the  accident,  when  she  was 
discovered  by  the  engineer  of  the  Kewport  express  train  lying  in  the 
grass.  She  was  then  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital  as  soon  as 
possible,  where  her  foot  was  amputated,  cutting  about  six  inches  above 
the  ankle.  If  she  had  not  been  where  she  ought  not  to  have  been, 
the  accident  wonld  not  occurred. 

Thomas  O'Bribn,  a  brakeman  employed  by  the  Providence  and 
Worcester  Railroad  Company  was  severely  injured  and  very  badly 
scalded  by  an  accident  of  a  very  peculiar  nature.  He  wa^  on  a  train, 
and  in  attempting  to  let  off  a  brake,  the  staff  broke  and  he  fell,  the 
train  moving  at  the  time.  Two  cars  passed  over  him  without  hitting 
biin,  but  when  the  engine  was  passing  him,  the  end  of  a  steam  pipe 
cKDght  in  the  collar  of  his  sbirt,  dragging  him  along,  and  at  the  same 
time*badly  scalding  him  in  the  back  and  shonlder.  The  accident 
occurred  July  20th,  and  he  was  promptly  sent  to  the  Rliodo  Island 
Hospital,  where  I  found  him  August  9th. 
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E.  D.  Bateb  wse  killed  Jnt;  25th,  at  Natick,  by  a  train  of  the  Kev 
York  and  Now  England  Railroad  Company,  at  about  10  A.  M.  It 
was  a  regular  passenger  train,  leaving  Providence  9:35  A.  M.,  and 
was  on  time  at  place  of  accident.  When  the  man  was  first  seen  bv 
the  engineer,  he  was  only  about  some  fifteen  or  twenty  rods  oft  (the 
dejwt  building  partially  obstracting  his  view)  on  the  crossing  jnat 
starting  to  go  acrosB  it.  The  engineer  immediately  gave  several  sharp 
blasts  of  his  whistle,  the  man  looked  towards  him,  and  continuing 
on  commencing  to  run.  The  engineer  almost  at  the  same  instant 
that  he  gave  his  first  signal,  shut  off  steam,  and  put  on  hia  brakes. 
The  whisrle  had  previously  been  sounded  for  this  crossing,  the  bell 
actually  ringing  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  The  man  was  struck  by 
the  bnnter  beam  and  lived  but  a  few  minutes.  All  precautions 
having  been  ))roperly  and  promptly  taken,  the  accident  must  be 
charged  solely  as  the  result  of  carelessness  of  the  man  himself. 

Philip  Zeioler  was  injured  July  35th,  in  jumping  from  the  Shore 
Line  O-xprcss  train,  near  the  station  in  Providence,  about  11  P.  M. 
He  got  on  the  train  at  Paw  tucket,  and  when  the  conductor  came  to 
him,  after  the  train  had  started,  he  told  him  he  neither  had  ticket  or 
money.  As  tlioy  came  near  the  station  in  Providence,  the  man 
fearing  he  would  be  arrested,  jum^ied  from  the  train,  breaking  his 
hip  and  receiving  other  injuries.  He  was  sent  to  the  Rhode  Island 
HospitaL 

John  McComb  and  Isabella.  Wright  were  both  instautlv 
killed  July  30th,  near  Apponaug,  by  a  train  of  the  Kew  York, 
Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Comimny,  while  walking  on  the 
ti-ack,  at  about  S:15  P.  M.  This  couple  and  another  couple  also  wen; 
both  walking  on  the  track.  The  Newport  express  train  was  coining 
up  the  road,  running  very  slow  as  it  was  to  stop  at  Apponaug,  and 
when  about  200  yards  from  the  station,  the  boat  train  from  Boeton 
passed  by  them.  When  the  smoke  and  dust  from  this  train  had 
pai'tly  cleared  away,  the  engineer  of  tho  Newport  express  train  saw 
these  two  persons  standing  between  the  rails,  and  only  about  Gttj 
feet  off.    There  was  no  opportunity  of  giving  any  signal,  although  the 
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bell  vae  ringing,  and  the  head  light  lighted.  This  couple  were  hit 
and  instantl}'  kil1(>d,  the  other  conple  who  were  with  them  moved 
from  both  trackE,  and  the  supposition  is,  that  the  unfortunate  couple 
in  attempting  to  avoid  one  train  that  they  saw,  placed  themselves  on 
tbo  track  of  the  other  train  which  they  did  not  see. 

Joseph  Baro,  instantly  killed  August  15th,  at  Woonsocket,  by  a 
train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company,  in 
attempting  to  jump  on  it  while  passing  this  station. 

Charles  Maqlome,  injured  August  19th,  at  Wickford  Junction, 
by  a  train  of  the  Newport  and  Wickford  Hailroad  and  Steamboat 
Company.  He  was  driving  two  horses  in  a  light  wagon,  coming  from 
Belleville  to  go  to  the  freight  station.  As  he  approached  the  track  of 
the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  intending 
to  go  over  ir,  lie  was  informed  the  express  train  on  that  road  was 
coming.  He  saw  that  train  pass,  and  then  attempted  to  cross,  this 
time,  iu  front  of  a  train  coming  from  Wickford.  The  engineer  of 
tliig  train  saw  the  man,  somewhat  about  three  hundred  feet  off,  and 
in  a  safe  position.  As  the  train  approached  the  man  took  up  the 
reins,  and  the  engineer  seeing  that  he  was  determined  to  drive  across, 
immediately  gave  two  or  three  sharp  whistles,  applied  the  brakes  and 
reversed  his  engine.  The  engine  struck  in  front  of  the  forward 
wheels,  in  the  rear  of  the  horses,  throwing  the  man  in  the  air,  and 
safely  landing  him  on  the  engine.  The  bell  waa  ringing  for  this 
crossing  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  The  result  of  which,  slight 
iojuries  to  the  man,  but  one  of  the  horses  was  so  injured  that  it  had 
to  be  killed.  The  carelessness  of  the  man  was  the  sole  canse  of  the 
accident. 

Linnia  Rosewell  Haerie,  a  child  abont  three  years  of  age,  waa 
killed  August  22d,  near  the  coal  mines,  in  Portsmouth,  by  a  train  of 
the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company,  about  11:30  A.  M.  How  this 
accident  occurred  cannot  be  explained.  When  the  engineer  of  the 
train  first  saw  the  child,  it  was  alone,  some  two  hnndred  feet  oS, 
on  a  siding,  some  ten   or  twelve  feet  from  the  track,  apparently 
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playing  in  the  dirt.  Almost  immediately  he  again  saw  the  child  in  a 
woman's  arms  fatally  injured. 

GeoRQE  C'HArrRitTON  was  quite  serionsly  injured  August  ISth, 
while  riding  on  the  steps  of  an  open  car  of  the  Union  Railroad 
Company,  at  about  ?:45  P.  tS.  Mr.  Ghattorton  claims  that  he  was 
knocked  off  by  a  projecting  plauk,  in  the  sewer  then  being  repaired 
on  Broad  Street.  I  had  taken  the  testimony  of  seven  witnesses,  and 
had  two  adjournments  from  the  first  meeting,  to  accommodate 
counsel  on  each  side,  when  Mr.  Cbatterton,  acting  under  the 
advice  of  his  counsel,  declined  giving  a  reply  to  an  important 
question.  Finding  that  although  the  law  gave  me  full  power  to 
summon  witnesses,  it  did  not  give  me  power  to  commit,  no  forther 
investigation  was  had. 

WiLLtAM  0.  Day  and  Lawrbkce  Slattbrt  were  both  killed  at 
Berkeley,  August  33d,  by  a  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester 
Railroad  Company,  while  ht  work  on  a  side  track,  about  1  P.  M. 
These  men  were  employees  of  the  Berkeley  Company,  and  were  at 
work  on  a  side  track  owned  by  them,  under  the  direction  of  the 
foreman  of  laborers  of  their  yard,  attempting  to  push  a  car  loaded 
with  a  boiler  belonging  to  them,  from  this  side  track,  into  the  yard  of 
the  company.  While  thus  engaged  a  freight  train  came  with  more 
freight  for  the  Berkeley  Company.  The  station  agent,  when  he  knew 
from  the  signals  given  by  the  engineer  of  this  train,  that  there  were 
cars  to  be  left  on  this  same  side  track,  looked  there  and  saw  only  two 
men  at  work  and  they  were  outside  of  the  rails,  sweeping  the  track. 
As  the  cars  were  being  backed  on  to  this  side  track,  a  brakeman  was 
stationed  on  the  top  of  the  approaching  end  car,  and  he  saw  no  one  on 
this  aiding.  The  men  at  work  were  undoubtedly  underneath  the  car, 
or  hidden  by  the  cars.  The  train  stopped  on  the  main  track,  engineer 
gave  the  signals,  was  then  hacked  on  to  the  side  track,  bell  ringing  at 
the  time,  and  getting  the  other  cars  already  on  the  side  track,  pnshed 
them  on  to  these  men,  instantly  killing  both.  The  foreman  of  the  yard 
of  the  Berkeley  Company,  under  whom  these  men  were  at  work,  did  not 
see,  hear  or  know  anything  about  this  freight  train.     My  decision  in 
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thia  case  was,  that  it  was  caused  entirely  by  carelossDess  on  tho  part 
of  the  employees  of  the  Berkeley  Company. 

Elwis  Greene,  a  boy  about  16  years  af  age,  was  reported  quite 
seriously  injnred  at  Grecno,  Angnst  35th,  by  jumping  from  a  freight 
Craio  of  the  New  York  and  New  England  Railroad  Compauy  when  in 
motion.  He  got  on  to  this  train  at  the  station,  and  after  riding  a 
short  distance,  in  attempting  to  jump  off,  fell,  broke  his  arm  and 
braised  his  side.     No  one  of  the  employees  saw  him  get  on  or  off. 

Otis  Brant,  fatally  injured  August  31,  near  Albion,  by  a  train 
of  the  Providence  and  Worceatcr  Railroad  Company,  while  walking 
on  the  track.  It  was  an  express  passenger  train  coming  from 
ProTidemte.  There  was  also  a  freight  train  going  np  the  road,  whioh 
had  backed  off  on  to  the  down  main  track,  so  this  express  train  could 
pass.  When  the  engineer  of  the  express  train  first  saw  the  man,  he  was 
■bout  two  hundred  feet  or  so  off,  walking  on  the  other  track.  The 
man  in  attempting  to  get  clear  of  the  freight  train,  went  on  to  the 
other  track  in  front  of  this  coming  train,  Wiis  hit  by  the  bnnter  beam, 
bnrled  into  the  ditch  and  was  so  injured  that  he  died  the  same 
afternoon.  The  engineer  of  the  express  train,  immediately  upon 
Keing  that  the  man  was  coming  on  to  his  track,  gave  three  or  four 
blasts  of  his  whistle,  and  applied  his  brake.  The  man  undoubtedly 
was  bewildered  in  seeing  two  trains,  and  instead  of  placing  himself 
away  from  danger,  did  actually  place  himself  in  the  moat  dangerous 
place. 

John  Platt  was  almost  instantly  killed  September  2d,  by  the 
train  of  the  Pawtnxet  Valley  Railroad  Company,  standing  on  the 
Dale  Street  crossing  about  5:45  P.  M,  When  first  seen  by  the 
engineer  the  man  was  only  about  two  hundred  foot  off,  a  curve  in 
the  road  preventing  him  from  seeing  him  before.  The  man 
attempted  then  to  go  over  this  crossing,  the  engineer  blew  the 
whistle,  the  man  stopped,  stood  still,  looking  towards  the  coming 
train.  Had  he  moved  one  step  backwards,  no  accident  would  have 
occurred,  but  remaining  there,  he  was  hit.  The  train  stopped  as 
soon  as  poeaible.     The  conductor  went  bock  and  the  man  was  taken 
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dp,  carried  to  the  station,  where  ho  almost  i  oimediatelj  expired. 
The  hell  waa  ruug  for  the  crossing,  aiid  was  ringing  at  the  time  of 
the  accident.  The  engineer  immediately  apon  seeing  that  the  man 
was  in  a  dangerous  place,  gave  the  signal  and  applied  the  hrake,  Wt 
as  the  speed  of  the  train  was  about  twenty  miles  per  hour,  the 
accident  actually  occurred  almost  the  same  instant  as  the  precautioos 
were  being  taken. 

JoDN  M.  Md.DRAH  was  sevcwly  injured,  September  9.  He  was 
found  about  9:45  P.  M.,  near  the  freight  station  of  the  New  York 
and  New  £ngland  Railroad  Company,  in  Providence,  with  one  leg 
crushed  and  the  other  injured.  He  was  undoubtedly  run  over  b; 
some  train,  but  which,  or  of  which  corporation,  cannot  be  known,  as 
no  employee  of  either  of  the  corporations  knew  anything  regarding 
him. 

Michael  Lowe  was  killed  September  9th,  at  Westerly,  by  a  tmo 
of  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  at  s 
crossing,  at  about  10:30  P.  M,  It  was  tlie  regular  Shore  Line  freight 
train  going  west.  The  head  light  was  lighted,  and  the  speed  of  the 
train  was  materially  reduced  as  is  customary  at  this  place.  The 
engineer  saw  the  head  and  shoulders  of  a  horse,  not  ten  feet  off,  and 
almost  at  the  same  instant,  while  giving  the  signal  and  applying 
the  brakes,  the  accident  occurred.  The  train  was  stopped  as  soon  as 
possible,  when  the  body  of  the  wagon  was  found  on  the  pilot,  and 
the  man  found  dead.  His  condition  was  such,  previous  to  the 
accident,  as  to  very  conclusively  show  ho  was  not  cajiable  of 
taking  care  of  himself,  and  a  bottle  partly  filled  with  liqnor  was 
found  in  the  wagon. 

Michae^  Coyle  was  fatally  injured  September  10th,  near 
Woonsocket,  by  a  train  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad 
Company,  about  8:25  P.  M.  It  was  a  regular  passenger  traiu, 
leaving  Providence  7  P.  M,  The  head  light  was  lighted  before  the 
train  started,  and  the  train  was  about  half  an  hour  late  at  plnceof 
accident.  The  night  was  dark  and  rainy.  When  the  engineer  first 
saw  the  man  he  was  lying  ou  tlie  ground,  between  the  two  tracks, 
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aboat  125  or  150  feet  off,  with  hia  head  on  the  track  of  the  coming 
train.  The  engineer  immediately  upon  seeing  him,  applied  the  brake, 
abut  off  steam  atid  reversed  his  engine.  The  pilot  strack  him 
tnniiag  bJm  around,  and  the  engine  and  two  cars  passed  over  him, 
and  when  the  train  stopped  he  was  taken  out  from  under  it,  carried 
back  to  Woonsocket,  and  a  doctor  summoned,  but  he  died  the  next 
day.  Appearance^  strongly  indicate  that  he  was  not  in  a  condition  to 
take  care  of  himself  just  previous  to  the  accident. 

John  O'Gaba  was  instantly  killed  September  13th.,  near  Dale 
Street  crossing,' Providence,  by  the  Shore  Lino  express  train  coming 
in,  about  H  minutes  of  7  P.  M.  The  train  was  about  13  minutes  late, 
the  head  light  was  lighted,  and  the  bell  had  been  rung  for  the 
crossing.  When  first  seen  by  the  engineer  he  was  only  about  200 
(eet  ofF,  walking  in  the  middle  of  the  track,  the  curve  in  the  road 
preventing  him  seeing  him  before.  Immediately  upon  seeing  him 
the  engineer  blew  tlie  whistle.  The  man  endeavored  to  get  off, 
stepped,  slipped  and  fell  towards  the  engine,  and  as  soon  as  the 
engineer  saw  him  full  he  applied  his  brake.  On  the  part  of  the 
engineer  it  was  an  uttor  impossibility  to  avoid  the  accident. 

Patbick  McMabon  was  fatally  injured  and  was  found  lying  on 
the  west  track  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad  Company, 
between  the  Boston  switch  and  Valley  Falls,  Sept,  23,  about  1:15 
A,  M.  He  was  discovered  by  the  engineer  of  the  freight  train 
coming  down,  and  was  taken  on  to  the  train,  carried  to  Central  Falls, 
left  in  the  passenger  station,  and  a  doctor  sent  for.  He  was  found 
DiicoQscious  and  with  very  severe  injuries  on  the  back  of  his  head, 
which  resulted  in  his  death  the  following  day.  It  is  not  know 
whether  he  was  injured  by  a  train   or  not,  although  probably   he 

Edward  Tyrell  was  somewhat  injured  October  11th,  on  the 
Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad,  but  waiting  for  the  convenience 
of  counsel,  the  case  has  not  been  investigated  yet,  and  will  be 
reported  in  the  next  report. 

Edward  Burns  was  fatally  injured  November  15th,  while  riding

OD  a  tmin  of  empty  dump  cars,  on  the  Moshaesnck  Valley  Bailitnd. 
He  was  a  laborer,  at  work  on  the  gravel  train,  which  on  being  backed 
up  become  derailed,  two  cars  going  wholly  off  and  one  partially. 
The  man  was  on  the  car  that  partially  went  off,  and  he  in  attemptiog 
to  get  off  fell  between  the  cars,  and  was  dragged  along,  receiring  Bnch 
injuries  as  resulted  in  his  death. 

Thus  ends  a  long  list  of  serious  accidents,  without  any  reference  to 
anotlier  list  almost  equally  as  long,  where  the  injuries  were  reported 
as  so  slight  as  not  to  require  an  investigation,  and  still  another  long 
list  uot  even  referred  to,  which  consisted  wholly  in  injury  to  rolling 
stock,  without  any  injury  to  persons.

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It  will  be  thae  seen  that  daring  the  past  year,  two  persona  have 
been  injured  at  onr  grade  crossings,  and  Ave  killed,  and  is  perhaps 
further  evidence,  why  my  saggestioD  of  former  years,  relative  to 
grade  crosBings,  should  be  adopted.  I  will  only  repeat  in  enbatance 
what  I  have  often  referred  to  before,  that  the  great  facilities  by 
which  grade  croseingB  can  be  made  within  onr  State,  is  in  sad  contrast 
to  the  obstacles  afforded  in  all  onr  neighboring  States. 

As  the  result  of  my  experience  I  wonid  anhesitatingly  recommend, 
that  the  power  now  existing  in  these  different  channels  to  create 
additional  grade  crossings,  be  at  once  abrogated,  and  a  special  board 
created  rested  alone  with  this  anthority.

P.  S.  Since  this  report  was  written,  and  while  in  the  hands  of  the 
printer,  a  very  senone  accident  has  occurred  in  a  neighboring  State, 
malting  in  the  loss  of  several  lives,  and  serious  injaries  to  many 
others. 

While  collision  was  the  primary  cause  of  this  accident,  the  direct 
cause  in  several  instances  resulted  from  the  stoves. 

I  would,  therefore,  renew  the  suggestions  made  several  years  since, 
snd  respectfully  suggest  that  prompt  and  thorough  legislation  in 
reference  to  the  manner  of  heating  cars,  might  be  the  means  of  saving 
the  recording  of  serious  acoidents  in  our  own  State.

GoTEBNOB :  In  accordance  with  the  reqairemenU  of  the  Mihtia 
Law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annnal  Report  of  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1881. 

OROANIZATION. 
Daring  the  past  year  some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  brigade.  Upon  apphcation  of  the  Brigadier-Qeneral 
Commanding,  a  commission  of  five  officers  was  appointed  to  examiue 
into  the  condition  of  the  companies  composing  the  3d  Battalion  of 
Infantry,  and  to  make  such  recommendations  as  in  their  judgment 
woald  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  service.  After  several  meetings 
and  the  examination  of  a  nnmber  of  witnesses,  the  commission  decided 
to  recommend  that  two  companies  of  the  battalion,  viz. :  Co.  C  at 
East  Greenwich  and  Co  D  at  Apponaug,  bo  disbanded.  This  was 
accordingly  done,  and  the  remaining  two  companies  attached  to  the 
Ist  Battalion  of  Infantry,  the  field  and  staff  officers  of  the  3d  Battal- 
ion being  honorably  discharged. 

The  conclusion  reached  by  the  commission  was  nndoabtedly  a  wise 
one,  and  the  good  effects  of  the  action  of  the  Commander-in-Chief 
have  already  made  themselves  apparent. 
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The  brigade  therefore  contains  at  present,  eighteen  companies  of 
infantry  divided  into  four  battalions.  No  change  has  taken  place  in 
the  organization  of  the  cavalry  and  light  artillery  of  the  brigade,  nor 
in  that  of  the  independent  commands.  The  militia  now  numbei-e 
151  officers  and  IZi'i  men,  as  against  167  officers  and  1350  men  a 
year  ago. 

EttPIPMENT. 

Jast  previous  to  the  annual  encampment,  the  brigade  was  supplied 
with  haversacks  and  canteens,  manufactured  at  the  (U.  S.)  ffatervliet 
Arsenal  and  charged  against  the  State's  quota  of  the  annnal  congres- 
sional appropriation.  Theuniforms,  blankets,  knapsacks,  equipments 
and  all  the  camp  and  garrison  equipage  purchased  last  year  nnd  the 
year  previous  have  proved  everything  that  was  expected  of  them,  and 
are  doing  good  service. 

The  State  of  Rhode  Island  can  now  truthfully  claim  that  the  udI- 
form  and  equipment  of  its  brigade  of  militia  is  superior  to  that  of  the 
troops  of  any  other  state  in  the  Union,  and  equal  to  that  of  the  regu- 
lar army  of  the  United  States.  In  case  of  necessity,  onr  militiacoiiM 
take  the  Geld  thoroughly  equipped  for  any  service,  at  less  than  twentf- 
four  hours'  notice. 

ENCAHPHENT. 

The  annnal  encampment  of  the  brigade  was  held  at  Oakland  Bescb, 
commencing  Tuesday,  August  23,  and  ending  Saturday,  August  37, 
and  was  highly  successful  in  every  cespect.  Aa  in  previous  years  Ihe 
tents  were  sot  up  on  the  day  previous  by  details  from  the  several  bat- 
talions. As  a  saving  of  time  for  drills,  during  the  regular  days  of 
duty  required  by  law,  and  as  a  means  of  providing  immediate  shelter 
for  the  troops  arriving  in  camp,  should  the  first  day  prove  stormy,  this 
plan  is  generally  desirable.  I  would,  however,  suggest,  for  the  pn^ 
pose  of  instnifting  all  the  men  in  the  duties  of  pitching  camp,  tbst 
the  tents  be  next  year  erected  by  the  troops  after  arrival  in  camp. 

The  general  phiii  of  the  encampment  was  similar  to  that  of  last 
year, — except  that  a  change — decidedly  an  improvement — was  made 
in  the  location  of  brigade  headquarters.     Tlie  management  and  dis- 
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cipline  were  excellent,  and  compared  most  favorably  with  that  of  any 
militia  or  volunteer  camp  that  I  have  visited  in  other  states.  The  re- 
port of  Brigadier-General  Khodes  and  that  of  the  United  Stat«s 
lospcctor,  Uajor  Taylor,  give  so  detailed  an  account  of  the  duties  of 
the  week  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were  performed,  that  it  is  un- 
necessary to  report  them  in  detail  here.  The  problem  of  catering  for 
the  men,  which  has  given  so  much  trouble  heretofore,  seems  to  have 
been  successfully  solved,  as  uo  complaint  whatever  was  heard  regard- 
ing the  food,  and  the  remarkably  good  health  of  the  brigade  gave 
evidence  that  the  rations  were  of  good  quality  and  properly  prepared. 

The  attendance  this  year  was  not  as  eood  as  heretofore,  being  on 
the  last  day,  78.3  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  on  the  rolls,  as  against 
88.2  percent,  in  1880,  and  86.6 per  cent,  in  1879.  The  smaller  num- 
ber this  year  was  probably  due  to  the  exactions  of  business  during  the 
last  of  August,  when  the  encampment  was  held.  While  it  will  prob- 
bly  be  better  as  a  rnle,  to  select  an  earlier  date  for  these  annual  en- 
campments, it  is  worth  while  to  enquire  whether  the  employers  of 
members  of  the  militia  should  not  be  willing  to  sacrifice  something  of 
present  profit  to  aid  in  the  education  of  a  force  that  ma;,  sooner  or 
later,  be  needed  to  protect  their  business  and  that  of  the  community 
from  wholesale  interruption  and  injury. 

Upon  the  day  (Friday)  fixed  for  the  visit  of  Your  Excellency  and 
the  General  Assembly  to  camp,  we  were  honored  with  the  presence  of 
their  Eicellencies,  Govetaor  Long  of  Massachusetts  and  Governor 
Faroham  of  Vermont,  and  membei-s  of  their  respective  staffs.  The 
weather  was  all  that  could  have  been  desired  and  the  appearance  and 
marching  of  the  troops  upon  review  was  very  fine,  winning  hearty 
commendation  fro^  the  distinguished  visitors. 

SIGNAL  SEBVICE. 

Tender  authority  granted  by  the  last  General  Assembly  a  small  signal 
corps  of  sis  has  been  organized,  which  has  already  shown  great  profi- 
ciency in  sending  and  receiving  messages,  and  in  case  of  need  woald 
amply  repay  the  money  expended  upon  their  outfit. 
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SPECIAL    DUTY. 


Under  epecial  orders  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  servtce  has  been 
rendered  dnring  the  year  aa  follows: — February  88.— PirinR  a  ealotein 
honor  of  the  day,  by  a  detachment  of  Battery  A,  Light  ArtiUery. 
May  30. — "Decoration  Day."  Firing  of  minute  guns  by  a  detach- 
ment of  Battery  A,  Light  Artillery,  September  16. — Escort  duty  at 
the  funeral  of  Gen,  Ambrose  E.  Burnaide,  by  the  entire  brigade. 
September  86, — Firing  of  minnte  guns  on  the  day  of  the  funeral  of 
President  Garfield,  hy  a  detachment  of  Battery  A,  Light  Artillery, 

I  cannot  forbear  a  word  in  praise  of  the  soldierly  ap]>earance  and 
splendid  marching  of  the  militia  on  the  occasiou  of  General  Burn- 
side's  fnneral.  I  was  Chief  Marshal  of  the  day,  and  in  a  position  ia 
observe  them  closely,  and  I  must  say  that  their  drill  and  discipline  on 
that  occasion  were  almost  perfect.  Had  it  been  otherwise,  the  seTero) 
somewhat  difficult  formations  which  were  necessary  at  the  City  HsU, 
the  church  and  at  the  cemetery  could  not  have  been  so  successfull]' 
executed. 

VOLCNTABT    DUTY. 

The  Newport  Artillery  company,  Col.  George  R.  Fearing,  performed 
at  their  own  expense,  seven  days  camp  duty,  commencing  September 
13th.  Their  encampment  designated  "Camp  James  T.  Powell"  in 
honor  of  a  former  non-commissioned  officer  of  the  command,  now  de- 
ceased, was  located  near  the  Stone  Bridge  in  Tiverton.  The  location 
was  a  pleasant  one,  the  camp  was  well  laid  out,  and  the  o:tperieDce 
theVe  gained  in  the  performance  of  a  soldier's  duty  must  be  of  great 
value  to  the  members  of  this  ancient  organization. 

Upon  the  occasion  of  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  surrender  of 
Cornwallia  at  Yorktown  in  October,  the  Rhode  Island  militia  wm 
creditably  represented  by  Go's  D  and  F,  3d  Battalion  of  Infantry,  the 
battalion  being  under  command  of  Lieut.  Col.  B.  B.  Martin,  and  the 
two  companies  having  volunteered  their  services  as  escort  to  your  Ei- 
cellency.  The  expenses  of  transportation  and  subsistence  were  paid 
from  the  State  appropriation  of  12000 — afterward  increased  to  tSOOO, 
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—although  the  increase  had  not  been  made  at  the  time  when  the  com- 
paaiefl  tendered  their  eerricee,  and  it  waa  at  that  time  supposed  that 
all  expenses  other  than  the  bare  transportation  vould  have  to  he  borne 
by  the  companies  themselves.  The  appearance  and  behavior  of  the 
battalion,  both  en  route  and  at  Yorktown,  was  creditable  in  the  ex- 
treme. The  expenses  of  the  trip  were  several  hnndred  dollars  less 
than  the  State  appropriation. 

The  \ewport  Artillery  also  performed  escort  duty  to  the  French 
delegation  on  the  occasion  of  their  visit  to  Newport,  October  31. 

IK8PECTION8. 

Daring  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  several  organizations  of  the 
militia  were  inspected  in  their  respective  armories  by  the  Adjntant- 
General,  and  the  State  property  was  at  the  same  time  examined  by  the 
Qaartermaster-General. 

While  in  camp,  the  brigade  was  also  inspected  by  Major  Wm.  J. 
Bradford,  Assistant  Inspector-General.  Reports  of  both  the  above 
ingpections  will  be  fonDd  enclosed  herewith. 

A  general  inspection  of  our  aannal  militia  encampment  was  made 
by  Captain  and  Brevet-Major,  Franck  E,  Taylor,  Ist  Artillery,  TJ.  S. 
A.,  who  was  detailed  for  that  dnty,  in  response  to  yonr  application, 
made  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  His  report  has  been  published  and 
will  be  found  in  General  Orders,  No.  13,  current  series. 

It  ia  to  be  hoped  that  an  inspection  by  an  officer  of  the  regular  army 
will  hereafter  be  regularly  made  at  all  our  encampments,  as  by  means 
of  it,  the  State  officers  and  members  of  the  legislature  are  enabled  to 
obtain  a  thoroughly  impartial  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of 
oar  militia. 

ENBOLLED    MILITIA. 

By  the  returns  made  to  this  office  from  the  clerks  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  tbe  State,  it  appears  that  tbe  whole  number  of 
persona  liable  to  be  called  upon  for  tbe  performance  of  military  duty 
1143,599,  again  of  3,059  from  the  returns  of  last  year. 
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OFFICE  BDSINESS. 


In  March  last,  Lieut.  Col.  William  I£.- Turner,  resigned  his  position 
as  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  by  reason  of  removal  from  the  Stute, 
and  tlie  vacancy  was  filled  in  April,  by  the  appointment  of  William 
W.  Douglas  of  Providence.  Col.  Donglas  has  proved  himself  a  very 
able  officer,  and  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  me  in  taking  charge 
of  the  duties  of  the  office  during  my  occasional  absence. 

During  the  year  645  letters  have  been  received  and  691  have  been 
written,  15  General  Orders,  and  53  Special  Orders  have  been  issued, 
with  a  distribution  of  about  3000  copies.  Forty-five  commissions 
have  been  issued  and  renewed;  31  soldier's  tostimonials  and  HI  cer- 
tificates of  service  have  been  given  and  12  applications  forwarded  for 
admission  to  the  Soldier's  Home. 

EXPENSES   OF   THE   UILITIA. 

The  military  appropriation  for  1881  was  t34,000.  The  total  ei- 
pcnsea  of  the  militia  for  the  year  have  been  t21, 363.15.  In  addition 
to  this  there  was  paid  in  January  tlSOO,  for  armory  rents  of  1880, 
(see  Adjutant-Qeneral's  Report  for  1880,  page  12)  making  the  total 
payments  from  the  military  appropriation  123,162.15,  and  leaving  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $837.85. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  next  year  can  be  reduced  from  <24,- 
000,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  pay  of  troops  in  camp,  owing 
to  the  smaller  attendance,  was  less  than  will  probably  be  required  neil 
year,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  annual  appropriation 
for  1882  be  made  not  less  than  t22,500. 

BE-ENLISTMENTS. 

In  June,  1882,  will  expire  the  term  of  enlistment  of  those  men  who 
were  mustered  into  service  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  our  pres- 
ent brigade  of  militia.  In  view  of  this  fact,  it  will  be  well  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  authorizing  the  re-enlistment  of  such  soldiers  for 
4  period  of  less  than  three  years,     Such  a  proTisioQ  exist^s  in  the  U* 
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of  HtBsacIin setts,  and  is  claimed  to  be  the  means  of  retaining  in  ser- 
vice, raloable,  well-drilled  men,  vho  might  hesitate  at  re-enlisting 
for  another  term  of  three  ;eara,  but  who  might  be  retained  tor  that 
or  even  a  longer  time,  by  continned  re-enlistments  of  a  year  each. 
With  the  consideration  which  I  hare  thus  far  given  the  matter,  I  am 
not  prepared  to  ui^  each  a  pronaion,  but  can  see  no  harm  in  its 
kdoptioQ.  Of  coarse,  all  nmo  recraita  wonld  be  required  to  enlist  tor 
the  foil  term  of  three  years.

In  looking  back  over  the  four  years  that  I  have  held  the 
office,  Icau  but  contemplate  with  gratification  thegreatand  universally 
admitted  improvement  that  has  taken  place  in  our  militta,  which  I 
tmst  ig  now  permanently  established  upon  the  basis  of  a  sound  sys- 
tem. As  I  have  remarked  elsewhere,  our  militia  has  a  more  thorough 
e<inipment  than  tbatof  any  other  State  in  the  Union;  in  matters  of 
drill  and  discipline,  it  is  equal  to  any  and  superior  to  that  of  most  of 
tbe  other  states.     Long  may  it  maintain  its  present  high  standing,  and 
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may  the  members  of  our  legisiatare  er«r  realize  the  tme  economy  of 
fostering  by  liberal  appropriations  and  wise  legisUtion,  a  tboronghlf 
efficient  citizen  soldiery. 

In  snrrenderjog  the  office,  I  desire  to  thank  your  Excellencf  and 
staff,  and  all  officers  of  the  militia  for  the  many  acts  of  coartes;  and 
kindness  which  have  served  to  lighten  my  official  dnties  and  to  render 
my  incnmbeDcy  of  the  position,  a  period  of  my  life  npon  which  I 
shall  always  look  back  with  most  pleasant  recollections.

I  was  assisted  in  these  Inspections  by  Oeneral  C.  R  Dennis,  QuarlermBster 
Ocneral  and  Acting  Assistant  Inspector-General,  Major  8.  W.  Nickeraon,  A^aet- 
ant  Quartermaster  General,  and  Major  Wm.  J.  Bradford,  Assistant  Inspector 
General  of  the  Brigade.  The  Quartermaster-General  also  thoroughly  inspected 
the  armories  and  all  State  property  therein,  and  will  render  a  separate  report  of 
the  condition  in  which  he  found  the  same.  At  the  inspections  of  Uarch  3d, 
25th  and  SlBt  I  was  absent  from  the  State,  and  Ihoso  inspections  were  whollj 
under  charge  of  General  Dennta.  I  desire  to  make  acknowledgment  of  the 
TRiuable  assistance  received  from  all  of  the  above  named  officers. 

Tbe  organizations  paraded  In  full  dress  uniform— the  infantry  of  the  brigade  in 
heavy  marcbing  order— and  wen;  inspected  as  provided  in  tactics.  At  the  close 
of  the  iOBpectiou,  each  commanding  ofBcer  was  given  a  card  containing  certain 
speciOed  movements  to  be  executed  by  bis  command.  While  this  plan  did  not 
result  in  as  brilliant  an  execution  of  drill  as  though  the  officer  bad  been  allowed 
to  select  the  movements  to  bo  performed,  yet,  as  an  inspection,  it  was  a  much 
more  severe  test  of  the  proficiency  of  tbe  organizations  in  drill — of  the  coolnets 
and  nerve  of  the  officers,  and  the  general  instruction  of  the  men.  In  several  in- 
stances, I  am  aatlafled  that  some  of  the  movements  called  for,  happened  to  be 
those  in  which  the  command  had  received  the  least  instruction. 

A  noticeable  and  commendable  feature  of  this  year's  inspections,  as  compsted 
with  those  of  previous  years,  was  the  promptness  with  which  the  organiESlions 
were  paraded  to  receive  the  inspecting  officer.  Nearly  all  were  in  line  at  the 
time  specified,  one  or  two  were  a  few  minutes  only  behind,  while  but  two  com- 
mands, the  5th  Battalion  and  Co.  C,  3d  Battalion,  could  be  conudered  as  late, 
they  being  thirty  minutes  behind  time  in  forming  line.  Some  allowance  riioold. 
however,  be  made  for  the  battalion  from  the  fact  that  its  several  companies  bsd 
to  assemble  from  different  armories  and  find  their  way  in  a  rain-storm  to  (he 
hall  where  the  inspection  was  held. 

The  promptness  this  year,  as  compared  with  the  tardiness  of  last  year,  when 
fourtfen  organizations  wore  reported  as  being  from  tittnt]/  to  forly-fte  ainvlu 
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hte,  is  tnOEt  gratifying,  and  allows  a  great  impiOTemcnt  in  one  of  the  cardinal 
Tirtuea  of  a  soldier. 

Tbe  militaij  appearance  of  the  men  of  tbe  brigade  la  greatlj  improved  by  the 
new  unlfonns  and  equlpmenta,  and  the  officera  all  appeared  in  the  regulation 
drtm  except  tbe  Bcid  and  staff  of  the  Gth  Battalion,  nho  wore  Awk  blue  trowo- 
erg,    I  waa  infunned  that  they  intend  to  procure  light  blue  ones  very  soon. 

Clotliing  wax  generally  well  cared  for,  as  also  equipments,  except  that  the 
belt  plates  of  the  latter  were  not  cleaned  as  tbey  should  have  heea.  Some  were 
quite  taniiBhed.  the  majority  were  not  bright,  and  but  few  had  received  the 
polish  of  which  these  plates  are  susceptible. 

In  the  matters  of  diflcipline,  mililary  courtesy  and  knowledge  of  aoldieriy 
duties,  there  baa  evidently  been  improvement  during  the  year.  A.  wide  differ- 
tDce  exists  between  tbe  several  commands,  and  there  is  great  room  for  further 
improvement,  particularly  in  the  isolated  out-of-town  companieG.  While  the  offl- 
ctn  generally  show  a  desire  to  become  proflcient  in  their  duties,  there  are  quite  a 
Domber  who  have  yet  much  to  learn.  Tbe  ofQcers'  schools,  contemplated  by  law 
— which  have  been  inaugurated  in  several  of  the  battalions  during  the  post  win- 
ler— cannot  fail  to  be  beneficial,  if  carried  on  in  a  systematic  manner. 

An  improvement  was  noticed  in  tlie  manner  of  keeping  the  books  and  papers, 
some  sets  of  which  were  found  in  most  excellent  order. 

Anuezed  will  be  found  tabulated  statements  of  the  attendance  at  Inspections, 
with  ratings  of  the  condition  of  arms,  equipments,  etc.,  together  with  detailed 
remarks  regarding  each  organization.

No.  29,  c.  a.,  A.  G.  O.,  tbe  Brigade  of  Rhode  lalaod  Militia  encampeil  at  Oik 
land  Beach  for  Ave  days,  bcgiDQing  oq  Ihe  morniDg  of  Tuesday,  August  2Sd, 

The  encampment  was  named  Camp  Garfield,  in  honor  of  the  Presidenl  ot  the 
United  States,  and  was  laid  out  by  Captain  John  Howe,  Brigade  Engineer,  in 
accordance  with  plans  prepared  by  the  Brigade  Commander. 

The  plan  differed  from  that  of  previous  years,  \a  that  tbe  Brigade  Headquar- 
ters was  placed  on  the  parade  nearly  opposite  the  centre  of  tbe  color  line,  wiib 
the  artillery  brought  to  the  front  and  located  on  the  left  of  the  infantry  line. 

The  following  detailed  report  shows  the  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men 
present  each  day  during  the  tour  of  duty,  &nd  tbe  total  number  on  tbe  roils^ 
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While  llio  percentflge  of  priiaent  was  less  than  during  tbe  camp  of  1880,  yd 
under  the  circumstances  il  was  to  mo  very  satisfactory.  In  my  judgment  [hecimp 
should  be  ordered  at  an  earlier  dale,  say  as  near  the  flrsl  of  July  as  possible  Id 
order  to  secure  Iho  largest  altendance.  The  increase  of  business  during  the 
month  of  AtiRUSl,  each  year,  undoubtedly  prevents  many  of  the  men  from  at- 
tendingi  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  thai  any  employer  who  forbids  liis  eniplove 
amending  camp  on  pain  of  forfeiting  his  situation,  thereby  causing  ibe  msn  W 
violate  bis  solemn  oath  to  obey  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  orders  of  his  supe- 
rior officer,  assumes  a  position  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  cominuDily  M 
large.  The  militia  is  organized  to  protect  Ibe  property  of  the  citizens  o(  our 
Stale,  and  any  man  who  by  word  or  deed  prevents  the  members  from  perfecting 
themselves  in   the  'duties  thereof,  is  unworthy  of  the  confidence  of  his  fdluv 


On  Monday,  August  22d,  the  usual  details  of  Commissioned  officers  and  eD 
listed  men  reported  to  the  Brigade  Quartermaster  for  duty,  and  the  laborious 
work  of  setting  up  the  camp  was  performed  cheerfully  and  well.  Caplain  Julm 
J.  Jencks,  Brigade  Quartermaster,  is  entitled  to  much  credit  for  the  able  maimer 
in  which  he  managed  his  department.  The  Quartermaster's  otBce  is  one  of  ban) 
labor  and  vfith  few  attractions;  but  with  the  assistunce  of  Quarlermaster-Gen- 
eral  C.  R,  Dennis,  who  promptly  forwarded  the  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  tlie 
work  was  performed  in  an  exceedingly  siitlsfactory  manner.  The  day  preceding 
(he  arrival  of  the  troops  is  one  ot  toil  for  both  the  staff  and  the  details,  and  ill 
engaged  in  the  work  of  August  22d,  are  deserving  of  special  mention. 

The  presence  in  camp  of  Brevet-Mnjor  Franck  E.  Taylor,  First  United  Slates 
Artillerj',  as  an  inspecting  officer,  by  order  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  War,  added 
much  to  the  success  of  the  week.  My  thanks  are  especially  due  to  Major  Tajloi 
for  the  kindly  interest  he  manifested  in  the  work  being  performed,  and  for  roanj 
valuable  suggestions  regarding  camp  duty  and  etiquette. 

A  regular  inspection  of  each  organization  was  made  by  Major  William  .T.  Bisd- 
ford,  Asuislant  Inspector-General  ot  ray  staff,  accompanied  by  Major  Tajlor- 
and  a  detailed  report  of  the  result  will  accompany  this  communication.  Mnjor 
Bradford  performed  the  duty,  which  occupied  nearly  all  the  time  allowed  in 
camp,  in  his  usual  thorough  and  systematic  manner. 

Thursday,  August  25lli,  the  Brigade  was  reviewed  by  the  Adjulanl-Genersl  of 
the  Stale;  and  on  Friday,  the  36lh,  His  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief,  ac- 
companied by  the  Governors  of  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  and  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island,  was  received  in  camp  with  ilif 
honors  due  his  position.  At  11  o'clock  A.  M.  the  line  was  formed  for  revie" 
and  Ibe  ceremony  performed  in  the  pre.sence  of  a  large  number  of  speclaton. 
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No  Bitempt  was  made  to  exercise  the  troops  in  target  practice,  as  the  time 
■llowed  in  camp  was  too  limited  to  accomplish  any  good  results,  but  blank  cart- 
ridges were  issued  to  both  Infantry  and  Artillery,  and  the  loadiogs  and  firing 
were  creditably  performed. 

Brigade  and  Battalion  drills  were  held  daily  and  the  intpTovement  made  was 
marked  and  decided,  both  officers  and  men  showing  Interest,  and  an  evident  de- 
sire to  increase  their  Icaowlcdgo  of  tactics. 

The  health  of  the  troops  was  remarkable;  no  serious  case  of  sichnesa  occurred; 
the  cases  treated  in  quarters  were  few,  and  none  were  obliged  to  be  admitted  to 
the  Brigade  Hospital.  The  experience  of  former  years  has  taught  the  men  to  be 
careful  of  their  health,  and  this  important  duty  of  a  soldier  seems  to  be  now 
well  understood.  Much  credit  must  be  given  to  the  catereiB  who  supplied  the 
troops  with  rations,  and  to  Ihclr  good  judgment  in  the  selection  of  food  In  suf- 
ficient quantity  and  ot  excellent  quality  is  due  in  a  great  measure  the  good  health 
of  the  Brigade. 

The  discipline  of  the  Brigade  was  excellent;  in  my  judgment  equal  to  that  of 
the  voiuDleer  troops  In  the  field.  This  to  me  was  a  source  of  pride  and  salisfac- 
tion;  and  I  desire  to  express  my  unqualified  thanks  to  both  officers  and  men  for 
their  efiurts  in  this  direction.  Breaches  of  discipline  were  rare,  and  few  cases 
reqniriDg  punishment  occurred.  Captain  Thomas  W.  Manchester,  Provost  Mar- 
shal was  on  duty  constantly  and  with  Cavalry  guards  patrolled  the  surrounding 
country,  and  by  his  efforts  and  soldierly  deportment  contributed  much  to  the 
success  of  the  camp. 

The  signal  corps  in  charge  of  Captain  Wm.  D.  Mason,  signal  officer,  labored 
bard  (o  perfect  themselves  in  their  duties,  winning  commendation  from  all. 
Messages  in  cypher  were  sent  and  received  a  distance  of  seven  miles  in  an  air 
line.  The  corps  was  on  duty  both  by  day  and  by  night,  and  is  deserving*  of 
praise  for  the  zeal  which  prompted  the  members  to  walk  a  distance  of  sixteen 
miles  in  order  to  obtain  space  in  which  to  send  messages. 

The  duties  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General's  Office  were  admirably  per- 
formed by  Lieut.-Col.  Philip  S.  Chase,  whose  services  at  these  headquarters  have 
been  commended  to  the  notice  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  previous  reports. 
His  valusble  assistance  since  the  formation  of  Ibe  Brigade,  has  contributed  much 
towards  the  success  of  the  new  law. 

I  desire  to  commend  to  His  Excellency  all  the  members  of  my  staff  who  upon 
all  occasions  have  been  found  ready  to  perform  their  duties,  and  whose  services 
have  lightened  the  labors  of  the  Brigade  Commander. 

J.  B.  Oardiner,  Esq.,  Superintendent  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Rail- 
road Company,  managed  the  transportation  of  the  troops  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner.    This  Important  branch  of  the  military  service  seems  to  he  well  undet- 
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stood  byliim,  and  in  the  event  of  a  aeceeeitjr  for  calling  out  the  troops  wonldproTe 
to  be  of  great  importance  to  tbe  Btate.  In  one  hour  from  the  time  the  order  to 
leave  camp  was  given,  the  entire  Infantr;  of  tbe  Brigade  was  in  line  in  ProTi- 

The  Artillery  find  Cavalry  marched  over  land  lo  and  front  camp. 

A  parade  of  the  Brigade  in  the  city  of  Providence  closed  the  work  oF  tbe 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  kindneas  of  His  Excellency  tbe  Governor,  to  botb 
myself  and  troops,  and  also  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  for  kindly  aesiMance  tt 
all  times. 

In  compliance  with  Par.  5,  Special  Orders  Ho.  29,  c.  s.,  A.  G.  O.,  direclinsm« 
to  include  In  tbis  report  "  such  observations  and  suggestions  "  as  I  deem  "lot 
the  good  of  the  service,"  I  present  the  following: 

Tbe  first  term  of  enlistment  will  have  expired  before  another  encampmeDl  of 
the  Brigade;  very  many  of  the  rank  and  file  will  go  out  of  service  neit  June,  lad 
men  must  be  recruited  in  their  places.  I  respectfully  Eubmit  that  the  experieDM 
of  three  years  under  tbe  new  law  has  sbonn  it  to  be  a  great  improvemeat.  Per- 
haps still  further  improvements  and  changes  in  the  Ian  are  desirable.  I  suggest 
that  His  Excellency  appoint  a  commission  from  the  officers  of  the  Militia  toeiun- 
ine  into  and  report  what,  if  any,  cbaoges  in  the  law  are  needed,  and  that  sucb 
changes  be  made  to  apply  to  the  practically  new  Brigade  which  must  be  enliBied

tbe  Brigade,  with  the  exceptiOD  of  the  guDB  of  Batlerj  A.  were  FouDd  to  b«  in 
good  order.  A  oegloct  of  the  care  of  arms  wu  noticed  in  several  the  InfaDlr; 
companies,  caused  probably  by  the  fact  that  except  when  in  camp  they  are  kepi 
ID  order  by  a  Company  Anuorer.  Ad  Infutry  soldier  should  be  taught  tbii 
his  first  care  is  his  ride. 

The  lofaDtry  of  the  Brigade  are  armed  with  the  Springfield  breech -loading 
rifled  musket,  calibre  .50.  The  Cavalry  with  the  Springfield  breech-loading  rifled 
carbiae,  calibre  .45,  and  sabres  of  tbe  United  States  pattern.  All  arms,  eijDip- 
ments  and  uniforms  of  enlisted  men  are  the  property  of  the  Btate.  All  ofBcen 
of  the  Brigade  are  uniformed  and  armed  according  to  United  States  Army  regu- 
latioDB,  each  owning  his  uniform  and  arms. 

Acommendable  desire  on  the  part  of  both  officers  and  enlisted  men  to  knowtnd 
perform  the  full  duty  of  a  soldier  was  apparent,  resulting  nalurally  in  making 
imperfections  more  noticeable.  Closer  attention  on  the  paR  of  officers  to  de- 
tails in  drill  and  tbe  setting  up  of  their  men,  sapplemented  by  a  regular  aiUnd- 
ance  at  the  ofilcers'  schools  during  the  coming  winter,  will,  I  have  no  doubt, 
cause  a  marked  improvement  in  tbe  inspection  of  1883. 

This  being  tbe  first  inspection  held  in  camp,  comparisons  Od  many  points  can- 
not  be  made. 

A  very  decided  improvement  was  noted  io  tbe  matters  of  military  courtesy, 
discipline,  policing  of  camp  and  quarters  and  general  knowledge  of  tbe  duties 
of  a  soldier  In  camp,  also  of  tbe  manner  of  performing  guard  duty,  as  compared 
with  previous  tours  of  duty. 

Herewith  are  tabulated  statements  of  the  attendance  at  camp  and  at  inspec 
tion,  together  with  ratings  sbowicg  the  condition  of  escb  company  In  the  Brig- 
ade, and  tlie  percentage  attained  by  each. 

Lack  of  time,  and  the  fact  that  in  several  instances  company  books  and  paper; 
were  not  taken  to  camp,  prevents  their  condition  being  noted  in  this  report.

I.  A  Military  Commission,  convened  by  Special  Orders,  No.  37,  current 
series,  from  this  office,  of  which  Colonel  John  F.  Clark,  A.  D.  C,  was  Presi- 
dent, was  assigned  the  duty  of  investigating  the  condition  of  the  companies 
composing  the  8d  Battalion  of  Infantry,  R.  I,  M.,  upon  the  application  of  the 
Brigade  Commander,  made  in  pursuance  of  Chapter  833,  Public  Laws  of  1880.

The  following  device  will  be  worn  on  both  aleevcB  of  the 
coat:  crossed  signal  flags,  red  and  white,  on  dark  blue  cloth;  size  of  the  flags 
three- fourths  of  an  incli  square;  length  of  staff  three  Inches.  This  device  is  to 
be  worn  by  non  commissioned  officers  above  the  chevrons,  by  privates,  In  the 
same  position  as  the  chevrons  of  non-commissioned  officers.

Sir; 

I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  in  compliance  with  Special  Orders.  No.  H 
par  2,  current  series,  from  Headquarters  Department  of  tbe  East,  I  vi^ted  sad 
inspected,  between  August  23  and  August  2S.  1881,  the  encampment  of  the 
Brigade  of  Rhode  Island  Militia,  at  Oakland  Beach,  R.  L 
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I  wu  met  at  Rockj  Point,. R.  I.,  some  three  or  four  mitea  from  tbe  ctinp,  by 
MNjor  Bradford  of  the  staff  of  Qen.  E.  H.  Rhodes,  command iog  tba  Brigade, 
uid  escorted  in  a  carriage  to  the  Oakland  Beach  Hotel,  where  excellent  quartera 
were  provided  for  myself  and  orderly,  and  good  stable  accommodations  for  my 
hones.    A  lent  at  General  Rhodes'  Headquarters  was  likewise  assigned  for  my 

On  the  32d  of  August,  the  details  from  the  different  battalions  forming  the 
brigade,  were  engaged  in  laying  out  and  pitching  camp,  which  was  done  in  ■ 
most  thorougli  and  capable  manner.  The  camp  presented  a  most  regular  appear- 
uce  and  reflected  great  credit  upon  the  engineer  who  laid  it  out. 

On  the  moroing  of  August  23d,  I  reported  officially  to  General  E.  H.  Rhodes, 
commanding  the  Brigade,  and  preseuted  a  copy  of  the  instructions  under  wbicb 
I  was  acting. 

'The  Brigade,  consisting  of  the  Firat,  Second,  Fourth  and  Fiftb  Battalions  of 
Infantry  arrived  about  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  Immediately  occupied  their  respec- 
tiTe  camps.  The  Battalions  of  Cavalry  and  tbe  Light  Battery,  marched  from 
Providence,  and  arrived  in  the  afternoon.  Shortly  after  the  arrival  of  Ibe  in- 
boiry,  tbe  form  of  brigade  guard- mounting  was  gone  through  with.  The 
lurching  and  manual  of  arms  was  fair  ;  the  general  appearance  goud.  The 
filutes  of  some  of  the  officers  were  not  properly  given. 

During  tbe  afternoon  of  the  23d,  the  different  battalions  engaged  in  batlallon 
4rilb.  The  various  movements  of  each  battalion  were  fairly  executed.  The 
offlceis,  in  «ome  cases,  failed,  iu  Ibe  "  quick  time,"  to  carry  their  swords  pro- 
perly, L  e.  at  a  "carry." 

On  Ibe  34lh  August.  I  accompanied  the  Brigade  Inspector,  in  his  inspection  of 
the  First  and  Second  Battailous  of  Infantry.  The  general  appearance  of  the 
commands  was  good.  The  clothing  and  accoutrements  were  excellent  and  tbe 
inns,  with  but  few  exceptions,  were  well  taken  care  of,  and  in  serviceable  con- 
dilion.  Tbe  arms  were  >'f  the  old  pattern,  calibre  .SO,  with  bright  barrels.  Tbe 
biDdling  of  the  pieces,  in  coming  to  an  "inspection  of  arms,''  was  not  good,  and 
ibawed  want  of  drill  in  this  particular  movement.  A  want  of  uniformity  in  the 
collirs  of  the  men  was  noticeable.  A  lack  of  ateadiness  in  the  ranka  during  the 
iupection,  showed  the  presence  of  a  number  of  recruits. 

The  brigade  guard -mounting  of  the  34th,  showed  an  improvement  on  that  of 
the  33d  of  August,  the  men  being  more  steady  in  the  ranks  and  the  marching 
being  in  better  time,  and  with  more  life. 

Anguat  25th,  I  was  present  at  a  drill  of  tbe  brigade  under  command  of  Brip.- 
Oen.  E,  H.  Rhodes,  The  evolutions  gone  through  with,  comprised,  brigade  line 
of  balile,  marching  in  line  of  battle  to  the  front  and  rear,  forming  column  of 
moews  and  their  deployments.  The  orders  given  were  clear  and  distinct,  and 
were  promptly  carried  out  by  the  battalion  commanders.  The  drill,  consider- 
ingit  was  the  first  one  of  the  encampment,  was  most  commendable. 

Battalion  and  brigade  guard -mountings  followed  the  brigade  drill  and  Im- 
provemeot  was  noticed  over  previous  days.  Tbe  firing  with  blank  cartridges  by 
tbe  First  Battalion  evinced  that  Ibe  battalion  bad  not  had  a  great  deal  of  practice 
in  their  use. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  25tb  August,  I  accompanied  the  Brigade  Inspector  in 
bis  inspection  of  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Battalions  of  Infantry.    Tbe  same  gen- 
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eral  remarkB  made  la  connectioa  with  the  Inspection  of  the  Fitst  and  Second 
Battalions  of  lofantiy  will  apply  here,  nith  the  exception  that  in  the  Fifth  Bat- 
talion, there  were  Iwo  companies  whose  arms  were  in  a  veiy  bad  coadiiiun. 
This  was  ezplaioed,  by  the  absence  of  their  armorers,  who,  as  I  undentand, 
hare  entire  charge  of  keeping  the  arms  in  proper  condition. 

The  Fourth  Battalion  was  composed  of  colored  men,  and  compared  mott 
favorably  with  any  organization  on  the  ground.  Their  hearing  was  soldierly, 
their  manual  and  marching  good,  and  their  arms  and  equlpmenta  In  good  Older. 

After  the  Inspection  of  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  Battalions,  I  accompanied  the 
Brigade  Inspector  iu  bis  inspection  of  the  Cavalry  Battalion.  The  clothing, 
equipments  and  arms  were  in  good  order,  but  the  horses  were  far  from  whit 
they  should  have  been  physically,  but  showed  sigua  of  care  and  attention  la  the 
grooming.  This  Is  all  that  could  be  expected,  as  the  State  doea  not  own  Ibe 
horses  and  they  are  hired  for  the  occasion. 

On  invitation  of  Brig, -Gen.  C.  H.  Barney,  Adjutant-Oeneral,  State  of  R.  L,  I 
accompanied  him  at  4.80  P.  H.  to  a  review  of  the  brigade.  The  brigade  was 
promptly  formed  and  turned  over  to  the  commanding  officer.  General  Rhodes. 
The  ranks  were  opened  and  the  brigade  presented  to  General  Barney,  the  re- 
viewing officer.  The  brigade  passed  in  review  in  column  of  companies  and  the 
general  appearance  and  marching  were  extremely  good.  There  were  some  losses 
of  distance  after  the  first  change  of  direction,  but  nearly  all  of  them  were  recU- 
Bed  before  passing  the  reviewing  officer.  The  salutes  of  the  officers,  in  many 
cases,  were  not  good,  and  given  at  too  great  distance  from  the  reviewing  officer. 

The  review  was  followed  by  a  brigade  dress  parade,  in  which  the  manual  wis 
fairly  executed. 

August  S6th,  on  invitation  of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  1  accompanied  him 
In  hia  review  of  the  brigade.  In  the  afternoon  I  accompanied  the  Brigade  In- 
spector in  bis  inspection  of  Battery  A,  Light  Artillery,  The  men  of  the  liattery 
seemed  to  be  bright  and  intelligent  and  were  conversant  with  the  manual  of  the 
piece,  so  far  as  the  standing  gun  drill  goes.  The  uniforms  were  in  good  condi- 
tion, as  were  the  guns  and  harness,  so  far  as  could  be  Judged,  they  being  very 
dirty,  from  dnat,  drills  and  constant  firing  of  salutes  during  the  earlier  part  of 
the  day.  The  horses  were  miserable,  but  as  they  and  the  driver*  were  hired  for 
the  occasion,  nothing  else  could  be  expected.  In  my  opinion,  light  battery  service 
In  the  militia  will  never  pay  for  the  expense  of  keeping  it  up,  until  the  State  is 
prepared  to  own  the  horses  and  have  the  drivers  members  of  the  battery,  and 
properly  drilled  in  their  duties.  That  Ibe  captain  of  the  battery  was  able  to  pot 
it  through  such  movements  as  he  did  is  most  creditable  to  him. 

Not  the  least  interesting  feature  of  the  camp,  was  tlie  Signal  Corps,  the  mem- 
bers of  which,  uuder  their  cnpable  commanding  officer,  testified  their  ability  to 
aucccBsfully  compete  with  their  bretiircn  of  the  regular  service. 

The  cnmp  during  my  slay  iu  it,  was  most  thoroughly  policed,  and  discipline 
and  good  order  was  enforced  to  a  marked  degree.  The  marked  improvement 
made  in  five  days  of  camp  life,  shows  to  what  a  state  of  excellence  the  command 
could  be  brought  in  an  encampment  of  a  monlb.  As  it  is,  the  State  of  Rhode 
Island  has  reason  to  feel  justly  proud  of  her  militia. 
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la  conclnsion,  I  wish  to  testify  bere  to  the  gre&t  conaideratiOD  and  courtesy 
■bowQ  to  me,  from  the  Commaading  General  to  the  private  soldiers,  so  long  m  I 
«u  with  them  In  camp.

III.  Tbe  sum  of  eighty  (80)  cents  per  day  will  be  allowed  for  the  subsistence 
of  each  officer  and  man  actually  in  camp,  and  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per 
day  will  be  allowed  In  full  for  the  keeping  and  forage  of  each  horse  actually 

mployed,  to  be  paid  upon  tbe  approval  of  the  brigade  commander.

Okneeal  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enbtnit  to  Hie  Excellency  the  Gov- 
«nior  and  Oommander-in-Ohief,  the  annual  report  of  the  principal 
operations  in  this  department,  with  inventories  of  the  militarj  pro- 
perty of  the  State. 

ASMS,  EQCIFHBNTS  AND  QDABTEKICASTEB'S  STORES. 

Dnring  the  year  additions  have  been  made  to  the  property  of  this 
dep&rtmeat,  hy  pnrchase  and  by  requisition  upon  the  Ordnance  De- 
partment of  the  U.  S.,  of  considerable  value  and  of  much  import- 
luce  to  the  militia. 

In  accordance  with  snggestions  made  by  me  to  the  Ordnance  De- 
partment, IT.  S.,  there  were  made  especially  for  this  State,  ISOU 
huTersacks,  and  1300  canteens,  of  excellent  material  and  workman- 
ship, from  which  each  enlisted  man  of  the  brigade  was  supplied  pre- 
viooB  to  going  into  camp  in  September  last,  thus  filling  that  long 
needed  requirement. 

This  leaves  nothing  desired  by  the  Infantry  of  the  militia,  unfur- 
Dished,  and  its  equipment  is  now  as  complete,  substantial  and  appro- 
priate as  that  of  any  similar  organization  in  this  country. 

The  troops  from  this  State  that  took  part  in  the  recent  celebration 
at  Yorktown,  Va.,  sufiBciently  tested  the  quality  and  fitness  of  their 
nniform  and  equipment,  while  the  knapsacks  proved  to  be  all  that 
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Goald  be  desirdd.  The  completeneBs  of  the  outfit  of  the  battalion 
from  Rhode  Island,  was  highly  commended  by  many  officers  from 
other  States  there  represented. 

A  very  few,  but  qnite  necessary  additions  tothe  field  equipment  of 
the  Oavalry  and  Light  Artillery  are  still  wanted  to  complete  their 
ontfit,  which  I  hope  to  obtain  as  soon  as  our  apportionment  with  the 
V.  8.  Ordnance  Department  will  permit. 

During  the  year  I  have  furnished  the  two  companies  of  CaTalry  lod 
the  Light  Battery,  each  with  a  new  and  appropriate  guidon;  the  First 
Battalion  of  Infantry  with  two  marker's  flags  ;  the  Cavalry  belts  vith 
suitable  brass  snaps  for  hanging  the  sabres  ;  the  Newport  Artillery 
Goinpany  with  a  set  of  reloading  apparatus  for  armory  target  practioe, 
and  every  company  with  a  proper  dressing  for  the  belts,  cartridge 
boxes  and  knapsack  straps,  and  also  with  a  proper  moth  preventive 
for  the  clothing  and  blankets. 

Finding  the  overcoats,  when  folded  under  the  Saps  of  the  knsp- 
sacks,  worked  out  from  their  places  while  the  men  were  on  the  march, 
I  had  a  cross  strap  put  on  between,  and  connecting  the  long  straps, 
which  obviates  any  farther  difficulty  from  thatsonrce. 

The  Signal  Corps  has  been  supplied  with  two  complete  seta  of  flagi, 
torches,  and  other  apparatus  drawn  from  the  IT.  8.  Government  with- 
out cost  to  the  State  ;  to  which  I  have  added  three  sets  of  flags,  with 
other  necessary  equipment  for  the  working  of  the  whole  force  (5  men) 
at  the  same  time.  This  corps  has  been  fully  equipped  with  State 
equipments  and  sabres  from  this  department,  and  with  pistols  of  .45 
cal.  drawn  from  Ordnance  Department,  IT.  S.  A. 

The  arms  and  accoutrements  of  the  two  companies  of  the  3d  Bal* 
talion  Infantry,  disbanded  in  July  last,  have  been  turned  over  lo  me 
in  excellent  order. 


The  "Board  npon  Uniforms"  has  furnished  me  six  uniforms  to  sup- 
ply newly  enlisted  men  in  companies  that  had  not  received  their  full 
□umber,  and  five  uniforms  for  the  men  enlisted  in  the  Signal  Service 
Corps,  which  wag  organized  in  June  last. 
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The  uniforms  of  the  two  companies  disbanded,  with  the  exception 
of  such  as  are  noted  in  Appendix  E.  as  miBsing,  have  been  received 
bj  this  department  in  very  good  condition. 

Battery  A  not  having  been  furniahed  with  sufficient  DQiforms  for 
all  its  men,  I  cansed  26  of  the  infantry  nniform  coats  and  trowsera 
tamed  in  from  the  disbanded  companies,  to  be  altered  t^  artillery, 
and  thoa  supplied  the  deficiency. 

The  nnitorma  of  former  Companies  A  and  B,  3d  Battalion  of  In- 
fantry, are  being  altered  to  conform  to  the  change  made  necessary  by 
the  transfer  of  these  companies  to  the  FirBt  Battalion  as  F  and  £. 

Five  companies  of  the  Brigade  haro  not  yet  received  all  the  nni- 
fonna  they  are  entitled  to  when  they  enlist  their  maiimum  namber  of 
meo. 

CAUP  BQUIFAQE. 

The  camp  eqnipage  on  hand  is  in  excellent  order. 

All  the  tents  and  fiiea  (400  in  number)  have  recently  been  over- 
baaled,  properly  rolled  and  tied,  missing  poles,  spindles  and  tent  pins 
lepktced,  and  all  are  stored  in  a  good  sail  loft,  hired  for  the  purpose. 

The  whole  camping  material  and  tents  were  in  use  at  the  Brigade 
csop  six  days  in  September  last,  a  large  portion  by  the  Newport  Ar- 
tillery Oompaoy  for  six  days  in  September,  at  its  camp  at  Tiverton, 
and  a  portion  by  the  Governor  and  Staff  at  the  Yorlitown  Centennial 
in  October. 

IK8PECTI0N. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  armories,  arma,  equipment,  clothing, 
&c,  for  the  year  1881,  was  made  by  me  during  the  months  of  Febru- 
ary and  March,  at  the  same  time,  and  in  connection  with  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  troops  in  the  armories  by  the  Adjutant-Oeneral,  in  his 
official  capacity  as  Inspector-General. 

The  amount  of  property  now  in  the  hands  of  the  militia  renders  it 
difficnit  and  nearly  impossible  to  make  a  proper  inspection  and  com- 
parison with  the  inventory  in  the  short  time  allotted  during  an  even- 
ing, when  an  inspection  of  drill,  discipline  and  books  is  being  made. 
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I  foand  dnring  this  last  inspection,  it  was  necesBary  in  several  cases, 
to  appoint  another  time  to  visit  the  armories  for  the  purpose  of  eyen 
seeing,  not  to  speak  of  properl;  inspecting,  the  nntforms  and  eqaip- 
inents  not  then  on  the  men,  and  to  verify  the  inventories. 

For  the  proper  performance  of  this  now,  very  necessary  duty,  I 
respectfully  recommended  to  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  the  separa- 
tion of  the  inspections,  hoth  of  which  are  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  both  State  and  militia,  i.  e.  holding  un  inspection  of  all  the  prop- 
erty upon  some  appointed  day,  only  reqniring  then  the  presence  of 
some  oGBcer,  with  the  armorer  and  perhaps  a  small  detail  of  the  men; 
and  ordering  the  inspection  of  drill,  &c.,  of  the  company,  as  at  pres- 
ent, npon  some  evening;  the  dates  of  the  two  inspections  being  placed 
far  enough  apurt  not  to  cause  inconvenience  to  the  companies. 

I  find  the  clothing  very  well  cared  for  generally,  but  much  trouble 
is  experienced  by  the  officers  from  want  of  suitable  places  in  the  ar- 
mories for  keeping  it,  which  want  they  do  not  feel  called  npon  to  sup- 
ply, neither  does  the  condition  of  the  company  treasuries  permit  ite 
being  supplied  from  thai  source.  Few  companies  were  able  to  present 
all  the  uniforms  for  inspection,  many  being  in  the  hands  of  men  who 
were  absent. 

The  plan  I  have  already  Buggested  will  overcome  the  latter  difficnity, 
as  all  property  will  be  ordered  in  for  the  purpose  of  inspection. 

The  equipments  are  iu  too  many  cases  only  in  fair  order,  but  I  shall 
expect  at  the  next  inspection  that  they  will  be  properly  piepitred  by 
being  well  blacked,  and  the  belt  plates  polished.  Officers  should  in- 
sist upon  a  proper  adjustment  of  all  equipments  when  worn,  a  rare 
thing  in  the  militia,  hut  when  enforced,  is  sure  to  reflect  credit  on 
the  commanding  officer,  and  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the 
men  and  the  company. 

The  condition  of  the  arms  was  in  many  cases  excellent,  the  greater 
part  in  yery  good,  with  but  few  iu  poor  order. 

As  the  ratings  for  the  condition  of  property  presented  at  this  in- 
spection has  been  furnished  to  the  Adjutant-Qeneral,  and  reported  in 
his  table  of  percentages,  I  do  not  repeat  them  here. 
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ARUOBIES. 

The  armories  are  generally  clean,  well  lighted  and  sufficiently  heated 
for  drill,  but  the  State  allows  only  1100  to  companies  outside  of  State 
armorieB,  which  is  but  a  small  percentage  of  the  rent  and  other  ex- 
pensee  incnrred. 

The  armory  owned  by  the  State,  on  Benefit  street,  Providence, 
presents  its  nsual  dilapidated  appearance  and  is  wholly  devoid  of  pro- 
per conveniences  for  a  Light  Battery,  or  a  State  Arsenal,  for  which 
latter  purpose  it  was  partly  intended.  It  is  in  need  of  repairs  to  the 
amount  of  tlOOO  to  tlSOO,  if  it  is  to  be  continued  ae  an  armory. 

The  State  armory  at  Woonsocket  will  need  some  repairs  this  winter, 
inasmnch  as  the  floor  of  a  room  in  the  northeast  corner  is  becoming 
rotten  from  its  close  proximity  to  the  ground,  and  the  wood  work  and 
roof  need  to  be  painted. 

The  armory  at  East  Greenwich  is  vacant,  the  company  that  occu- 
pied it  having  been  disbanded.  I  endeavored  to  rant  it  but  without 
mecess. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Signal  Corps,  I  have  furnished  it  with 
a  room  for  drill  and  a  depository  of  apparatus,  free  of  cost  to  the 
State;  bnt  as  this  ia  only  temporary,  or  from  week  to  week,  I  respect- 
tnlly  recommend  that  a  small  sum  be  allowed  which  will  secure  more 
permanent  qnartera  with  some  of  the  companies  of  the  militia. 

The  urgent  want  and  necessity  of  a  suitable  State  building  in  this 
<nty  for  armories  and  drill  purposes,  the  Signal  Corps,  the  Light  Bat- 
tery, Brigade  Headquarters,  and  for  storage  of  the  Quartermaster  and 
Ordnance  stores,  is  every  year  made  more  apparent. 

THE  OPFICE  BUSIKESS,  OTHER  DUTIES,  AC, 

leqnire  an  amonnt  of  labor  and  attention  much  increased  over  that 
of  a  few  years  ago,  and  but  little  realized  by  those  who  are  not  con- 
versant therewith ;  more  especially  by  the  change  of  organization,  the 
uniformtng,  the  equipment,  the  preparation  for  camp  and  the  return- 
ing of  property  after  the  camp. 
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I  have  been  od  duty  with  either  fall  or  nndreaB  nnifonn,  on  49  daje 
daring  this  jear.  The  files  of  papers  and  letters,  vith  the  books  of 
the  office  will  show  a  portion  of  the  work  done  there. 

In  accordance  with  jour  request  I  made  an  examination  of  the  cost 
and  value  of  the  mtlitarj  property  (exclusive  ot  the  three  armories 
and  land  thereof)  owned  b;  the  State,  and  find  the  result^  viz.:

During  the  year  my  assistant,  Lieut.-Col.  S.  W.  Nickerson,  has 
been  advanced  from  the  rank  of  Major,  consequent  upon  a  change 
made  in  the  militia  law,  which  promotion  he  has  also  merited  by  his 
ready  response  to,  and  intelligent  performance  of  any  duties  to  which 
ho  has  been  assigned. 

IN    CONCLUSION 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  His  Excellency,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  for  many  kind  expressions  dnring  the  year  while  appi-oving  of 
the  conduct  of  the  business  in  this  department ;  and  also  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  staff,  and  officers  of  the  militia,  for  their  soldierly 
courtesies.

Sir:— Id  accordance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  here- 
with, mj  report  of  the  operations  of  my  department  for  the  present  year. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  my  predecessor  in  office,  Bon. 
Pardon  E.  Tillinghast,  was  elected  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Stale, 
and  thereupon  resigned  hla  offlce  of  Judge  Advocale-Qencrai,  and  on  the  third 
day  of  June  last  I  was  elected  to  succeed  him.  "* 

General  Tillinghast  was  elected  Judge  Advocate- General  on  the  tenth  day  of 
April.  1879,  it  being  the  flrst  election  to  this  office  under  the  present  Militia  Law. 
He  took,  from  the  first,  great  interest  in  the  plans  brought  before  the  General 
Assembly  for  remodelling  the  Militia  system  of  our  State,  and  occupying  the 
poaitioD  that  he  did  as  a  member  of  the  Senate,  he  was  able  to  render  valuable 
services  in  bring iog  the  law  into  its  present  efficient  form. 

In  accordance  with  his  recommendations,  the  General  Assembly  has,  during 
Ihe  past  year,  provided  by  Chapter  844  of  the  Public  Laws,  for  Battalion  Courts - 
Diartial,  and  has  also,  by  the  same  law,  provided  for  attaching  to  the  Brigade,  if 
(teairable,  a  Provost  Marshal  and  a  Signal  Corps. 

These  provisions  will,  I  believe,  tend  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

They  have  also,  by  Chapter  853  of  the  Public  Laws,  raised  the  rank  of  the 
Surgeon-General  and  Judge  Advocate-General  from  Colonel  to  Brigadier -Gener- 
al, of  the  Assistant  Quartermaster-General  frora  Major  to  Lieutenant-Colonel, 
and  of  the  Assistant  Surgeon -General  and  Assistant  Judge  Advocate-General 
from  Captain  to  Lieutenant- Colonel. 

In  all  other  respects  the  law  remains  unchanged,  and  lakes  its  place  in  the 
new  revision  of  the  laws  as  Title  XXSIV  of  the  Public  Statutes,  which  go  into 
effect  on  the  first  day  of  February,  1883.

The  CommiBsionera  of  Inland  Fisheries  beg  leave  to  present  their 
anunal  report  for  the  year  1881: 

BA.T  FISHEKISS, 

At  the  January,  1881,  sessioD  of  the  General  Aseembly,  it  was  en- 
acted as  follows: 

CHAPTER  866. 

"An  Aet  in  Ame7idm«nt  qf  Ckapttr  751,  of  tht  PuiHc  Laos,  entitled  'An  Act  in 
Amendm^  of  Ghapler  134  ^  ^^  Qenerai  Statute*;  of  Certain  FiiKeria." 


"  Skction  1.  There  shall  he  hetween  the  first  A&j  of  Hb;  and  the  first  day  o( 
August  in  each  year,  a  weekly  close-time,  extending  from  Saturday  morning 
tt  sunrise  to  Uonday  morning  at  sunrise,  during  which  time  no  fish  of  any  de- 
•cription  shall  be  token  bj  weira,  traps  or  similar  contrivances,  from  any  of  the 
waten  of  the  coast  line  of  the  State  and  Narmganaett  Bay.  If  there  be  any 
weir,  trap  or  otherBtationary  contrivances  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching,  orob' 
Mmcling  the  passage  of  fish,  in  that  part  thereof  where  the  fish  are  usually  taken, 
the  netting  at  the  mouth  of  the  same  shall  be  floated  to  the  surface  of  the  water, 
■0  u  lo  effectually  close  the  mouth  thereof  during  the  weekly  close-time,  so  that 
during  said  time  the  fish  may  have  a  free,  unobstructed  passage;  and  no  device 
■hall  be  placed  In  any  part  of  said  limits  which  shall  tend  to  hinder  such  fish 
from  ninniDg  up  the  waters  of  such  river.  In  case  the  enclosure  where  the  Qsh 
trs  taken  ia  furnished  with  a  board  floor,  an  upening  three  feet  wide  shall  be 
nude  ezteoding  from  the  floor  to  the  top  of  the  weir,  trap  or  other  ccntrirance : 
Pntided,  however,  that  nothing  herrin  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  the 
■had  and  herring  fisheries  in  the  tributaries  of  Narragansett  Bay. 
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It  will  bo  Been  that  this  amendment  of  Chapter  751,  ezteodg  tiie 
close-time  Uw  to  all  the  waters  of  the  State,  while  before  said  lav  ap- 
plied onlj  to  the  waters  of  Narragansett  Bay,  north  of  a  line  drawn  from 
the  south  end  of  Sakonnet  point  to  Narragansett  Lower  Pier.  The  in- 
crease of  territory  to  protect  and  the  added  nnmberot  heart  nets  made 
a  larger  number  of  assistants  necessary  to  properly  enforce  the  lav, 
the  Commissioners,  therefore,  engaged  the  serfices  of  Captain  Ssmoel 
Place  of  Warren,  (whom  we  have  formerly  employed).  Captain  Whe«- 
ton  Cole  of  Warren,  Captain  Brown  of  Warren,  Captain  Gardiner o( 
Wickford,  E.  P.  Lewis  of  Westerly,  and  P.  T.  B.  Smith  of  Newport 
These  assistants  were  given  tlieir  groands  to  cover  as  near  their  respec- 
tive residences  as  possible  to  save  expenses,  and  all  performed  tbeir 
duties  faithfully  and  satisfactorily;  at  least  no  complaint  of  any  dere- 
liction of  duty  has  been  reported  to  yonr  Commissioners.  At  Sakon- 
net Point  there  were  five  (5)  traps;  at  the  south  end  of  the  island  of 
Rhode  Island,  nine  (9),  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Watch  Hill,  east  and 
west,  six  (6);  making  twenty  {W)  all  told.  There  was  no  dispositiou 
on  the  part  of  the  fishermen  to  evade  the  law;  every  tnip-owner  or 
Captain  of  a  gang  was  served  with  a  printed  notice  giving  the  law  tt 
amended,  and  informing  thetn  of  the  determination  of  the  Commie- 
sloners  to  enforce  the  same;  and  if  all  classos  of  the  community  were 
as  law-abiding  as  the  fishermen  have  proved  themselves  to  be  the  put 
year,  it  would  be  a  blessing. 

The  catch  of  scup  was  small  all  along  the  coast,  bnt  prices  were  fair 
and  in  some  cases  high,  and  the  men  got  an  average  fair  retorn  for 
their  labor.  Taken  year  by  year,  what  with  comparative  scarcity  of 
some  seasons,  abundance  another  but  with  very  low  prices,  and  the 
damage  to  the  traps  by  heavy  wealher,  it  would  seem  as  if  the  trap- 
per's business  was  not  very  remunerative,  and  that  tbey  maybe  said 
to  fairly  earn  iheir  money. 

In  the  bay,  scup  of  fair  size  have  been  very  abundant  the  patt  anm* 
mer,  more  so,  it  is  asserted,  than  for  the  past  fifteen  years,  and  the 
advocates  of  the  close-time  law  have  again,  as  they  had  last  year,  rea- 
son for  congratulation,  and  good  arguments  in  its  &vor  for  the  fntnre. 
The  Commisssioners  of  Inland  Fisheries  do  not  consider  it  their  dnty 
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to  advocate  one  Bide  or  the  other.  The;  endesvor  to  gixe  the  facts 
u  the;  find  them,  to  represent  the  good  or  ill  condnct  of  the  parties 
most  interested  as  it  comee  under  their  notice,  and  to  enforce  the  law 
in  all  cases  vithont  fear  or  favor.     In  onr  last  report  we  mentioned 

the  arrest  and  prosecntion  of ~—  King.     This  case,  owing  to  the 

law's  delays,  has  not  yet  come  to  trial.  The  arrest  of  the  indtvidnal, 
however,  has  had  a  good  effect  on  those  parties  who  were  disposed  to 
violate  the  law.  Judging  from  the  close  observance  of  it,  the  past 
season,  the  lesson  was  a  good  one  to  all  interested. 

It  will  be  seen  by  oar  financial  statement  appended,  that  onr  expen- 
ws  in  properly  enforcing  the  law  this  year,  were  aboat  one  thousand 
dollars.  It  cannot  welt  be  done  for  less,  as  the  men  employed  mast 
be  fiutbfal  and  enei^tic,  and  attend  to  their  duties  in  all  weathers. 
Such  men  are  not  easily  found. 

HEABT   NSTS. 

Forty-nine  (49)  heart  nets  were  maintained  in  Narragansett  Bay 
the  past  sommer,  an  increase  of  eight  (8)  over  the  year  previous, 
and  eighteen  (18)  in  two  years.  This  increase  is  dne  to  the  nnm- 
ber  placed  this  year  in  Sakonnet  river  below  Stone  Bridge.  No  less 
than  nineteen  (19)  being  placed  there,  an  increase  of  ten  (10)  over  the 
previous  year.  We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  yonr  honorable  body 
to  the  fact  that  six  (6)  of  these  destructive  machines  were  maintained 
by  parties  living  outside  of  the  State  of  Khode  Island,  who  lived  on 
board  their  Teasels,  loaded  the  same  and  sailed  away  for  a  market  far 
from  oar  own  doors.  Other  States  have  laws  forbidding  this  sort 
of  business,  and  it  is  high  time  we  enact  something  of  the  kind  to 
protect  ourselves.  As  the  years  go  on,  and  our  State  increases  in 
population,  and  our  people  realize  as  they  begin  to  do  the  importance 
and  value  of  our  fisheries,  such  regulations  mast  come,  and  we  believe 
the  sooner  the  better.  Laws  properly  enforced  require  more  or  less 
expenditure  of  money,  and  money  so  spent  is,  we  believe,  well  spent. 

In  onr  report  of  last  year,  we  made  sundry  sn^^tions  looking  to 
the  amendment  of  our  Bshery  laws.  Ko  notice  was  taken  of  the 
same,  and  we  can  only  say  that  we  have  not  changed  our  views  in  the 
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mutter:  it  only  remains  for  the  iotelHgent  and  disiaterested  portJon 
of  the  commanity  to  jadge  for  themselves  if  we  ore  right  or  wrong. 
It  is  Dot  particnlarly  eacouraging  for  intelligent  persons  to  makes 
study  of  a  subject,  report  the  same  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  uid 
have  the  same  entirely  ignored  by  those  nnder  whose  orders  they  act, 
and  to  whom  they  look  for  support.  Why  the  dshery  interest  of  tlie 
State,  from  year  to  year,  shonld  be  left  in  the  bands  of  a  cHqae,  who 
are  either  notorionsly  prejadiced  or  lamentably  ignorant  of  the  sub- 
ject, is  a  qnestioD  that  the  people  of  this  State  may  well  look  into, 
and  BO  long  as  this  state  of  affairs  continues  we  may  look  for  m 
change  for  the  better.  Slowly,  but  surely,  however,  the  general  pob- 
Itc  are  being  enlightened  on  the  question,  and  it  is  reflected  in  the 
action  of  the  legislature  in  the  past  three  years.  First,  a  close-time 
law  was  passed  from  April  Ist  to  Angnst  1st,  on  all  traps  and  heart 
nets  in  Xarragsnsett  Bay,  from  Narragsnsett  Lower  Pier  to  Sakonnet 
Point;  next,  a  close-time  from  the  same  dates  including  all  tbewaten 
of  the  State;  also,  a  proper  law  protecting  lobsters  of  less  than  ten 
(10)  inches  in  length.  Other  states  make  it  ten  and  one-half  (1(H)- 
All  this  is  encouraging,  and  in  the  future  will  no  doubt  be  improved 
upon;  and  when  the  people  of  this  State,  and  their  representatives  in 
the  General  Assembly  are  aroused  to  the  fact  that  in  the  last  twenty 
years  they  have  allowed  the  Bay  fisheries  to  be  depleted  for  the  benefit 
of  a  handful  of  individuals,  to  the  detriment  of  the  whole  commu- 
nity, they  will  abolish  all  fixed  nets,  save  fykes  with  a  limit  of  leaden 
and  capacity,  gill  nets  unless  with  a  certain  size  of  mesh  (not  less 
than  four  inches),  prohibit  traps  save  in  a  few  localities  and  these  with 
a  heavy  license,  allow  sweep  seines  with  three-inch  mesh,  and  purae 
seining  under  restrictions  of  lines  as  set  forth  in  our  last  report,  and 
abolish  all  heart  ncta,  so  called,  or  any  approach  to  any  such  contriv- 
ance. Then  the  people  of  the  State  of  Bhode  Island  will  have  ac- 
complished a  good  work,  and  the  fish  that  a  bountiful  nature  sends  to 
our  shores  will  be  as  abundant  as  ever,  to  be  taken  by  all  who  have 
the  indastry  to  seek  them  in  a  legitimate  way,  our  home  markets  sup- 
plied bettor  by  such  means  than  they  are  now,  (for  most  of  onr  fresh 
fish  come  from  Boston  and  Kew  York). 
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Nfttore  snppltee  fish,  and  artificial  means  deplete  them  at  all  times, 
and  at  the  worst  times.  The  scup  that  comes  to  our  shores  laden  with 
spawn  and  looking  for  a  place  to  reproduce,  are  taken  by  the  thoasaads 
ol  barrels  from  April  20th  to  Jane  30th.  The  markets  of  New  York 
aod  Philadelphia  and  wherever  a  market  may  be  found  are  flooded 
with  clieap  fish.  Ko  one  cares,  seller  or  bnyer,  what  the  result  is,  so 
long  as  they  can  sell,  so  long  as  they  can  bny.  This  lasts  for  a  few 
weeks,  and  then  good-by  to  scnp.  Every  spawning  fish  so  canght  rep- 
reeents  tens  of  thousands  of  yonng.  The  men  who  capture  them  by 
the  thousands  of  barrels  are  few  and  far  between.  If  there  are  no 
facilities  for  a  quick  sale,  they  are  carted  on  to  the  nearest  ovailable 
■pot  for  manure.-  So  with  tautog  or  block  fish.  In  the  spring,  from 
saj  the  first  to  the  middle  of  May,  these  fish  are  taken  loaded  with 
qtawn,  by  traps,  by  heart  nets  and  by  land  lines.  It  is  wonderful 
how  prolific  they  are,  else  they  would  be  rarer  than  rich  men  in 
heaven,  bat  we  know  their  abundance  despite  these  draw-backs,  and 
can  form  no  estimate  of  their  numbers  if  they  were  properly  pro- 
tected. 

Those  of  our  community  who  are  ignorant  of,  or  careless  of,  the 
riches  that  nature,  so  bountiful  on  land  and  sea,  gives  us  each  year  in 
the  waters  of  our  beautiful  bay,  may  well  consider  if  it  is  wise  to  waste 
it  as  it  has  been  and  is  wasted.  They  should  enact  snch  laws  as  shall 
check  the  greed  of  the  few,  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  many. 
Proper  protection  for  the  food  fiahea  should  be  as  important  a  question, 
and  legislated  upon  as  carefntly  as  any  other  subject  that  comes  be- 
fore the  General  Assembly,  and  nntil  that  is  done  wo  cannot  hope  for 
any  improvement  in  the  present  condition  of  affairs. 

We  now  give  as  briefly  as  possible  a  list  of  the  traps. 

Sakonnet  Point — Five  (5)  traps  were  set  hero  the  past  season,  be- 
gining  on  the  2d  of  Uay.  The  first  week,  no  fish  of  any  account 
tbe  second  week,  about  one  hundred  barrels,  mostly  tautog  and  round 
mackerel,  with  large  quantities  of  sea-robbins  (ueeful  for  manure); 
the  third  week  ending  the  23d  of  May,  there  were  taken  about  fifty 
barrels  of  acap,  and  fifty  barrels  of  other  marketable  fish  (tautog, 
sea  basa,  mackerel  and  about  five  barrels  of  small  striped  bass);  the 
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foDrth  week,  slim  Sshing,  mostly  Bmall  scnp;  the  sixth  week  aboatthe 
same,  and  all  the  traps  were  taken  np,  save  one. 

The  trap  fiBhermen  report  a  very  bad  season,  and  in  some  JDdirid- 
nal  cases  a  complete  failure.  What  fish  were  taken  brongbt  good 
prices,  however. 

Soath  end  of  island  of  Rhode  Island,  Newport  and  Ticinity— Nine 
traps  were  maintained  here  during  the  spring  and  np  to  the  middle 
and  last  of  Jnne,  with  about  the  same  reanlta — poor  flBbing  and  Bmall 
profits,  with  one  or  two  exceptions. 

Near  Watch  Hill  were  six  trapa;  fishing  poor,  and  great  damage 
done  by  rongh  weather;  so  far  as  oonld  be  learned,  very  little  if  an; 
profit. 

Twenty  traps  in  all  set  in  Rhode  Island  waters  this  season,  1881. 

The  parties  who  reside  outside  of  the  State,  and  maintained  traps 
in  onr  waters  the  past  season  were: 

Oapt.  Qeorge  Eadell,  sloop  Sancy  Maid,  of  Oreenport,  Long  Island, 
three  traps. 

Oapt.  A.  J.  Rncket,  sloop  Sapho,  of  Greenport,  Long  Island,  three 
traps. 

Capt.  W.  Leet,  sloop  Flora,  of  Gtreenport,  liOng  Island,  two  traps. 

All  these  were  in  Sakonnet  River. 

INLAND  FISHBBIBS. 

There  were  sent  to  this  State  from  the  United  States  Governmeut 
hatchery  at  Havre  de  Grace,  five  hundred  thousand  young  shad. 
These  arrived  in  fine  order,  and  were  placed  in  the  upper  waters  of 
Warren  River.  The  locality  where  they  were  pnt  is  to  be  sure  in 
Massachn  setts;  but  the  month,  and  three  miles  of  the  river  are  in 
this  State,  and  the  shad  fishery  in  that  portion  of  it  has  been  of  con- 
siderable value  in  years  past;  in  fact,  it  is  the  only  river  we  have  that 
is  unobstructed  by  dams,  and  suitable  for  shad. 

Carp. — Last  year  we  received  two  hundred  young  carp;  this  year 
we  have  one  thousand,  and  at  this  writing  we  are  distribnting 
them  to  parties  who  have  suitable  ponds  for  them:  muddy,  weedy. 
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still  waters,  with  no  other  fish,  are  where  tliey  should  be  placed,  and 
inch  ponds  (natural)  31*6  by  no  tncana  common.  We  have  no  doubt 
bovever,  but  we  shall  in  a  few  years  reckon  on  the  German  carp  as 
one  of  our  native  fishes. 

No  black  bass  have  been  distributed  this  year,  as  we  have  had  no 
application  for  them.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island 
and  Providence  Plantalions,  at  its  January  Session,  A.  D.  1882: 

At  the  last  Janaary  session,  a  report  made  to  the  General  Asaemblj 
at  tbit  session  by  the  Seekouk  River  Commission,  was  referred,  with 
the  accompanying  papers  to  a  joint  select  committee,  without  in- 
structions, and  with  leave  to  report  in  print  by  bill  or  otherwise. 
Tbe  committee  was  also  continued,  with  permission  to  sit  during  the 
recess,  and  to  report  at  tbe  May  session  then  ensuing.  At  this  session 
the  committee  was  again  continued  by  the  following  vote: 

Bfidud,  That  the  joint  select  committee  on  the  report  of  Seekonk  River  Commis- 
sion be  and  they  are  hereby  continued,  with  instructions  to  prepare  and  report  a 
pUn  for  a  bndge  across  the  Seekonk  river,  starting  from  a  point  at  or  near  the  foot 
"{ Pnjul  street  in  the  city  of  Providence  and  terminating  at  a  point  at  or  near  the 
root  of  Warren  avenue  in  Bast  Providence,  And  for  this  purpose  said  commit- 
ice  may  employ  such  engineering  skill  and  such  other  o-ssistance  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  8aid  committee  shall  also  report  a 
plan  for  the  equitable  assessment  of  the  cost  of  said  bridge.  They  shall  make 
'l>eir  report  to  the  next  January  session. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  vote  the  committee  submits  this 
report: 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  close  of  the  May  session',  the  com- 
nittee  met  for  orgaaization,  and  at  once  proceeded  to  the  discharge 
of  its  duties.  At  its  first  meeting  an  arrangement  was  made  with 
Samael  it.  Gray,  City  Engineer  of  the  city  of  Providence,  by  which

all  engineering  and  clerical  service  required  by  the  committee  ahonld 
be  rendered  under  his  direction,  by  the  force  in  hia  department,  the 
members  of  the  force  to  be  paid  for  their  aerrices  at  the  same  rate  of 
compensation  for  the  time  employed  aa  each  was  receiving  from  the 
city;  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  for  materials,  etc.,  to  be  paid  by 
the  State,  and  the  services  of  Mr.  Gray  to  be  rendered  without  cost 
to  the  State.  By  this  arrangement  a  considerable  saving  was  mttde  in 
the  expenses  of  the  committoe,  and  in  this  connection  it  is  proper  to 
acknowledge  the  prompt  and  satisfactory  mannor  in  which  the  Citj 
Engineer  and  his  assistants  have  discharged  the  various  duties  re- 
quired of  them  by  the  committee.  Although  the  resolution  directs 
the  preparation  of  plans,  and  authorizes  the  employment  of  enginoeiiiig 
skill  and  other  necessary  assistance  at  the  ex)>enseof  the  State,  no  pro- 
vision was  made  by  which  parties  employed  under  the  direction  of  the 
committee,  could  be  paid  for  their  services  or  for  materials  fnmished. 
Fortunately  for  the  committee,  the  StAte  Auditor  was  enabled  to  psr 
from  a  small  unexpended  balance  remaining  of  an  appropriation  the 
sum  due  to  the  contractor  who  made  the  borings  for  ascertaining  the 
nature  of  the  foundation  upon  which  the  piers  of  the  proposed 
bridge  would  rest,  and  by  this  action  of  the  Auditor  a  large  reduction 
was  made  in  the  cost  of  the  work.  For  all  other  expenditures  m&de 
by  the  committee  the  city  of  Providence  has  advanced  the  money 
nutil  the  same  can  be  repaid  by  the  State. 

No  further  action  has  been  taken  by  the  committee  upon  the 
report  of  the  Scekonk  River  Commission,  since  its  report  thereon 
made  at  the  last  May  session,  for  tlie  reason  that  the  committee  bsr- 
ing  reported  against  the  bridge  recommended  by  the  commission,  «id 
the  General  Assembly  having  directed  the  committee  to  report  a  pltn 
for  a  bridge  at  a  different  location  from  that  adopted  by  the  commiB- 
aion,  there  seemed  to  be  no  necessity  to  again  consider  the  report 
until  the  new  plans  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly  should  be  ready 
for  examination  and  action  thereon. 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  Commission,  contemplated  the  erection 
of  a  double-deck  bridge  on  a  location  between  Washington  bridge 
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and  the  bridge  of  the  Soston  and  Providence  Railroad  Company, 
"the  lower  deck  to  be  eight  feet  above  mean  high  tide  and  devoted 
to  railroad  travel,  the  iipj>er  deck  to  be  twenty-eight  feet  above  mean 
high  tide,  and  devoted  to  carriage  and  foot  tmvel.  The  width  of  car- 
riage way  on  the  main  bridge  to  be  twenty-six  feet  in  the  clear,  with 
a  sidewalk  on  each  aide  seven  feet  wide." 

The  plan  decided  upon  by  this  committee  ia  for  a  single-deck  high- 
way bridge  of  iron,  located  as  directed  in  the  vote  of  the  General  As- 
Bsemblv.  at  the  foot  of  Front  street  in  Providence,  and  terminuting 
at  the  foot  of  Warren  avenue  in  East  Providence,  to  be  ten  feet  in  the 
clear  above  mean  high  water,  about  forty-three  feet  and  eight  inches 
in  width,  with  a  cai'riage  way  twenty-six  feet  ten  inches  wide  and 
sidewalks  each  six  feet  in  width  in  the  clear,  with  a  draw  having  two 
openings,  each  eighty  feet  wide,  and  the  draw  to  be  opened  and 
closed  by  steam.  The  length  of  the  bridge  between  the  abntmenta  ia 
about  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  feet. 

Front  street,  as  now  laid  out  between  East  street  and  Gano  street,  will 
require  a  change  of  lay-out,  so  that  its  junction  with  Gano  street  will 
be  at  a  point  on  ite  northern  line,  about  forty  feet  north  of  the  present 
point.  As  all  the  land  on  both  aides  of  this  portion  of  the  street 
is  owned  by  the  city  of  Providence,  the  change  can  be  made  at  very 
slight  expense.  East  of  Gano  street  and  between  there  and  the  river 
there  is  only  a  platted  atreet,  the  land  abutting  thereon  being  owned 
by  different  parties. 

As  a  street  will  be  required  to  be  laid  out  from  the  east  line 
of  Gano  street  to  the  harbor  line  opposite  the  bridge,  the  committee 
recommends  that  such  a  street  be  laid  out  by  the  General  Assembly 
and  that  the  Supreme  Court  be  directed  to  appoint  commissioners  to 
award  the  respective  damages  to  each  owner  over  and  above  the  bene- 
fits accruing  to  the  estates  by  the  lay  out  of  said  street  and  the  erec- 
tion of  said  bridge,  the  said  damages  when  ascertained  to  be  paid  by 
the  city  of  Providence, 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  similar  proceedings  be  had 
with  reference  to  a  ati'eet  in  East  Providence  from  the  line  of  Warren 
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ayennc  to  the  harbor  line  opposite  the  bridge,  the  damages,  when  ae- 
certained,  to  be  paid  by  the  town  of  East  Providence. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  a  proper  estimate  of  the  cost  of  sncb  a  bridge 
as  the  one  proposed  bj  the  committee,  letters  were  addressed  to 
several  of  the  best  bridge  builders  of  the  country  soliciting  proposals 
for  the  constrnction  thereof.  From  three  of  these  replies  were  re- 
ceived promising  to  forward  at  the  time  required  plans  and  sjiecifica- 
tions  with  prices  at  which  the  work  would  be  done.  Two  firms  have 
forwarded  the  necessary  plans  with  their  proposals  of  price,  viz: 
The  Delaware  Bridge  Company  of  New  York  and  J.  E.  Smith  of 
Springfield,  Mass.  The  third  Clark  Heeves  &  Co.,  of  New  York, 
have  been  unable  to  complete  their  plans  within  the  time  specified  bv 
the  committee  but  oipect  to  forward  them  within  a  few  days  The 
committee  being  desirous  that  this  report  should  be  presented  to  the 
Qeneral  Assembly  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  in  the  session  de- 
cided not  to  delay  its  presentation  until  the  third  plan  was  received 
as  any  change  made  necessary  in  the  estimates  upon  its  receipt  can  be 
easily  made  known  before  final  action  on  the  bridge  is  taken.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  structure  exclusive  of  land  damages  is  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hnndred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  resolution  under  which  the  committee  acts  requires  that  "a 
plan  for  the  equitable  assessment  of  the  cost  of  the  said  bridge"  shall 
be  reported.  The  work  required  of  the  committee  in  obtaining  pro- 
per plans  seemed  to  be  a  sufficient  duty  withont  the  additional  labor 
of  ascertaining  who  were  the  parties  properly  liable  for  assessment  for 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  bridge  and  the  removal  of 
the  existing  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  the  river.  This  part  of 
the  duty  assigned  to  the  committee  it  has  left  unpei-formed,  and  sng- 
gests  instead  thereof  a  plau  which  seems  far  more  equitable  and  much 
less  objectionable  than  any  assessment  which  could  be  made  by  the 
committee. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  proposed  bridge  shall  be  located 
and  constructed  under  the  supervision  of  a  joint  select  committee  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  that  the  city  of  Providence  shall  advance 
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all  EQrm  required  in  the  construction  theneof,  upon  the  orders  of  the 
committee.  As  soon  as  aaid  bridge  shall  be  ready  for  travel,  the  said 
committee  shall  cause  the  present  Washington  bridge  to  be  removed, 
with  its  piera  and  piling,  and  the  river  under  said  bridge  to  be  dredged 
to  such  depth  as  maj  be  deemed  requisite  by  the  board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners.  The  material  of  said  Washington  bridge  to  be  sold 
by  said  committee  and  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  to  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  said  city.  The  approaches  to  the  draw  of  the  raiboad 
bridge  shall  be  changed  and  fitted  after  the  removal  of  said  Washing- 
ton bridge,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as  said  board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners  shall  direct,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the 
owners  of  said  railroad  bridge. 

The  committee  upon  completing  its  work  shall  file  with  the  Su- 
preme Court  an  account  in  detail  of  the  expenditures  made  by  said 
committee  in  erecting  the  bridge  and  removing  Washington  bridge, 
and  dredging  the  river.  Upon  the  filing  of  said  report,  the  court 
shall  appoint  commissioners  who  shall  inquire  and  determine  the 
special  benefits  which  may  inure  to  any  city  or  town  by  the  construc- 
tion of  said  bridge  and  the  removal  of  the  existing  obstructions  to 
the  navigation  of  Seekonk  river,  and  what  portion  of  the  cost  of  the 
work  should  be  paid  from  the  State  treasury ;  and  shall  assess  and 
apportion  the  cost  of  the  work  In  the  ratio  of  the  benefits  conferred 
thereby,  including  in  their  report  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  State. 
The  commissioners  so  appointed  shall  make  their  report'  to  the 
court,  and  the  court  shall,  after  hearing  the  parties  in  interest,  con- 
firm said  report  and  upon  the  confirmation  thereof  the  towns  assessed 
shall  par  the  sam  confirmed  against  them  into  the  treasury  of  the  city 
of  Providence,  and  for  any  sum  confirmed  as  against  the  State  the 
State  Auditor  shall  draw  his  draft  for  the  amount  thereof  in  favor  of 
aaid  city,  which  shall  be  paid  from  the  State  treasnry. 

The  committee  farther  recommends  that  the  city  of  Providence 
ahall  be  authorized  to  hire  snob  sums  as  may  be  required  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  bridge,  and  that  any  town  assessed  for  the  cost  of 
said  bridge  shall  also  be  authorized  to  hire  money  to  defray  said 
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The  committee  hae  given  fall  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  trarel 
over  the  proposed  bridge  will  be  compelled  to  ci'ose  certain  railroad 
tracks  at  grade,  a  most  dangerous  proceeding  even  when  it  is  protect- 
ed bj  gates  and  flagmen  ae  at  present.  Bnt  this  is  a  matter  in  whicb 
the  town  of  East  Providence  and  the  railroad  corporations  are  di- 
rectly interested.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  this  cross- 
ing onght  to  be  done  away  with,  whether  a  new  bridge  is  eonstmcted 
or  not,  and  thia  can  be  done  by  removing  the  tracks  fnrther 
east,  and  tunnelling  the  hill  or  leaving  an  open  cat.  The  expense  of 
snch  8  change  wonid  be  small  compared  to  the  great  benefits  which 
would  result  therefrom,  both  to  the  railroad  companies  and  the  town. 

The  committee  reports,  herewith,  the  necessary  bill  which  it  recom- 
mends be  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  to  carry  into  effect  the 
plan  set  forth  in  this  report.  A  copy  of  the  specifications  for  the 
bridge,  prepared  by  City  Engineer  Gray,  upon  which  proposals  for 
building  were  requested,  is  appended  to  this  report.

Section  1.  That  a  highway  and  bridge  with  a  swing  draw,  with  an  opening 
on  each  side  thereof  of  not  less  tbaa  eight;  feet  in  width,  shall  be  laid  out  erec- 
ted and  built  actoaa  tlie  Seekonk  river  between  the  foot  of  Front  street,  in  the 
(Sty  of  Providence,  and  the  foot  of  Warren  avenue,  in  the  town  of  East  Provi- 
deace.  The  coat  of  said  bridge  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
tliousaud  dollars. 

Sac.  3.  Said  tughway  shall  be  laid  out  and  said  bridge  shall  be  located  and 
coogtmcted  as  aforesaid,  under  tlie  supervision  and  direction  of  a  committee  of 
tlw  Oenemi  Assembly,  con^ting  of  two  members  from  the  Senate  and  three 
from  tlie  House  of  Representatives.

sum  so  confirmed  by  said  court,  which  s^d  draft  shall  be  paid  by  the  general 
treasurer  from  any  money  In  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec,  8.  Tbe  several  towns  and  cities  against  which  judgment  may  be  issued, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  hereby  authorized  to  hire  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  said  judgment,  upon  such  terms  and  condition*  and 
on  such  time  as  the  town  and  city  councils  thereof  shall  respectively  delennine. 
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Sbc.  B.  The  said  committee,  appointed  as  proviAeA  in  the  second  secUoB  of

line  of  Warren  avenue  In  said  town,  and  Id  cootlnuatiOD  of  said  avenue,  and  the 
proceedingsof  said  committee  in  laying  out  said  highways  ahalt,  for  said  highway 
is  the  city  of  Providence,  be  in  accordance  with  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  the  laying  out,  enlarging,  etrvghtening  or  otherwise  altering  streets  in  the 
city  of  Providence,"  passed  January,  1654,  and  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof 
ot  <a  addition  thereto,  and  for  said  highway  in  the  town  of  East  Providence  shall 
be  ia  accordance  with  the  provisiouB  of  sections  thirty-two  to  forty-six  inclusive

Tbe  general  location  of  the  bridge,  lengtli  of  spans,  height  above  mean  hlgli 
"Uer,  and  nature  of  material  where  piers  and  abutments  are  to  be  located,  are 
shown  on  the  accompanying  plan  and  profile. 

HUPBRBTKCCTURE. 

The  style  of  flnlah  will  be  plain  and  Bubstantiat,  rather  than  ornamental. 

The  width  of  the  roadway  will  be  2S  feet  10  in.  between  wheel  fenders,  and 
the  sidewdfca  6  feet,  in  the  clear,  making  the  total  width  of  the  bridge  about  48 
feet  6  in.,  out  to  out. 

The  draw  span  wUl  be  worked  by  sleam  or  hydraulic  power  and  Ihe  machinery 
ud  power  BO  proportioned  that  tho  draw  can  be  opened  and  closed  easily  and 
Bsfely  in  (3)  three  minutes. 

Suitable  machinery  and  spparatua  will  be  supplied  so  that  the  draw  span  can 
be  brought  accurately  Into  line  with  the  shore  spans,  and  also  brought  to  a  Ann 
b«arii^  at  both  ends,  and  always  at  the  same  elevation.

The  roadway  will  be  crowned  transversely,  three  inches  in  the  center. 

The  clear  height  over  roadway  will  be  not  less  than  IB  feet. 

The  bridge  will  be  proportioaed  for  a  genera)  working  load  of  100  Ihe.  per  sq. 
ft.  on  the  roadway,  and  SO  lbs.  per  sq.  ft.  on  the  sidewalks,  in  addition  to  the 
dead  load  of  the  bridge,  and  the  floor  system  proportioned  for  concenl»t«<I 
loads  of  not  less  than  (4)  four  long  tons  on  each  wheel. 

The  lateral  bracing  will  be  proportioned  for  a  wind  pressure  of  30  lbs.  per  sq.

Tbe  bridge  Is  faTorabiy  located  for  mUroad  tranaportatloii  of  materials  as  the 
pl&n  will  show. 

TIte  material  aad  workmanship  used  in  the  coostructioo  of  the  bridge  will  be 
of  the  best  quality  and  in  all  respects  satisfactory  to  the  engineer  in  charge. 

The  prices  for  the  substructure  and  superstructure  will  be  giveu  separately. 

The  plans,  apeciOcations  and  proposals  to  be  delivered  at  the  City  Engineer's 
Ofllce,  Providence,  by  January  17,  1888. 

The  work  will  be  completed  witbin  one  year  after  the  contract  is  awarded. 

Tlie  shore  spans  will  be  so  perfected  aad  built  as  to  admit  driving  across  with 
toun  faster  than  a  walk. 

The  bridge  will  be  so  constructed  as  to  admit  of  dredging  through  the  draw 
openings  to  a  depth  of  28  feet  below  mean  high  water.  No  dredgiog,  except 
such  as  may  be  necessary  in  coastructiug  the  foundation  is  to  be  included  in  the 
boilding  contract.

The  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  I'espectfully  sabmit  their 
sixth  annual  report : 

APFOIHTHEtrr  TO   THE   BOARD. 

At  the  May  Session  of  this  General  Assembly,  His  Excellency,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appointed  Lu- 
cins  B.  Darling  as  Harbor  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  three  years,  to 
sDcceed  Nathaniel  F.  Potter  whose  term  of  service  expired  in  June. 

WORK   WITH   U.  8.  GOVERNMENT   APPROPRIATIOIT, 

The  improvement  of  Providence  River  and  Narraganaett  Bay,  oar- 
riod  on  by  the  United  States  Government  nnder  direction  of  the 
Engineer  Department,  was  resumed  for  the  season  on  March  8,  1381, 
and  hag  been  continued  quite  through  the  year  with  very  satisfactory 
results. 

The  special  work  now  proceeding  was  estimated  by  the  Harbor 
Commissioners  to  cost  $500,000.  The  first  appropriation  for  it  was 
mode  by  Congress  in  June  1878,  and  an  additional  appropriation  has 
been  made  each  year  since.  By  act  approved  Mai-ch  3,  1881,  Con- 
gress appropriated  t60,000,  for  continuing  the  work,  making  an  en- 
tire appropriation  thus  far,  of  (230,000. 
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OcGAD-going  fitoamera  of  the  heavy  class  nisj  now  come  into  oni 
iiinci'  harbor,  but  local  dredging  is  required  to  enable  them  to  reach 
iiDd  tic  at  oar  wharves. 

The  report  of  Gen.  G.  K.  Warren,  Lientenant-Colonel  of  Engin- 
eers in  charge  of  the  improvement  of  harbors  and  rivers  on  this  sec- 
tion of  the  coast,  to  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  A.,  is  lai^lj 
(jiiotod  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

Wo  renew  our  suggestion  that  a  great  advantage  would  probably  re- 
sult from  the  adoption  of  tlie  plan  so  largely  followed  in  Europe,  in 
regard  to  dredging  and  towing  apparatus,  where  substantial  plant  is 
ownod  by  the  local  authorities  and  let  at  moderate  rates  to  those  vha 
do  the  work.  In  this  way  the  numbor.of  competent  bidders  maybe 
greatly  increased  and  lower  rates  obtained. 

DCHPINO   GROL-NDS. 

The  dumping  ground  for  material  dredged  under  the  United  States 
Government  is  in  deep  water  near  Elalf-way  Rock,  east  of  Conanicnt 
Island.  We  regard  the  dumping  here  as  quite  unobjectionable,  bnt 
some  opposition  has  been  made  to  it  and  a  petition  for  interfereuce  bj 
the  General  Assembly  was  coDsidci'ed  by  the  House  Judiciaiy  Com- 
mittee in  Maich  last.  The  petitioners  were,  however,  given  leave  to 
withdraw.  Assent  was  given  to  dumping  on  their  land  near  Public 
street  by  the  Providence  Q;is  Company.  Conditional  assent  to  dump- 
ing near  the  sliores  of  Potowomnt  Neck  was  given,  but  the  conditions 
were  not  complied  with.  Conditional  assent  was  given  to  damping 
below  Bucklin's  Island  in  Pawtucket  river. 

Assent  was  withheld  upon  an  application  to  designate  "Sheep  Pen 
Cove,"  near  Prudence  Island,  as  a  dumping  ground.  Printed  no- 
tices were  issned  and  distributed  calling  the  attention  of  inhabit- 
ants along  the  Blackstone  to  the  laws  against  allowing  material  to  be 
deposiled  in  that  river.  It  has  been  necessary  to  renew  the  cantion 
to  steanibotit  owners  against  dumping  ashes  in  the  harbor  or  channela 
The  need  for  regulating  and  controlling  the  matter  of  dumping  in 
public  waters,  is  constantly  apparent.

HARBOR   LIKES. 


A  harbor  line  from  li'Jeld'e  Point  to  Bock  Island  and  including  tlio 
moDlh  of  Pawtnxet  river  was  designed  by  the  Harbor  Commiasion- 
era  and  having  met  the  approval  of  nearly  all  the  riparian  owners  it 
was  presented  to  the  Governor  and  Senate  and  was  approved  by  them 
OD  April  38>  1881. 

Application  has  been  made  for  the  establishment  of  a  harbor  line 
OB  the  west  side  of  PawtncKet  river  above  Red  Bridge.  A  line  will 
probably  be  designed  for  some  two  and  a  half  miles  of  the  shore. 

OBBTRUCnONS  IH   PAWTDCKBT  RITER. 

The  serious  artificial  obstrnctiona  to  navigation  at  India  Point,  to 
vhich  we  have  repeatedly  called  attention,  still  exist.  The  interests 
of  all  parts  of  the  State  seem  to  require  the  inlerferonce  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  compel  the  removal  of  at  least  the  worst  of  these 
obstructions  and  a  partial  restoration  of  the  free  tidal  flow  and  an 
improvement  in  the  facility  for  navigation. 

LICENSES,  ETC. 

Licenses  have  been  issued  as  follows  : — 

1.  April  13,  to  the  Dunnell  Manufactnring  Company,  to  reboild 
their  wharf  on  the  easterly  side  of  Pawtacket  river  in  the  town  of 
Pftwtacket. 

2.  May  i,  to  the  Providence,  Warren  and  Bristol  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  rebuild  their  bridge  at  Bowers  Cove  in  the  town  of  East  I'ro- 
Tidence. 

3.  Uiiy  25,  to  Daniel  E.  Day  to  build  a  seawall  on  the  westerly 
aide  of  Providence  river  below  Crawford  street  bridge  in  Providence. 

4.  Uay  38,  to  the  New  York,  Providence  and  Boston  Railroad 
Company  to  bntld  a  railroad  bridge  across  the  mouth  of  Brash  Neck 
Cove  in  Warwick,  and  also  to  strengthen  the  railroad  bridge  already 
bnilt  across  Warwick  Cove. 
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5.  jDly  27,  to  Mrs.  Ellen  Wright  to  extend  Wright's  whirl  on  the 
west  side  of  Fawtucket  river,  aboTe  India  Bridge,  in  Providence. 

6.  November  16,  to  tlie  Town  Coancil  of  the  Town  of  Pawtuckct 
to  construct  a  basin  on  the  east  side  of  Pawtnckct;  river,  near  tbe 
wharf  of  the  Joseph  Smith  Company,  in  Pawtackot. 

7.  November  33,  to  the  Pawtncket  Gaa  Company  to  fill  certain 
portions  of  their  flats,  near  their  wharf,  on  the  west  side  of  Pawtucket 
river. 

Assent  to  various  coastmctions  has  been  given  as  follows  : — 

1.  Mareh  26,  to  John  W.  Davis  to  repair  his  wharf  at  Bullock's 
Point  in  the  town  of  £ast  Providence. 

2.  June  8,  to  the  Bay  Mill  Company — throagh  Albert  Hill— to 
make  changes  in  their  wharf  in  Greenwich  Bay,  in  East  Greenwich. 

3.  August  24,  to  A.  0.  Bourn  to  constrnct  a  boat  wharf  near  tbe 
foot  of  W»Iley  street  in  Bristol. 

4.  October  19,  to  W.  T.  C.  Wardwell,  to  enlarge  his  wharf  at  the 
foot  of  State  street  in  Bristol. 

Action  has  been  taken  to  prevent  unaathorized  changes  in  other 
pliices.  Constant  attention  is  required  in  these  matters  to  prevent  io- 
jurious  constructions  or  encroachments  in  public  tide  waters. 

DRAW-BRIDOES. 

The  Commissioners  renew  their  suggestion  that  further  legislation 
is  needed  to  regulate  the  times  for  opening  draw-bridges  and  as  to 
blacking  the  a])proaclie3  to  draws.  Special  complaints  have  been 
made  to  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  management  of  the  draw  at  Stoue 
Bridge  —  or  Rowland's  Ferrybridge, —  between  Tiverton  and  Ports- 
mouth, and  also  as  to  the  blocking  of  tbe  passages  at  India  Point,  in 
Providence. 

A  SUBMERGED  ROCK. 

In  March  1881,  a  schooner  drawing  twelve  feet  of  water  struck  npou 
a  rock  hitherto  unknown,  situuted  above  Half-way  Bock  and  south  of 
Prudence  Island.     This  is  now  called  Fiske  Rock  and  a  buoy  has 
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been  placed  upon  it  bearing  N.  E.  by  N.  from  the  spindle  on  Half- 
way Bock,  and  393  yards  distant  from  it  and  about  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  from  the  south  end  of  Prudence  Island.  The  bearings  from 
this  baoy  are  as  follows : — North  point  of  Conanicut  Island  W.,  N. 
W.,  i  W.,  north  end  of  Dyer's  Island  N.  E.  by  E.  i  E. 

WORE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  ENOIHEEB  DEPABTUENT. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  and  of  General  G.  K. 
Warren,  the  Board  has  received  an  advance  copy  of  General  War- 
ren's report  npon  operations  in  Rhode  Island  waters,  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1881,  and  a  summary,  prepared  specially  for  the  pur- 
pose, giving  the  operations  from  June  30  to  December  31,  on  each  of 
the  works  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  These  papers  are  printed  in 
the  appendix  herewith. 

BAILBOAO   TBBUINAL   FACILITIES. 

The  city  of  Providence  has  taken  much  needed  action  towards  im- 
proved railroad  facilities  and  a  valuable  report  may  be  expected  from 
the  able  commission  charged  with  the  investigation.  It  is  of  great 
importance  that  railroad  tracks,  free  to  the  use  of  all  the  companies, 
be  run  to  the  entire  wharf  front  of  the  city  and  of  East  Providence, 
wthat  the  cost  of  transfer  of  freight  from  the  vessels  to  the  trains 
may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  It  is  regarded  as  quite  feasible  to  do 
this  and  at  the  same  time  relieve  the  streets  of  the  city  from  the  great 
anooyance  and  danger  of  running  freight  cars  through  its  business 
thorongbfares.

ABSTRACT  PROM  REPORT  OP  QENER4.L  G.  K.  WARREN  TO  CHIEF 
OF  ENGINEERS,  U.  S.  A..  FOR  1881,  AND  SUMMARY  OF  PROG- 
RESS OP  WORK  TO  JANUARY  1,  1883. 

ImpTOJiemtiU  of  Pamlveket  {Seekonk)  River.  Rhode  Idand. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  dscAl  year  there  was  an  unexpended  balance  of 
t![2t.58,  which  still  remains  for  contingencies.  The  project  as  far  as  adopted 
and  approved  is  completed. 

The  commission  appointed  by  the  Slate  of  Rhode  Island  to  consider  the  ob- 
itmcttoos  caused  by  the  bridges  at  India  Point,  at  the  mouth  of  the  riveT,  re- 
ported to  the  legislature  a  plan  for  doing  away  with  both  the  present  railway  and 
highway  bridges  and  substituting  a  combination  bridge,  located  between  the  old 
bridges,  with  the  highway  on  top  and  the  railway  underneath.  The  proposed 
bridge  was  to  have  a  draw  80  feet  wide  on  each  side  of  the  pivot  pier. 

It  this  plan  should  be  adopted  and  the  bridge  built  on  piers  occupying  the 
smallest  practicable  sectional  area,  and  the  foundation  of  the  old  bridges  were 
completely  removed,  the  necessities  of  the  navigation  interests  of  this  river 
woiiM  be  well  provided  for;  but  unfortunately  for  these  interests,  olhors  which 
conSict  with  the  proposed  plan  render  its  adoption  improbable.  The  principal 
obstnictlon  is  the  highway  bridge  with  its  narrow  draw  span,  and  the  tidal  ob- 
structions caused  by  the  foundations  of  the  bridge,  which  create  a  very  danger- 
Ofts  current  there. 

The  railway  bridge,  while  Laving  a  badly  located  draw  span,  offers  very  little 
obstruction  to  the  flow  of  water,  and  with  some  small  changes  could  be  safely 
and  easily  navigated,  if  the  draw  span  of  the  highway  bridge  were  property  lo- 
cated and  Ibe  obstructions  to  the  tidal  flow  removed. 

Ko  appropriations  for  this  improvement  have  been  recommended  or  made 
riace  1BT3. 

The  obstructions  at  these  bridges  render  any  further  improvement  compara- 
liftly  useless. 

The  increase  in  the  size  and  draught  of  vessels  of  late  years  makes  it  desirable 
ibst  the  ruling  mean  low-water  depth  should  be  increased  to  9  feet.  This  could 
probably  t>c  doue  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $33,000,  which  could  be 
pnfltably  expended  in  one  year.    This  dredged  material  would  have  to  be  towed 
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out  of  the  river,  which  could  aot  be  done  at  the  rate  above  estimUed  unlex  tlie 
Washington  biit'.ge  is  rebuilt

BOLKBEAD  ROCK. 

Operations  for  the  removal  of  this  rock  to  a  depth  of  20  feet  at  mean  low- 
water  were  commenced  March  8, 1880,  and  completed  October  14,  1880.  The 
coQiractor's  "  plant"  consisted  of  a  sloop  having  a  carrying  capacity  of  about  80 
tons,  and  a  steam  boiBtiug  engine,  a  drilling  frame  26  x  33  'cet,  a  steam  drilling 
spparetus,  and  the  ordinary  divers,  armor,  and  air-pump.  The  crew  contained 
■even  men,  including  the  captain  and  divers. 

The  extreme  length  of  the  rock  at  20  feet  depth  was  130  feet,  and  its  general 
width  about  80  feet,  so  that  the  drilling  frame  had  to  be  moved  four  times  to 
cover  the  whole  surface  of  the  rock.  The  superBcial  area  was  about  2,000 
square  feet,  and  tbe  mean  depth  to  be  removed  31  feet.  The  total  number  of 
holes  drilled  was  113,  and  their  total  penetration  548  feet,  an  average  of  about 
4.8  feet  for  each  hole.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-two  pounds  of  giant  powder 
were  used  in  blasting  tbese  holes. 

It  may  be  seen  from  these  data  that  one  hole  was  drilled  to  each  26.7  feet  of 
superficial  area,  on  which  area  2i  pounds  of  powder  were  exploded.  In  addi- 
tion 10  this  60  pounds  of  powder  was  used  in  making  surface  blasts,  The  large 
srea  of  rock  to  each  hole  drilled  and  blast  made  may  l)e  accounted  for  partially 
by  (he  facts  that  the  rock  Is  of  a  brittle  nature,  and  the  large  surface  blasts  made 
iCL  1870  shattered  it  lo  a  great  extent. 

There  were  removed  under  this  contract  704^  tons  of  rock  ;  which  was  de- 
posited on  the  shore  east  of  the  work.  The  explosive  material  used  Is  known  as 
No.  1,  2,  and  3  giant  powder. 

There  is  now  a  depth  of  30  feet  at  mean  low-water  on  tbi^  rocki  It  is  even  with 
tbe  surface  of  the  bottom  which  surrounds  it  on  three  sides  ;  on  the  west  or 
chsDDel  side  there  is  a  sharp  fall  of  5  or  6  feet,  so  tbnt  this  abrupt  face  of  the 
rock  wonid  confront  any  vessel  of  a  greater  draught  than  20  feet.  If  the  vessel 
ihonld  be  sailing  across  the  channel.  It  would  not  be  an  obstruction  iit  psssing 
up  or  down  the  channel,  for  tbe  edge  of  the  rock  is  on  the  line  of  channel  and 
does  not  extend  beyond  the  general  contour  of  20  feet  depth.  A.s  tbe  work  of 
improving  tbe  main  channel  progresses  and  the  ultimate  depth  sought  (28  feet  at 
mean  low.water)  is  obtained,  it  may  be  found  necessary  to  blast  off  this  edge  of 
the  rock,  or  in  some  way  cover  it  up  so  that  if  a  vussel  should  strike  it  there 
vould  be  less  danger  of  serious  damage  being  done. 

Tbe  improvements  in  this  river  have  been  under  the  superintendence  of  Assls- 
Isot  Engineer  H.  A,  Bentley. 

The  probable  operations  during  fiscal  year  ending  June  80,  1862,  will  be  the 
continuation  of  tbe  excavation  of  a  channel  20  feet  deep  as  far  as  tbe  appropria- 
tion of  June  14,  1880,  will  carry  it  in  width.  It  is  proposed  with  the  appropria- 
lioD  of  March  3,  1881,  to  excavate  to  depths  of  12  and  14  feet  at  mean  low-water 
tnii  as  of  great  a  width  as  tbe  money  will  pay  for. 

The  depth  to  be  dredged  to  was  changed  from  20  to  12  and  14  feet  for  tbe  rea- 
iOn  that  the  work  contracted  for  would  be  sufficient  to  make  Ibe  30-foot  channel 
•bout  SOO  feet  wide,  and  although  this  is  not  aa  wide  by  100  feet  as  the  original 
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pl&n  C(intemp1at«d,  it  la  a  good  navigable  cbannel,  and  it  was  deemed  beat  to  a- 
tend  the  widllis  of  19  and  14  feel  deptb  and  give  amaller  Tesada  a  chance  lo 
anchor  and  keep  nut  of  the  deep  cbannel  and  away  from  the  large  craft;  leaiiag 
the  complctioa  of  tbe  90-foot  chanoel  to  subaequent  appropnatioos. 

One  hundred  tbouanod  dollara  could  be  judicioualy  expended  in  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  80,  1888,  in  widening  the  channel  at  Pawtuxet  Sboal  and  increasing 
the  anchorage  ground  above  Field's  Point.

It  is  estimated  that  it  will  cost  (11,930  to  make  a  depth  of  0  feet  at  mean  iow' 
witer.  and  (S, 587 .60  to  make  a  depth  of  S  feet.  The  mean  rise  of  the  tide  is 
abont  41  feet.  Vessels  drawing  111  feet  will  be  able  to  pass  to  "  Hope  Lands" 
Lviding,  about  {  of  a  mile  above  the  mouth,  when  the  Improvement  is  made.

DKBCRIPTIOIf  or  THU  RIVER  AMD  LOCAUTT. 

The  Potowomut  River  is  an  eetuarj  of  Narragansett  Bay,  Bituated  about  13 
miles  north' northwest  of  Newport,  and  extends  in  from  the  west  shore  of  Nu- 
ragansel  Baj  a  distance  of  al>out  8  miles,  where  Its  niime  is  changed  to  Huat'i 
River.  Hunt's  River  is  formed  by  a  number  of  small  streams,  all  within  the 
limits  of  Rhode  Island;  its  drainage  area  is  about  40  square  miles.  Uoveeet 
Bay,  tlie  entrance  to  the  harl>or  of  Greenwich,  is  situated  about  half  a  mile  aortb 
of  the  mouth  of  the  Potowomut,  with  Sandy  Point  extending  out  into  Nan- 
gaoselt  Bay  between  the  two.  The  point  of  land  between  Greenwicli  Harbor 
and  Cowcset  Bay  and  the  Potowomut  River  is  known  as  Potowomut  Neck,  t 
beautiful  fanning  country,  protected  at  its  east  end  by  a  subsianlial  sca-w»]l 
bnilt  at  private  expense. 

The  other  or  south  side  of  the  river  is  higher  ground,  rising  abruptly  at  the 
river  to  a  height  of  about  30  feet  at  BtufT  Point,  where  its  greatest  elevation  la 
obtained. 

TIDBB. 

The  mean  low-wnter  plane  to  which  the  soundings  are  referred,  and  the  mean 
rise  and  fall  ot  tide,  were  determined  by  simultaneous  observations  made  here 
anil  at  Providence. 

At  the  time  these  observations  were  made  the  rise  of  tide  was  4.7  feet  at  Pro- 
vidence, which  is  the  mean  rise  and  fall  lately  adopted  by  us  there.  The  rise  it 
Potowomut  River  at  Ibo  sametimewas4.fi  feet,  which  is  taken  and  used  as  tbe 
mean  rise  and  fall.  Low-walcr  at  Providence  on  the  same  day  was  O.S  foot 
above  mean  low-water,  and  at  Potowomut  it  Is  assumed  that  the  low-tide  bean 
the  same  relation  to  mean  tow-water  as  it  does  at  Providence.  The  correctnea 
of  this  determination  is  confirmed  by  the  United  States  Coast  Survey  tide-tables, 
which  give  the  mean  rise  and  fall  at  Greenwich  (3  miles  away)as  45-10.  At 
Wickford,  7mlles  nearer  the  ocean,  the  mean  rise  and  fall  is4M0feeL  At 
Newport,  near  [he  ocean,  it  is  only  8  9-10  feet. 

PROPOSED   lUPROVBHBHT   AND   BSTUf ATBB   FOR   IT. 

It  was  ascertained  by  consultation  with  those  interested  in  this  work,  that  a 
channel  with  a  depth  of  6  feet  at  mean  low-water  and  a  width  of  from  ISO  to  200 
feet  across  the  bar  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  with  the  removal  of  Euston's  Rocks, 
was  all  that  was  desired  or  needed. 

On  the  accompanying  mop  two  channels,  having  a  width  of  150  feet  each,  have 
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been  laid  out.  The  width  of  ISO  feet  rather  than  the  one  of  300  feet  is  taken,  be- 
cause it  is  fuUyas  vide  as  any  part  of  the  channel  above,  which  is  large  enough 
for  the  requirements  here.  One  of  the  channcU  ia  drawn  on  a  Btraigbt  line  cnn- 
oecliDg  the  nearest  point  of  the  S-foot  contour  line  outside  the  bar  wltli  the  con- 
tour having  the  same  depth  on  the  inside,  "the  other  proposed  channel  follows 
the  line  of  the  present  channel  to  the  pile  of  loose  stone  formerly  used  as  a  trans- 
fer landing,  where  it  turns  and  crosses  the  bar  to  the  nearest  portions  of  the  5 
and  6  feet  contour  lines,  outside.  If  any  improvement  is  to  be  made  here,  this 
Utter  line  is  deemed  the  better,  because  it  is  in  the  line  of  the  greatest  tidal  flow 
and  would  not  be  so  liable  to  be  filled  up. 

The  presence  of  eel-gross  on  the  inside  of  the  mooring  marked  on  the  map  in- 
dicates that  the  bottom  ia  not  shifting,  and  that  a  cbaancl  when  dredged  will 
Dot  be  readily  filled  up  with  a  new  deposit,  particularly  if  it  is  located  in  the  line 
of  the  present  tidal  fiow.  Three  estimates  are  submitted.  The  first  is  for  a 
channel  130  feet  wide  Had  fi  feet  deep,  on  a  straight  line  connecting  the  deep 
water  on  either  side  of  the  bar;  the  second  is  for  the  same  width  and  depth  of 
channel,  following  the  present  channel  to  the  old  landing  and  tbence  across  the 
bsi;  and  the  third  lathe  same  as  the  second,  except  that  it  provides  forS  instead 
of  e  feet  depth.

The  estimated  cost  ot  this  improvement  was  |B,000,  but  the  favorable  price  at 
which  the  dredging  was  done  enabled  us  to  do  ail  that  was  required  with  the 
fpOOO,  the  amount  of  the  appropriation. 

There  ia  no  immediate  demand  for  an  extension  of  ibc  breakwater,  but  there 
andoubiedly  will  be  before  long,  for  the  general  purposes  of  coast  and  ocean 

The  present  work  is  designed  to  furnish  the  initial  point  ror  the  work  of  the 
fotare,  so  that  it  can  be  most  economically  and  rapidly  consiructed  when  re- 
quired. 

This  work  has  been  under  the  superintendence  of  Assistant  Engineer  J.  P. 
Couon.

To  the  Stnaleand  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Oenvral  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  January  Session,  1883 : 

The  Woidcd's  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  Penal  and  Correctional  In- 
stitutions of  the  State,  respectfully  submit  their  eleventh  annual 
report. 

The  InstitntioDS  at  the  State  Farm  have  received  some  important 
additions  since  our  last  report,  buildings  having  been  erected  for  the 
accommodation  of  juvenile  offenders,  those  who  have  hitherto  been 
iumates  of  the  Reform  School  in  the  city. 

The  Reform  School,  during  the  past  year  under  tlie  care  of  Mr. 
Howe,  has  undergone  a  marked  change  in  its  government,  more  luti- 
tade  having  been  allowed  the  inmates  (especially  in  tlie  boys'  depart- 
ment) their  obedience  being  left  to  their  sense  of  honor,  with  a  view 
to  give  them  the  power  of  self  control  and  strength  of  cliaracter  tliat 
will  enable  them  to  act  for  themselves  when  they  obtain  their  free- 
dom.    The  experiment  thus  far  has  proved  a  success. 

later  hours  in  the  moniing  for  study  have  been  introduced  which 
is  also  considered  an  improvement  The  girls'  school  is  now  unnsu- 
ally  small,  therefore,  when  removed  to  the  new  building,  now  about 
ready,  a  better  opportunity  will  be  afforded  for  grading  or  classifying 
the  inmates.  We  would  recommend  that  particular  care  should  bo 
exercised  in  this  respect,  that  the  young  and  comparatively  innocent 
may  not  be  exposed  to  the  contaminating  influence  of  the  older  of- 
fenders.    The  extensive  and  pleasant  grounds  around  tiic  new  homo 
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will  afford  a  good  opportunity  for  exerciae  id  the  open  air,  with  which 
gardening  of  vanona  kind?  might  be  profitably  connected.  Tlie  pres- 
ent Matron,  Mra.  Howe,  and  her  asaiatants,  by  their  efforts  the  psst 
year  (especially  during  the  holiday's)  to  do  these  unfortunate  children 
good,  gave  their  school  and  work  rooms  more  the  appearance  of  a 
home  than  a  place  of  punishment. 

THE  HOUSE    OP  COBRECTIOK. 

The  work  of  this  institution  has  gone  on  quietly  during  the  pist 
year  under  the  care  of  experienced  matrons.  The  inmates  of  the 
House  of  Correction  are  composed  largely  of  young  girls,  as  in  onr 
last  report,  generally  committed  for  intemperance  or  vices  indoeedl))' 
it.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  the  same  persons  to  be  returned  from 
time  to  time  on  similar  charges.  This  fact  makes  the  work  diECoor- 
aging,  as  many  of  them  are  bright  intelligent  girla,  but  tall  as  soon  is 
exposed  to  temptation.  We  are  led  to  hope  much  in  the  way  of  re- 
form from  the  "  Sophia  Little  Homo"  for  this  class  of  girls;  if  they 
will  only  place  themselves  within  tlio  healthful  influences  that  eiist 
there  they  must  bo  benefited. 

The  sentences  at  the  State  Farm  are  often  so  short  they  are  scarcelj 
sober,  at  least  not  over  the  effects  of  drinking,  before  they  sre  ont 
again,  if,  therefore,  they  can  be  persuaded  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
kind  assistance  and  instruction  of  the  ladies  who  manage  this  excell- 
ent chanty,  which  we  trust  will  be  liberally  maintained,  theyMtM/be 
strengthened  and  better  able  to  resist  temptation,  as  many  of  them 
seem  sincere  in  their  desire  to  reform  and  lead  better  lives. 

THE    ALUSHOUSE 

continues  under  the  same  management  of  past  years  —  the  matrous 
giving  the  inmates  all  the  comforts  their  accommodations  will  allo*- 
We  recommend  that  arrangements  may  soon  be  made  for  the  Iwttw 
care  and  comfort  of  the  sick  —  a  hospital,  if  at  first  on  a  small  scale, 
would  be  a  valuable  addition  and  should  be  considered  an  immediato 
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necessity.  Tho  patients  cannot  be  made  comfortable  at  present  in  the 
dormitories,  occupied  at  all  times  by  so  many  infirm  people. 

The  children  who  are  in  the  care  of  Mrs.  Ames  show  the  benefit 
they  are  receiving  from  her  careful  instmction. 

We  are  gratified  that  the  younger  ones  of  both  sexes  still  in  the 
Almshouse  are  soon  to  be  provided  with  a  suitable  teacher,  for  they 
are  certainly  fine  promising  looking  children. 

THE  INSANE. 

This  department  has  received  faithful  attention  from  our  new  Ma- 
tron the  past  year.  The  numberof  females  is  larger  tlian  ever  before; 
the  devotion  of  Mrs.  Yinal  to  the  patients  in  the  hospital  has  been 
very  satisfactory  Co  our  Board. 

INDUSTRIAL   SCHOOL. 

We  are  encouraged  by  His  Excellency  Governor  Littleficld's  favor- 
able view  in  his  Annual  Message,  of  a  State  Industrial  School,  that 
the  vagrant,  but  not  criminal  children  of  the  State  may  be  saved  from 
infamy  and  vice.  If  there  is  any  doubt  in  the  minds  of  our  legisla- 
tors with  regard  to  the  necessity  for  this  institution,  they  can  be  con- 
vinced by  a  visit  to  the  Reform  School  at  this  time,  and  enquiry  into 
the  circnmstances  of  some  of  the  young  children  recently  committed 
for  the  sake  of  a  home,  but  will  undoubtedly  be  made  worse  instead 
of  better  by  their  associations,  for,  as  we  have  been  informed,  they 
were  not  considered  wicked  children  when  taken  there.  An  asylum 
must  be  provided  for  these  unfortunate  ones;  the  subject  cannot  long- 
er be  ignored  ;  shall  we  repeat  in  tho  language  of  our  former  appeal, 
it  u  the  acknowledged  duty  of  every  christian  community  to  maintain 
those  who  cannot  maintain  themselves  even  when  their  poverty  is  the 
result  of  their  criminality.  It  is  the  avowed  policy  of  every  free  and 
enlightened  State  to  educate  the  youni;  and  rising  generation  whether 
richer  poor.  It  becomes,  therefore,  the  double  duty  of  the  govern- 
ment to  feed,  clothe  and  educate  these  helpless  wards  of  the  State. 
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Humanity  and  public  policy  alike  reqnire  it.  The  only  room  for&n; 
didcrcnce  ot  opinion  is  as  to  the  mode  of  doing  it  The  first  step  in 
providing  for  the  futare  welfare  and  usefulneas  of  these  poor  and  de- 
graded children,  should  be  to  rescue  them  from  the  moral  and  iocial 
degradation  to  which  they  haye  been  reduced  by  the  misfortonea  or 
crimes  of  those  who  should  have  been  their  protectors.

To  tie  Ebnoraile  the  Oeneral  Attembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island 
and  Providence  Plantations,  at  its  January  Session,  A.  D., 
1882: 

The  undersigned,  Board  of  Commiaaioners,  appointed  under 
Chapter  800,  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed  at  the  January  Session, 
A.  D.,  1880,  in  accordance  with  the  provisione  of  said  act  herewith 
present  their  second  report : 

At  the  time  of  their  last  report  to  your  Honorable  Body  in  Jan- 
nary,  A.  D.,  1881,  your  Commissioners  had  heard  and  determined 
the  different  questiouB  referred  to  them  in  relation  to  the  membership 
of  the  Xarragaueett  Tribe  of  Indians  and  the  boundaries  of  the 
pablic  lands  released  to  the  State  by  the  tribe.  And  immediately 
thereafter,  their  determination  of  these  matters  was  presented  to  the 
Sopreme  Court,  sitting  within  and  for  the  county  of  Washington,  at 
its  next  ensuing  term,  on  the  third  Monday  in  February,  ae  required 
by  Section  4  of  said  Chapter  800  of  the  Public  Laws,  together  with 
a  plat  of  the  public  lands  conveyed  to  the  State.  This  report  of  your 
Commissioners  continued  before  the  Court  for  its  action  thereon,  by 
sdjonrnment  from  time  to  time  until  the  19th  day  of  August,  when 
a  decree  was  entered  amending  and  confirming  the  same.  The  list  of 
members  of  the  tribe  as  finally  determined  contains  three  hundred 
and  twenty-four  names  (^See  Appendix,)  and  the  individual  share  of 
the  purchase-money  for  the  said  lauds  due  each  member  amounted  to 
fifteen  dollars  and  forty-three  cents. 
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Your  Commissi  oners  proceeded  to  pay  to  each  member  of  tbe  tribe 
the  share  dae  to  him  or  her  as  thus  determined.  Some  delay  arose 
at  first  in  deciding  wliat  form  of  vouchor  should  be  nsed  in  drawing 
iipon  the  General  TreaBiirer  and  State  Auditor  under  the  different 
provisions  of  the  resolution  passed  at  the  May  Session,  A.  D.,  1880, 
appropriating  the  five  thousand  dollars  aud  the  act  of  May.  A.  D., 
1881,  in  reference  to  the  same,  which  was  afterwards  overcome.  Tbe 
members  of  the  tribe  in  the  meantime  were  anxious  to  receive  tbeir 
money,  since  their  Council  had  executed  the  conveyance  to  tiie  State 
over  a  year  before  and  they  had  been  without  the  use  of  the  pnblic 
lands  during  that  period,  and  the  undersigned  accordingly  appointed 
September  13th  at  the  ofiicc  of  the  General  Troaaurer  in  Providence 
and  September  15th  at  the  Indian  Meeting  House  in  Charlestown  st 
the  days  for  jiayment.  Your  Commissioners  endeavored  to  gire  as 
public  notice  of  these  meetings  as  possible,  because  many  of  the 
members  of  the  tribe  have  no  fixed  jilace  of  abode  and  are  widely 
scattered  and  Litely  have  become  more  so,  rendering  it  diflienltto 
reach  many  of  tliem.  Both  of  these  meetings  were  largely  attended, 
especially  the  one  at  the  Indian  Meeting  House.  The  latter  meeting 
the  General  Treasurer  kindly  consented  to  attend  and  to  pay  the  orders 
of  tiie  Commissioners  to  the  holdei's  at  once,  thus  preventing  an}' 
advantjtge  lieiug  taken  of  the  members  of  the  tribe  by  the  negotiating 
of  the  orders  through  others.  Nearly  all  the  members  of  the  tribe 
have  now  been  paid  except  a  veiy  few  whose  money  now  awaits  them 
in  the  hands  of  the  General  Treasurer.  Of  the  orders  unpaid  one  is 
to  Sitinuel  Champiiit;  the  memljers  of  the  tribe  generally  allege  in 
regard  to  this  name,  that  tl^i'y  know  of  no  other  person  by  that  name 
than  Samuel  R.  Cliampliu,  whose  share  has  been  already  paid  and  no 
person  has  appeared  to  claim  this  order.  The  order  of  Mrs.  Catherine 
Stantou,  also,  has  not  been  drawn,  as  Mrs.  Stanton  refuses  to  tate  it, 
alleging  that  she  is  afraid  she  may  thereby  i>rejudice  any  farther 
claim  she  may  have  as  heir  to  the  Ninigrets, 

With  the  payment  of  this  purchase  money  to  the  tribe,  your  Com- 
missioners have  finished  that  part  of  their  duties  which  had  relation 
to   the  Tribe  or  its  members  and  the  sole  dutv  left  for  them  is  to

proTide  for  the  sale  aud  to  sell  the  lands  conveyed  to  the  State. 
After  the  distribntioti  of  this  money  it  seemed  too  late,  owing  to  the 
time  required  by  the  act  (Chapter  800)  that  notice  should  be  given 
before  a  sale  and  because  of  the  delay  of  the  anrvcyor  in  furnishing 
suitable  plats  for  the  purpose,  to  offer  the  laud  for  sale  during  the 
sutamn  of  A.  D.,  1881  and  it  was  deemed  more  advantageous  to  have 
the  sale  thereof  made  in  the  spring  than  in  the  winter  when  some 
parts  of  the  land  would  be  difficult  of  acceea. 

There  have  been  several  minor  questions  which  have  occupied  the 
attention  of  your  Commissioners.  One  of  these  has  been  the  condi- 
tioD  in  which  dispntes  between  individual  members  of  the  Tribe  with 
reference  to  their  private  lands  has  been  left.  In  this  matter  the 
action  of  your  Commissioners  has  been  to  leave  the  parties  to  their 
remedies,  as  citizens,  considering  that  the  Legislatnre  did  not  by  tho 
language  of  Section  4  of  Chapter  800  of  the  Public  Ijaws  confer 
power  upon  them  to  determine  these  questions,  if  indeed  it  could. 
Per  the  conveyance  from  the  Indian  Council  to  the  State  expressly 
reserves  ail  individual  lands  to  their  owners  and  the  title  to  the  same 
is  confirmed  to  them.  Tborefore  the  General  Assembly  could  hardly 
give  to  your  Co  lit  miss  ion  el's  the  jwwer  to  determine  the  title  of  these 
individuals  to  their  lauds  in  case  of  conflict,  to  decide  their  disputes 
about  their  boundaries  or  to  partition  their  esfaites  between  heirs,  with- 
out the  intervention  of  a  jury  trial,  while  such  an  investigatiou  would 
have  greatly  extended  the  length  of  time  necessary  to  settle  the 
questions  arising  out  of  the  tribal  relations  of  the  Indians.  All  the 
parties  now  have  the  same  remedies  in  these  matters  that  otlicr 
citizens  have  in  similar  cases.  In  all  cases,  escej)t  where  iHtth  parties 
have  voluntarily  anbmitted  their  controversies  to  yonr  Comraissionei-s 
for  determination  and  the  question  involved  was  not  very  important, 
your  Commissioners  have  declined  to  act  in  the  premisos,  but  even  in 
tliese  cases  they  have  acted  as  referees  between  individuals  ratlier  than 
as  Commissioners  acting  under  authority  of  the  State. 

The  members  of  the  Tribe,  however,  have  desired  the  Commis- 
sioneis  to  lay  before  your  Honorable  Body  the  condition  in  which 
these  individual  lands  now  are,  and  the  consequences  that  may  arise 
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from  it.  In  manj  cases  the  privatG  lands  have  not  b««D  divided  smong 
the  heire  for  several  generations  and  the  owners  in  common  of  certain 
trocte  are  now  very  numerous  and  widely  scattered  and  in  some  cases 
cs[uib!e  of  being  ascertained  only  with  difiicnltj;  so  that  wbeo  the 
town  of  Ohorlestown  taxes  the  land,  by  reason  of  the  number  of 
owners  and  their  iguorauoe  of  the  laws  of  the  State,  the  lands  io 
many  cases  will  be  sold  for  taxes,  below  their  value  and  the  ownen 
deprived  of  their  projicrty.  The  remedy  of  suing  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  or  tho  Supreme  Court  for  a  partition,  they  eay,  ia 
inadequate  on  account  of  the  expense  in  proportion  to  the  little 
value  of  the  land,  and  in  most  cases  the  parties  cannot  be  brought  to 
agree  upon  arbitration  on  account  of  petty  jealousies.  This  same  canK 
renders  it  difficult  to  dispose  of  these  Unds,  as  they  have  no  record 
evidence  of  their  title  to  the  same.  This  subject  your  Comtnis- 
sioners  present  to  your  Honorable  Body,  as  requested  withont  ei- 
pieseing  any  opinion  thereon,  as  they  do  not  regard  it  as  coming 
within  ihe  duties  assigned  to  them  to  consider. 

In  this  coDocctiOD  your  Commieioueis  would  refer  to  the  recoidBof 
the  Indian  Council,  which  have  been  kept  by  the  Council  Clerks  for 
a  number  of  years  and  contain  much  matter  of  importance  with 
vefcrencG  to  the  tribal  and  individual  lands,  especially  the  assignmeDt 
and  setting  off  of  the  bounds  of  the  private  lands.  These  should  be 
preserved  and  k^pt  in  a  place  open  to  the  pnblic  inspection  — and 
properly  belong  to  the  State,  being  included  in  the  common  tribd 
property  conveyed  to  it.  Those  I'ecords  are  now  in  the  possession  of 
Mr.  Benjamin  Thomas,  late  President  of  the  Indian  Council  Your 
Commissioners  have  several  times  requested  the  Council  to  deliver 
them  up  for  tlio  purpose  of  depositing  them  either  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  or  of  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  town  of  Cliarlestown, 
but  the  Council  have  neglected  to  deliver  them.  What  action  if  any 
should  be  ttikon  iu  this  matter  your  Commissioners  respectfully 
submit  to  your  Honorable  Body. 

The  Commissioners  further  submit  to  your  Honorable  Body,  as  in 
their  preceding  report,  what  action,  if  any,  should  be  taken  by  them 
in  regard  to  the  large  pouds  included  in  the  public  lands  and  to  the 
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Indian  Fort  on  Fort  Neck.  Your  Commissioiiei-s  dnring  the  paat 
year  have  held  fifteen  formal  meetings,  two  of  which  have  been  of  a 
public  character. 

As  early  as  practicable  in  the  spring  it  ia  proposed  to  sell  the  lands 
conveyed  by  the  Indian  Goancil  to  the  State,  dividiug  them  into 
suitable  lots  for  sale.  This  will  probably  be  in  Uay  or  June,  when 
the  woodland  is  io  fall  foliage,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  this  sale  the 
State  will  realize .  some  part,  at  least,  of  the  sum  which  it  has  ex- 
pended in  bringing  the  tribal  relations  of  the  ludiHOS  to  a  close. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  dissolving  the  tribal  relations  and 
admitting  the  meioberB  of  the  Tribe  to  all  privileges  of  citizenship 
of  this  ^tiite,  the  Indians  have  almost  completely  assimilated  them- 
selves with  the  body  of  surrounding  citizens  without  distnrbance  or 
ill-effect)  and  the  anomaly  of  a  class  of  people  in  the  State  and  yet 
not  a  vital  ])art  of  the  State  has  wholly  passed  away.  This  change 
has  removed  a  disorganizing  inflnence  from  the  town  of  Gharlestown, 
vhile  adding,  to  some  extent,  to  its  taxable  property  and  bringing 
advantages  both  to  the  tribe  and  its  neighbors. 

In  conclusion,  your  Commissioners  expect  during  the  present  year 
to  bring  their  work  tn  a  close  in  a  completion  of  the  duties  assigned 
them  by  your  Honorable  Body,  trusting  tliat  while  the  expense  and 
time  devoted  to  the  accomplishment  of  their  diities  nnder  the  law 
■nay  have  been  greater  than  at  first  anticipated,  the  State  may  never 
regret  its  action  in  the  manner  of  terminating  its  relation  with  the 
Narragansett  Tribe  of  Indians.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island: 

In  accordance  with  the  requirenieDta  of  our  laws  I  reBpecfcfnlly  pre- 
sent the  following  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  State 
government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1881,  with  the 
exhibit  of  condition  at  its  close  ae  found  upon  an  examination  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  General  Treasurer.  The  receipts  were 
W19,792.44,  the  balance  in  the  treasury  on  January  1, 1881, 185.683.- 
23.  making  the  aggregate  of  reeourccs  $1,005,475.67.  The  expendi- 
tures, including  $100,000.00  paid  Oommissioncrs  of  Sinking  Funds 
and  »U7,180.00  paid  for  interest  on  State  bonds,  were  •794,685.77, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  on  December  31, 1881,  of. $210, 789.- 
90,  The  expenditures,  deducting  payments  on  account  of  the  bonded 
debt,  were  $547,505.77.  In  1879,  when  the  calendar  year  was  made 
the  fiscal  year  of  the  State,  the  expenditures  after  similar  deductions 
were  $453,151.00,  and  in  1880,  $499,718.90,  showing  an  apparently 
uniform  increase  of  about  fifty  thousand  dollars  annually.  The  re- 
ceipts during  those  years,  excluding  the  State  tax,  show  a  correspond- 
ing yearly  increase  of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

JUDICIAL   BECEIFTS   AND   EXPENDITURES. 

The  aggregate  receipts  were  $19,624.66,  an  amount  slightly  less 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  act  passed  by  your  honorable 
body  at  the  January  session  1881,  having  for  its  object  the  increase  of 
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the  rfivenne  of  the  state  by  reBloring  cerlain  fees  in  the  higher  conitE, 
did  not  have  the  desired  effect  as  regards  the  fiscal  year  juet  closed, 
for  the  reason  that  the  returns  of  bat  one  terra  (Sept. )  of  the  conrt  of 
Common  Pleas,  Providence,  that  incladed  such  fees,  vfere  received, 
while  the  relams  of  three  terms  of  courts  in  other  counties,  commenc- 
ing  in  1881,  were  not  rendered  to  this  department  because  of  the  ad- 
.  journment  of  the  said  coui-ta  over  into  the  present  year.  Jndgiog 
from  the  returns  at  hand  I  am  confident  that  the  annual  revenue  ic- 
cruing  from  these  sources  will  meet  the  expectations  of  the  originaton 
of  the  measure. 

The  appropriations  for  the  judicial  branch  of  the  .government,  ei- 
clusive  of  salaries,  amounted  to  t52,S00.00,  the  expenditures  149,- 
661.16.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  some  plan  be  devised 
whereby  the  summary  of  i-eceipts  for  the  fiscal  year  may  represent  the 
actual  revenue  of  the  State  for  that  period.  During  the  year  1881 
the  sum  of  forty-fonr  hnndred  and  sixty-one  and  forty  one-bundredlhs 
dollars  appears  in  the  statement  of  receipts,  credited  to  jurors, 
officers  and  witnesses,  and  whs  of  course  treated  as  revenue,  when  it 
was  simply  money  returned  into  the  treasury  by  clerks  of  courts  ud 
sheriffs  as  unexpended  balances  from  amounts  received  as  per  approved 
estimates  rendered.  The  actual  expenditures  were  obviously  propo^ 
tionately  lesn. 

TELEOUAPH   AND  TELBPHONB    COMPANIES. 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  suggestions  and  explanatioos  in 
relation  to  the  collection  of  taxes  from  these  companies  as  required  by 
Chap.  863  of  the  Public  Laws,  now  found  in  Chap.  27  of  the  Public 
Statutes.  The  act  was  passed  April  21,  1881,  requiring  the  retnros 
to  be  made  annually  up  to  the  first  Monday  in  July  and  the  tax  to  be 
paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  succeeding  the  making  of 
such  returns.  The  retnrn  to  be  made  in  1881,  consequently,  was  for 
the  short  period  of  seventy  days.  The  sum  of  t83.94  was  collected 
from  telephone  companies.  One  telegraph  company  reported  five 
hundred  dollars  as  gro^e  receipts  and  paid  the  tax  thereon.     Aootber 
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telegraph  company,  in  response  to  a  request  for  a  return  forwarded 
aboDt  the  first  of  July,  wrote,  tlirough  its  treasurer  in  New  York 
city,  that  at  least  two  months  would  be  required  in  which  to  furnish 
the  information  sought.  A  sworn  statement  was  subsequently 
rendered,  dated  Aug.  Ifi,  1881,  placing  the  gross  receipts  at  tl61€.08, 
the  tax  on  which  has  not  at  this  date  been  paid  into  the  Treasury. 
This  return  also  purported  to  include  the  gross  receipts  of  two  other  ■ 
companies  for  the  same  period  of  time.  The  act  referred  to  also  pro- 
vides that  in  case  the  tax  is  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  same 
is  due,  the  General  Treasurer  shall  apply  to  the  Supreme  Court  who 
shall  appoint  a  time  for  a  hearing.  The  General  Treasurer  has  not 
made  sncli  an  application  to  the  court  for  the  reason  that  I  have  not 
officially  advised  it.  As  this  tax  on  gross  receipts  is  in  lieu  of  all 
other  taxes  that  might  otherwise  be  levied  by  the  cities  and  towns  in 
which  the  property  of  the  several  companies  is  locateil,  it  would  seem 
very  desirable  that  thi>  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  clearly  define 
what  constitutes  ''grots  receipts."  For  example,  if  the  receipts  of  a 
telegraph  company  at  the  office  in  Providence  on  messages  transmitted 
to  New  York  city  amount  to  twenty  thousand  dollars,  should  the  tax 
be  collected  on  this  entire  sum,  or  upon  only  a  proportionate  part 
thereof  determined  by  the  ratio  that  the  number  of  miles  of  line  in 
this  State  bears  to  the  whole  number  between  the  two  cities  P 

The  statements  usually  accompanying  the  annual  reports  from  this 
office,  viz. :  a  summary  of  receipts  and  payments,  statistics  relating  to 
the  bonded  debt,  the  permanent  school  fund  and  the  Touro  Jewish 
Synagogue  fund,  and  a  transcript  of  orders  upon  the  General  Treasurer 
issued  dnring  the  year,  are  appended.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc, 
at  its  January  Session,  1882  : 

The  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  respectfallj  present 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1S81,  as  required  by 
the  Public  Laws. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  membership  of  the  Board 
during  the  year.  Mr.  William  H.  Hopkins,  whose  term  of  office  ex- 
pired June  1,  vas  re-appointed  by  His  Excellency,  Oorernor  Little- 
field,  at  the  May  Sessiou. 

The  heads  of  all  the  departments  remain  the  same  as  a  year  ago, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Reform  School. 
Hr.  Frank  M.  Howe,  from  the  Michigan  State  Keform  School, 
assamed  the  charge  of  the  institution,  June  1,  taking  the  place  of 
Gapt.  Hartin  L.  Eldridge,  whose  resignation  went  into  effect  at  that 
time. 

Mr.  Richmond  J.  Stone,  who  at  the  date  of  the  last  report  was 
Acting  Deputy-Superintendent  of  the  Workhouse  and  House  of  Cor- 
rection, receited  the  appointment  of  Deputy-Superintendent  April  1, 
upon  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Hunt,  Superintendent  of  the 
State  InstitntioDB  in  Cranston. 
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COSSTHUCTIOS. 

Ifew  Slata  Reform  School— The  School  for  Girls. 

A  year  ago  this  building  was  qnite  fully  described  in  the  reports 
the  Board.  At  that  time  the  Gxterioronly  was  completed;  since  tben 
the  interior  has  been  finished  and  the  school,  with  the  exception  of 
the  furniture,  is  now  ready  for  occupancy.  During  the  autamn  and 
early  winter  a  large  amount  of  work  was  done  by  the  inmates  and 
teams  of  the  Workhouse  upon  the  grouuds,  [>athg  aud  roads,  and 
this  will  bo  continued  in  the  spring.  It  has  not  been  thought  best  to 
remoTB  the  girls  from  the  city  while  the  grading  is  in  progress  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  bnilding,  and  the  transferwill  not  be  mide 
before  the  coming  summer, — just  previous  to  the  removal  of  tk 
boys. 

A  well  was  sunk  at  the  Girls'  School  in  the  winter  of  1H80-81,  to 
the  deptli  of  about  thirty-six  feet,  partly  by  digging  and  partly  bt 
drilling  a  three  inch  hole  into  the  underlying  ledge.  A  windmill 
was  placed  over  the  well  to  raise  the  water  to  a  tank  in  the  attic  of 
the  bnilding.  There  appeared  to  be  an  abundant  supply  during  the 
Bjiring,  which  almost  entirely  disappeared  when  the  drought  o<.<currFd 
in  the  autumn.  In  December  drilling  in  the  thre«-inch  hole  vt& 
recommenced  with  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  larger  quantity  of  water. 
At  a  depth  of  about  ninety  feet  below  the  platform  of  the  tower  of 
the  windmill  a  trial  was  made,  (January  4-5,  1882,)  and  about  five 
and  one-quarter  gallons  per  minute  were  pumped  from  the  well  con- 
tinuously fur  about  twenty  hours.  The  drilling  is  still  going  on,  a 
depth  of  141  feet  having  been  reached  at  this  date,  (February  7, 
1882.) 

The  amount  ex]iendcd  upon  the  Girls'  School,  including  the 
grounds  and  the  well  and  windmill,  to  January  1,  1882,  was 
$20,880.81.  To  this  must  be  added  whatever  the  work  at  the  well 
this  winter  may  cost,  at  the  rate  of  six  dollars  per  foot,  the  eipense 
of  laying  out  the  grounds  and  the  cost  of  furniture. 
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New  State  Reform  School — School/or  Boys. 

.  But  little  work  bad  been  done  at  this  ioBtitntion  &t  the  close  of 
18S0.  The  workshop,  coQtaiQJng  the  workrooms,  chapel,  diiiiag 
room,  kitchen  and  lanndrj,  had  been  commenced  and  its  walls  raised 
nearly  to  the  top  of  the  basement. 

The  Board  were  so  dissatisfied  with  some  of  the  conti-act  work  of 
this  building,  that  they  decided  to  construct  the  others  by  the  day, 
although  this  course  might  canso  some  additional  expense  and  would 
certainly  demand  more  time  and  attention,  especially  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings.  It  was  bcliered,  however,  that  whatever  addi- 
tional expense  there  might  be,  if  any,  would  be  fully  compensated  by 
having  the  work  done  well.  A  description  of  the  workshop  and 
also  of  the  Saperintondeat's  house  and  the  two  homes  for  the  boys, 
was  given  in  the  last  annual  report.  The  construction  of  these  four 
buildings  has  been  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  circumstances  would 
allow;  they  are  all  at  about  the  same  stage  of  completion.  The 
interior  plastering  and  hard-finishing  have  been  done  during  the 
winter,  and  the  work  of  laying  the  floors  and  putting  on  the  window 
and  door  casings,  mopboarda,  etc.,  will  soon  be  begun,  as  will  also 
the  plumbing,  a  contract  for  which  has  just  been  made  (January  30, 
1882),  with  Messrs.  Thomas  Phillips  &  Co.,  for  the  sum  of  t3,I50.00. 

The  institution  will  be  heated  by  steam  furnished  from  two  hori- 
zontal tubular  boilers,  16  feet  by5  feet,  to  be  made  by  the  Providence 
Steam  Engine  Co.,  complete  for  12,750.00,  and  placed  in  a  separate 
bailding,  which  will  be  located  about  two  hundred  and  eighty  feet 
east  of  the  workshop,  the  ground  at  this  point  being  about  twenty- 
five  feet  lower  than  at  the  lowest  of  the  other  buildings.  The  boiler 
house  will  be  50  feet  long  by  10  feet  wide  and  one  story  in  height, 
constructed,  like  the  other  buildings,  of  stone  rough-cast,  granite 
trimmings  and  slated  roof.  It  will  have  abrick  chimney  about  seventy 
feet  high.  From  the  boilers  the  steam  will  be  conducted  in  covered 
pipes  upon  the  "Holley"  system  to  the  several  buildings,  where  it 
will  be  used  for  heating,  cooking  or  for  power,  as  required.  There 
will  be  about  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  length  of  this  pipe, 
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vaiying  in  size  from  four  to  one  and  one-half  inches  interior  diameter, 
and  costing  laid  trom  two  and  three-qaarters  to  one  and  a  faidf  doUin 
the  running  foot,  the  Stutfl  doing  the  trenching  and  back  filling. 
The  condensed  water  having  been  mostly  deprived  of  ite  heat  and 
leaving  the  buildings  at  a  temperature  of  about  eighty  degrees,  vill 
return  to  the  boiler  house  by  a  distinct  pipe  to  be  again  nsed. 

The  water  for  the  school  will  be  supplied  from  the  brook  which 
runs  close  by.  A  reservoir  forty  feet  in  diameter  (average  iBterior 
measurement)  and  six  feet  deep,  will  be  constructed  and  the  conne 
of  the  brook  tnrned  to  it.  Fi-om  tliis  the  water  will  pass  by  grsTitr 
to  a  pump  at  the  boiler  house,  by  which  it  will  be  lifted  to  tanks  in 
the  attics  of  tlie  several  buildings.  The  force  mains  of  the  city  water 
works  pass  within  three  hundred  feet  of  the  Superintendent's  home, 
and  it  was  hoped  that  a  favorable  arrangement  could  be  made  witli 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  Providence  and  water  obtained  from 
this  source.  Much  trouble  in  planning  and  building  the  appantiu 
would  have  been  avoided,  but  the  rate  named  by  the  city  for  funiish- 
ing  the  water  was  so  higii,  making  the  cost  per  annum  for  a  iti\j 
supply  of  ten  thousand  gallons  $703.00  and  td5.70  for  each  additionil 
thousand  gallons,  the  State  also  to  pay  for  laying  the  pipe  and  far  a 
meter,  that  the  Building  Committee,  to  whose  judgment  the  qaes- 
tion  had  been  left  for  decision,  did  not  believe  they  would  be  justified 
in  accepting  the  ofTer.  The  school  now  pays  the  city  $200.00  per 
annum  for  the  water  nsed  there. 

It  is  probable  that  gas  will  be  brought  to  the  buildings,  which 
have  been  prepared  for  using  it,  from  the  main  in  Pontiac  avenue 
ratlicr  more  than  a  half  mile  away  ;  but  nothing  definite  has  as  yet 
been  planned  in  relation  thereto. 

The  amount  charged  to  the  construction  account  of  the  Boys' 
School  to  January  1,  1882,  was  $42,966.91  and  there  were  at  the  same 
date  uncompleted  contracts  and  agreements  amounting  to  perhaps 
$2,000.00,  for  plastering  done  by  the  square  yard  and  other  work.  It 
is  estimated  that  it  will  require  $40,000.00  to  complete  the  constnic- 
tion  of  the  institution  and  to  furnish  it,  including  the  Girls'  Depart-

tnent     This  will  bring  the  entire  cost  of  the  new  Beform  School  to 
•116,000.00 

BBPAIR8    AT    THE    FVUPIHa     STATION     AND     OTHER    BEPAIB8    AND 
IMPH0VEMENT8, 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  last  report  that  a  new  pump  was  needed  at 
the  pumping  station,  and  that  one  had  been  procured  which  failed  to 
do  the  work  promised  and  was  returned  to  the  maker.  In  June  of 
the  past  year  a  pump  was  purchased  of  the  George  F.  Blake  Manu- 
facturing Co.  of  the  same  pattern  as  the  oue  which  has  been  in  snc- 
cessful  operation  since  the  water  works  were  built  iu  1870.  It  has  a 
capacity  about  one-third  greater  than  the  old  pump,  the  diameter  of 
the  water  cylinder  being  seven  inches,  the  length  of  stroke  twelve  inches 
and  the  quantity  of  water  delivered  at  each  movement  of  the  piston 
two  gallons.  The  old  pump  was  again  put  in  complete  order  and  set 
up  beside  the  new  one,  the  steam  and  water  connections  being  so 
arranged  that  either  pump  can  be  used  at  the  pleasure  of  the  engin- 
eer. A  new  six  inch  cast  iron  suction  pipe  was  also  laid  from  the 
building  to  the  pond,  the  suction  pipe  within  the  building  having 
been  renewed  the  previous  year.  The  pumping  apparatus  is  now 
believed  to  be  in  excellent  condition.     Cost  of  pump,  etc.,  $736.66. 

To  render  the  fire  apparatus  more  effective  a  system  of  electric 
signals  has  been  arranged  so  that  communication  may  be  had  between 
stations  near  the  several  hydrants  and  the  fire  pump  at  the  workhouse. 
A  person  in  charge  of  abydrant  can  by  this  means  direct  the  engineer 
to  prepare,  start  or  stop  the  pump,  and  the  engineer  can  reply  that 
he  has  received  the  signal. 

Telephonic  communication  has  been  established  between  the  Super- 
intendent's office  at  the  Workhouse,  and  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane, 
the  Almshouse,  the  Superintendent's  house  and  the  barn,  and  also 
between  the  Superintendent's  honse  and  the  barn.  The  cost  of  run- 
ning the  wires  and  of  all  the  necessary  apparatus  for  the  two  systems 
of  communication  was  1388.00,  exclusive  of  the  rental  of  the  tele- 
phones. 
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A  bouse  16  feet  b;  S6  feet,  one  st^ry  in  height,  has  been  bnilt  b; 
the  WortthouBe  labor,  in  which  to  make  the  soft  soap  used  in  the 
inatitutioDS.  Three  large  kettles,  two  of  them  obtained  from  the  oM 
prison,  were  set,  which  hare  yielded  dariog  the  jear  a  product  of 
more  than  ten  thousand  gallons.  The  cost  of  this  building  was 
<120.94. 

The  floor  of  the  Laundry,  about  four  inches  in  thickness  was 
found  to  be  so  badly  decayed  as  to  need  entire  renewal,  owing  to  the 
heat  and  dampness  caused  by  steam  pipes  in  the  space  below.  The 
cost  of  this  was,  for  material  alone,  tl53.33. 

The  foregoing  are  the  larger  items  of  repairs  aud  improvemeotB, 
the  remainder  of  the  expense  of  this  class  reported,  having  been 
mostly  for  material  for  the  general  repairs  of  the  bnildiiig,  inside  and 
outride,  fences,  etc. ;  the  labor  was  done  mainly  by  the  mechanics 
committed  to  the  Workhouse. 

WATBE  FHOa  CITY  OP   PBOVIDENCB. 

In  1878,  the  Prison  Commission  laid  an  eight  inch  pipe  from  the 
State  Water  Works  to  the  force  mains  of  the  city,  connecting  with 
the  latter  at  a  [mint  near  the  Pcttiiconsett  pumping  station,  and  u 
agreement  was  made  between  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of 
Providence  and  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  that 
water  would  be  furnished  through  this  pipe  whenever  needed,  at  the 
schedule  rates  paid  by  consumers  in  the  city,  namely,  three  centa  per 
hundred  gallons  when  the  bill  amounts  to  three  hundred  dollars,  or 
less,  and  when  it  amounts  to  more,  a  discount  of  twenty  per  cent. 
to  be  made  from  the  difference  between  the  three  hundred  dollars  and 
whatever  the  snm  of  the  bill  may  be. 

Until  the  past  autumn  the  Board  had  not  asked  for  water  nniler 
this  agreement.  In  October,  however,  the  supply  at  the  pond  had 
become  reduced  to  something  less  than  fifteen  thousand  gallons  ]>er 
day,  the  water  in  the  reservoir  was  low,  and  unless  the  mannfactaring 
nt  the  prison  was  stopped,  at  a  loss  to  the  contractors  and  to  the 
State,  and  all  the  institutions  exceedingly  restricted  in  the  nse  of 
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water,  there  seemed  to  be  no  other  cotirse  except  to  ask  the  city 
authorities  for  a  temporary  sapply.  It  was  first  demanded  that  the 
Board  should  incur  the  expense  of  a  six  inch  meter  costiug,  it  wag 
understood,  about  five  hundred  dollars.  This  was  of  necessity 
agreed  to,  but  a  delay  occurring  in  the  delivery  of  the  iostrument, 
the  water  was  turned  on  without  it.  Subsequently  the  meter  not 
proving  satisfactory  in  its  performance  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
the  State  was  relieved  of  the  burden  'of  purchasing  a  piece  of  appa- 
ratus which  it  might  not  need*  again  for  several  years,  by  paying 
(52.86  for  expenses  of  various  kinds,  and  the  water  was  estimated. 
It  began  to  run  into  the  State  reservoir  on  the  morning  of  Monday, 
October  17,  and  was  shut  oBE  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  October 
22,  the  reservoir  at  that  time  being  full.  The  estimated  quantity  re- 
ceived during  this  period  was  729,125  gallons,  the  cost  of  which  was 
«218.74. 

At  the  same  time  that  a  proposition  was  asked  of  the  Board  of 
Pablic  Works  to  supply  water  for  the  new  Reform  School  for  Boys, 
they  were  requested  to  make  an  offer  to  supply  all  the  institutions  for 
five  years.  The  price  named  for  doing  this  was  so  much  above  the  cost 
of  pamping.  including  the  expense  of  obtaining  a  temporary  supply 
as  often  as  a  drought  like  that  of  the  past  autumn  may  occar,  that 
the  Board  decided  to  decline  the  proposition. 

THE  OLD   PBI30N   ESTATE  IN   PROTIDEKCB, 

The  perishable  parts  of  the  buildings  upon  this  property,  except 
the  wooden  one  on  Gaspee  street  and  the  workshop,  which  we  well 
covered,  must  fast  go  to  decay.  In  the  report  of  1879,  after  an 
examination  by  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Board,  the  opin- 
ion was  expressed  that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  attempt  to 
preserve  the  buildings  by  making  extensive  repairs  upon  the  roofs, 
the  covering  of  which  even  at  that  time  was  in  had  condition. 

The  Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds  are  authorized  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  General  Assembly  passed  June  9,  1860,  to  contract  for 
the  sale  of  the  property,  subject  to  the  approval  of   the  General

Aseemblj,  and  the  Board  of  State  Charities  and  Corrections  are  em- 
powered by  the  eame  resolution  to  lease  it,  reserving  the  right  to  ter- 
minate any  lease  by  giviug  six  months'  notice. 

The  same  tenants  as  a  year  ago  are  in  occupation  of  the  baildiogi 
jast  mentioned,  The  rental  amonnts  yearly  to  $480.  A  famllT 
occupies  the  Warden's  tenement  without  rent  to  take  care  of  the 
property. 

Six  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents  were  expended  upon  the  wooden 
building  for  repairs.  A  balance  of  t42.91  of  an  appropriation  made 
in  1879  for  this  purpose,  remains  available. 

On  November  11,  information  was  brought  to  the  office  of  the 
Board  by  some  of  the  tenants,  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  City  Property  of  the  City  Couucil  of  Providence  had  notified 
them  to  pay  rent  to  the  city  or  to  remove  from  the  premises,  the  city, 
he  said,  (it  was  so  re[K>rted  to  tlte  Board,)  claiming  the  property. 
Word  was  at  once  sent  back  to  the  tenants  to  maintain  poasessioo  of 
the  premises  and  that  the  State  would  protect  their  interests  in  » 
doing.  His  Excelieucy  the  Governor  and  the  Attorney  General  were 
notified  and  the  case  laid  before  them.  As  the  matter  is  now  before 
your  Honorable  Body  through  the  Governor's  message,  it  is  not  neces- 
sary for  the  Board  to  say  more  upon  the  subject.  The  property  wss 
continued  in  charge  of  the  Board  by  a  resolution  of  the  Genend 
Assembly  passed  March  27,  1879. 

STATE    FARM     STATION     (SO-TALLED)     ON     THE     PAWTPXET    TAUH 
BKAKCH    RAILROAD. 

The  location  of  this  station  and  the  means  of  access  to  it  from  the 
liighway,  provided  for  jwrsona  travelling  to  and  from  the  State  Ids'"- 
tntiona  are  exceedingly  inconvenient.  As  there  seems  to  be  no  proba- 
bility that  any  improvement  will  be  made,  the  Board  recommend  that 
they  be  authorized  to  obtain  a  small  piece  of  land  on  the  sonth  side 
of  the  station.  In  this  way  only,  as  they  believe,  can  a  I'espectable 
approach  by  rail  to  the  State  Institutions  be  provided.  Whatever  is 
done  at  this  point  would  be  for  passengers  alone.     For  the  purpose  of 
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reoeiving  siippliea  bj  the  milroad  it  is  coDtemplated,  if  your  Hooor- 
able  Body  coucnrs  in  the  plan,  to  pnt  in  a  side  track  in  the  rear  of 
the  Prison  Yard,  or  thereabouts,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  inatitu- 
tious,  with  a  dump  for  coal  at  the  same  place.  The  gi'ading  can  be 
done  and  the  trestle  work  of  the  dump  can  be  built,  it  is  believed,  by 
the  labor  of  the  prison  and  jail  the  coming  season.  The  grading  of 
the  prison  grounds  is  about  completed  and  there  will  be  a  number  of 
the  inmates  of  the  jail  available  for  this  work.  The  sam  of 
t^.SOO.OO  will  be  included  in  the  estimate  of  appropriation  for  tlie 
year,  to  carry  out  the  two  improvements  here  anggested. 


The  report  of  farm  products  made  by  the  Snperinteudent  of  State 
Institutions  and  given  below,  shows  that  the  season  of  1681  was  one 
of  the  most  snccessful  in  its  agricultural  results  at  the  State  Institu- 
tions since  their  organization  in  1869. 

The  yield  of  hay  and  other  forage  and  the  crop  of  potatoes  were 
exceptionally  large.  The  latter  were  raised  on  twenty-five  acres  of 
ground  and  sufiered  somewhat  from  drought  towards  the  close  of  the 
season  of  growth.  The  manure  purchased  cost  12,840.41,  about 
one  thousand  dullars  more  than  in  tlie  previous  year.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  the  Board  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions  that 
the  increase  of  crops  so  completely  justified  the  increased  expendi- 
ture. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  a  part  of  the  farm  expenses  is  due  to 
the  support  of  teams  for  hauling  stone,  sand  aud  other  materials  for 
the  new  Reform  Schools,  and  for  making  roads  and  grading  around 
those  buildings.  From  the  monthly  labor  reports  it  appears  that  the 
teams  (each  team  a  yoke  of  oxen  or  pair  of  horses)  worked  in  this 
way  in  the  aggregate  one  thousand  and  twelve  days. 

The  following  statement  gives  the  amounts  of  the  various  produc- 
tions of  the  farm  in  1881 :

WORKHOUSE  AND   HOUBE   OF  CORRECTION. 

Mr,  Eichmond  J.  Stone,  Deputy  Superintendent,  has  had  chargeof 
this  institution  during  the  year,  under  the  Superintendent  of  State 
Institutions,  who  has  also  given  much  attention  to  its  managemeDt. 
Mies  £.  A.  Gile  remains  the  Matron  of  the  Womens'  Dopartment 

The  men  have  been  employed  mostly  upon  the  new  Reform  School! 
and  in  farming.  Those  not  qnite  trnatworthy  hare  been  engaged 
seating  chairs  in  the  shop,  the  number  so  employed  varying,  bow- 
ever,  according  to  the  demand  for  labor  at  the  new  buildings.  The 
monthly  reports  of  labor  show  the  number  of  days'  work  done  at  the 
Schools  as  follows  :  Laborers,  quarrying  stone,  tending  mafoni, 
driving  teams,  shovelhng,  etc.,  8,740  days;  masons  315  days;  car- 
penters 245  days;  blacksmiths  125  days;  painters  49  days;  stone- 
cutter 'i9  days.  The  repairs  of  the  institutions,  except  the  prison, 
have  been  made  mostly  by  the  mechanics  of  the  Workhouse.

The  women  have  been  occupied  as  heretofore,  in  the  cookhoase  and 
in  the  laandry  and  making  and  repairing  the  clothing  for  the  institu* 
.    tiona. 

The  UDmberof  commitments  during  the  year  was  167,  twenty-seven 
larger  than  in  the  previoas  year.  Of  thoae  committed  271,  or  fifty- 
eight  per  cent.,  were  common  drunkards.  In  1880  the  percentage  was 
sixty-one,  in  1879  forty-eight,  for  this  offence.  The  average  number 
of  inmates  during  1881  was  207,  twelve  more  than  in  1880.  By 
referring  to  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  this  number  was  con- 
siderably exceeded  in  three  previous  years.  In  1880  twenty-seven 
were  conunitted  under  the  tramp  law,  in  1881  fifteen.

No  work  of  construction  has  been  done  here  the  past  year.  Should, 
however,  the  increase  of  numbers  continue  in  the  same  ratio  as  in  the 
last  twelve  months,  an  enlargement  of  the  institution  will  soon 
become  necessary. 
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Early  in  the  year  a  careful  examination  of  tbe  patieDte  was  made 
with  the  view  of  lessening  the  number,  if  posaible,  by  discharging 
such  aa  might  with  safety  return  to  their  friends  This  resnlted  in 
the  discharge  of  only  three.  Especial  effort  has  also  been  made  to 
send  away  those  whose  snpport  belongs  to  other  states;  and  yet  the 
unmber  has  increased  from  2iS,  January  t,  1881,  to  383.  January  t, 
1882,  (on  January  31,  1882,  it  was  2d2,)  making  tbis  institutioD 
about  one  third  larger  in  point  of  numbers  tlian  either  of  the  other 
State  Institutions. 

Dr.  L.  C,  Vina!  is  in  charge  of  the  Asylum  under  the  direction  of 
tbe  Superintendent  of  State  Institutions,  and  Mrs.  Vinal  holds  tbe 
position  of  Matron.

STATE  ALHSHOUBB. 

The  Board  once  more  express  tbeir  regret  that  the  buildings  of 

this  institution  are  so  ill  adapted  for  providing  the  degree  of  comfort 
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a&d  well-being  which  thej  deaire  for  the  pitiable  perBons  who  come 
here  (or  treatment  or  eiippoTt.  It  is  hoped  that  before  many  years 
the  finances  of  the  State  will  allow  of  the  constrnction  of  a  baildiog 
for  this  class  of  dependents,  which  will  afford  tliem  as  large  a  meas- 
are  of  healthftilncss,  comfort  and  convenience  aa  is  provided  in  the 
other  institutions. 

No  changes  or  improvements  have  been  made  with  the  exception  of 
preparations  for  the  removal  to  the  lower  end  of  tlie  lot  of  a  building 
which  is  objectionable  in  its  present  position.  It  is  proposed  to 
arrange  a  small  building  occasionally  used  heretofore  as  a  dormitory, 
for  such  of  the  children  as  can  be  separated  from  the  adults. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  has  been  slightly  smaller  than  in 
1880.  Eight  of  the  boys  included  in  the  statistics  below,  are  at  the 
residence  of  the  Chaplain. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  G.  Ward,  under  the  Superintendent  of 
State  Institutions,  occupy  the  positions  of  Deputy-Superintendent 
and  Matron  of  the  Almshouse,  their  services  having  begun  with  the 
organization  of  the  institution  in  1874.

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STATE     REFOHH     SCHOOL. 

Upon  the  f&Torable  report  of  tbe  Board  who  had  examined  in  other 
states  the  working  of  the  open  or  cottage  system  of  condacting 
Reform  Schools,  the  General  Assembly  by  an  act  passed  Kay  38, 
1880,  decided  that  the  new  instjtntion  to  be  built  upou  the  State  lands 
in  Granstoo,  should  be  nutna^c^d  on  that  plan,  the  baildiogB  tobe 
without  bars  and  the  grounds  not  enclosed  by  high  walls  or  fences. 
To  inaugurate  and  carry  out  succesfifully  this  system  it  was  necessaiy 
to  place  at  the  head  of  the  school  a  person  in  sympathy  with  the 
method  and  of  experience  in  the  work.  That  the  Board  might  not 
be  embarrassed  in  making  a  choice  of  tbe  right  person  when  an 
opportunity  should  occur,  the  former  Superintendent,  Captain  H.  L 
Eldridge  placed  his  resignation  in  their  hands  to  go  into  effect  on  tbe 
first  of  June. 

On  the  fourth  of  March  Mr.  Frank  M.  Howe  received  the  appoint- 
ment to  the  position  of  Supeniitendent,  to  take  effect  from  and  after 
June  first,  and  on  the  day  named  entered  upon  his  duties.  Hr.  Howe 
had  just  resigned  the  management  of  the  Michigan  State  Reform 
School,  where  he  had  been  eminently  succeesfal  in  introducing  and 
carrying  on  the  open  system.  Slowly  and  gradually  nnnecessarr 
restraint  has  been  withdrawn,  with  the  result  of  improving  the 
behavior  of  the  children  and  of  making  their  conduct  and  bearing 
more  frank,  manly  and  upright.  The  doors  of  the  sleeping  rooms, 
which  were  formerly  locked  at  night,  are  now  either  entirely  removed 
or  thrown  wide  open.  It  has  not  been  possible,  however,  to  do  this  in 
the  girls'  department,  the  presence  of  the  two  sexes  in  a  building 
not  properly  adapted  for  them,  making  it  impracticable  to  allow  such 
a  degree  of  liberty  to  both. 

On  Sundays  a  number  of  the  boya  have  been  taken  to  some  one  of 
the  city  churches,  "the  different  members  of  the  school  being  selected 
in  turn.  In  the  summer  several  oxcnreions  were  made  which  were 
fully  described  in  the  city  newspapers.  Roger  Williams  Park  was 
visited  by  all  the  boys,  one-third  at  a  time,  and  all  together,  excepting 
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one  boy  who  was  ill,  were  given  a  sail  upon  the  bay  with  a  clam 
dinner  at  Field's  Point. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  note  that  npon  these  occasions  of 
pleasure  and  relaxation  of  discipline,  no  boy  took  advantage  of  the 
freedom  allowed  him,  and  that  not  a  single  instance  of  misconduct 
occurred. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  heartily  tendered  to  the  kind  friends 
of  the  school  who  defrayed  the  expenses  of  the  latter  exoarsion,  and 
so  generously  that  a  surplus  of  funds  was  left  in  the  Uamls  of  the 
Superintendent,  which  was  applied  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
libraiy; — also  to  the  Continental  Steamboat  Company  which  furnished 
one  of  their  boats  free  of  expense,  and  to  the  Union  Horse  Bailroad 
Company  which  provided  in  like  manner  cars  for  the  excnrsious  to 
Boger  Williams  Park. 

The  Board  arc  also  under  obligations  and  desire  to  express  their 
gratitude  to  the  clergymen  and  others  who  have  kindly  conducted  the 
religions  services  at  the  sohool  on  Sundays. 

The  Building  Committee  of  the  Board  believe  that  they  will  have 
the  new  school  ready  for  the  removal  of  the  children  from  the  city 
by  the  first  of  July  next. 

The  payments  from  the  Treasury  for  the  current  expenses  of  the 
school  and  for  rent  to  the  city  of  Providcuce  {(5,000.00)  amounted  to 
I32,(t43.87,  and  the  receipts  from  the  school  to  $11,778.38,  the  differ- 
ence being  t31,164.49.  But  on  January  1,  18S1,  the  cash  collections 
of  the  previous  month,  due  from  the  Superintendent,  and  the  anms 
due  the  school  from  sundry  persons  for  labor,  etc.,  exceeded  the  sum 
of  the  unpaid  bills  of  the  school  by  about  one  thousand  dollars.  On 
January  I,  1882,  the  position  was  reversed.  By  more  closely  collect- 
ing the  amounts  due  and  by  paying  into  the  Treasury  the  December 
collections  on  the  thirty-first  of  that  month,  1881,  it  resulted  that 
the  unpaid  bills  exceeded,  on  January  1,  188?,  by  about  one  thousand 
dollars,  the  sums  due  the  school 

In  order  to  arrive  at  the  true  expenses  of  the  school  for  the  year  it 
is  necessary  then  to  add  to  the  figure  above  given  about  two  thousand 
dollars,  making  the  net  expenses  about  *23,000.00,  or  *5,000.00  for 
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rent,  and  tl8,000.00  for  current  Gxpenses,  the  Utt«r  Bum  beiug 
stnsller  by  geveral  thousands  of  dollars  than  the  amoants  annual); 
ap{>ropriated  for  the  school  by  the  Stat«  for  many  years  previous. 

The  average  number  supported  in  the  school  the  past  year  it 
probably  larger  than  in  previous  years.  No  comparison  of  statistics, 
however,  can  be  made  for  the  reason  that  prior  to  the  transfer  of  the 
school  to  the  State,  the  aunil>ers  reported  included  the  children  avay 
"on  trial"  (trying  their  conduct  before  discharging  them)  and  the 
number  of  ihese  is  not  given.  At  the  date  of  the  transfer,  July  I. 
1880.  it  was  forty.  At  the  same  date  the  number  actually  in  the 
school  was  169,  on  January  1,  1881,  it  was  176,  and  on  January  1, 
1882,  189.

General  Nelson  Viall  continues  in  charge  of  these  institutions  with 
Mr.  William  H.  Sherman  as  Deputy. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  contracts  for  the  labor.  The 
Waring  Hat  Manufacturing  Com))any,  Messrs.  F.  D.  Bigelow  &  Co., 
manufacturers  of  shoes,  and  Mr.  George  Campbell,  manufacturer  of 
wire  goods,  employ  uU  the  men  available.  The  Waring  Company 
have  decided  to  change  in  Murch  the  character  of  the  work  done  here 
by  them.  Instead  of  shrinking  the  hat  bodies,  they  will  carry  on  the 
finishing  and  packing  branches  of  their  business,  which  on  the  whole 
will  be  a  favorable  change,  it  is  thought,  for  the  prison. 

The  grading  of  the  grounds  in  front  of  the  buildings  is  shout 
completed,  a  small  portion  of  the  road  which  forms  the  northern 
boundary,  only  remaining  to  be  filled.  With  the  exception  of  a  portion 
done  by  the  workhouse  teams  more  than  two  years  ago,  and  the 
removal  of  some  of  the  gravel  for  roads  by  the  town  of  Cranston  and 
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the  city,  this  work  which  it  was  eetimated  when  the  pitin  was  made 
would  cost  upwards  of  ten  thousand  dollars  if  done  by  contract,  has 
been  accomplished  by  the  short  term  labor  of  the  jail.

KENT  COUNTY  JAIL. 

To  the  Board  of  Slalt  Charlie*  and  Correetiont: 

The  undersigned,  your  cornmiilee  to  Inspect  the  Kent  County  JgJI,  bega  leave 
to  report  as  follows  ; 

At  the  January  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  1881,  an  appropriation  of 
lliree  hundred  dollars  was  made  for  repairs  at  the  Kent  County  JaiL  This  iras 
believeil  to  be  sufficient  to  place  the  Jail  in  belter  condition  for  the  safe-keeping 
and  comfort  of  the  prisonera.  The  committee  charged  with  doing  the  work  for 
which  this  money  was  appropriated  have  expended  about  two  hundred  and  Bfty 
dollars  in  repairing  the  coal  shed,  putting  in  a  new  punip  and  punting  and 
papering  the  rooms  of  the  Keeper's  tenement  I  have  no  doubt  that  such  repairs 
as  they  have  made  were  deemed  necessary  by  the  committee  ;  but  the  eipendi- 
liire  of  the  greater  part  of  the  approprialion  upon  the  Keeper's  house  forces  me 
to  recommend  that  u  further  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  effecting 
the  changes  referred  to  iu  my  previous  reports  and  believed  to  be  necessary  for 
the  health  and  comfort  of  the  prisoners,  nothing  as  yet  having  been  done  to 
improve  the  condition  of  either  the  cells  or  the  Jail  room  for  debtors. 

1  had  a  conference  with  the  committee  and  told  them  my  views  as  to  what 
seemed  to  me  to  be  required.  They  agreed  in  the  opinion  that  tlie  improvements 
which  I  have  repeatedly  suggested,  sliould  be  made  at  once.  I  would  therefore 
recommend  that  the  General  Assembly  be  asked  to  make  a  further  appropriation 
of  two  hundred  dollars  to  be  used  specifically  for  improving  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  prisoners'  quarters  of  the  Jail,  by/bullding  new  water-closets,  laying 
new  floors  in  tlio  ceil  rooms  and  making  such  other  changes  and  repaiis  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  to  bring  about  this  result.

ESTIMATE  OP  EXPENDIT0RE8. 

The  Board  estimate  that  they  will  require  for  the  institutions  for 
the  year  1883,  an  appropriation  of  tTO.OOO.OO,  in  addition  to  their 
receipts.  In  calcniating  the  probable  expenditures  for  the  year,  the 
Board  have  always  made  the  estimate  sufficiently  large  to  cover  such 
contingencies  as  are  likely  to  occur,  and  for  several  years  have  been 
able  to  report  the  expenditures  considerably  within  the  estimates.  Of 
course  it  is  impossible  to  foresee  tlie  conditions  of  the  coming  year  as 
regards  crops,  number  of  inmates  and  prices  of  supplies. 

The  estimated  exjienditures  of  the  Reform  School  arc  larger  than 
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the  actual  expendituree  of  the  past  year,  for  the  reaaon  that  the  cost 
of  moving  the  school  from  the  citj  and  of  establishing  it  in  the  ne« 
bnildings  is  to  be  provided  for,  and  at  the  same  time  there  will  be  ■ 
loss  of  income  from  the  cessation  of  work  for  a  period  before,  during 
and  after  the  transfer.  The  estimate  as  a  whole,  is  smaller  bv  five 
thoneand  dollars  than  that  for  1881.

There  has  been  cnmparetiTely  little  sickness  in  the  Bchool  during  Uie  put 
twelve  months.  A  few  serious  cnaee  have  called  for  repeated  and  freqaeot  rinU 
and  there  has  been  one  death ;  but  at  bb  maoj  as  tweot;  of  my  regular  vinU  1 
have  found  no  cases  requiring  attention,  and  at  do  less  than  fl((j-sti  other  visiu 
tliere  was  but  a  single  patient  to  meet  me.  In  all,  I  bave  visited  the  School  one 
hundred  and  forty-one  times  and  have  attended  one  hundred  and  three  iadiridiul 
cases,  by  far  (be  larger  portion  of  which  were  of  minor  importance. 

There  has  been  one  death.  A  coloted  girl,  who  was  in  a  very  poor  pbjsici] 
coodition  when  shv  was  commitled  to  (he  institution,  fell  into  a  typboid  sdle,  in 
which  she  was  delirious  most  of  Ibe  time  for  several  months,  and  Gnallj  died  ol 
dipblberia.  April  24lb.  There  was  one  other  case  of  diphtheria  besides  two  of 
diphlberilic  sore  throat;  and  there  were  three  cases  of  irregular  typhoid  fever, 
none  of  wbicli  originated  in  the  institution.  An  overflow  of  (lie  waste  water 
from  the  wash  (uba  in  the  laundry,  discovered  late  in  the  summer,  was  supposed 
to  have  ix^casioned  more  or  less  of  tbe  sickness  that  prevailed  through  the  earlier 
part  of  the  yenr.     The  fault  was  at  once  and  thoroughly  rectified. 

The  most  interesting  case  seen  during  the  year  was  tbat  of  tbe  1k>j  Priery,  wbo 
at  first  seemed  to  l)e  feigning  flts,  but  was  subsequently  found  to  be  really  sub- 
ject to  epileptiform  convulsions  of  a  hysterical  nature.  At  one  time  his  disease 
quite  accurately  simulated  epilepsy,  then  disiocalion  at  the  shoulder  joint,  ttea 
lock-jaw  and  finally  be  had  almost  every  symptom  of  violent  hydrophobia.  Inai- 
much  as  it  was  known  that  he  bad  been  bitten  by  a  dog  and  because  It  wis  not 
clear  that  his  symptoms  were  simply  hysterical,  be  was  removed  to  tbe  Rhode 
Island  Hospital.  After  this  he  had  no  more  fits  of  any  kind  and  ran  awij  a 
week  or  two  later  since  which  time  he  has  not  been  beard  from. 

One  girl,  who  developed  consumption  last  winter,  was  discharged  in  Hay  aod 
has  since  died.  No  other  cases  deserve  special  mention.  A  retunte  for  the  ye*r 
shows  64  medical  and  39  surgical  cases — total,  108;  each  of  which  was  seen  (no 
or  three  times  on  an  average. 

Forty  persons  have  been  vaccinated. 

There  is  now  no  sickness  prevailing  in  the  institution  and  there  has  been  none 
since  last  October. 

I  have  made  careful  investigation  as  to  sanitary  mattetB  and  find  all  in  good 
condition.

The  number  of  paupers  removed  from  the  Blate  during  the  year  was  198,  of 
whom  thirteen  were  InmaleB  of  [he  Almshouse,  and  twenty  of  the  Workhouse.

Workhouse,  and  six  from  the  Butler  Hospital :  the  remaining  nine  were  removed 
before  entering  any  institution. 


In  pursuance  of  one  of  my  duties  under  the  law,  which  is  to  visit  all  places 
within  the  State  where  insane  persons  are  confined.  I  have  been  frequently  dur- 
ing the  year  to  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  Every  part  of  the  institution 
which  I  may  desire  to  see  is  always  kindly  shown  me,  and  ample  opportunity 
given  to  conver«e  with  the  patients.  The  Hospital  is  most  admirably  condocled 
and,  as  I  believe,  deserves  the  utmost  confldence  on  the  part  of  our  citizens.

Sbc.  2.  Tbe  government  of  said  schcwl  shall  be  vested  in  llie  board  of  stale 
charities  sad  correct  ions. 

Bbc.  8.  The  said  board  shall  take  charge  of  Ihe  general  interests  of  the  in- 
BtilutiOD ;  shall  see  tbat  its  affairs  are  conducted  in  accordance  with  law  and  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  board  may  from  time  to  Lime  adt^t  for  Uie 
orderly  and  economical  management  of  its  concerns;  shall  see  that  strict  disci- 
pline is  maintained  thereini  shall  provide  employment  for  the  inmatea,  and  bind 
them  out,  disi-harge  or  remand  Ihem,  or  permit  them  to  live  at  home  or  elsewhere 
during  the  pleasure  of  ssld  board,  subject  to  their  control  and  authority,  as  is

tence, at  their  pleasure. 
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Smc.  a.  It  any  minor  thai],  upon  anj  conTiclion,  be  sentenced  to  Mid  tcfaool' 
and  the  Raid  board,  or  any  two  of  them,  In  tbe  absence  of  tUe  othera,  Bhall  deem 
it  inexpedient  to  receive  bim,  or  if  be  shall  befouod  to  be  Incorrigible,  or  his  con- 
tlDUance  in  the  school  shall  be  deemed  prejudicial  to  the  management  and  disci- 
pline thereof,  or  if  the  state  sliali  close  said  school,  they  shall  certify  the  same 
upon  the  mittimus  by  virtue  of  whlclihe  Is  held,  which  mittimus,  togetlier  with 
the  minor,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  ^erifl  or  his  deputy,  who  shall  forthwith 
commit  stud  minor  to  tbe  Jail,  state  w»rkhouse  and  house  of  correction,  or  stale 
prison,  as  tbe  case  may  Im,  in  pursuance  of  the  alternative  sentence  provided  for 
in  ctiapter  two  hundred  forty-eight,  section  forty-nine,  or  until  such  time  as  his 
Improved  character  and  conduct  may.  In  the  Judgment  of  the  board,  make  his 
return  to  the  reform  school  advantageous  to  himaeir  and  safe  to  the  other  Inmates 
of  that  institation,  when  he  may,  witli  ttte  mittimus,  be  relumed  by  tbe  board 
to  said  school. 

Bbo.  9.  All  commitments  to  this  Institution  of  minors  of  whatsoever  age 
whan  committed  shall  be  for  a  term  not  lonj^r  tlian  during  their  minority  nor 
less  than  two  yean,  unless  sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  said  board  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  and  whenever  any  minor  shall  be  discharged  therefrom  by 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  commitment  or  ss  reformed  or  as  having  arrived  at 
the  age  of  twenty-one  yeara,  euch  discharge  shall  be  a  full  release  from  all  penal- 
ties and  disabilities  which  may  have  been  created  by  such  sentence. 

Sbc.  10.  The  said  board  shall  cause  tbe  minora  under  tbelr  charge  to  Im!  in- 
structed in  the  principles  of  virtue  and  morality  and  in  such  branches  of  useful 
knowledge  as  shall  be  adapted  to  their  age  and  capacity.  They  shall  also  be  in- 
structed In  snch  regular  course  of  labor  as  shall  be  best  suited  to  their  sge  and 
strength  and  shall  seem  best  adapted  to  secure  the  reformation  imd  amendment 
and  future  benefit  of  the  minors,  and,  in  binding  tSnt  the  inmates,  the  said  board 
■haH  have  scrupulous  regard  to  the  moral  character  of  those  to  whom  they  are  to 
be  bound,  to  Ibe  end  that  they  may  secure  to  the  minors  the  benefit  of  a  good 
eiaoiple  and  wholesome  instruction,  the  means  of  improvement  in  virtue  and 
knowledge,  and  the  opportunity  of  becoming  intelligent,  moral  and  useful  mem- 
bers of  society. 

Src.  II.  Tbe  said  board  may  bind  out  any  of  the  inmates  of  the  said  scbooi 
as  servanta  or  apprentices  until  the  age  of  twenty-one  yeare  or  during  the  term 
of  their  sentence,  tu  any  citizen  of  this  state,  in  like  manner  and  on  the  same 
conditions  as  the  overseers  of  the  poor  may,  by  law,  bind  out  the  children  that 
come  under  their  charge. 

Beg.  12.  One  or  more  of  the  said  board  shall  visit  tbe  school  at  least  once  In 
every  two  weeks. 


CHAPTER  SS4. 


Sbctiok  1.    The  board  of  state  charges  and  corrections  shall  consist  of  nine 
persons,  three  from  tbe  county  of  Providence,  one  from  each  of  the  other  coun- 
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ties,  and  one  from  the  stale  at  large,  together  with  auch  penon  aa  maj  be  ■(>- 
pointed  Becretary  of  the  board. 

Src.  3.  The  gnvemor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  wnate,  stall 
annuallj  nt  the  May  session  of  the  general  assembly,  upon  the  expiration  of  tbe 
term  of  ofBceof  any  one  of  the  said  board,  appoint  a  peraon  to  such  office,  aodeieiy 
such  person  so  appointed  shalt  hold  his  office  for  six  years  unless  soonerremitTed. 
Every  appointment  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  be  for  Ibe  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  3.  Sdd  board  may  appoint  a  secretary,  who  ahatt,  by  virtue  of  bii  afflcr, 
be  a  member  of  tbe  board;  ho  shall  hold  his  offlce  during  the  pleasure  of  said 
board ;  he' shall  give  bond  to  the  state  In  such  snm  as  the  board  may  require  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties;  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  doings 
of  tbe  board,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  by  them  required. 

Bbc.  4  Tbe  oversight,  management  and  control  of  Ibe  State  farm  in  Cnni- 
ton,  of  the  slate  workhouse  and  bouse  of  correction,  stale  asylum  for  the  iiKur- 
able  insane  and  slate  almshouse  thereon,  together  with  the  slate  prisoD  and  ibe 
jail  in  Ibe  county  of  Providence,  diall  be  vested  in  tbe  board  of  state  chirilMS 

Sac.  0.  No  member  of  tbe  board,  except  the  socretary,  shall  receive  any  coni- 
pensation  for  hia  aervlcoa,  but  every  member  shall  be  paid  out  at  tbe  state 
treasury  hia  necessary  traveling  expenses  and  shall  be  exempted  from  milLlarj 
and  jury  duty. 

Sec.  S.  The  board  shall  appoint  an  agent  of  state  charities  and  corrections. 
who  shall  hold  liis  offlce  during  their  pleasure.  He  shall,  nnder  their  direc- 
tion, have  the  general  charge  of  the  eiaminalion  of  paupera  and  lunatics  for 
the  purposu  of  ascertaining  their  place  of  settlement  and  meana  of  support  and 
who  ia  liable  for  tlicir  support,  and  also  attend  to  their  removal  to  their  home) 
or  iilaces  of  settlement  or  to  thii  state  almshouse  or  to  the  asylum  for  the  incnr- 
able  insane,  and  shall  have  like  power  and  authority  in  respect  thereto  ss  it  coq. 
furred  upon  the  overseeia  of  the  poor,  and  ahail  perform  such  other  duties  u 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board. 

Sac.  7.  Tbe  board  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  of  tbe  state  instiluliona  id 
Cranston,  who  shall  liold  bis  offlce  during  their  pleasure.  Such  officer  shall, 
under  their  direction,  have  the  control  and  management  of  the  state  farm  ind 
of  the  state  workhouse  and  house  of  corrcclion,  state  asylum  for  the  iacuiable 
insane  and  atiite  almshouse  thereon,  and  he  shall  have  tbe  general  o*er«gbi  of 
tbe  state  prison  and  jail  in  the  county  of  Providence  and  report  to  the  bosid 
from  lime  to  time  upon  their  condition  and  management.  The  board  shall,  npos 
Ibe  aomination  of  the  superintendent  of  the  state  institutions,  appoint  a  depuif 
su  peri  □  tend  en  I  of  the  state  workhouse  and  bouse  of  correction,  a  deputy  aupct- 
intendent  of  the  state  asylum  for  tbe  incurable  insane,  and  a  deputy  saperintend- 
ent  of  the  slate  almshouse,  who  shall  bold  Iheir  respective  offices  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  board.  Said  superintendent  shall  appoint  all  the  assiatonla  lo  tbe 
deputy  superintendents  and  such  other  persons  employed  upon  said  state  fana 
aa  tbe  board  shall  deem  necessary  and  shall  discharge  the  a-une  at  his  pleasure. 
Tbe  board  shall  flx  the  compensation  of  their  aecretary  and  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  the  Slate  institutions,  the  agent  of  state  charities  and  correctloas,  the 
deputy  superintendents  and  their  assistants,  the  warden  and  deputy  warden  of 
the  stale  prison  and  their  assistants,  and  all  other  persons  employed  in  any  mu- 
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ner  upon  said  state  farm  and  tbe  institutions  thereon,  adopt  all  needful  rules  and 
r^ulatioua  for  tbe  government  uf  the  IngtitutionB  upon  said  farm,  and  make 
contracts  for  the  labor  of  the  iDoiates  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  The  board  may  bind  out  any  pauper  child,  who  is  an  inmate  of  the 
state  alrosLouse,  in  tike  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  overseers  of  the  poor  may 
bind  out  children  under  their  charj^,  and  may  at  any  time  discharge  any  of  the 
iumatcs  of  the  state  workhouse  and  bouse  of  correction,  state  asylum  for  the 
incurable  insane,  and  state  almshouse. 

Sec.  9.  The  board  may  cause  any  inmate  of  the  state  reform  school,  who 
shall  be  deemed  Incorrigible,  or  an  unfit  person  to  remain  therein,  to  be  removed, 
with  the  mittimus  committing  him  thereto,  to  the  State  workhouse  and  house  of 
correction,  there  to  remain  until  the  expiration  ot  the  term  of  the  sentence  stated 
in  the  mittimus,  or  until  such  time,  as  in  the  opinion  uf  tbe  board,  said  Inmate 
may  be  returned,  with  the  mittimus,  to  said  school  without  detriment  to  the 
other  inmates  thereof.  The  board  may  cause  any  person  sentenced  to  the  jail 
Id  the  county  of  Providence,  whenever  in  their  opinion  it  shall  be  for  the  Inter- 
est of  the  state  and  of  such  sentenced  person,  to  be  removed,  with  the  mittimus 
committing  him  thereto,  to  the  state  workhouse  and  bouse  of  correction,  there 
to  remain  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  sentence  slated  in  the  mittimus. 
And  every  perwin  sentenced  to  the  state  workhouse  and  house  of  correction,  or 
removed  thereto  iu  the  maaaer  above  provided,  who  shall  escape  or  attempt  to 
escape  therefrom,  may  be  relumed  thereto,  and  shall,  on  conviction  of  such 
escape  or  attempt  to  escape,  be  imprisoned  in  the  state  workhouse  and  house  ot 
correction  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  twelve  months,  Id  addition  to 
the  previous  sentence.  The  board  may  cause  any  inmate  of  Ibestato  workhouse 
and  house  of  correction,  who  shall  be  hy  them  deemed  to  be  a  dangerous  or  unfit 
person  to  remain  therein,  to  be  removed,  with  tbe  mittimus  committing  him 
thereto,  to  the  jail  in  the  county  of  Providence,  there  to  remain  until  the  explra- 
tiOD  of  the  term  of  the  commitment  slated  in  the  mittimus. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  shall  direct,  as  they  may  think  proper,  all  purchases  for 
use  on  the  stale  farm  and  in  any  of  tbe  public  institutions  thereon,  and  also  in 
tbe  state  prison  and  jail  in  the  county  of  Providence;  they  shall,  In  their  discre- 
tion, sell  the  products  of  said  farm  and  Institutions;  they  shall  make  such  con- 
tracts respecting  the  labor  of  the  Inmates  of  the  several  institutions  as  they  may 
think  proper,  and  they  shall  cause  full  accounts  thereof  to  be  kepL 

Bbc.  11.  The  members  of  the  board  of  state  charities  and  corrections  shall, 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  thereof, 
and  said  board  shall  make  a  full  report  of  their  doings,  Including  a  statement  of 
the  names  and  salaries  of  all  persons  appointed  or  employed  b.v  them,  annually 
to  the  general  assembly  on  or  before  the  second  week  of  the  adjourned  session 
thereof  Id  Providence  from  the  May  session. 

Sec.  13.  The  oversight,  management  and  control  of  tbe  state  prison  sliall  be 
vested  Id  the  board  of  state  charities  and  corrections. 

Bkc.  18.  The  board  shall  appoint  and  may  remove  at  pleasure  the  warden, 
physician  and  religious  iustructor,  and  shall,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  warden, 
appoint  a  deputy  warden.  The  warden  shall  appoint  the  other  officers  and 
assistants  of  the  prison,  who  shall  be  removable  at  his  pleasure;  and  said  war- 
den, officers  and  asai^lanta  shall,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  be  sworn  to 
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the  f&ilhful  pertormaace  thereof,  and  to  tlie  obaerTaace  of  the  rules  of  Um 
prison.  Tbe  religiouH  instructor  shnJl  coaduct  the  religtoits  semces  on  Sandi; 
at  ibc  prison  and  other  instituiioos  on  Ibe  etnte  farm,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  ID  connection  therewith  aa  the  board  may  prescribe,  and  act  u  agent  fat 
procuring  employment  for  priHoneni  after  their  discharge.  The  religiout  in- 
structor shfit]  reside  nt  or  aenr  the  state  farm  and  shHll  receive  such  compeen- 
tion  (or  his  services  as  the  Iraard  may  dpHignaie. 

Skc.  14.  Upon  the  deith,  resignation  or  removal  of  the  warden,  the  bond 
sliall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  sherifT  of  the  connty  of  Providenct; 
and  proceed  as  early  aa  possible  to  the  election  of  another  warden. 

Sec.  15.  Tbe  board  shall  malie  all  lawful  and  necessary  rales  and  regulations 
for  Ibe  internal  police  of  tbe  prison,  for  the  mode  of  employing  the  convicts  in- 
prisoned  therein,  and  the  place  of  such  employment  within  the  limits  o(  Ibe 
prison  yard  or  within  any  of  the  buildings  on  the  prison  tot  or  oa  any  pottioo 
of  the  slate  farm,  and  shall  determine  the  uniform  to  be  worn  by  the  prisoDCit. 
Such  rules  and  regulatinos  shall  be  entered  in  a  boolc  kept  for  that  purpose  and 
a  copy  thereof  given  to  the  warden  and  other  officers  of  the  prison.  One  or 
more  members  of.  said  board  shall  at  least  twice  a  month  visit  tbe  prisoa, 
examine  into  the  condition  of  the  prisouers,  hear  any  complaints  that  they  msj 
make,  and  see  Lbnt  tbe  rules  and  regulations  of  tbe  prison  are  strictly  observed: 
and  the  person  or  persons  so  visiting  shall  keep  a  particular  record  of  such  vinis 
and  tbe  complaints  made  1o  Ihem  by  prisonere,  whether  well  or  ilt-foiinded,  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose,  open  to  tbe  inspcclion  of  tbe  whole  board  and  to  be 
flied  with  the  records  of  said  board. 

Sax:.  16.  The  board  shnli  have  full  power  and  authority  over  all  conrictl 
who  now  are  or  hercnf  ter  may  be  committed  to  tbe  prison ;  may  enlarge  ilieir 
confloement  and  regulate  their  labor  and  exercise  wilbin  the  limits  of  the  prisnn 
yard  or  ot  any  building  on  the  prison  lot  or  any  part  of  the  slate  farm;  may 
conhne.  in  their  discretion,  in  the  Jail  in  the  county  of  Providence,  females  sen- 
tenced to  Imprisonment  In  tbe  state  prison :  may  admit  such  communication  to 
and  from  prisoners  and  their  friends  and  between  prisoners  themselves,  and  such 
books  and  other  articles  to  be  given  to  them  aa  they  may  deem  expedient,  the 
same  being  consistent  with  the  safe  keeping  of  the  prisoners. 

Sec.  it.  Each  member  of  said  board  may  administer  oaths  as  to  all  nutien 
connected  with  the  prison. 

Sec.  19.  The  warden  of  the  state  prison  shall,  before  entering  upon  hiaofflce. 
give  bond  to  the  state  in  the  sum  ot  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  lo  Ibe 
aatisfaction  of  the  board,  for  the  fultbful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  offlK 

Sec.  19.  He  shall  reside  at  the  prison  and  shall  not  absent  himself  tberefrom 
for  a  night  witiiout  the  written  permission  of  two  of  the  board. 

Sec.  20.  He  shall  see  thut  the  rules  of  the  prison  are  strictly  obeyed,  that  the 
convicts  regularly  receive  their  allowance  of  food  and  clothing,  that  they  ire 
cleanly  in  their  dress  and  cells  and  actively  engaged  in  the  work  prescribed 
them;  and  he  shall  enforce  oliedience  lo  tbe  prison  rules,  by  such  puDlshmenls  is 
are  prescribed  tlieruin;  hut  whipping  shall  not  be  permitted  under  anycircuisi- 
stunces,  nor  shall  any  other  corporal  punishment  be  inflicted  except  under  Ibe 
direction  of  at  least  two  of  the  hoard. 

Skc.  21.    The  warden  of  the  slate  prison  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  theieiD 
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all  priBonera  committed  thereto  under  the  authority  of  U17  court  of  tbe  United 
States  held  within  this  atate  until  Buch  prisoDer  shall  be  discharged  bj  tbe  course 
of  law  of  the  United  Slates,  under  tbe  like  penalties  and  liabilities  as  in  caee  of 
prisoners  committed  by  the  authority  of  this  state. 

Sec.  23.  He  shall  report  in  willing  once  a  month,  at  such  time  as  the  board 
may  determine,  and  ofteoer  if  they  require,  every  case  of  punishment  inflicted 
in  the  prison  and  tbe  mode  and  degree  of  the  mme,  together  with  the  cause 
thereof. 

Sbc.  28.  He  may  io  his  discretion  »nd  without  a  permit  from  one  of  the 
board  admit  Tisitors  to  tbe  state  prisoa  under  such  reetric^ons  and  on  payment 
of  such  feea  as  the  board  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  to  be  applied  as  the 
board  may  direct. 

Sec.  34.  He  shall  not  receive  from  any  one  confined  in  the  state  prison,  nor 
from  any  one  in  twhal!  of  any  such  prisoner,  any  gift  or  reward  or  the  promise 
of  any  for  any  services  or  supplies  or  as  a  gratuity,  under  the  penalty  of  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Sac.  2S.  He  slinll  keep  a  journal,  In  which  he  shall  regularly  enter  the  recep- 
tion, discharge,  death,  pardon  or  escape  of  every  convict,  b|1  punishments  by 
him  inflicted  for  breach  of  prison  discipline,  and  the  visits  of  members  of  the 
board  and  physicians. 

Sbc.  34.  He  shall  keep  correct  accounts  of  ail  receipts  and  expenditures  and, 
as  far  as  may  be,  separate  accounts  of  all  expenses  incurred  by  him  for  the 
prison  and  the  Jail,  talctng  vouchers  for  all  payments  that  he  may  make,  speci- 
fying the  articles  furnished  and  tjie  labor  performed  for  each,  and  as  often  as 
required  by  tbera  make  report  and  present  liis  account  to  the  board.  He  eliall 
also,  as  often  as  required  by  tlioni,  present  to  said  board  a  written  report,  which 
shall  set  forth  the  number  of  persons  in  coafloement  in  such  prison  and  jail,  tlie 
sex.  age,  place  of  nativity,  time  of  commitment,  crime  and  term  of  imprison' 
ment  of  each,  noting  also  what  convicts  have  left  the  prison  or  jail  during  the 
preceding  year  and  under  what  circumstances. 

Sec.  37.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  warden  by  death,  resignation  or 
removal,  and  until  the  bond  of  the  new  warden  is  given  aa  by  law  required,  the 
sherlfl  of  Ibe  county  of  Providence  shall  be,  ex  offldo,  warden  of  the  state  prison 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  compensation  as  belongs  to  said  oHice. 

Skc.  38.  The  warden  of  the  state  prison  shall  keep  a  record  oF  the  conduct 
of  each  convict,  and  for  each  month  that  a  convict  not  under  sentence  to  im- 
prisonment for  life  appears  by  such  record  to  hiivc  faithfully  oi>scrved  all  (he 
rules  and  requirements  of  the  prison  and  not  to  have  been  subjected  to  punish- 
ment, there  shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  upon  the  recummendiilion 
to  him  of  a  majority  of  tbe  board,  be  deducted  from  the  term  or  terms  of  sen- 
tence of  such  cunvict  the  same  number  of  dayx  that  there  are  years  in  the  said 
term  of  his  sentence:  Provided,  that  when  the  sentence  is  for  n  longer  term  tbnn 
Ave  years,  only  five  days  shall  be  deducted  for  one  month's  good  belinvior;  and 
provided,  further,  that  for  every  day  a  convict  shall  be  shut  up  orolherwisepun- 
ished  for  bad  conduct,  (here  ahull  bo  deduclid  one  diiy  from  the  time  he  sliall 
have  gained  for  good  conduct. 

Sbc.  39.  One  underkeeper  or  as)ii$lnn(  shall  every  day  inspect  the  cell  of 
each  prisoner,  shall  aee  that  bis  meals  are  regularly  furnished,  that  liis  cell  and 
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ftll  its  contenu  are  Id  good  order,  and  Bhsll  report  id  writing  ta  the  warden,  aod 
to  the  board,  when  required,  all  deficiencies  In  these  respects. 

Sec.  30.  No  under- keeper  or  assistant  shall  absent  himself  from  the  priton 
without  the  leave  of  the  warden,  nor  receive  from  any  convict  confloed  in  the 
state  prison,  nor  from  any  one  in  bis  behalf,  an;  reward  or  gift,  or  promise  of 
any,  either  for  services  or  supplies,  or  as  a  gratuity,  under  the  penalty  of  im- 
prisonment for  thirty  days.  He  shall  also  be  immediately  dismissed  and  tliaH 
not  thereafu-r  be  employed  in  the  prison. 

Bbc.  31.  The  under-keepers  and  assistants  shall  have  no  conversation  wilb 
the  convicts  cither  than  is  neceasaiy  for  understanding  and  supplying  their  wsnU 
and  enforcing  industry  and  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  prison. 

Seo-  82.  The  buildings  erected  for  the  purpose  of  a  state  prison  on  the  stale 
farm  in  the  town  of  Cranston  and  the  ground  surrounding  the  same,  enclosed  by 
a  wall,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  stale  prison  of  the  stale  of  Rhode  Island. 

Sec,  98.  E^ery  convict  shall,  immediately  on  his  commitment  to  ilie  state 
prison,  be  examined  by  the  warden  and  other  officers,  and  his  name,  height,  sp- 
parent  and  alleged  age,  place  of  nativity,  complexion,  color  of  hair  and  eyes, 
length  of  foot,  anil  trade  or  occupation,  as  near  as  may  t>e,  ascertained  lud 
entered  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  together  with  such  natural  idiI 
accidental  marks  as  may  serve  as  a  means  of  identifying  his  person. 

Sec.  84.  All  the  effects  on  the  person  of  the  convict,  as  well  as  his  clothing, 
shall  be  taken  from  him.  an  inventory  of  which  shall  be  entered  under  the  de- 
scription of  his  person,  in  his  presence,  after  which  he  shall  be  thoroughly 
cleansed,  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him,  clothed  in  the  uniform  of  the 
prison,  informed  of  the  rules  of  the  prison,  and  set  to  labor  as  soon  as  conven- 
iently  may  be.  The  effects  and  clothing  of  each  convict  shall  be  carefully  kept 
by  the  warden,  and  restored  to  blm  on  his  discharge,  unless  the  warden  sball  in 
his  diBcrelion  deem  It  advisable  to  sell  them,  in  which  cose  the  convict  shall  re- 
ceive the  proceeds  thereof  on  bis  discharge. 

Brc.  3S.  a  change  of  under-clothing  shall  be  furnished  to  each  prisoner  tt 
least  once  a  week. 

Sec,  86.  No  convict  shall  receive  anything  but  the  prison  allowance,  unksi 
by  order  of  tbc  physician. 

Skc.  37.  No  person  shall  deliver  to  or  receive  from  any  convict  any  letter 
or  message  whatsioevor,  not  authorized  by  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by 
the  board,  or  supply  any  couvict  with  any  article  of  any  kind,  under  the  penalty 
of  one  hundred  doUiirs. 

Sec.  88.  No  prisoner  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  state  prison  wlille  IsboriDg 
under  dangerous  or  conlHgious  disease,  altliough  entitled  to  his  discharge. 

Beg.  39.  Whenever  a  convict  shall  be  discharged  he  shall  be  decently  clothed. 
and  the  board  may  in  their  discretion  pay  to  blm  a  sum  of  money  not  exccedinf 
one  tenth  of  his  actual  earnings  while  confined  in  said  prison :  proridal.  however, 
that  in  case  of  sickncv  of  any  convict  by  which  he  shall  have  been  incapacilalcd 
for  labor,  he  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board,  be  paid  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one-tenth  of  the  average  coin  pen  SHtion  of  convict  lal>or  in.snid  prlsiiQ  during  llie 
time  of  bis  sickness:  proriiird,  moreover,  that  the  board  may  pay  said  amount  at 
any  time  during  the  imprisonment  of  the  convicts  to  the  families  or  ncsrrcls- 
lives  of  si|ch  convicts,  who  may  be  m  circi)raatance9  of  indigence  or  want,  in- 
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Btead  of  paying  It  to  the  convicts  ihernseiTcs  al  tlicir  di.'<cliarge.  noii  provided  ■ 
further,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  eum  paid  sucli  convict  at  his  discbarge  be  less 
than  Ave  dollars. 

Sec.  40.  No  persoD  not  nn  official  visitor  shall  lie  allowed  to  visit  the  prifon 
without  the  pennission  of  the  warden  as  uforowiid  or  a  written  permit  from  one 
of  the  board,  nor  shall  any  peraon  other  Ihan  an  official  visitor  have  any  conver- 
sation or  comtniin  lent  ion  with  any  convict  except  ivt  provided  for  in  tlie  general 
rules  established  for  the  prison.  This  rule  may  be  diR)iensed  WiiL  in  fiivor  of 
any  person  visiting  the  prison  from  wilbont  the  slate  for  the  purposes  of  general 
inforniiition,  by  a  written  permit  from  two  of  the  board. 

Src.  41.  Tbe  governor,  the  lieu  tenant -govern  or.  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  the  secretary  of  state,  the  attorney -general  and  ibe  justices  of 
the  supreme  court  shall  be  official  visitors  of  tbe  prison. 

Bkc.  43.  The  governor  may,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  for  mal- 
feasanee  or  nonfeasance  during  the  sitting  of  the  general  assembly,  remove  from 
office  any  member  of  the  board  of  state  charities  nnd  corrections,  and  when  tbe 
general  assembly  is  not  in  session,  may  suspend  such  member.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  : 

Tiie  nnderaigtied,  to  whom  was  referred  several  petitions  praying 
for  the  call  of  a  convention  to  form  a  new  constitution  for  the  state, 
have  considered  the  subject  committod  to  them,  and  thereon,  accord- 
ing to  their  inatnictions,  report  that  they  have  held  five  public 
meetings,  at  each  of  whicli  they  met  and  heard  representatives  of  the 
petitioners.  At  the  ontset  it  is  but  justice  to  these  representatives  to 
say  that  they  were  persons  of  respectability,  who  presented  their  case, 
with  bnt  few  exceptions,  with  entire  candor,  marked  ability  and  per- 
fect fairness. 

The  number  of  the  petitioners,  and  the  importance  of  the  subject 
they  presented  for  consideration  entitled  the  petitioners  to  a  respect- 
ful and  patient  hearing;  and,  if  the  prayer  of  their  petition  is  not  to 
be  recommended,  your  committee  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  peti- 
tioners had  the  right  to  be  informed  of  the  reasons  for  its  refnsal. 

TEE   CLAIM 

made  on  behalf  of  the  petitioners  is  that  the  general  assembly  has  the 
right  to  authoritatively  call  upon  the  electors  of  the  state  to  elect 
delegates  to  a  convention  to  frame  a  constitution  for  the  state;  to 
designate  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  convention,  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  shall  proceed,  and  that  the  general  assembly 
ought   at  this  time  to  esercise  this  authority;  and  the  convention. 
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when  convened,  and  the  constitution  sh&ll  have  been  framed,  oagbt 
to  prescribe  to  what  persons  the  constitution  should  be  submitted  for 
adoption;  and  if  adopted  by  a  majority  of  those  persons,  the  consti- 
tution, by  virtue  of  these  proceedings,  would  become  the  fuodameu- 
tal  law  of  the  state. 

The  necessity  the  petitiouers  assert  for  a  new  constitution  arises 
from  the  discrimination  in  classes  of  voters,  and  the  inequality  of 
representation  in  the  general  assembly. 

The  discrimination  made  between  classes  of  voters  referred  to,  is; 
first,  between  native  and  naturalized;  second,  between  property  and 
registered  voters. 

The  inequality  in  membership  in  the  general  assembly  exists;  first, 
in  the  present  constitution  of  the  senate  giving  equality  of  representa- 
tion to  all  the  towns;  second.  The  provision  that  no  town  or  city  bIibII 
have  exceeding  one-sixth  of  the  representatives  in  the  house;  third, 
in  giving  each  town  one  representative. 

1.  The  first  question  involved  in  the  matter  presented  for  Gouside^ 
ation  is,  has  the  general  assembly  the  authority  to  call  a  convention, 
to  require  the  electors  of  the  state  to  elect  its  members,  and  to  an- 
thorize  the  electors,  who  are  now  such,  or  the  electors  who  may  be 
such  under  the  proposed  new  coustitution,  to  adopt  it  by  a  majority 
vote? 

In  support  of  the  affirmative  of  this  question  the  petitiouers  refer 
us  to  the  printed  argument  already  distributed  to  the  members  of  the 
general  assembly  of 

HR.   ABRAHAM  PATKB. 

On  looking  into  the  argument  of  Mr.  Payne,  we  find  that  based 
upon  two  isolated  paragraphs,  taken,  the  one  from  a  charge  of  the 
late  Chief  Justice  Job  Dnrtee  to  the  grand  jury,  and  the  other  from 
the  argument  of  Daniel  Webster,  made  in  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  in  the  case  of  Luther  vs.  Borden,  1  Howard,  Snp. 
Court  Rep.  1. 

We  quote  the  extracts  referred  to  by  Mr.  Payne,  interlarded  by  a 
few  words  of  comment  from  himself  necessary  to  a  proper  under- 
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standing  of  the  eztractB,  that  the  membere  of  the  assembly  may  hATe 
them  in  view  in  oonnection  with  this  report. 

Chief  Justice  Darfee,  ia  the  charge  referred  to,  says: 

"  tt  would  be  prefioateroua  to  call  a  mere  collection  of  iadividuoU  withia  cer- 
tain limits,  a  state.  Regarded  as  a  mere  aggregate,  thej  are  still  without  unity, 
and  hare  nothing  whereby  to  bind  tbem  together,  and  enable  them  to  act  as  an 
organized  whole.  No  treaty  can  be  made  with  them;  no  law  can  be  enacted  by 
them.  Think  je  that  it  is  the  mere  rulers,  or  those  who  have  the  legislative  and 
esecutive  power  in  their  handsT  This,  indeed,  comes  something  nearer  to  our 
idea  of  8  state;  and  when  we  look  upon  governments  abroad,  we  may  look  no 
farther;  but  surely  this  does  not  make  a  state  here  at  home,  under  the  constitu- 
tioD  of  the  United  States.  Here  we  must  not  only  And  a  government,  but  a  peo- 
ple BO  bound  together,  colligated  and  organized  by  law,  as  to  appoint  rulers  and 
to  reduce  the  innumerable  wills  of  the  multitude  to  a  legal  uniL  I  think  I  give 
a  true  description  of  a  state, 'when  I  saj  that  a  state  is  a  legally  organized  people, 
subsisting  as  such  from  generation  to  generation  without  end,  giving,  through 
tbe  forms  of  law,  the  wills  of  the  many,  to  became  ood  sovereign  will.  It  is  a 
body  politic,  qualified  to  exist  by  perpetual  succession  and  accession." 

Mr.  Webster  says: 

"  The  aggregate  community  is  sovereign,  but  that  Is  not  the  sovereignty 
wliich  acts  in  the  dally  exercise  of  sovereign  power.  The  peopl«  cannot  act 
daily  as  the  people.  They  must  establidi  a  government,  and  Inrest  It  with  so 
much  of  the  sovereign  power  as  the  case  requires,  and  this  sovereign  power  be- 
ing delegated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  tbe  government,  that  government  be- 
comes what  is  piopularly  called  the  state.  1  tike  the  old-fashioned  way  of  stating 
things  as  they  are;  and  this  is  tbe  true  idea  of  a  state.  It  la  an  organized  govern, 
ment,  representing  the  collected  will  of  the  people,  as  far  as  they  see  fit  to  Invest 
the  government  with  power. " 

How  can  the  jieopla,  the  source  of  political  power,  change  the  gov- 
crnraent?  That  is  to  aay,  limit,  enlarge  or  modify  the  powers  of 
their  agents.  Cloarlj:  by  expressing  their  will  to  do  so  by  the  au- 
thority and  under  the  forms  of  previous  law.  Chief  Justice  Durfee, 
in  the  charge  referred  to,  says: 

"  This  corporate  people,  while  it  exists,  may,  of  Its  own  will  and  through  the 
forms  of  law  which  it  proscribes  by  its  legislature,  put  on  as  many  dlfFerent 
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foroaa  of  goTemineDt,  not  conSicting  with  the  constitutioa  of  the  union,  ts  il 
chooses.    Ita  power  for  that  purpose  is  ample,  unquestionable." 

Mr,  Webatcr  Bays: 

"In  the  exercise  of  political  power  through  representatiTes  we  kaow  nothing, 
we  never  have  known  anylhlng,  but  such  an  exercise  as  should  take  place 
through  the  prescribed  forms  of  law.  When  wc  depart  from  that  we  sluJl  wan- 
der as  widely  from  the  American  track  as  the  pole  is  from  the  track  of  the  sun." 

In  the  exercine  of  Ihis  power  the  people  may  limit  their  agents  by  Iht 
provisions  of  their  constitution,  or  fundamental  law,  and  they  may 
limit  themselves  in  the  same  way,  "to  secure  the  institutions  which 
they  establish  against  the  sudden  impulses  of  mere  majorities." 

Mr.  Webster  sap : 

"  Another  American  principle  growing  out  of  this,  and  just  as  important  sod 
well  settled  as  is  the  truth  that  the  people  are  (he  source  of  power,  is  that  where, 
in  the  course  of  events,  it  becomes  necessary  to  ascertaio  the  will  of  the  people 
on  a  new  exigency,  or  a  new  atttte  of  things  or  of  opinion,  the  legislative  pover 
provides  lor  that  ascertainment  bj  an  ordinary  act  of  legislation." 

The  parAgraph  in  italics  is  iUIiciscd  by  the  committGe. 

The  iwtitioncrs  also  informed  your  committee  that  the  legislatures 
of  half  the  states  of  the  American  Union  had  called  conventions 
which  had  framed  the  coustitiitions  existing  in  those  states. 

Before  considering  the  argument  of  the  petitioners,  it  may  he  well 
enough  to  bring  to  the  minds  of  the  general  assembly  a  few  general 
suggestions. 

1.  The  case  before  us  is  not  one  where  the  existing  constitution 
contains  no  express  provision  for  ita  own  amendment. 

If  the  petitioners'  contention  was  that  a  constitution  which  carried 
with  it  no  express  provision  for  ita  amendment ;  that  the  absence  of 
anch  a  provision,  by  necessary  implication,  conferred  upon  the  legis- 
lature the  power  to  call  a  convention  to  modify  or  supersede  such  a 
eonstitntion,  they  would  find  no  adversary  in  this  committee.  For 
the  fundamental  laws  of  all  of  the  thirteen  colonics  at  the  time  of 
the  breaking  out  of  the  revolution,  had  emanatod  from  the  authority 
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of  the  British  crovD,  and  npOD  the  sncoesB  of  the  revolntion  the  nn- 
thority  over  those  charters  or  ooDstitntioiiB  merged  in  the  constituted 
anthorities  of  the  state,  and  as  the  charters  dnriog  the  colonial  period 
conld  not  be  amended  withont  the  consent  of  the  king,  when  the 
power  of  the  crown  was  united  to  that  of  state,  of  necessity  these 
constitntioas  coald  be  modified  or  be  superseded  through  the  concur- 
rent action  of  the  legislatures  and  the  people  of  the  state  ;  and,  even 
beyond  this,  can  it  be  reasonably  interred  that  a  people  adopting  a 
oonstitutioD  intended  to  put  it  beyond  all  power  of  amendment  ?  Or 
would  it  be  the  more  reasonable  constraction  of  their  act,  in  a  case 
where  no  express  proTision  for  amendment  was  made,  to  say  that  the 
omission  to  provide  for  its  amendment  was  of  so  extraordinary  a 
character  that  it  was  evidence  from  which  the  legislature  might  imply 
authority  was  intended  to  be  granted  to  it,  to  call  a  convention  to 
modify  the  constitation  ? 

2.  In  conatrning  what  was  said  by  the  late  Chief  Justice  Durfee 
and  by  Mr.  Webster,  we  should  adopt  the  universal  rale  of  construc- 
tion, and  constme  what  they  said  with  reference  to  the  subject  matter 
they  were  discussing. 

The  subject  these  gentlemen  were  discussing  was  the  method  of 
superseding  a  charter  granted  by  the  king  of  England  by  a  written 
constitution  ;  and  as  applicable  to  that  subject,  this  committee  most 
heartily  concur  in  the  correctness  of  the  propositions  stated  by  these 
eminent  persons. 

And  yonr  committee  also  concur  in  the  correctness  of  the  doctrine 
laid  down  by  Mr.  Webster  in  another  passage  of  the  argument  already 
referred  to.  See  v.  6.  p.  325,  Webster's  works,  which  is  as  follows, 
viz. :  The  people  limit  themselves  also.  "  They  limit  themselves  in 
the  first  exercise  of  their  political  rights.  They  limit  themselves  by 
all  their  constitutions." 

3.  Constitutions  are  not  adopted  so  much  to  confer  privileges  as 
to  limit  the  exercise  of  authority;  they  limit  the  qualificatiou  and 
power  of  voters.  The  voters  are  as  much  trustees  of  the  portion  of 
the  sovereign  power  entrusted  to  them  to  administer  as  is  the  legislu- 
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tare  or  the  judiciary,  aud  the  proyisioDS  of  the  cooetitntion  are 
alike  limitationB  upon  the  powers  of  each.  Article  XIII.  of  the  cod- 
stitution  of  Rhode  lelaud  providee  bow  the  coastitution  mar  be 
amended.  Every  member  of  the  general  assembly,  before  he  can 
perform  any  duty  of  his  office,  mast  take  an  oath  to  support  that 
constitution. 

4.  The  rules  to  be  applied  in  construing  statutes,  writings  and 
constitutions,  most  of  them  embodied  in  classical  language,  hitTecome 
down  to  us  from  former  generations,  and  courts,  legislators  and  peo- 
ples are  bound  to  observe  these  rules  as  mnch  as  if  they  were  incorpor- 
ated into  the  written  paper  they  are  called  upon  to  construe. 

" Indusio  unius  est  exclusio  allerius"  is  one  of  these  maxims, 
which,  when  applied  to  the  subject  under  consideration,  means  that 
the  inclnsion  of  one  mode  of  amendment  in  the  constitution  excludes 
any  other;  (See  11  Coke,  59,)  there  are  other  maxims  of  the  law  that 
apply  equally  to  this  subject,  one  of  which  is,  "when  a  law  contains 
an  affirmative  proposition  pointing  out  a  particular  way  in  which  a 
thing  may  be  done,  it  implies  a  negative,  and  the  thing  cannot  be 
lawfully  done  in  any  other  way." 

HAS  THE   LEGISLATURE  THE   POWER  TO    CALL  A    CONSTITCTIOHAL 
CONVENTION. 

The  iwojjle  of  Rhode  Island  have  instituted  a  government,  and  in 
their  constitution  have  limited  its  powers.  The  powers  and  dnties  of 
the  legislative  department  of  the  government  are  therein  defined  and 
limited.  The  mode  of  amending  the  constitution  is  prescribed  by  tlie 
people  in  the  constitution;  this  power  is  superior  to  the  legislature, 
and  to  disregard  this  provision  of  the  constitution  is  to  disregard  the 
will  of  the  people  of  the  state. 

The  legislative  department  of  the  government  j>05sesBes  the  iwwers 
expressly  delegated  to  it  in  the  constitution,  and  the  powers  neeessa- 
rily  to  be  implied  from  the  powers  expressly  delegated.  As  to  the  res- 
ervation of  powers  to  the  general  assembly  theretofore  exercised  by 
section  10,  Art.  IV.,  it  need  only  be  said  that  that  provision  refers 
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only  to  powers  not  enumerated  or  provided  for  in  the  constitation, 
and  it  is  not  neceaaary  to  consider  that  question  further  in  this  con- 
nection. The  cose  of  Taylor  vs.  Place,  decided  by  the  enpreme  court 
and  reported  in  t.  4  of  R.  I.  Reports,  appears  to  answer  any  argu- 
ment wbicli  has  been  attempted,  based  on  this  provision  of  the  consti- 
tation. 

The  supreme  judicial  court  of  Massachusetts  considered,  upon 
the  request  of  the  house  of  representatives  of  that  commonwealth, 
the  matter  of  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  call  a  convention  to 
frame  a  constitntion  there,  and  gave  an  opinion  against  the  validity  of 
its  eiercise,  which  opinion  is  reported  in  6  Cushiug's  Beports,  page 
573. 

The  legislature  called  the  convention,  however,  the  opinion  of  the 
court  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  but  the  people  of  the  com- 
monwealth rejected  the  constitution,  and  thereby  sustained  the  opin- 
ion of  the  court. 

The  maintenance  of  constitutions  and  laws  depends  upon  the  fidelity 
of  the  voters  in  selecting  their  ofiBcers,  and  the  faithfnhiess  with 
which  officers  execute  the  duties  of  their  offices.  If  judges  and  leg- 
islators disregard  their  oaths,  the  bonds  which  bind  their  conscien- 
ces to  the  throne  of  God  and  shadows  their  eternal  destiny  are 
broken,  and  then  there  is  no  safety  to  the  state;  its  fundamental  law 
is  subject  to  the  caprice  of  the  hour,  to  be  blown  about  by  every  pop- 
alar  breath  with  the  facility  with  which  the  weathercock  on  the 
steeple  is  turned  by  the  winds  of  heaven;  otherwise,  if  voters  and 
officers  are  faithful  to  their  trusts,  the  institutions  established  by  the 
founders  of  the  state  will  stand,  for,  imbedded  on  the  rock  of  solid 
principles,  popular  passions  may  be  hurled  against  them  in  vain,  be- 
cause their  foundations  are  secure. 

In  concluding  this  part  of  the  case  submitted  to  them,  your  com- 
mittee are  of  the  opinion  that  the  request  of  the  petitioners  to  call  a 
convention  to  frame  a  constitution,  is  a  step  towards  the  subversion 
and  overthrow  of  the  constitution,  which  every  member  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  has  sworn  to  support;  a  stop  which  no  member  of  the 
assembly  has  the  moral  or  constitutional  right  to  take. 
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Bnt  it  is  said  that  other  state  legislatures  have  done  this.  If  w, 
other  state  legislators  have  violated  their  state  (»iistitutionsandwdeil 
in  effectiug  a  revolution  in  their  state  governments.  That  the  resnlts 
in  those  cases  have  not  been  the  less  revolutionary  because  the;  hare 
t>een  attained  without  bloodshed;  and  the  fact  that  other  men  have 
disregarded  their  oaths  of  office,  is  no  argament  why  the  legislators 
of  Rliode  Island  should  disregard  theirs. 

Again,  the  method  of  amending  the  constitution  is  not  an  norea- 
sonable  mode  of  araendmcut.  The  constitation  is  the  fnndamentkl 
law,  and  should  not  be  changed  bnt  upon  very  mature  deliberatioo. 
So  the  fmmers  of  the  federal  constitution  thought,  for  they  provided 
that  that  constitution  could  not  be  amended  without  the  assent  of 
two-thirds  of  congress  and  the  assent  of  three-fourths  of  the  states. 

This  brings  us  to  consider  more  directly  another  point  in  the  dis- 
cussion referred  to  in  the  pamphlet  speech  of  Mr.  Payne,  aud  vaguely 
hinted  at  in  the  arguments  before  the  committee,  by  the  phrase  that 
"the  legislature  may  invite  the  })eople  to  elect  delegates  to  a  conven- 
tion."  The  legislature  does  not  invite — it  commands — its  voice  is 
law,  while  it  acts  within  the  scope  of  its  authority. 

But  should  the  legislature  extend  this  invitation  to  the  people  to 
elect  delegates,  uu<ler  what  provision  of  the  constitution  has  the 
power  been  conferred  on  the  general  assembly  to  provide  ofBoers  to 
conduct  such  elections;  to  draw  money  from  the  treasury  to  pay  the 
members  of  the  convention;  or,  to  punish  fraudulent  voting,  either 
in  the  election  of  delegates  or  on  the  adoption  of  the  constitution? 

The  constitution  contains  provisions  for  its  own  preservation  and 
continuance,  but  not  for  its  subversion  or  destruction. 

True,  if  the  general  assembly  should  so  invite  the  people  to  elect 
delegates  to  a  convention,  and  the  convention  elected  should  frame  a 
constitution,  which  sliould  be  carried  through  a  form  of  adoption,  and 
officers  elected  under  it  should  obtain  control  of  the  government  of 
the  state,  and  tiie  people  should  acquiesce  in  it,  and  the  government 
thus  constituted  should  be  recognized  by  congress,  the  government 
would  become  the  government  of  the  state  as  mnch  as  the  government 
orgaui:ied  under  the  existing  constitution  is  the  government  of  the 
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state;  bat  it  woald  be  the  result  of  a  reTolation,  and  uot  of  law.  SucIl 
a  proceeding  would  have  no  more  foandatioa  in  constitutional  jiirie- 
prudence  than  if  the  convention  had  been  called  by  a  mass  meeting 
convened  on  the  great  bridge,  for  the  moment  the  legislature  exceeds 
its  constitntional  authority,  it  departs  from  its  duty  as  a  legislature, 
and  becomes  a  mere  popular  assembly. 

Having  found  that  the  general  assembly  has  no  authority  to  call  a 
conventioti  for  the  purpose  prayed  for,  this  practically  exhausts  the 
jnrisdiction  of  this  part  of  the  subject  committed  to  your  committee. 
But  the  petitioners  presented  other  questioDs  for  their  consideration, 
involving  what  the  petitioners  regarded  m  reasons  for  chsuging  or 
modifying  the  existing  constitution. 

II.       THE  HABDSHIPS   COMPLAINED  OF  IN  QUALIFICATION   OF   Y0TER3. 

The  committee  enter  upon  the  consideration  of  the  subject  without 
intending  to  say  that  they  believe  the  qualifications  required  for  voters 
under  the  present  constitution  is  the  best  possible  standard  of  quali- 
ScatioD  that  could  be  devised;  but  they,  in  discussing  the  questions 
presented  for  their  consideration,  prefer  to  refer  to  the  reasons  which 
influenced  the  framing  and  the  adoption  of  the  existing  constitution, 
and  which,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  are  yet  influencing  the  opinions 
of  the  people  of  the  state. 

Framers  of  constitutions  have  not  found  it  practicable  to  deal  direct- 
ly with  the  intellectual  or  moral  qualifications  of  voters,  further  than 
to  say  tbak  the  voter  should  not  be  an  idiot  or  a  lunatic,  nor  should  he 
be  a  convicted  felon.  They  could  scarcely  do  more,  for  the  want  of  an 
acknowledged  standard  by  which  to  measure  the  intelligence  and  char- 
acter of  the  voter,  and  they  have  therefore  contented  themselves  with 
certain  collateral  evidences,  which  in  too  many  cases,  it  must  be  con- 
ceded, fail  to  prove  the  qnnlificatiou  of  a  person  to  vote.  These 
evidences  are:  First — That  a  person,  before  he  can  vote,  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Second  —  Besidence  in  the 
mnnicipality  whose  interests  his  vote  may  affect.  Third  —  In  this 
State,  that  be  has  contributed  one  dollar  in  the  year  preceding  that 
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in  which  he  offers  to  vote  to  the  support  of  the  pablic  schools,  or 
that  he  is  linble  to  pay  taxes  to  the  amount  of  one  dollar  on  property 
which  may  bear  a  part  of  the  taxes  he  votes.  Foarth  —  If  the  per- 
son is  not  a  native  citizen  of  the  United  States,  as  he  is  not  supposed 
to  have  any  permanent  abode  in  tlie  municipality  wliere  he  may  offer 
to  vote,  he  is  required  to  hold  a  email  interest  in  land  as  an  evidence 
of  his  intention  to  abide  with,  and  his  interest  in,  the  community 
which  hie  vote  may  affect. 

In  the  discussions  before  your  committee,  much  has  been  said 
about  e()nBlity  of  rights,  but  little  of  its  necessary  correlative  of 
equality  of  duties.  If  itinerant  persona  could  vote  extravagant  ex- 
penditnrcs  upon  the  property  of  a  town  without  having  any  interest 
in  the  property,  they  could  leave  the  town,  and  in  some  of  onr 
smaller  towns  would  leave  the  burdens  which  they  had  imposed  to 
be  sustained  by  the  men  who  may  have  opposed  their  im)>osition. 

Equality  of  rights,  both  natural  and  civil,  are  cherished  boons, 
which  attacli  to  every  person  subject  to  our  laws.  But  political  pow- 
er, political  trusts  and  duties,  are  aside  from  civil  and  natural  rights, 
and  are  only  connected  with  them  as  a  force  to  assert  and  protect 
them,  and  are  as  distinct  from  the  latter  as  the  spring  rain  is  from 
the  vegetation  it  animates  and  nourishes. 

Some  of  these  petitioners  claim  that  the  privilege  to  exercise  the 
elective  franchise  is  the  natural  right  of  every  male  citizen  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  others  claim  it  as  a  civil  right. 

Your  committee  understand  natural  rights  to  be  the  rights  which 
adhere  to  individuals  in  a  state  of  nature,  and  that  these  embrace  the 
right  the  individual  has  to  enjoy  the  acquisitions  of  his  own  indus- 
try, and  to  have  his  person  and  his  acquisitions  free  from  injury  by 
others,  and  if  other  persons  invade  these  rights  he  has  the  personal 
right  to  defend  them.  Civil  rights,  we  understand  to  mean,  the 
natnral  rights  of  individuats  as  they  are  modified  by  the  civil  society, 
to  which  the  individual  belongs.  The  elective  franchise  we  believe 
to  be  a  trust  bestowed  by  civil  society  upon  such  classes  of  persons 
as  the  society  deems  for  the  interest  of  the  State  to  hold  this  trust, 
but  always  bestowed  with  the  implied  condition  that  it  shall  he  only 
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exercised  for  the  benefit  of  the  State;  and,  any  perrerBion  of  the 
trust  to  sinster  ends  by  the  voter  is  ta  much  a  breach  of  trust,  mor- 
ally, as  would  be  the  conversion  of  trust  funds  by  their  trustee. 

No  general  rnle  which  confers  privileges  upon  classes  of  men  can 
be  absolutely  just,  for  of  necessity  such  a  rule  will  confer  privileges 
upon  the  incompetent  or  nnworthy,  and  will  exclude  from  those  priv- 
iieges  some  persons  who  are  worthy,  and  upon  whom  the  trusts 
could  be  beneficially  conferred. 

Ordinarily  a  man  has  the  right  to  say  who  shall  occupy  his  house, 
and  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  it  shall  be  occupied;  this  may  be 
regarded  as  a  natural  right.  This  proposition  conceded,  it  follows  as 
a  necessary  consequence,  that  the  owners  of  the  houses  in  any  terri- 
tory have  the  right  to  say  who  shall  occupy  those  houses.  If  men 
have  the  natural  right,  independent  of  a  social  compact,  to  enjoy 
the  fruits  of  their  own  labor  and  skill,  they  have  the  right  to  dispose 
of  these  acquisitions  at  will,  independent  of  any  social  compact  If 
these  propositions  are  correct  before  a  civil  society  is  formed,  the  men 
who  own  a  territory  have  the  right  to  control  it,  and  to  say  who 
shall  be  admitted  into  it,  and  to  fix  the  terms  of  their  admission. 

When  these  owners  of  the  territory  which  is  to  be  comprised  in  the 
civil  state  come  together  to  form  a  civil  compact,  they  are  to  deter- 
mine who  is  to  be  admitted  into  that  compact,  the  terms  of  their  ad- 
mission, the  status  each  member  of  the  compact  is  to  have,  and  the 
privileges  each  is  to  enjoy.  When  this  compact  is  once  formed,  it 
exists  as  a  contract  between  each  member  and  the  whole  people,  that 
they  and  their  posterity  will  live  together  upon  the  terms  prescribed 
in  their  fundamental  agreement.  The  individual  is  bound  to  give 
allegiance  and  support  to  the  government  of  the  whole,  and  the 
whole  people  to  afiord  protection  to  the  individual.  In  every  State, 
however  constituted,  the  conduct  of  the  government  must  be  confided 
to  less  than  the  whole  number  of  its  entire  population.  In  a  Repub- 
lic every  mao  of  sufficient  intelligence  to  know  what  is  for  the  inter- 
est of  the  State,  and  integrity  and  patriotism  enough  to  act  up  to 
the  full  measure  of  his  intelligence,  ought  to  be  entrusted  with  the 
privilege  of  participating  in  the  government  of  the  State;  but,  nn- 
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happily,  in  the  present  state  of  oar  society,  we  hare  no  anerring  bd- 
ance  in  which  we  can  weigh  and  determine  the  intelligence,  or  the 
integrity  of  men;  and,  therefore  resort  most  be  had  of  necessity  to 
other  standards  of  qnalification.  In  seeking  these  standards  the  wiy 
is  hedged  ahont  with  difficulties.  Whatever  rule  is  adopted,  we 
ehonld  always  keep  in  mind  there  will  be  those  inclnded  who  ought 
not  to  vote,  and  tliat  there  will  be  exclnded  some  who  oagbt  U>  vote. 
Then,  if  the  State  is  inhabited  by  a  rural  population,  trained  under 
republican  institutions,  easily  governed,  and  with  little  temptation  to 
do  wrong,  a  different  and  more  liberal  rule  of  qualification  conld  well 
be  adopted  than  in  a  State  where  the  territory  is  small,  the  population 
dense,  and  is  largely  made  up  of  persons  who  have  been  trained  Dp 
to  have  and  to  feel  but  little  interest  in  the  goyemment.  Other 
questions  come  up:  Ought  paupers  to  TOte  their  own  support? 
Should  criminals  vote  that  they  might  give  themselves  an  immunity 
to  crime  ?  Then,  ought  men  to  vote  taxes  on  the  property  of  othen, 
no  part  of  which  are  to  be  paid  by  themselves,  and  thus,  it  may  be 
put  al)  of  tlie  property  of  the  people  of  the  State  at  the  absolute  dis- 
position of  non-tax jtaying  voters  ?  And  many  other  suggestiom, 
quite  AS  formidable  as  any  of  these,  are  to  be  met  by  the  framers  of 
a  constitution,  as  they  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
And  popular  commotion  is  too  apt  to  give  force  to  the  doings  of  a 
constitutional  convention,  at  the  expense  of  the  better  reasoning  and 
judgment  of  its  members. 

Those  general  considerations  are  to  be  takeu  into  account  whenever 
a  coiiiititution  is  to  bo  framed  anywhere,  and  this  brings  us  to  con- 
sider some  of  tlie  sjiccinl  features  of  the  constitution  of  Rhode  Is- 
land, and  to 

THE    DISTINCTIOX    BETWEEN    NATURALIZED   AND    NATIVE  cmZBRS. 

Tliis  was  a  subject  of  i>erplesity  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the 
present  constitution. 

In  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  this  part  of  the  case  stated 
by  the  petitioners,  your  committee  cannot  forbear  to  notice  that  the 
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naturalized  citizens  who  appeared  before  them  were  men  of  intelli- 
gence, who  appeared  to  be  in  every  way  well  qualified  to  exercise  the 
trust  of  voting;  and  they  have  do  hesitancy  in  saying  that  if  all  the 
naturalized  citizens  in  the  State  were  like  theee  persons  they  ought 
to  be  allowed  to  vote.  But,  unhappily,  all  naturalized  citizens  are 
not  thus  qualified. 

Naturalized  citizens  have  abjured  their  allegiance  to  the  conntrieB 
of  their  origin,  and  emigrated  to  this  country  to  better  their  condi- 
tions in  life.  They  come  without  any  ties  to  bind  them  to  auy  place 
or  people.  They,  therefore,  occupy  a  diSerent  relation  to  the  State 
from  that  sustained  by  the  native  citizen.  Home,  kindred  and 
country,  each  has  left  behind  him.  There  are  his  treasures,  and 
there  are  many  objects  of  his  affections.  No  oath  can  absolve  an 
ordinary  man  from  his  allegiance  to  his  native  country,  so  that  in  a 
war  with  the  country  of  his  adoption  he  could  be  relied  upon  as  a 
soldier  to  fight  against  the  country  of  his  origin,  and  in  a  war  be- 
tween foreign  nations  there  is  a  disposition  among  the  natives  of  those 
countries  to  take  part  with  the  country  of  their  origin  in  its  interna- 
tional quarrels,  and  a  disposition  to  involve  American  citizens  in  their 
strifes  to  the  prejudice  of  American  interests. 

Further,  our  naturalized  citizens  are,  much  more  than  our  native 
citizens,  disposed  to  form  combinations,  to  enter  leagues  and  clans, 
calculated  to  disturb  the  order  and  well  being  of  society.  This  is 
prejudicial  to  the  State,  for  when  a  man  enters  a  combination,  or 
league,  or  otherwise  subjects  his  action  to  the  control  of  a  leader,  he 
ceases  to  be  a  free  man,  as  the  will  of  another  and  not  his  own  will 
controls  his  action.  Then  again,  these  classes  of  our  population  have 
been  trained  up  under  institutions  very  different  from  ours,  where  tlie 
governments  have  oppressed  them,  and  they  have  antagonized  the 
government,  and  even  here  many  of  them  are  restless  under  the  re- 
straints of  law.  Hence  it  is  that  a  census  of  the  persons  engaged 
in  traffics  which  are  restrained  or  prohibited  by  law,  and  of  those  who 
violate  onr  criminal  codes,  would  show  an  undue  proportion  among 
them  of  those  who  have  emigrated  from  other  countries.     It  is  true. 
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Devcrthclesa,  tbftt  mnoDg  onr  naturalized  citizens  are  many  of  our 
most  worthy  citizenH. 

Id  view  of  these  facta,  was  it  either  unnatard  or  nnphilosophical 
that  t)ie  framcrs  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  should  require  oE 
this  class  of  voters,  not  as  a  qualification  to  vote,  but  as  eTidence  of 
a  qualification,  that  they  should  own  a  small  lot  of  gronnd  which 
could  be  the  foundation  of  a  borne  within  the  State?  It  is  trae 
that  the  land  would  add  nothing  to  the  actual  qaalifications  of  tbe 
voter,  but  it  would  afford  evidence  of  bis  interest  in  the  locality  liii 
vote  is  to  effect. 

Property  under  the  constitution  is  not  so  distinctively  a  qualifica- 
tion for  a  voter  as  it  is  evidence  of  qualification.  The  acquisition  or 
retention  of  property  generally  implies  industry,  prudence  and  econ- 
omy, virtues  necesaary  to  the  exercise  of  the  privil^e  of  voting.  A 
large  part  of  the  trust  confided  to  voters  relates  to  the  laying  and 
administration  of  taxes,  questions  involving  property.  And  in  a 
State  like  Rhode  Island,  the  governing  power  without  doing  suy 
great  violcucc  to  principle  may  well  enough  say  that  the  man  who,  by 
his  vote,  is  to  lay  taxes  upon  the  proi>erty  of  others,  and  to  administfr 
those  tuxes  for  the  public  benefit,  ought  to  have  given  evidence  of  ca- 
[)acity  for  this  trust  by  so  managing  his  own  affairs  that  he  has  saved 
to  himself,  at  least  one  buadred  and  thirty-four  dollars. 

The  petitioners  say,  however,  whether  this  was  or  was  not  just  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  constitution,  the  change  of  values  in 
land  has  made  this  provision  oppressive  upon  them,  esi>ecially  in  the 
more  flourishing  manufacturing  villages. 

On  tlie  other  hand  it  may,  however,  be  said  that  the  facilities  for 
the  acquisition  of  the  mouey  with  which  to  purchase  land  have  been 
greatly  augmented  since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution. 

III.      THB  INEQUAUTY  OF  MBMBEEBHIP  IH  THE  GENBBAL  ASBEMLT. 

Col.  Melcalf,  wlio  appeared  as  a  petitioner,  alleged  (1)  that  the 
General  Assembly  bad,  upon  its  own  motton,  changed  the  basis  of 
representittion  of  the  towns  and  cities  in  both  houses  of  the  Assem- 
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biy,  by  consolidating  some  towns  «nd  by  dividing  others  ;  {2)  that  the 
city  of  Providence  was  not  adequately  represented  in  either  house. 

The  Convention  which  framed  the  Stutc  constitution  antici|iated 
the  rapid  growth  and  development  of  its  Inrgest  municipal  corpora- 
tion, which  has  now  been  well-nigh  realized,  and  apprehended  that 
the  time  might  arrive  when  the  majority  of  the  voters  of  thatcorpor- 
ation,  compactly  located,  would  make  it  comparatively  easy  to  form 
combinations,  so  that  they,  acting  under  the  influence  of  a  common 
inspiration,  whether  of  passion  or  reason,  might  not  only  control  the 
taxes  of  its  own  members,  but  in  its  overpowering  strength  might 
compel  the  rural  and  other  portions  of  the  State  to  unduly  contribute 
to  its  extravagant  projectB.  While  the  populations  of  the  other  mu- 
nicipalities were  not  only  sparsely  inhabited,  but  in  the  nature  of 
things  they  would  be  far  less  likely  to  have  common  purposes  and 
interests  to  Bubserve  by  combinations  than  the  urban  population  ;  for 
this  reason  the  Convention  thought  that  the  legislative  control  of  the 
State  for  the  benefit  of  the  minority  of  the  urban,  and  the  safety  of 
the  agricultural  populations,  could  the  more  properly  be  distributed 
more  equally  among  the  municipal  corporations  of  the  State,  than  the 
inhabitants  were  distributed  ;  and  it  cannot  be  justly  said  that  near 
forty  years  experience  under  the  constitution  has  not  vindicated  the 
propriety  of  this  provision.  It  is  true,  as  stated  by  Colonel  Metcalf, 
that  the  larger  municipalities  may  be  divided  into  smaller  corpora- 
tions, and  thus  secure  a  representation  in  the  House  based  more 
nearly  upon  it«  population,  and  approximate  a  more  equal  representa- 
tion in  the  Senate,  but  it  is  equally  true  that  this  subdivision  of  these 
corporations  would  lessen  the  facilities  for  the  combinations  sought  to 
be  guarded  against  by  the  framers  of  the  constitution. 

If  the  city  of  Providence  was  divided  into  three  or  four  towns  or 
cities,  it  would  be  hardly  possible,  with  the  character  and  pursuits  of 
the  people,  differing  in  different  localities,  that  the  men  elected  by  the 
different  conatituenciee  would  all  represent  one  interest,  or  that  they 
would  act  with  any  community  of  purpose;  but,  on  the  other  hand, 
it  would  be  probable  that  the  representatives  of  some  of  those  locali- 
ties would  tend  to  neutralize  the  operative  forces  of  others,  and  thus, 
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iipnii  the  whole,  instead  of  iaceaBing  the  power  of  Froridencc  in  the 
General  Assembly,  would  actually  diminish  it.  The  evil  to  be  guarded 
Against  at  the  time  of  the  framing  of  the  constitution,  was  the  pre- 
venting of  the  State  from  being  a  mere  incident  to  one  of  ita  munic- 
ipal corporations,  and  of  its  being  governed  and  controlled  br  it. 
Government,  it  has  been  said,  is  sustained  by  chocks  and  balances 
Indeed,  it  may  be  said,  with  much  of  truth,  that  government  isinsti- 
tuted  for  the  protection  of  minorities,  for  majorities  are  generallj 
strong  enough  to  btke  ample  care  of  all  their  rights.  The  General 
Assembly,  by  virtue  of  its  being  the  recipient  of  the  legislative  pow- 
ers of  t)ie  State,  has  full  control  over  the  franchises  of  these  corpora- 
tions, so  long  as  their  rights  of  property  are  not  violated. 

The  convention  that  framed  our  present  coustitutioo  met  all  of 
the  present  difficulties  about  the  elective  franchise  and  representation 
in  the  General  Assembly,  and  finally  agreed  upon  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  the  constitntion  as  the  basis  of  the  elective  franchise  and 
of  representation;  not  as  the  best  possible  result,  but  as  the  result  of 
the  average  judgment  of  the  convention;  and  it  is  doubtful  if  an- 
other convention,  however  called,  would  greatly  improve  upon  their 
work.  The  judicial  clause,  and  the  quaUlicatiou  required  .to  vote  of 
naturalized  citizens,  received  the  hearty  encomiums  of  the  late  Jue- 
tiee  Story  and  of  Chancellor  Kent,  two  of  the  ablest  juri»-cotts»Ut, 
not  only  of  our  time  bnt  of  all  time.     The  latter  said: 

"  Nsturalized  citizens  are  required  to  bave  a  freehold  estate  of  the  vilueof 
^131;  and  no  person  can  vote  to  impose  a.  tax  or  to  expend  monej  in  aaj  toH'ii 
or  city,  unless  he  shall  have  paid  a  tax  within  the  year  preceding  upon 
properly  valued  at  lea9t  at  $134.  These  proviaiona,  with  that  relating  to  tlic 
judicial  tenure  and  compensation,  render  the  aspect  of  the  coostitulioQ  of  thil 
StnW  more  wise  and  conservative  than  any  other  constitution  recently  formed  or 
amended.  Indeed,  that  constitution  seems  lo  stand  preeminent  in  value  over  any 
of  Ihe  existing  Stale  constitutions  in  the  guards  it  introduces  against  one  of  tb« 
most  alarming  evils  incident  in  large  towns  and  cities  to  our  democrafoal  esti^ 
lishracnl."    Sec.  1,  Kent's  Comm.,  5lh  ed.,  p.  329  n.  r. 

To  require  throe-fifths  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  meetings  held  te 
adojit  nmeudmeuts  to  the  constitution  is  not  very  onerous,  for  it  is 
but  oiie-teiilh  more  than  a  majority,  and  the  alteration  of  thefnnd*- 
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mental  law  of  a  State  is  a  very  serious  nndertaking;  and,  then,  the 
fact  that  a  positive  affii-inative  movement  is  always  supported  by  more 
zeiil  than  accompanies  a  negative  opposition;  your  committee,  especi- 
ally iu  view  of  the  foot  that  it  requires  the  assent  of  three-fourths  of 
the  States  to  change  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  cannot 
say  that  the  requiring  of  the  assent  of  three-fifths  of  the  voters  to 
an  amendment  is  unreasonable,  for  it  makes  no  more  than  a  proper 
allowance  for  the  ubseQces  from  the  town  and  ward  meetings,  from 
accidental  causes,  and  is  no  more  than  a  sufliciont  gaaranty  that  the 
alteration  shall  secnre  at  least  a  majority  in  its  favor. 

But  whatever  may  be  the  views  of  the  individuals  composing  your 
committee  u])on  the  propriety  of  adopting  or  rejecting  any  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution,  thoy  are  united  in  the  belief  that  the  au- 
thority existing  in  the  electors  reserved  to  them  in  the  constitution 
to  adopt  amendments  thereto,  implies  the  right  in  the  electors,  upon 
their  reasonable  request  to  the  General  Assembly  therefor,  to  have 
amendments  to  the  constitution  submitted  for  their  consideration  and 
action. 

Two  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  persons,  with  four  organ- 
ized aaaociations,  have  petitioned  this  General  Assembly  to  call  a 
constitutional  convention;  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
General  Assembly  has  no  authority  to  cull  such  convention;  but, 
nevertheless,  considering  the  number  and  standing  of  the  petitioners, 
your  committee,  without  reference  to  the  opinions  of  the  members  of 
the  committee  aa  to  the  results  which  the  petitioners  desire  to  attain,

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  SENATE. 


RBBOLtmoM  Teqaesting  the  opinion  of  tbe  Supreme  Goort  on  the  election  of 

members  of  the  City  CouDCll  of  the  city  of  PrOTidence. 
[In  3«D«M,  pwwd  Hireb  SI,  1881.] 

Whereas,  Section  2  of  Article  II.  of  the  |CoDBUluIion  contalna  a  provl^oo  in 
the  vrords  following,  to  wll :  "Provided,  that  no  person  shall  at  any  time  be 
allowed  to  vole  in  the  election  of  the  City  Council  of  the  city  of  Providence,  or 
upon  any  pTopoailion  to  impose  a  tax,  or  for  tbe  expenditure  of  money  in  any 
town  or  city,  unless  he  shall  within  tbe  year  next  preceding  have  paid  a  tax 
asacBsed  upon  bis  property  therein  valued  at  least  at  one  hundred  and  thirty-four 
doUara;"  and 

Whereat,  under  said  provision  it  bas  been  the  custom  of  the  boards  of  can- 
vassers in  tbe  city  of  Providence,  In  making  up  tbe  lists  of  persons  qualifled  to 
vote  for  members  of  tbe  City  Council,  to  place  on  said  lists  tbe  names  of  such 
persona  only  as  had  within  tbe  calendar  year  next  preceding  paid  a  tax  asaesaed 
upon  tbe  property,  in  said  city,  of  such  person  of  tbe  value  as  fixed  In  tbe  Coo- 
stitutioD  as  aforesaid  ;  and

Whenat,  by  the  action  of  mid  boards  of  canvassers,  citizens  of  said  dij  'io 
were  taxed  for  real  or  personal  estate  in  said  city  in  the  year  1881,  and  vbo  piiil 
said  tax  in  the  month  of  Octotwr  of  said  year,  were  denied  the  right  of  Toiinj 
i  D  the  month  of  November  for  members  of  the  City  Council  who  were  to  wpai 
the  tax  so  cotlecled,  and  the  names  of  persons  who  had  ceased  to  be  propeitf- 
holders  in  said  city  and  who  did  not  pay  any  tax  In  said  city  on  either  nal  « 
personal  estate  therein  during  said  month  of  October,  IBSl,  were  placed  upoi 
the  voting  lists  in  said  city,  and  were  permitted  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Ctt; 
Council  on  said  fourth  Tuesday  of  November,  1881.    Therefore. 

Bfolttd,  in  accordance  with  Section  8  of  Article  X.  of  tbe  Constitnlioi.  IW 
the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Hupreme  Court  be  requested  to  five  tu  Ik 
Senate  their  written  opinion  upon  tlie  proper  construction  to  l>e  giviii  U  Itii' 
provision  of  Uie  Constitution  above  recited,  reiating  to  the  election  ot  ■ats^^ 
of  the  City  Council  in  the  city  of  Providence,  and  whether  the  tax  thimi 
referred  to  is  the  tax  payable  in  said  city  in  the  month  of  October  of  tb«  »" 
year  and  preceding  the  date  of  the  municipal  election,  or  whether  it  is  ths  Is.

OPINION. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island  and  Provi- 
dence Plantations : 

We  have  received  from  your  Honors  a  resolution  requesting  our 
written  opinion  on  a  question  of  construction  arising  under  the  proviso 
in  section  %,  of  article  II.,  of  the  Constitution.  The  section  begins 
by  prescribing  the  qualifications  which  shall  give  the  right  to  vote 
during  the  first  year  after  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  and  then 
proceeds  as  follows,  to  wit:  "  BVom  and  after  that  time  every  such 
citizen  who  has  had  the  residence  herein  required,  and  whose  name 
shall  be  registered  in  the  town  where  he  resides,  on  or  before  the 
last  day  of  December,  in  the  year  next  preceding  the  time  of  his 
voting  and  who  shall  show  by  legal  proof,  that  he  has  for  and  within 
the  year  next  preceding  the  time  he  shall  offer  to  vote,  paid  a  tax  or 
taxes  assessed  against  him  in  any  town  or  city  in  this  State,  to  the 
amount  of  one  dollar,  or  that  he  has  been  enrolled  in  a  military  - 
company  in  this  State,  been  equipped  and  done  duty  therein  accord- 
ing to  lav,  and  at  least  for  one  day  during  such  year,  shall  have  a 
right  to  vote  in  the  election  of  all  civil  officers  and  on  all  questions, 
in  all  legally  oi^nized  town  or  ward  meetings:  Provided,  that  no 
person  shall  at  any  time  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the  election  of  the 
city  council  of  the  city  of  Providence,  or  upon  any  proposition  to 
impose  a  tax,  or  for  the  expenditure  of  money,  i{i  auy  town  or  city, 
nnless  he  shall  within  the  year  next  preceding  have  paid  a  tax  as- 
sessed upon  his  property  therein,  valued  at  least  at  one  hundred  and 
thirty-four  dollarg," 

The  question  which  we  understand  your  Honors  propound  to  us  in 
effect  is:    Does  the  phrase  "  in  the  year  next  preceding,"  contained 
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in  the  proviso,  mean  in  the  calendar  year  neit  preceding,  or  in  the 
year  in  the  sense  of  tlie  twelve  month  next  preceding.  In  replying 
to  the  question,  we  invite  your  Honors  to  remark  that  the  same 
phrase  occurs  previously  iu  the  same  section.  We  are  of  the  opiuioo 
that  the  construction  given  to  the  phrase  where  it  first  occurs  is  the 
coDstrnction  to  be  given  to  it  as  used  in  the  proviso,  for  we  can  dis- 
cover no  reason  for  any  distinction.  The  meaning  of  the  phrase  as 
used  where  it  first  occurs  early  became  matter  of  legislative  or  politi- 
cal controversy.  Down  to  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one  the  con- 
struction prevailed  that  the  year  intended  was  the  calendar  year,  aud 
accordingly  the  citizen,  in  order  to  vote,  was  obliged  by  statute  to 
p4y  his  qualifying  tax  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  cal- 
endar year.  This  construction  was  not  received  with  satisfaction,  and, 
in  1851,  the  statntc  was  changed  so  as  to  allow  the  qualifying  tax  to  be 
paid  down  to  within  three  days  of  the  day  of  voting.  Since  this  altera- 
tion, for  more  than  thirty  years  now,  the  statute  though  it  has  passed 
through  three  general  revisions,  has  remained  substantially  unchanged. 
The  construction,  therefore,  that  the  year  intended  is  not  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  year  but  only  the  preceding  tvrelve  month  must  be 
regarded  as  established.  There  is  in  fact,  if  we  consider  merely 
the  letter  of  the  constitution,  no  decisive  reason  for  prefering  either 
construction  to  the  other,  and  therefore  it  seems  no  more  than  fair 
to  presume  in  favor  of  the  elective  right  that  the  more  liberal  con- 
struction was  intended.  But,  as  we  have  said,  the  construction  which 
is  given  to  the  phrase  where  it  first  occurs  is  the  construction  to  be 
given  to  it  in  the  proviso,  there  being  no  reason  for  any  distinction. 
It  may  bo  suggested  that  if  the  first  phrase  has  had  a  long  legislative, 
the  second  has  had  a  longer  municipal,  construction.  We  think  how- 
ever that  the  construction  adopted  by  the  canvassers  of  a  single  town 
or  city — for  there  is  no  statement  that  it  has  been  generally  adopted 
— is  not  as  authority  to  be  compared  with  a  legislative  coDStruction 
accepted  with  scarcely  a  ripple  of  disapproval  by  the  entire  voting 
|)opulation  of  the  State.  The  phrase  where  it  first  occurs  is  preceded 
by  words  which  make  it  clear  that  the  tax /or  the  year  is  the  tax  which 
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is  to  be  paid  witkin  the  year,  tlie  language  being  "for  and  within  the 
year,"  In  the  proviso  the  language  is  simply  "within  the  year," 
the  words  "  for  and  "  being  omitted.  The  General  Assembly,  how- 
ever,  have  in  their  legislation  always  construed  the  provieo  as  if  the 
words  were  there,  and  we  see  no  reason  to  donbt  that  their  construc- 
tion is  according  to  the  true  intent  of  the  constitution.  To  answer 
the  question  which  has  been  put  to  ue,  therefore,  according  to  the 
form  in  which  it  has  been  pnt  to  us,  as  well  as  according  to  it«  effect, 
we  have  to  say  that  our  opinion  is  that,  in  the  city  of  Providence,  the 
qualifying  tax  for  the  municipal  election  in  November,  is  the  tax 
which  is  payable  in  the  preceding  month  of  October,  and  not  the  tax 
which  is  payable  in  the  month  of  October  of  the  preceding  calendar 
year.

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  Ihe  State  of  Rhode  Island, 
at  its  Jamiary  Session,  A.  D.,  1S82: 

Tlie  Stftte  Board  of  Pharmacy,  in  compliance  with  the  act  for  regu- 
lating the  sale  of  Medicines  and  Poisons,  respectfully  present  this, 
their  twelfth  (12th)  annual  report  on  the  condition  of  Pharmacy, 
together  with  a  list  of  all  the  persons  registered  as  Pharmacists  and 
Assistant  Pharmacists. 

Upon  the  condition  of  Pharmacy  the  Board  have  the  pleasure  of 
reporting  continued  progress,  in  the  action  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Pharmaceutical  Association  in  again  arranging  for  a  class  of  Assist- 
ant Pharmacists  in  Pharmaceutical  Ghcmislry. 

This  class,  which  was  organized  three  years  ago  as  an  exiieriinent, 
was  found  to  be  so  successful  in  its  operation  and  of  such  great  ad- 
vantage to  the  students  that  it  has  come  to  he  considered  a  necessity, 
and  the  number  of  eager  and  interested  attendants  has  increased 
yearly;  and  the  evidence  of  the  valuable  instrnction  tliey  receive  is 
continually  exhibited  in  the  examinations  for  registration. 

The  association  deserves  great  credit  for  supplying,  principally  from 
its  own  limited  resources,  this  much  needed  instruction  to  the  young 
men  who  would  otherwise  have  only  their  unaided  studies  to  rely 
upon,  which,  in  matters  of  science,  is  never  productive  of  rapid 
progresB. 
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The  Board  held  tlieir  regular  monthly  meetings,  sIbo  three  special 
meetings,  at  their  rooms  in  Providence,  for  the  transaction  of  bnsi- 
nc88  and  the  examination  of  applicants  for  registration  as  Pharmacists 
and  Assistant  Pharmacists. 

Nine  persons  applied  for  registration  as  Begistered  Pharmacists, 
six  of  whom  were  registered,  and  the  remaining  three  were  fonnd 
npon  examination  to  he  wanting  in  proper  qualifications  and  registra- 
tion denied. 

Twenty-one  applied  for  registration  as  Assistant  Pharmacists, 
twenty  of  whom  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  and  were  regis- 
tered, and  one'rcjectcd  as  incompetent. 

Four  Registered  Pharmacists  and  two  Registered  Assistants,  who 
had  allowed  their  registration  to  lapse  were  re-regi8t«red  on  payment 
of  back  dnes. 

Two  Registered  Assistants  applied  for  registration  as  Pharmacists, 
and  they  having  previously  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law  were  duly  registered. 

As  has  been  noticed  in  former  reports,  a  much  larger  percentage 
of  Assistants  passed  satisfactory  examinations,  than  of  the  Pharma- 
cists; the  cause  of  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  law  requires  an 
apprenticeship  of  three  years  of  the  Assistant  before  registration, 
supplemented  by  the  valuable  instructions  received  in  the  class  in 
Piuirmaceutical  Chemistry  before  mentioned, 

In  concluding  this,  the  present  Board's  third  and  6iial  report,  they 
can  only  rciwnt  the  opinions  expressed  in  the  reports  of  the  boards 
which  have  preceded  them,  that  the  successful  and  harmon ions  oper- 
ation of  the  law  for  the  regulation  of  the  sale  of  Medicines  and 
Poisons  since  its  enactment  twelve  years  ago,  has  condnced  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  education  of  the  pharmacist  and  his  assistants,  and 
to  purge  tlie  profession  of  some  of  the  abuses  which  the  unrestricted 
sale  of  liquors  had  attached  thereto,  and  while  it  has  not,  and  legis- 
lation never  cnn,  prevent  accidents,  it  has  greatly  lessened  the  liability 
of   adding  thereto  the  bhiudcrs  of   ignorance,  and  has  placed  the 
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bnsineBs  in  the  hauds  of  more  competent  and  responeible  persons, 
thereby  adding  greatly  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  COMMISSIONER 


YoRKTOWN  Centennial  Celebration. 


To  His  Excellency,  Alfebd  H.  LiriLByiBfcD, 

Governor  of  Rhode  Island,  £c.: 
Sib:— 

The  andersigncd,  who  was  appointed  Commissioner  from  this  State 
for  the  Yorktown  GeiiteDiiial  Celebration  by  your  predecessor,  ex- 
Governor  Van  Zapdt,  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

Tke  Srat  officinl  duty  required  of  him  was  to  attend  a  meeting  of 
the  several  State  Commissioners  callc<l  by  Gov.  Holliday  of  Virginia, 
chairman,  at  the  Capitol  in  Washington,  Dec.  10,  1880.  As  Con- 
gress, through  a  special  committee  of*its  own  members,  bad  early 
assumed  control  of  the  celebration,  for  which  it  made  the  necessary 
«ppropriation,  the  duties  originally  expected  to  have  devolved  ujiou 
the  State  Commissioners,  were  transferred  to  that  committee;  but 
the  cooperation  of  the  State  Commissioners  was  desired  to  secure 
the  adequate  representation  of  the  states  at  the  celebration,  and  to 
aid,  so  for  as  might  be,  in  carrying  out  the  proposed  arrangements. 
I  need  not  dwell  upon  the  results  of  that  meeting  as  your  EsccUen-  , 
cy's  zeal  in  advancing  the  State's  interests  led  you  to  be  present  and 
to  participate  in  its  deliberations. 

The  Commissioner  from  this  State,  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  aided 
the  committee  of  our  General  Assembly  charged  with  rccommendiug 
a  suitable  appropriation,  and  souglit,  through  the  public  press  and 
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otherwise,  to  inform  oar  citizena  interested  in  the  aabject  in  regwd 
to  what  was  proposed  and  what  might  be  expected. 

By  the  wise  liberality  of  the  General  Assembly  t5,000  in  the  ag- 
gregate was  at  different  times  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under 
the  aapervision  of  your  Excellency,  in  providing  «  proper  represen- 
tation from  this  State;  and  everyone  interested  iu  upholding  the 
dignity  of  onr  commonwealth,  will,  I  am  sure,  agree  with  me  in  as- 
serting that  the  money  was  judiciously  spent.  The  representation 
coosisting  of  the  Grovcruor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Speaker  of 
the  noQse  of  RepresGUtatives,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Senate  and  House 
Committees  on  Militia,  the  Brigadier  Qeoeral,  the  Adjutant  General, 
the  Quartermaster  General,  the  Surgeon  General,  the  Governor's  Aids, 
and  other  members  of  the.  UtaSL,  with  Companies  D.  and  F.  of  the 
Second  Battalion,  Rhode  Island  Militia,  under  command  of  Liont.- 
Colooel  B.  B.  Martin,  and  the  full  American  Band,  left  Rhode  Is- 
la)\d  Sunday  evening,  Oct.  16th,  and  arrived  at  Yorktown  on  the 
Tuesday  morning  following,  abont  9  o'clock.  Three  days  previously. 
Col.  K.  A.  Pierce,  of  your  Excellency's  Staff,  the  State  Commission- 
er, and  a  detail  of  enlisted  men,  preceded  the  representation  to 
Yorktown  to  make  needed  preparations  for  the  comfort  of  those  that 
were  to  follow.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  to  the  energy  and  zeal 
of  Colonel  Pierce,  who  had  made  a  visit  to  Yorktown  at  even  an 
earlier  period  to  insure  successfol  preparation,  the  Rhode  Island  dele- 
gation was  largely  indebted  for  finding  their  quarters  all  ready  for 
their  coming.  In  this  connection  acknowledgment  is  due  to  the  un- 
failing courtesy  and  efficient  services  of  Captain  and  Brevet-Major, 
L.  C.  Forsyth,  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  of  the  United 
States  Army,  who,  amid  most  perplexing  surroundings,  discharged 
his  delicate  duties  in  a  way  to  win  the  grateful  appreciation  of  those 
of  us  whose  duty  took  us  early  upon  the  ground  in  the  work  of  prep- 
aration. The  patience  and  forbearance  which  this  officer  exercised 
to  young,  green,  inexperienced,  and  too  often  utterly  unreasonable 
members  of  the  militia  of  diiferont  states,  redounded  greatly  to  his 
credit,  and  showed  that  his  superiors  kuew  how  to  select  the  right 
man  for  siicli  a  trying  place. 
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The  celebration  as  urranged  by  the  Gongresaional  Committee  passed 
off  satisfactorily,  while  so  far  as  Rhode  Island  was  concerned,  it  was 
an  entire  sacoess.  Unfortnnately  this  was  not  true  of  all  the  states, 
as  some  of  them  had  exercised  no  foresight  in  making  adequate  prep- 
aration for  the  reception  of  their  delegations,  and  the  cheerless,  nn- 
satisfactory  impression  of  their  arrival  never  wore  off.  Then,  too, 
the  coming  of  some  of  them  whs  nnfortnuate  and  ill-timed,  as  many 
arrired  in  the  night,  and  by  being  deprived  of  their  rest,  were  in 
poor  condition  to  enjoy  the  events  of  the  next  day.  Happily  none  of 
these  objectionable  features  marked  the  arrangements  of  oar  repre- 
sentation.  It  arrived  promptly  at  the  beginning  in  good  time;  it 
found  dae  preparations  had  been  made  for  its  coming;  it  left  prompt- 
ly and  withotit  nnnecessary  or  tedious  delay  when  the  celebration  was 
over,  having  witnessed  all  there  was  to  be  seen;  and  it  is  with  a 
grateful  feeling  as  a  Rhode  Islander  I  am  able  to  state  that  all  con- 
cemedj  tioui  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  did  naught  to  lessen  the  dig- 
nity of  the  State,  or  to  bring  its  good  name  into  disrepute,  as  not  a 
case  of  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any  Rhode  Islander  occurred 
throughoat  the  trip.  If  our  military  display  did  not  compare  in 
numbers  with  those  of  some  of  our  sister  states,  it  never  suffered  in 
comparison  in  steadiness  and  soldierly  bearing,  as  Rhode  Island  took 
a  foremost  place  in  quality  if  not' in  quantity. 

The  delegation  left  Yorktown  on  its  return  late  Thursday  afternoon, 
Oct  !ijOth,  after  the  naval  display  and  national  salut«  to  the  British 
flag,  and  arrived  home  the  following  Saturday  morning  after  an  ab- 
sence of  nearly  six  days.  Several  honrs,  both  in  going  and  returning, 
were  spent  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  the  military  authorities  of 
Maryland  most  courteously  tendered  to  our  troops  on  both  occasions 
the  use  of  the  armory  of  its  famous  Fifth  Regiment. 
.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  effect,  aimed  at  by  this  celebra- 
tion, was  not  merely  material,  but  moral.  By  it  the  states  were  drawn 
into  closer  intercourse  than  almost  ever  before.  Fellow  members  of 
a  common  union  that  last  met,  it  may  be,  in  the  angry  conflict  of 
battle,  were  now  drawn  together  in  amity  and  the  reciprocity  of  good 
will  and  kindly  feelings.    As  Rhode  Island  Commissioner  it  is,  of 
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conrse,  proper  for  me  to  confine  my  report  to  my  own  State.  Thoagh 
illiutrations  of  my  menDing  are  namerons,  yet  two  must  suffice,  and 
are  fiirniBhed  by  tbe  grateful  and  demonstrative  exhibition  of  appre- 
ciation by  the  troops  of  North  Oarolina,  who  were  camped  next  to 
U8,  of  the  Bervices  tbe  Rhode  Island  Uedical  Department  found 
pleasure  in  rendering  in  cases  of  need;  and  in  the  Virginia  troopa 
bringing  up  one  of  their  bands  to  serenade  our  Qovemor.  The  ap- 
preciative consideration  entertained  for  our  little  commonwealth  by 
the  other  states,  could  not  be  otherwise  t^an  gratifying  to  onr  whole 
delegation;  and  I  am  sure  that  the  most  rigid  advocate  of  economy 
within  our  limits,  could  he  have  been  present  at  Yorktown,  woiild 
have  been  convinced  that  the  money  there  expended  was  not  spent  in 
vain.  All  our  citizens  that  were  there,  came  home  with  renewed 
pride  in  onr  commonwenlth  and  its  institutions,  and  realized  with 
gi-ateful  hearts  and  increased  afEection,  as  never  before,  the  deep  sig- 
nificance of  the  sheriff's  hackneyed  formula — "Ood  save  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations."

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ANNUAL    REPORT 


COMMISSIONERS  OF  SHELL  FISHERIES. 


To  the  Ifonorable  General  Assembly,  at  its  January  Session,  A.  D., 
1882 : 

The  undersigned.  Commissioners  of  Shell  Fisheries,  respectfully 
present  their  annaal  report: 

The  amount  of  money  collected  for  oyster  bed  rents  and  paid  over 
to  the  General  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1881,  is  nine 
thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  (19,333).  There 
has  been  p&id  for  boat  hire  to  inspect  beds,  stationery  and  other 
necessary  expenses,  the  sum  of  nine  dollars  and  twenty  centA,  leaving 
a  net  income  to  the  State  of  nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  dollars  and  eighty  cents  (19,333.80). 

The  above  sum  is  in  excess  of  the  net  income  to  the  State  for  the 
preceding  year  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  and 
ninety-nine  cents  ((1,134.99). 

Since  the  first  day  of  January,  1883,  oyster  rents  have  been  col- 
lected and  paid  over  to  the  General  Treasurer  to  the  amount  of  nine 
thousand  four  hundred  and  tliirty-two  dollars  (49,432),  and  there  still 
remains  due  and  collectable  a  sum  sufficient  to  insure  an  income  to 
the  State  for  the  present  year  of  at  least  ten  thousand  dollars. 

There  has  been  no  year  in  the  history  of  the  private  oyster  fisheries 
of  this  State,  with  a  single  exception,  when  the  excess  of  revenue  to 
the  State  has  been  as  large  as  the  excess  of  the  revenue  of  1881  over 
that  of  1880,     We  suggested  in  our  last  annual  report  that  for  the 
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jear  1881  thore  would  be  au  income  of  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars in  oxcess  of  the  year  previous  for  the  occupation  of  the  same 
amount  of  ground,  as  a  result  of  the  disclosure  of  "excessive  occu- 
pation," made  by  tlio  re-surveys  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
1879  and  1880.  The  large  excosa  of  revenue  in  1881  over  1880  is 
therefore  to  be  accounted  for  in  tbis  way. 

We  have  collected  rents  the  prcaeut  year  from  the  same  ground  so 
that  the  StAte,  in  two  years  time,  has  received  into  its  treasury  more 
than  the  entire  amount  appropriated  for  the  re-survey  above  referred 
to. 

In  our  last  annual  report  wc  also  called  attcntiou  to  the  fact  that 
the  valuable  records  of  the  commission  were  entirely  unprotected 
from  damage  or  destruction  by  fire.  The  General  Assembly  there^ 
after  at  its  January  Session,  1881,  passed  a  resolution  making  an 
appropriation  of  seventy-five  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a 
"  tracing  copy"  of  the  "oft\cial  plats"  of  the  private  oyster  beds  and 
the  "record  book  of  angles,"  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Sliell  Fisheries. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  thus  given  we  caused  the  tracings  to  be 
made,  and  placed  in  the  fire  proof  vault  at  tlic  office  of  the  Oeneral 
Treasurer  at  a  cost  of  seventy-five  dollars — the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation. 

There  have  been  during  the  past  season  an  nnusual  number  of  com- 
plaints of  theft. 

Without  doubt  hundreds  of  bushels  of  oysters  have  been  stolen. 
Many  bed  holders  feel  that  the  State  docs  not  give  them  sufficient 
protection.  Certain  bills  are  now  pending  in  this  Oeneral  Assembly, 
which,  if  enacted,  contain  provisions  which  they  beheve  would  be  of 
great  service  to  them  in  many  ways.  Generally  the  oyster  industry  is 
in  a  prosperous  condition  and  its  steady  growth  certainly  indicates  it 
to  be  n  healthy  one.

COMMITTEE  TO  FURTHER  MARK  THE  BOUNDARY  LINE 

BETWEEN  THE  CITY  OF  NEWPORT  AND  THE 

TOWN  OF   MIDDLETOWN. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assetnhly  of  Rhode  Island,  January  ses- 
sion, A.  D.,  1882. 

The  undcraigned  having  been  appointed  by  your  Honorable  body, 
at  the  January  session,  A.  D.,  1881,  a  committee  to  further  mark  the 
boundarj'  line  between  the  city  of  Newport  and  the  town  of  Middle- 
town,  and  to  erect  therein  such  other  stone  monuments  as  thoy  may 
deem  necessary,  respectfully  report  that  they  procured  the  services 
of  two  surveyors,  Mr.  Joseph  F.  Cotton  of  the  city  of  Newport,  and 
Mr.  George  A.  Brown  of  Middletown,  to  run  said  line,  and  then 
proceeded  to  erect  thereon  stone  monuments,  marked  M.  on  one 
side  and  N.  on  the  other  side,  on  all  streets  and  roads  crossed  by  said 
line. 

Commencing  near  the  northerly  end,  additional  stone  monnmcnts 
were  erected  on  Maple  avenue,  Beacon  street,  Vernon  avenne,  Col- 
lins avenue,  Bliss  road  and  Bliss  Mine  rood. 

Your  committee  further  report  that  thoy  found  the  stone  monu- 
ment formerly  set  at  tlie  northerly  end  of  the  line,  near  the  Old 
Colony  railroad,  and  the  monument  at  the  head  of  Broadway  in- 
clined out  of  position,  and  the  monument  at  the  southerly  end,  on 
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Gaetoa's  beach,  entirely  down,  all  of  which  were  re-set  in  their  prop- 
er position  by  the  committee.
